REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, February 1, 1917. 
Hon. James M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following 
report of its condition for the year ending January 31, 
1917. This is the fifty-third annual report of the 
Hospital Department, which consists of the main hospital, 
the South Department for infectious diseases, the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station, the East Boston Relief 
Station, the Convalescent Home in Dorchester and the 
West Department (as yet unopened). 

_ The Board of Trustees was organized on May 1, 1916, 
by election of Mr. A. Shuman as president and Mr. 
Joseph P. Manning as secretary. 

-In April, 1916, Mr. Joseph P. Manning was reap- 
pointed a trustee for the term ending April 30, 1921. 
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In November, 1916, Francis J. Keany, M. D., Trustee, 
also Physician for Diseases of the Skin, died suddenly. 
The resolutions of the Board of Trustees upon this sad 
event are recorded upon another page. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital for maintenance during the fiscal year were 
$798,553.87. Of the amount spent for maintenance, 
$355,873.94 was expended upon personal service (see 
Table No. 1); $34,151.57 upon service other than per- 
sonal; $50,986.39 upon equipment; $340,734.47 upon 
supplies; $16,077.70 upon materials; $729.80 upon 
special items, such as workingmen’s compensation. 

From the amount expended, $798,553.87, there should 
be deducted the difference in the amount of stock on 
hand February 1, 1917, which was $20,650 more than 
on January 31, 1916, making the total amount properly 
chargeable as the expenditures for maintenance of all 
departments for the year $777,903.87. By deducting 
$85,445.26 (the carefully estimated cost of the various 
out-patient departments) we get $692,458.61 as the 
gross cost of all ward patients. This sum was expended 
for 46,186 weeks’ board of patients, at a cost per capita 
of $15.01 per week, or $2.143 per day. 

If we deduct the money collected for paying patients, 
interest on trust funds and other income, the net cost 
to the city per capita per week was $11.62, or $1.66 per 
day. 

The cost of subsistence supplies was $194,346.08; 
the total weeks’ board for an average of 1,590 persons 
was 83,125. This gives a cost per person for uncooked 
food supplies of $2.34 per week, or 33% cents per day. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there has been collected for the care 
and treatment of patients of all classes the sum of 
$150,825.10, itemized as follows: There was received 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for the board 
of patients at the hospital proper, $39,081.76; at the 
South Department, $1,527.86; from various cities and 
towns, for hospital proper, $22,162.35; collected at the 
superintendent’s office, on account of private room, 
ward and Out-Patient Department paying patients, 
$46,522.30, of which $3,487.27 was from insurance cases, 
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and $113.40 from orthopedic appliances; for board of 
paying patients at the South Department, $4,181.03; on 
account of ward and Out-Patient Department paying 
patients at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, 
$1,085.68, of which $875.51 was from insurance cases; 
on account of ward and Out-Patient Department pay- 
ing patients at the East Boston Relief Station, $798.22, 
$524.07 of this being from insurance cases. There has 
also been collected for the hospital, by the Board of 
Health, for the care of infectious cases at the South 
Department, and paid to the City Collector, the addi- 
tional sum of $35,465.90. 

The following is a tabular statement of the income 
from paying patients: 


FEBRUARY 1, 1916, TO JANUARY 31, 1917, INCLUSIVE. 
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The revenue was increased $11,347.60 by X-ray 
charges, Salvarsan treatment, removal of tonsils and 
adenoids and issuing of certificates. 

A table showing the revenue received from paying 
patients, interest on trust funds, sale of old material 
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and other sources, will be found on page 41 of the 
superintendent’s report. 

The wisdom of purchasing six Ford ambulances has, 
in the short time that they have been in operation, been 
demonstrated. The chassis have lengthened out to 136 
inches, with oversize rims, shock absorbers and odom- 
eters. ‘The bodies were made of paper board heated 
from the exhaust, electric lighted, with driver’s seat 
inclosed. ‘The patients ride much more comfortably 
than in the type formerly in use. 


X-RAY DEPARTMENT. 


During the past year the facilities of the X-Ray 
Department have been greatly improved by the sub- 
division of two of the rooms by means of lead protected 
partitions and by the rearrangement of the apparatus, 
thus securing more working space and greater efficiency 
from the equipment. A special room has been provided 
for cystoscopic examinations as well as better accommo- 
dations for dressing rooms. <A nurse also has been 
detailed to assist in preparing the patients for examina- 
tion during the morning clinic. 

New apparatus has been purchased as follows: Three 
Kelly-Koet tube stands, four Edwards intensifying 
screens, three Coolidge tubes, one filament transformer 
for Coolidge tube, two hydrogen gas tubes. 

These improvements and additions to the depart- 
ment have shown results which are most gratifying 
both in the quality and the amount of the work done, 
and have enabled the increasing number of patients to 
be served with a greater efficiency than at any time in 
the past and with corresponding satisfaction to all 
‘concerned. 

An X-ray room has been fitted up at the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station to meet the need of immediate 
X-ray plates for the diagnosis and proper treatment of 
fractures. This apparatus is operated by a graduate 
nurse who was instructed in its use, and is already 
proving a valuable addition to the Relief Hospital.

DEPARTMENT FOR VACCINE AND SERUM THERAPY. 


The work of this department has been carried on with 
painstaking assiduity. 

The total number of patients receiving bacterial vac- 
cines was 352; number of visits to this clinic, 2,562; 
number of vaccine inoculations, 2,348. The total 
number of patients under anti-syphilitic treatment was 
526. Number of cases of syphilis of the central nervous 
system treated by intradural injection of Salvarsanized 
serum or under observation, 146. The number of Sal- 
varsan injections was 1,041; mercury injections, 482; 
number of intradural treatments, 445; blood taken for 
Wassermann and Schwartz tests, 471. Total number 
of recorded cases under observation and treatment,

PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The work of the Pathological Laboratory during the 
past year can be briefly summarized. The epidemic of 
anterior poliomyelitis has made available post-mortem 
material from over thirty cases and has afforded the 
first opportunity for a thorough study of this disease. 

Under Doctor Mallory the study of scarlet fever has 
been continued and the results thus far obtained pub- 
lished. The work is still greatly hampered by the fact 
that the cases of scarlet fever and of measles are run- 
ning very light, so that it is almost impossible to obtain 
material which is suitable for study. This requires 
fulminating cases which die in the early stages of 
infection.

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The routine work of the laboratory has been carried 
on as in previous years and, wherever possible, such 
new methods and technique as have proved of value 
in diagnosis and treatment of disease have been made 
use of. : 

There is much to be desired in the way of laboratory 
equipment for both the routine work and for special 
tests that are requested from time to time. 

A larger number of house pupils have been interested 
in special work than in previous years and this has been 
encouraged. It is unfortunate that the laboratory has 
been unable to furnish the necessary apparatus to 
enable those interested to carry on such work in con- 
nection with the cases in the wards.

OutT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The Out-Patient Department statistics may be found 
on pages 13, 15 and 18 in the superintendent’s report. 

The number of patients treated in the Out-Patient 
Department during the past year has been 35,867. The 
number of visits was 146,059. 


SoutH DEPARTMENT. 


During the twenty-two years that the department has 
been in operation, 53,955 patients have been received, 
nearly all ill with an infectious disease. 
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The following are extracts from the report of the 
Advisory Board of the South Department, which may 
be of interest: 


There has been a considerable decrease in the admissions 
of the usual contagious affections, as diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
measles and whooping cough, but there has been an unusual 
number of cases of infantile paralysis. Boston has been through 
the severest epidemic of that disease in its history. Several 
hundred cases have been under treatment at the South Depart- 
ment. The mortality has been about 20 per cent on an average. 
While the resources of the department have been severely 
taxed, yet every case of application has been received and has 
received proper attention. 

An unusual number of autopsies and a wealth of material 
relating to this disease have been secured. Over thirty autop- 
sies have been performed. It is to be hoped that progress may 
thus be made toward ascertaining the cause, mode of trans- 
mission, prevention and treatment of this dreadful affection. 

The practice inaugurated by the late superintendent, Doctor 
McCollom, of giving mammoth doses of antitoxin in the treat- 
ment of diphtheria has been extended until now it 1s common 
custom to give 100,000 units intravenously at a single dose in 
severe cases. As high as 600,000 units have been given in two 
days with good results. No deaths have resulted from this 
practice, which had its origin in this hospital. 

The clinical records of the department are now placed upon a 
sensible basis and are made at the bedside, the only proper 
place for them to be taken. A card index and the loose sheets 
now prevail throughout the hospital. A separate room for 
the storage of the records in the South Department is desirable 
and doubtless will be found in the basement. 


HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION. 


This Relief Station has been in commission fifteen 
years. In these fifteen years, 519,203 patients have 
been treated. The number of patients treated during 
the first year was 20,150, and during the present year 
29,017, a very great increase. These patients received 
30,484 days’. treatment. 


East Boston RELIEF STATION. 


In the eight years that the East Boston Relief Station 
has been in operation 111,513 patients have been treated. 
For the year ending January 31, 1917, 12,408 patients 
were treated. These patients received 29,764 days’ 
treatment.

CONVALESCENT HoME. 


The number of patients treated during the year was 
355, who received 7,396 days’ treatment. 


CHANGES IN RULES. 


The rules were changed by the creation of three new 
positions for Second Assistant Visiting Physicians and 
two new positions for Out-Patient Surgeons. 

The Third Surgical Service was made a teaching 
service, appointment to the position of head of this 
service to be made only after an invitation for confer- 
ence with the Harvard Corporation upon such appoint- 
ment. 

A daily neurological clinic was established. 

It was voted to reduce the term of service for house 
officers from twenty to sixteen months. | 

An obstetrical course for nurses was introduced, the 
position of Instructor in Obstetrical Nursing being 
created. 





OBITUARY. 


Francis Joseph Keany, M. D., Trustee of the Boston 
City Hospital, also Physician for Diseases of the Skin, 
died suddenly in November. Upon his decease the 
Board of Trustees passed the following resolutions: 


Francis J. Keany, M. D., Harvard, was for nineteen years a 
trustee of the Boston City Hospital, having been appointed in 
July, 1897, and was for ten years a member of the staff in the 
Dermatological Department. He continued, in the son, the 
public spirit and indefatigable industry of his father in devoting 
these many years to the alleviation of the sufferings of the 
unfortunate sick of the city, to the upbuilding of the hospital, 
and to, the maintenance of the best work and traditions of the 
medical profession. In him his fellow trustees lose a pleasant 
and valued co-worker, companion and friend of many years, 
and sorrowfully appreciate the great loss, which has come by 
his decease, to themselves as well as to the hospital and its work 
of charity. 

The trustees express their individual, personal grief at the 
sad death of their fellow trustee, and extend to his widow and 
children their heartfelt sympathy and condolence in their 
affliction and sorrow. 
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The death of George Howard Malcolm Rowe, M. D.., 
former Superintendent and Resident Physician of the 
hospital, occurred in February. The following resolu- 
tions were adopted by the trustees: - 


The announcement of the death of Dr. George H. M. Rowe, 
though not entirely unexpected, brings to us a feeling of pro- 
found sorrow and regret. 

We recall with much satisfaction our pleasant and close rela- 
tions with him during the many years he was Superintendent 
and Resident Physician of the Boston City Hospital, and the 
ready assistance he gave at all times to the trustees in the 
furtherance of their work. 

He was a faithful and conscientious official of high executive 
ability, skillful in the management of the great institution he so 
ably represented, and a large measure of its success was due to 
his earnest and constant effort and untiring zeal. 

To his devoted sister we extend our deepest sympathy in 
her great loss and feel assured that her sorrow will be mitigated 
by the remembrance of the good he did to relieve the sufferings 
of the sick and needy poor. 


In March, William Palmer Bolles, M. D., Consulting 
Surgeon, passed away. The following letter from the 
trustees was sent to the family of Doctor Bolles: 


The trustees desire to express sincere sympathy in the great 
loss which you have sustained. They desire to say that Doctor 
Bolles, because of his very valuable services rendered to the 
hospital throughout the many years of his connection with the 
Hospital Staff, and the kindly interest that he had displayed 
in his patients, had greatly endeared himself both to the 
trustees and to his patients. Despite the fact that he was not 
now actively connected with the hospital, the great value of the 
service he had rendered to the hospital is still remembered 
and appreciated. 


Kdward Marshall Buckingham, M. D., Consulting 
Physician, died in December. The Senior Staff voted 
the following resolutions: 


The Senior Staff of the Boston City Hospital has reason to 
regret the death of Dr. Edward M. Buckingham, who died on 
December 23 last. 

He served for many years on the medical side and for eight 
years performed the arduous duties of secretary. His services 
were particularly valuable at the time of the Spanish War. 
The City Hospital received a large number of the invalid 
soldiers who were sent to this city for treatment. The typhoids, 
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malarias and digestive troubles were of an especially severe 
type and called for especial care. Doctor Buckingham devoted 
himself whole-heartedly to the work and published a very 
excellent report in regard to their maladies when the last soldier 
was discharged. Although several years have passed since his 
retirement from active connection with this institution, his 
valuable work is still remembered and deserves this expression 
of our appreciation. 

We wish to extend to his family our sympathy in their loss 
and to assure them that their loss is also ours. 


Charles Francis Withington, M. D., Consulting 
Physician, died in January, 1917. The following reso- 
lutions on his death were passed by the trustees: 


Charles Francis Withington, M. D., died January 7, 1917, 
and by his death the Staff of the Boston City Hospital loses one 
of its most devoted members. He was Visiting Physician 
from 1892 until 1915, when he was appointed a Consulting 
Physician. 

His long term of service was marked by unfailing interest in 
the welfare of the hospital and untiring devotion to his patients. 
Possessed of unusual knowledge, hts opinions were given only 
after careful examination and attention to the physical signs 
and symptoms presented by each case. His tact and judgment 
‘made him a wise counselor in the conduct of staff business and 
many improvements were inaugurated under his guidance. All 
who had the privilege of working with him appreciated his keen- 
ness of mind, ability as a teacher and skill as a diagnostician. 

Always interested in public health measures, Dr. Withington, 
when relieved of active hospital duty, devoted himself 
assiduously to the study of legislative acts affecting the welfare 
of the community and the profession.

To the Trustees: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to present herewith 
the annual report of the Hospital Department for the 
year ending January 1, 1917. 

On June 1, 1864, the Boston City Hospital was opened 
for the admission of patients. Since that time the 
number of house patients treated in the different depart- 
ments has been 430,317 and the number of out-patients 
1,692,025. The table on page 15 shows the number of 
patients who have applied for admission and been 
treated in the hospital proper and the South Depart- 
ment during the last ten years. The principal statistics 
for the year are shown on pages 17 and 18. The other 
tables are self-explanatory.

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THE SOUTHAMPTON WARDS. 


The Southampton Wards were open from February 9 
to May 17, inclusive, to take the overflow of scarlet 
fever cases during the epidemic. These wards were 
again open from July 14 to November 24, inclusive, 
for poliomyelitis cases. Nine thousand nine hundred 
and ninety-nine days’ board were given to patients, 
3,058 to employees, making a total of 13,057 days’ 
board given at the Southampton Wards during the 
year. The largest number of patients there on any one 
day was 99. 

During the poliomyelitis epidemic, 17,110 days’ board 
were given to patients, 4,576 to employees caring for 
these cases, making a total of 21,686 days’ board given 
at the South Department, including Southampton Wards, 
on account of the poliomyelitis epidemic. The greatest 
number of patients ill with poliomyelitis on any one 
day during the epidemic was 266, that being the number 
in the hospital on October 30.

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The main hospital has four subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Patho- 
logical Department and the X-Ray Laboratory. The 
expenditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the 
East Boston Relief Station, the Convalescent Home, 
and the West Department (as yet unopened) are kept 
in a combined table. 

The expenditures of the hospital in all its departments 
were for the care of 21,962 patients in the wards for 
322,955 days, or 46,1386 weeks’ board, which makes the 
average weekly cost of $15.01, or a daily cost of $2.143 
for patients of all classes. The cost of uncooked food 
supplies for all persons, including patients and the entire 
household in all departments of the hospital, was $194,- 
346.08. The average number of patients was 882.4, of 
officers and employees, including house and nursing 
staff, 707.4, or a total daily average of 1,589.8 persons. 
The number of weeks’ board for all persons was 83,125 
and the weekly cost per person for uncooked food sup- 
plies was $2.34, or 333 cents per day. 

If from the total operating expenses $798,553.87 is 
deducted the increase in stock on hand, which is $20,650, 
we find the cost of maintenance $777,903.87. If we 
divide the amount by 526,269, the total number of days’ 
board given ward patients plus the number of visits of 
out-patients, we obtain $1.48 as the gross cost per day 
for all patients. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department 
have been $798,553.87, but the net cost to the city for 
maintaining it was only $621,411.64. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 711, as against 662 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 472, in 
comparison with 428 for the previous year. The daily 
average during the year was 588.5, and the average 
length of stay was 12,1, days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient 
Departments at the hospital proper 35,867 patients. 
Other statistics may be found elsewhere, including 
the number of out-patients, number of their visits, 
rate of mortality, work of ambulances, census of days’ 
board for all persons, the nativity of patients admitted 
and physical condition of patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1916, 
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to January 31, 1917, was 1,629. This does not include 
the statistics of the South Department, but only the 
main hospital.

This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (581) were 35.67 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,629). 

During the year 17,770 patients were treated in the 
wards, 35,867 as out-patients, 355 at the Convalescent 
Home, 2,965 at the South Department; at the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station 529 were treated in the 
wards and 28,488 as out-patients, and at the East 
Boston Relief Station 343 were treated in the wards 
and 12,065 as out-patients, a total of 98,382 who have 
received the benefits of the hospital in all departments. 

During the year 21,335 persons applied for admission 
at the main hospital. Of this number, 17,174 were 
admitted and 4,161 were rejected, the latter being 797 
more than last year. The number rejected was 19 per 
cent of all persons applying, and the causes of rejection 
appear in the table of applicants not admitted, on page 
20. Of the number applying, 125 either changed their 
minds or were admitted later; of these, 15 were received 
within three days after application and 9 admitted still 
later. There were 34 applicants rejected for want 
of vacant beds, but of these 9 were admitted later. 
There were 3,614 of these applicants who could be treated 
more properly in the various out-patient services 
without the additional cost of receiving them in the 
wards. Admission was denied to 112 for lack of informa- 
tion that they were suitable cases; of these, 24 were 
received within three days after application and 7 were 
admitted later, and 83 were rejected as apparently 
incurable or unsuitable for treatment here. Various 
other causes of rejection appear in the tabulated form 
on page 20.

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GENERAL REPAIRS. 


Beside their usual work of repairs on furniture and 
buildings, the hospital carpenters have built operating 
tables and wall cases for operating floor and Out- 
Patient Department, altered a closet for the social 
service room, remodeled shelter for gate attendant, 
changed floor, partitions and shelves for X-Ray Depart- 
ment, built new cages for guinea pigs, made trunk racks 
for Nurses’ Home and cut windows in coal pocket. 
At the Southampton wards they altered booths for the 
temporary use of patients. At the Haymarket Square 
Relief Station they made changes for X-ray room, 
repaired stalls in stable and altered stable doors. At 
East Boston Relief Station they built storm porch at 
entrance. 

The hospital painters have painted and enameled 
rooms for maternity wards, painted private rooms in 
various wards, set many lights of glass and lettered many 
signs.

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Forty-seven pupils have graduated during the year 
and seventy-eight probationers have been admitted. 
Thirty-four pupils have completed obstetrical training 
at the Boston Lying-in Hospital and the New England 
Hospital and ten pupils are now taking the course. 
Seven graduate nurses have completed the obstetrical 
course in our new maternity ward. Seven pupils have 
taken the optional course at the Boston State Hospital. 

Fifty-one pupils from affiliated schools have completed 
courses of from three to six months. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has held seventy 
classes in ethics of nursing and in the history of nursing. 
Miss Morley has conducted 311 classes for pupils in 
the class room and in the laboratory. Miss Kingston 
has held twenty-four classes in obstetrical nursing. 
Miss Daly has conducted forty-four classes in nursing 
in contagious diseases. Miss Delamere and Miss Dwyer 
have held fifty-one classes in operating room technique, 
and Mrs. Davie has held daily demonstrations and drills 
in the practice room and class instruction in the class 
room. 

Miss Lee, the dietitian, has conducted twenty cooking 
classes for probationers and fifty-five cooking classes and 
twelve classes in advanced dietetics for pupils. 

Fifteen pupils have had practical experience in the 
diet kitchen. Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill has given fifty- 
eight periods in massage. 

The school has received thirty-four lectures from 
members of the medical, surgical, neurological, derma- 
tological, gynecological and pathological staffs. The 
senior pupils have attended eleven surgical clinics con- 
ducted by Doctor Leavitt and four by Doctor Clute. 
The obstetrical staff has given twenty-three lectures in 
obstetrics. The regular. medical clinics were conducted 
by Doctor Robey. 

During the year the laboratory work in the Medical 
Out-Patient Department has been carried on by the 
pupil nurses and this year a pupil nurse has been 
assigned to the X-Ray Department. 

During the epidemic of poliomyelitis forty graduate 
nurses were temporarily employed at the South Depart- 
ment. 

Under the direction of the Red Cross Society the 
nursing personnel of the Boston City Hospital Base 
Hospital Unit has been almost completed and practical 
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instruction has been given in the wards to fourteen of 
the twenty-five nurses’ aids. 

During the year ten of our enrolled Red Cross nurses 
have been appointed by the Central Committee on Red 
Cross Nursing Service as Red Cross instructors and are 
teaching classes in elementary hygiene and home 
nursing. | 

The eighth public graduating exercises of the Training 
School for Nurses were held in the Surgical Out-Patient 
Department May 28, 1916. Addresses were made by 
his Honor Mayor Curley and by Doctor Dowling. The 
diplomas were presented by Mayor Curley. After the 
exercises a reception was held in the Vose House. 


Tur TRAINING SCHOOL FOR MALE NURSES. 


September 1, 1916, the Training School for Male 
Nurses came under the direction of the Training School 
Department. Since that time the classes have been 
carried on by the regular Training School instructors. 
The curriculum includes practical nursing, materia 
medica, anatomy and physiology, dietetics, surgical 
clinics and laboratory work in bacteriology, urine analysis 
and chemistry. Weekly lectures are attended and at 
the South Department a course in nursing in contagious 
diseases is given. 

During the year fifteen pupils have completed the 
course of two years and two affiliated pupils from Butler 
Hospital have completed a course of one year. 

January 31, 1917, there were seventy-five men in the 
school.

Doctor Leavitt resigned 
in January, and Joseph H. Shortell, M. D., was appointed 
Resident Surgeon for the Surgical Floor. 

In July, George 8. Graham, M. D., Second Assistant 
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Pathologist, resigned. The following promotions were 
then made: Edgar M. Medlar, M. D., from the position 
of Research Assistant in Pathology to that of Second 
Assistant Pathologist; Leroy U. Gardner, M. D., from 
the position of First Assistant in Pathology to that of 
Research Assistant in Pathology; Ward H. Cook, M. D., 
from the position of Second Assistant in Pathology to 
that of First Assistant in Pathology. Frederick Parker, 
Jr., M. D., was then appointed Second Assistant in 
Pathology. Doctor Parker left in December and Frank 
B. Berry, M. D., was appointed to the position for six 
months beginning January 1, 1917. 

At the South Department, Robert B. Hunt, M. D., 
Assistant Physician, resigned in December and Hiram H. 
Amiral, M. D., was appointed Assistant Physician. 

The resignation of William J. Brickley, M. D., Resi- 
dent Surgeon at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, 
taking effect January 1, 1917, was accepted, the secretary 
conveying to him expressions of appreciation of the 
trustees for his good work at the hospital. Somers 
Fraser, M. D., Assistant Resident Surgeon, resigned in 
October. John G. Breslin, M. D., Assistant Resident 
Surgeon at East Boston Relief Station, was appointed 
Acting Resident Surgeon at Haymarket Square Relief 
Station. Bernard F. Devine, M. D., was appointed 
Assistant Resident Surgeon at East Boston Relief 
Station and later was transferred to Haymarket Square 
Relief Station as Acting Assistant Resident Surgeon. 
Carl B. Hudson, M. D., was appointed Acting Assistant 
Resident Surgeon at East Boston Relief Station.

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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 





The trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fourth 
organized in the United States, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a 
systematic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of 
the hospital, like all other departments of the hospital 
service. The Superintendent of the Hospital has the 
general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
its course of work and study, lectures and discipline. 
The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also the instruction and management 
of the nurses in the Training School. All female nurses 
in the hospital must be connected with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1,088 
beds for patients as follows:

The number and variety of cases in each department 
afford ample material for observation and instruction. 
The course requires three years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural and gynecological nursing, also the nursing of 
children, and infectious diseases and of emergency 
surgical work. There is a maternity ward connected 
with the hospital, and a course in maternity nursing 
has been provided at this hospital as well as at maternity 
hospitals elsewhere, without extra cost to the nurse. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
one to thirty-five years. ‘They must be of sound health, 
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and should send with their application a certificate 
from a physician certifying to the fact. They should 
also send a brief personal history, and give the names 
and addresses of three responsible persons, not of their 
own kin, preferably their last employer, if any, or busi- 
ness men of their acquaintance, who know of their good 
character and capabilities. Upon the recommendation 
of the Superintendent of the Hospital and Superin- 
tendent of Nurses they will be received for three months 
on probation. The fitness of candidates for the training 
and work, and the propriety of retaining or dismissing 
them, will be determined by the authorities in charge 
of the school, under the direction of the trustees. At 
least two years of high school work or its equivalent 
is necessary. An entrance examination, held every 
Tuesday morning at ten o’clock, except holidays, is 
given to all candidates before the term of probation. 
The examination is in simple arithmetic, English com- 
position and writing from dictation, etc., and is in no 
sense so severe as to prevent anyone who is capable of 
undertaking the work of a trained nurse from so doing. 
The Superintendent of Nurses will have a personal inter- 
view with candidates for the school on Tuesdays from 
ten to twelve o’clock. 

At the end of the second month candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and 
enter upon the regular course of training, but such 
candidates are not permitted to join the school formally 
until the end of the third month, when, if accepted, they 
sign an agreement to complete the prescribed course of 
three years and to conform to all rules. At the end of 
the first six months the record and work of each pupil 
are carefully scrutinized as to her fitness to make a good 
nurse, and the right is reserved by the authorities of the 
hospital to terminate then, or:at any time, the con- 
nection of any pupil or nurse with the school for ineffi- 
ciency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, or 
for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

The nurses in the Training School (including pro- 
bationers) reside at the three nurses’ homes connected 
with the hospital. These houses are attractive and 
homelike, and have the best of conditions necessary to 
good health and personal hygiene, while recreation and 
amusement, necessary to a wholesome life, have been 
considered in the music room, library and reception 
rooms provided. 
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The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate 
charge of the Training School, under the authority of 
the Superintendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, 
and the nurses are subject to the rules of the hospital, 
like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
the making of beds, changing bed and body linen, 
managing of helpless patients in bed, etc., giving baths, 
keeping patients warm or cool, prevention or dressing 
of bed sores, and proper management of the patient 
under various conditions, with different diseases or 
injuries; the making and applying of bandages and 
rollers, preparation of splints, application and manage- 
ment of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds, 
and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching, and sub- 
sequent treatment, the administering of enemata, and 
the use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emer- 
gencies occurring in hospital and private nursing, as 
well as in the accidents of ordinary life. They are also 
given lessons in massage by a professional instructor. 
There is a systematic course of training in cookery for 
the sick, the serving of food and delicacies in the proper 
manner, and the feeding of helpless patients, or those 
who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, or warming and ventilating sick 
rooms in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick 
rooms for the best good and comfort of the patient; in 
keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly clean and 
disinfected; in making accurate observations of the 
pulse, temperature, respiration, expectorations, the 
secretions, state of the skin, and eruptions; of mental 
condition, as delirium, stupor, shock, ete., of the con- 
dition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimu- 
lants and medicines; the behavior of wounds and the 
after treatment in surgical operations; and in the manag- 
ing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the administer- 
ing of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a pre- 
paratory course of three months under a special in- 
structor, followed by a fixed course of instruction from 
manuals and text-books, mainly given by the Superin- 
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tendent of Nurses, instructors, dietitian and graduate 
head nurses. Lectures and demonstrations, chiefly 
upon practical points, are given at stated times by the 
medical and surgical staff of the hospital. While the 
instruction by the manuals, text-books, lectures, demon- 
strations, quizzes and models is considerable, the main 
reliance is upon accurate daily drill in the wards, opera- 
ting rooms, and other departments of the hospital. 
Examinations, both oral and written, are held from time 
to time by the authorities of the school, and nurses will 
not be graduated unless they attain, on critical marking, 
at least seventy per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, out-patient departments of the 
hospital and the two Relief Stations. They are given 
training in medical, in surgical, in contagious and gyne- 
cological wards. Maternity training is provided. No 
class recitations or lectures are given between July 1 
and October 1 except to the probation classes. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two months 
but for the remaining ten months of the first year they 
receive $10 a month, for the second year $12.50 a month, 
and for the third year $16.67 a month while on duty in 
the hospital, to pay for the expenses of their uniform, 
personal clothing, and other minor requirements. While 
on duty in a maternity hospital they will receive the 
allowance provided by the hospital to which they are 
assigned. This sum is in nowise intended as wages, it 
being considered that their education during this time 
is a full equivalent for their services. When the term 
of three years is completed the nurses receive, if they 
pass all the examinations and are otherwise satisfactory, 
a diploma certifying to the regular course of training 
and practice, and are then permitted to wear the grad- 
uate’s badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the 
hospital as head nurses, with opportunities of promo- 
tion here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses 
who prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after a 
term of private nursing, are given post-graduate instruc- 
tions in ward management, hospital housekeeping and 
minor administration, fitting them to fill positions of 
trust in hospitals or other institutions. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates are, as a rule, received in class beginning every

three months. Those desiring to enter with less delay 
can sometimes anticipate a fixed date by placing them- 
selves on the emergency list. When coming to the 
hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; 
dresses to be made high neck, long sleeves; eight large 
white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two yards wide, 
meeting in the back, with bibs, without straps, plain at 
the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two pearl 
studs on the band, two inches wide, with hem at bottom 
five inches in depth, and two inches from the bottom 
of the dress; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of 
scissors, a pinball, and a plain napkin ring with nurse’s 
name; a good supply of plain underclothing — every 
article to be distinctly marked with pen and indelible 
ink with the owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are 
allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots that will 
be purchased on prescription of our orthopedic surgeon, 
after coming to the hospital. If the teeth are out of 
order in any way, they must receive attention before 
coming for the probationarymonth. Nurses are required 
to wear the training school uniform after they join the 
school. Material for dresses will be sold at cost price; 
caps are furnished at a nominal price. Probationers 
should come prepared, on acceptance, to expend about 
$20 for uniforms, books and other needful expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to 
twelve hours between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses, from 8 p. m. to 7 a. m. No nurse is 
required to do both day and night duty on the same 
day, except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day 
duty is allowed two hours for rest and recreation; one 
half day, after 1.30 p. m., each week, and four hours on 
Sunday. Two weeks’ vacation with pay is allowed 
each year, and one week without pay as leave of absence 
during the third year. If nurses are sick they are 
cared for in the hospital, but pay is stopped, except for 
illness or injury received in the line of duty. Pupils 
may be expected to have a percentage of any considerable 
time lost by illness or absence added to their three years, ’ 
at the discretion of the management. Nurses on night 
duty are required to be in bed from 9 a. m. until 4 p. m. 
Nurses may be called upon for seven months’ regular 
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night duty during the three years’ training, besides 
“‘special cases” to a limited number. 


CouRSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


I. PROBATIONER’S COURSE. 


The first week the probation class meets in the prac- 
tice room daily for practical instruction in the making 
of beds, including the use of bed rests, cradles, ete. 

The care of rooms, sweeping and dusting. 

Care of set bowls, wall stands and utensils. 

Care of linen rooms, the folding of linen. 

The use of hot and cold applications, including the 
making of fomentations and poultices. 

The care of rubber goods. 

The making of surgical supplies, pads, sponges, tam- 
pons, ete. 

The use of slings, binders and supports. 

During this time the class is instructed in the use of 
antiseptics, disinfectants and deodorants and the prep- 
aration of solutions. 

Tables of weights and measures. 

The use of abbreviations and symbols. 

The principles of ventilation. 

The temperature of the body. Heat production and 
radiation. 

The use of the clinical thermometer and charts. 

The giving of baths, care of the back, mouth, etc. 

From the seventh (7th) to the tenth (10th) day allowed 
to go to the wards, make beds, sweep, dust and fold 
linen (hours from 7 to 10.30 a. m.). 

The tenth (10th) day assigned to wards for regular 
duty, and during the remaining weeks of the probation 
course three hours each day will be devoted to class and 
practice room work, with one additional hour for 
recreation

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS- 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS, ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


House RULES. 


The doors and gates of the hospital will be closed at 
ten o’clock in the evening, at which time all inmates, 
excepting head nurses, who are permitted to remain 
out until twelve o’clock midnight, shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms, unless otherwise 
specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employees of the hospital, 
when going and coming to and from the hospital, shall 
enter and go out by the entrance office, and by no other 
entrance. Such officers and employees as are required 
shall use the time register and method of booking that 
the hospital rules require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the 
hospital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening 
and 7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employee shall be absent from the hospital except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, male nurse or other employee shall, 
directly or indirectly, receive money or other gifts from 
or in behalf of patients, except with the approval of 
the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited within the hospital, unless prescribed by the 
physicians or surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and 
directions for their conduct as may from time to time 
be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Application for admission may be made at the hos- 
pital on each day of the week (Sundays excepted), 
between nine o’clock a. m. and five o’clock p.m. When- 
ever able, a patient shall apply in person for admission. 
When not able to apply in person, a patient may be 
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admitted on application made by his physician, or upon 
a visit to his residence by the admitting physician. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted unless his condition is urgent, except 
as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose 
case is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent 
symptoms which are deemed capable of being relieved. 

Persons with state settlements, unless they stand in 
need of immediate relief, are to be referred to the state 
hospitals. 

Patients settled in other cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts are to be referred to their own city or town for 
treatment, Boston cases being given the preference. 

Unsettled cases, if resident in Boston, may be ad- 
mitted as paying patients. | 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the 
hospital at such rate of board as the trustees may from 
time to time by vote determine, payment for such cases 
being secured by the friends of the patients or by the 
authorities of the city or town in which the patient is 
legally settled. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a 
part of the board will be paid. 

If separate apartments or articles not usually fur- 
nished at the hospital are furnished, such payment 
shall be made therefor as the trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 

Persons non-resident and non-settled in Boston are to 
be admitted only as private patients, 2. e., paying patients 
in private rooms. 

All accident or emergency cases shall be received at all 
hours, night or day, irrespective of settlement. 

In all cases where any question arises as to the treat- 
ment of newly admitted or other patients, it shall be the 
duty of the house officer to consult with the executive 
on duty in regard to such treatment until the arrival of 
his visiting physician or surgeon. 

If in the judgment of the admitting physician the 
condition of a newly admitted patient is sufficiently 
urgent to demand the attention of the visiting staff, he 
shall so notify the house officer and shall direct him to 
call his visiting physician or surgeon. 

In case alcohol is administered to a patient before or 
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after placing him in the ambulance, or by any other 
than hospital employees, before the arrival of the 
ambulance, the same is to be promptly reported to the 
Admitting Physician, and a record of the fact made in 
the clinical record book. This rule covers cases brought 
by conveyances other than hospital ambulances. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards 
during the visits of the physicians and surgeons, and 
always before 7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially 
excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing 
and perform such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

No patient shall leave the hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward with- — 
out the consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own 
selection, and any wish for the performance of a par- 
ticular religious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the trustees. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the 
visiting physicians or surgeons shall be provided with a 
certificate stating their condition at the time of discharge, 
whether cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate 
shall be signed by the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the Superintendent, a written 
statement to that effect.shall be required from any per- 
son assuming the responsibility of the removal. 
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VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except 
on business, or at such times as may be fixed for the 
reception of visitors, without the permission of the 
Superintendent or of some one of the trustees. 

Daily, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient 
shall receive more than two visitors at that hour; and 
from 6 to 6.380 o’clock on each week day friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
receive more than one visitor at that hour. In all cases, 
however, the trustees and the Superintendent may 
exercise discretionary powers as to excluding or admit- 
ting visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular 
visiting hours they shall not be permitted to remain 
more than half an hour, except a special permission to 
remain for further time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the hospital when the bell 
rings at the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the hospital, or 
pass the night therein, without permission of the Super- 
intendent or one of the trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food 
or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; 
and any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 





The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. It shall receive patients who require treat- 
ment for diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping 
cough, and for other infectious diseases as may be 
determined from time to time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent and Medical Director of the 
Hospital shall, under the direction of the trustees, have 
the general control and management of this department 
in the same manner as of other departments of the 
hospital. | ; 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, 
and except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE HAYMARKET SQUARE AND THE EAST 
BOSTON RELIEF STATIONS. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Stations are estab- 
lished not as hospitals, but as departments of the 
Boston City Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules 
and methods prevailing now in the hospital shall, so 
far as applicable, and not inconsistent with special 
rules, apply to the Relief Stations. 

The stations shall afford temporary relief in all 
classes of accident and disease. ‘They shall be open at 
all hours for patients requiring treatment or attention. 
Patients requiring ward treatment, whether received at 
the stations or taken up in’ ambulances, shall, so far 
as is consistent with their welfare, be forthwith trans- 
ferred or carried to the hospital for extended treatment, 
but ward accommodations shall be afforded patients 
whose condition is such that they cannot properly be 
transferred. Patients may, however, if it 1s deemed 
desirable, be transferred by the ambulances to other 
hospitals or to their homes. First treatment may be 
afforded at the stations, although the applicants are 
not such as require ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of 
the stations, the same as of other departments of the 
hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may 
be necessary for each ‘station, nominate for confirma- 
tion by the trustees a Resident Surgeon and one or more 
Assistant Resident Surgeons, and shall appoint and 
employ or detail for service in each department, sub- 
ject to the approval of the trustees or of the proper 
committees, a Matron, a Supervisor, nurses, male 
nurses and such other minor employees as may be 
required for the proper conduct of the station, who shall 
be subject to his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the stations 
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shall perform such duties other than those specified as 
may be required by the trustees or the Superintendent, 
according to the nature of their respective duties. The 
Resident Surgeons, the Matrons, Supervisors and such 
other officers as may be so required shall reside at the 
stations. 

PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received 
unless there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superin- 
tendent or Resident Surgeon. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE HAYMARKET SQUARE 
RELIEF STATION. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall 
cooperate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall 
be exercised in the ambulance service, so far as is con- 
sistent with a regard for the welfare of the patient and 
the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
as may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to 
calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 

A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the hospital 
station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station. 
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AMBULANCE SERVICE AT THE East Boston RELIEF 
STATION. 

The rules and methods prevailing in the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station ambulance service shall, so far as 
applicable, be effective in the East Boston Relief Station 
ambulance service. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 





The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hospital for treatment during con- 
valescence. | 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Home in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the 
approval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, 
under their direction, such further assistants as may 
be necessary for the proper conduct and service of the 
home. ; 
~ The Matron, under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent, shall have the immediate charge of the home and 
the control of all nurses and other employees and 
patients. She shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In 
all cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron may 
exercise discretionary powers as to excluding or admit- 
ting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the 
expiration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, 
except by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.

This department is located at City Hall (basement), 
Room 5. 

The physicians attached to this department for the 
examination of insane are Dr. Charles G. Dewey and 
Dr. William H. Prescott. Office, City Hall (basement), 
Room 5. Hours, 10.30 a. m. to 12 m. 

Doctor Dewey’s home address, 44 Alban street, 
Dorchester. Telephone, Dorchester 201. 

Doctor Prescott’s home address, 330 Hyde Park ave- 
nue, Jamaica Plain. Telephone, Jamaica 1370. 

The law relating to the commitment of the insane is 
contained in chapter 504, Acts of 1909. 

Patients are sent to the following public hospitals: 
Boston State Hospital, Worcester State Hospital, Taun- 
ton State Hospital, Danvers State Hospital, West- 
borough State Hospital, Foxborough State Hospital, 
Medfield State Hospital, Norfolk State Hospital, Mon- 
son State Hospital and Grafton State Hospital. 

Norfolk State Hospital is for dipsomaniacs or inebri- 
ates and those who are so addicted to the intemperate 
use of narcotics or stimulants as to have lost the power 
of self-control. 

Female inebriates and drug users are sent to the 
Westborough State Hospital. 
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Monson State Hospital is for sane epileptic patients, and 
insane epileptics are sent to the Grafton State Hospital. 

Before sending a patient to a private hospital arrange- 
ments should be made with that hospital for receiving 
the patient. 

No person shall be committed to a hospital for the 
insane, public or private, unless he has been an inhabi- 
tant of the Commonwealth for six months immediately 
preceding the application for commitment, or provision 
has been made for his maintenance satisfactory to the 
Commission on Mental Diseases, or by reason of insanity 
would be dangerous if at large. 

Commitment forms may be had by applying to the 
office of the Institutions Registration Department, City 
Hall (basement), Room 5, or at the office of the Com- 
mission on Mental Diseases, Room 36, State House. 

Hearings for commitments are held by the judges of 
the Probate Court, Courthouse, Pemberton square, at 
twelve o’clock every day except Saturdays and legal 
holidays. 

This rule may be somewhat modified during the 
months of July and August, vacation time. 

When application for commitment is made it is 
desirable that the committing physician notify a relative 
of the patient (the nearest one when possible) to apply 
at the office of the Institutions Registration Department 
-in order to give the necessary information required. 

Arrangements for the payment of board should be 
made with the superintendent of the hospital to which 
the patient is sent. 

In order to be committed from Boston to a hospital for 
the insane the patient must reside or be in this county. 

When a woman is sent to a hospital, unless accom- 
panied by her father, husband, brother or son, one of the 
attendants accompanying her must be a woman. 

Patients are taken to the hospitals by an official 
designated for that purpose, and they are taken in such 
a manner as to avoid all publicity.

I respectfully submit the report of the Law Depart- 
ment for the financial year ending January 31, 1917.

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IMPORTANT LEGISLATION. 


Among the most important legislative acts of the 
year 1916 which affected the City of Boston were: 


GENERAL ACTS. 


Chapter 23, which provides that cities and towns may appro- 
priate money for conducting proceedings relative to public 
service corporations. 

Chapter 55, which provides that local boards of health shall 
notify the state department of health of cases of dangerous 
diseases. 

Chapter 75, which prohibits the pledge, mortgage, sale, 
assignment or transfer of pensions granted by the Common- 
wealth or by any county, city or town. 

Chapter 1388, which provides that the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil may disapprove granting by Fire Prevention Commissioner 
of certain licenses. 

Chapter 208, which provides for the regulation of the assign- 
ment of wages. 

Chapter 224, which provides for the regulation: of the making 
of small loans. 

Chapter 293, which provides for the licensing by cities and 
towns of motor vehicles carrying passengers for hire. 

Chapter 294, which provides for the verification of lists of 
taxable property filed with the assessors of taxes. 

Chapter 299, which provides for the distribution of certain 
corporation taxes and for the reimbursement of cities and towns 
for taxes lost by soldiers’ exemptions. 

Chapter 309, which legalizes expenditures authorized by 
cities and towns for the benefit of soldiers and sailors in the 
service of the United States. 

Chapter 314, which provided aid for certain dependent rela- 
tives of soldiers of the Commonwealth in the federal service on 
the Mexican border. 


SPECIAL ACTS. 


Chapter 86, which authorized charges for the use of public 
school property of the City of Boston for social, civic and other 
purposes. 

Chapter 88, which provided for the commitment of certain 
offenders in disciplinary day schools in the City of Boston. 

Chapter 129, which provided for vacations for employees 
of the Municipal Printing Plant of the City of Boston. 

Chapter 153, which authorized the City of Boston to grant 
a location to a street railway company in Pleasant street. 

Chapter 175, which provided for the construction of a high 

pressure fire pumping station in the Charles River Basin. 
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Chapter 248, which authorized the use of hard burned clay 
and concrete in the construction of certain buildings in the 
City of Boston. 

Chapter 257, which provided for the retirement of super- 
annuated school janitors and attendance officers. 

Chapter 267, which provided for an increase in the tax limit 
of the city, for the abolition of the general authority to borrow 
for school purposes, and for an increase in the limit of appro- 
priations from taxes for school purposes. 

Chapter 269, which provided for assessments for sidewalk 
construction. 

Chapter 274, which provided for the improvement of the 
Old Harbor part of Dorchester Bay. 

Chapter 277, which provided for an amendment to the build- 
ing law relative to the use of fire-resisting material. 

Chapter 289, which provided that sums payable to the City 
of Boston by the Commonwealth in reimbursement for certain 
pensions paid by the city to retired teachers be paid into the 
current pension fund of the School Committee. 

Chapter 342, which provided for the construction of a station 
in the Boylston Street Subway at Arlington street. 

Special Acts.— See chapter 40 of the Resolves, which pro- 
vided that the Boston Transit Commission report to the next 
General Court the most feasible route for a subway from 
Andrew square to Upham’s Corner. 

Chapter 46 of the Resolves, which provided that the State 
Board of Charity report to the next General Court on the 
advisability of the acquisition by the Commonwealth of the 
Suffolk School for Boys.

DISPOSITION OF SUITS. 
Decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court. 
Basset v. City of Boston. Decided February 1, 1917. Banker 
& Tradesman, page 351. 


An action to recover taxes paid under protest by a non- 
resident on his office furniture and equipment in Boston. The 
Court held that the tax was properly assessed. 
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Esther G. Donlan, Executrix, v. City of Boston. (223 Mass. 285.) 


Held: That where a teacher in the public schools of the 
city who is employed by the year at a fixed salary payable in 
monthly installments dies after the full teaching service has 
been rendered but before the close of the year, nothing is due 
to his estate for the balance of the year in which no teaching 
service Was actually rendered. 


Thomas W. Devney’s (Dependent’s) Case. (223 Mass. 270.) 


Held: That a hoseman in the Fire Department of the city 
is not a laborer, workman or mechanic within the meaning of 
the workmen’s compensation laws. 


City of Boston, Petitioner. (223 Mass. 36.) 


Held: That a decree entered after the rescript stating the 
decision reported in Boston, petitioner, 221 Mass. 468, and 
which among other things apportioned to the cities of Chelsea 
and Revere a certain proportion of the cost of maintenance of 
Chelsea Bridge, as a whole, was correct, it not being intended 
by the rescript that the apportionment should be only of the 
north ‘draw of the bridge. Such decree also was correct in 
apportioning the cost of maintenance of the whole of the 
Meridian Street Bridge instead of limiting the apportionment 
to the draw only of the bridge. The rescript which stated the 
decision reported in Boston, petitioner, 211 Mass. 468, accu- 
rately expressed the judgment of the Court. 


Boston Fish Market Corporation v. City of Boston. 
(224 Mass. 31.) 


Held: That the Boston Fish Market Corporation, the 
lessee of part of the Commonwealth Flats at South Boston, 
was properly taxed for the property leased to it by the Common- 
wealth; that the general exemption from taxation of the 
property of the Commonwealth does not apply to those por- 
tions of the Commonwealth Flats that are leased for business 
purposes, which are expressly subjected to taxation by statute 
1909, chapter 490, Part I., section 12; and further held that if 
the lessee of the premises uses them for the purpose of sub- 
letting a portion to persons who deal in fish, the premises are 
leased to it for business purposes, although it does not itself 
engage in a mercantile business. 

It was further held that the statute authorizing the taxa- 
tion is not in contravention of the clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution of the United States assuring 

“equal protection of the laws.”’ 

It was also held that the statute which subjects some but 
-not all of the land of which it is the proprietor to taxation, 
when it is leased, is not a violation of clause 1, section 1, Article 
4, of the Constitution of Massachusetts, requiring that all 
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property taxes must be ‘‘proportional and reasonable,” and 
violates no constitutional right of any citizen. 

It was also held that the words ‘‘annual taxes” as applied 
to the leased premises mean the annually recurring municipal 
tax, and include the county and state taxes. 


Union Institution for Savings in the City of Boston v. City of 
Boston. (224 Mass. 286.) 


Held: That a permit granted by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners of the City of Boston under Statute 1913, chapter 
680, to erect and maintain a post with a clock thereon set in 
the sidewalk of a public street of that city without limitation 
as to time, and without express reservation of a power to revoke 
the permit, is a revocable license. The right granted does not 
become a contract by the erection of a post and clock in accord- 
ance with its terms. In this Commonwealth a right granted 
to a private person to use a public street for a private purpose 
is a mere license, revocable at pleasure.

ENFORCEMENT OF BUILDING Laws. 


From February 1, 1916, to January 31, 1917, there 
were referred by the Building Department to the Law 
Department for prosecution 1,116 complaints, of which 
450 were for insufficient egress and 652 were for other 
violations of the building laws. 

With the exception of 403 ‘‘sprinkler complaints,” 
included in the above, each of these complaints re- 
ceived the attention of the Law Department, and 519 
cases were closed after action by the department had 
forced the owners to comply with the demands of the 
Building Department. The 403 ‘sprinkler complaints”’ 
referred to were not pressed because of the hardship 
which would result to the property owners by reason of 
the high prices and other conditions imposed by the 
sprinkler manufacturers. 

During the year twenty-six bills in equity were 
entered and disposed of.

To His Honor James M. Cur ey, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Trustees of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston present the following report of its 
condition and affairs for the year ending January 31, 
1917, being their sixty-fifth annual report. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD. 


The Board organized on May 19, 1916, by the election 
of Josiah H. Benton as president, William F. Kenney, 
vice president, and Della Jean Deery, clerk. 

William F. Kenney was reappointed and qualified for 
the term ending April 30, 1921. John A. Brett, a 
member of the Board, resigned May 17, and to the 
vacancy thus created Rev. Arthur T. Connolly was 
appointed, and qualified for the term ending April 30, 
1917. 

Mr. Brett had been a member of the Board for nearly 
five years. Resolutions in appreciation of his valuable 
service have been placed upon the permanent records 
of the trustees. 
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RECEIPTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The receipts of the library are of two classes: First, 
those which are to be expended by the trustees in the 
maintenance of the library. ‘These consist of the annual 
appropriation by the City Council and the income from 
trust funds, given to the trustees but invested by the 
City Treasurer under the direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the city. During the past year these receipts 
were as follows:

Nearly all the money which the trustees can use for 
the maintenance and workings of the library system 
comes from the annual appropriation by the City 
Council.

The appropriations for these ten years have averaged 
$9,950 less than the estimates of the Board. In 1906 
and 1910 the appropriations equaled the estimates, but 
in 1916 the appropriation was $15,450 less than the 
estimate. This is not said by way of complaint, because 
we are aware of the limitations which necessarily govern 
the Council in making appropriations for maintenance. 
It is only stated to dispel the illusion which the Exam- 
ining Committee and many others seem to have that 
the trustees have only to ask for money to get it. 


Hours OF SERVICE. 


The hours of service at the Central Library and 
branches remain unchanged. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY. 


During the year 43,574 volumes have been added to 
the library collection, as compared with 42,973 added 
in 1915. Of these, 30,354 were purchased, 9,781 were 
given to the library, and the remainder were received 
by exchange, binding of periodicals into volumes, etc. 
There were purchased for the Central Library 15,142 
volumes and 15,212 for the branch libraries and reading 
room stations. 

The total amount expended for books, including 
$6,656.53 for periodicals, $1,805.73 for newspapers, and - 
$962.80 for photographs, was $46,381.56, or about 10.8 
per cent of the entire expense of the library for all 
purposes. 
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The corresponding expenditure for the year 1915 was 
$48,453.18, including $6,586.19 for periodicals, $1,879.33 
for newspapers, and $690.58 for photographs, or about 
11.7 per cent of the entire expense of the library. | 

The average cost of all books purchased was $1.21 per 
volume, as against $1.15 in 1915. Of the books pur- 
chased 26,426 were bought from money appropriated by 
the city at an average cost of $1.01 a volume, and 3,928 
were bought with the income of trust funds at an 
average cost of $2.70 a volume. ‘The corresponding 
figures for 1915 were: Bought from city appropriation, 
28,672; average cost, $1.05. From trust funds income, 
3,249; average cost, $2.70. 


Book CIRCULATION AND USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


There were issued during the year for direct home use 
273,493 volumes at the Central Library, compared with 
299, 974 in 1915, and from the Central Library through 
the branches and stations 72,343 others, while the 
branches and stations issued fi 488,746 volumes for 
direct home use. The figures in 1915 were 79,068 and 
1,531,086. There were issued from the Central Library, 
branches and stations to schools and institutions 214,656 
volumes, as against 224,972 in 1915, making the entire 
issue for use outside the buildings 2,050,238 volumes, as 
against 2,135,100 in 1915. 

The somewhat smaller circulation for home use in 
1916, as compared with 1915, is due to two causes: Delay 
in opening the schools (on account of prevalence of 
infantile paralysis) which affected the school circulation 
directly and general home use indirectly, and the state 
of employment which when full, as during the past year, 
usually reduces the home use of books not only in this 
but in other public libraries. The use of books within 
the buildings, impracticable to record statistically, is 
doubtless much greater than the recorded home use. 
It requires half a million call slips in the Bates Hall 
reading room alone. 

The trustees would urge upon business men the 
importance of inducing their employees to take advan- 
tage of the great resources of the library which has been 
~ and is constantly alive to the necessity of enriching its 
shelves by books on technical education and business 
administration. The lbrary is keenly alive to the 
demands of those seeking information upon trade topics 
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and specialized subjects, and its experts are at the 
command of those who need them to unlock the stores 
of the library on any business subject. 


BINDING AND REPAIR OF BOOKS. 


During the year 41,863 volumes have been bound in 
the bindery, as against 44,5438 in 1915. Beside this, a 
large amount of miscellaneous work has been completed, 
such as the folding, stitching and trimming of 164,973 
library publications, compared with 158,144 in 1915, 
and the mounting of maps and photographs, the repair- 
ing of books and making of periodical covers, 
etc. The expense of performing this necessary miscel- 
laneous work is equivalent to about 17 per cent of the 
total expense of the department. The ability to do it 
promptly in our own bindery greatly promotes the 
convenience, economy and efficiency of the library work. 


LIBRARY COOPERATION WITH SCHOOLS, ETC. 


The trustees continue to codperate with the educa- 
tional work of the schools, and during the past year 
the library has supplied with books 30 branches and 
reading room stations, 161 public and parochial schools, 
62 engine houses and 36 other institutions, and sends 
out upon the average from the Central Library about 
400 volumes every day by its delivery wagons. The 
number of volumes sent on deposit from the Central 
Library through the branch system was 52,024, of which 
10,870 were sent to schools. There were also sent from 
the branches themselves and from two of the largest 
reading room stations 61,570 volumes on deposit, dis- 
tributed among 198 places. Of these, 27,530 were sent 
‘to schools. That is to say, not only is the collection of 
the Central Library used as a reservoir from which 
books may be drawn for use in the branches and reading 
room stations, but each of the branches and reading 
room stations is in itself a reservoir from which books 
are drawn for use by teachers in schools in its immediate 
vicinity. 


New BvuiILDING ON BLAGDEN STREET. 


The construction plans for the proposed addition to 
the Central Library were submitted to the Board and 
accepted February 11. Proposals for the erection of 
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the building were solicited by advertisement, and 
opened April 7, and the contracts were awarded to the 
lowest bidders, as follows:

The work of demolition of the structures upon the 
lot began May 8 and the work of construction has gone 
forward since. The foundations have been put in and 
the steel superstructure together with part of the walls 
have been partly erected. The building is to be com- 
pleted during the coming summer. Afterward the 
printing and binding departments, now occupying leased 
premises, will be removed thereto, and the Branch 
Department, now in crowded quarters in the Central 
building, will be given adequate room for the trans- 
action of its important work. The remainder of the 
new building will be devoted to stacks for the shelving 
of books, thus relieving the crowded condition of our 
present stacks and giving opportunity for future growth. 


Trust FunNpDSs. 


The trust funds, that is, property given to the trustees 
in trust for the uses of the library, amount to $538,507.01. 
They are by law required to be invested by the City 
Treasurer under the direction of the Finance. Com- 
mittee of the city. 

A detailed statement of these funds, and the income 
therefrom, is contained in the report of the City Auditor, 
but a condensed statement of them is as follows:

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The income of these trust funds is used mainly for 
the purchase of books and other library material, and 
the income from $154,533 can be used only for books in 
special classes of literature or to be placed in certain 
designated branches or departments of the library. 
The income of $121,750 must be spent for books 
designated as of ‘‘permanent value’’ only. The income 
of only $242,534 is unrestricted. 

Besides the amounts enumerated, the trustees have 
received and paid to the City Treasurer the sum of 
$899.79 on the Alice Lincoln Whitney Fund, which 
fund for the time being is held in uninvested cash on 
deposit at interest. And they have also paid to the 
treasurer the sum of $700 under the bequest of James L. 
Whitney, formerly librarian, to be held and used for 
bibliographical purposes; and from that fund $1,169 has 
been expended for the purpose contemplated by the 
bequest. 


DEATH OF ALLEN A. BRown. 


In the death of Mr. Allen A. Brown on October 2, 
1916, the Public Library lost one of its great benefactors. 
Mr. Brown was born in Boston July 26, 1835, and was 
graduated from Harvard in 1860. He was prominent 
in musical and dramatic affairs while in college, and 
early began the collection of a library on each subject. 
He lived a quiet life, mostly as trustee of large financial 
interests, and made frequent journeys to Europe in 
connection with his trusts. He constantly increased 
and improved his collection of musical literature, and 
finally on October 13, 1894, he gave it to the Boston 
Public Library. This collection was then, and is now, 
unique. Information is to be found in it which cannot 
be found anywhere else, and it is constantly consulted 
by musical critics and others. It is fair to say that to 
take the Brown Musical Collection out of Boston would 
be to remove a great asset of the city. From one point 
of view Mr. Brown was the finest benefactor the library 
~ has had, for he gave himself to the making of what he 
gave to the library. The musical collection had his 
constant attention even to the very end. He wove 
himself into this collection by work which could not be 
bought and which is invaluable. Others have given 
of their money, he also gave of his life. The dramatic 
collection came to the library about seven years after 
the musical collection, and it is in some respects as 
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unique as the other. Both together, they constitute a 
gift to the library the value of which cannot be over- 
estimated. He also remembered the library as one of 
the residuary legatees in his last will. 

Mr. Brown lived to the ripe age of eighty-one years. 
He was quiet, unassuming and: loving. His relations 
with the trustees and officers and employees of the 
library were most pleasant, and we all feel his loss as 
that of a personal friend. 


DECORATIONS BY MR. SARGENT. 


During the year Mr. John Singer Sargent has com- 
pleted the mural paintings under his contract with the 
city made in 1893, and they have been paid for from the 
appropriation for the library building. He has also 
completed the larger part of the decorations which were 
given to the library by citizens, and they have been 
installed. The cost of installation of these pictures 
has been about $20,000, towards the payment of which 
the citizens have also made a gift to the city of about 
$16,184.39 from the accrued interest on the subscription 
in their hands, leaving $3,815.61 only to be paid by the 
city, which has been paid and charged to the con- 
struction fund of the library. 

The subscription to the fund raised by citizens was in 
1895, and the upper staircase hall of the library building 
was then reserved by a resolution of the library trustees 
for Mr. Sargent’s work. This subscription is quite 
interesting. There are six subscribers of $1,000 each, 
four of $500 each, five of $300, five of $200, one of $250, 
one of $150, and twenty of $100 each, making thirty-seven 
in all, with a total subscription amounting to $12,850. 
The remainder of $15,375, the total subscription, was by 
eighty different persons, in amounts varying from $5 to 
$50. Included in these was a subscription by thirty- 
three architects, amounting to $500. 


REQUESTS FOR New READING Room STATIONS. 


Requests for opening new reading room stations 
frequently reach the trustees, supported by petitions or 
communications from interested citizens. We may 
repeat what we said last year: 


Reading rooms must be opened by special appropriation 
from the city government, but when once opened they must 
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be maintained out of the regular annual appropriation, and 
the expense for service, books, transportation, rent, light, 
heat and care is thus constantly enlarged. To increase the 
number of reading rooms without at the same time enlarging 
our financial resources is simply to place burdens upon the 
existing system. If only a given amount of money is available 
for books or service, and the number of places where books 
must be kept or service rendered is increased, then every pre- 
existing place must bear its share of the diminished expenditure 
in order that the new reading room may be supplied. What 
the library needs for the present, and from the point of economy 
and efficient administration, is enlarged equipment to make 
more effective the operation of its present agencies of public 
service rather than the establishment of new agencies. 


We can only state that our policy remains as indicated 
in our last report. Reading rooms come as a matter of 
community development and should not be established 
in advance as an advertisement to bring residents. 
What we need is more money to work our plant as it is, 
and with the new annex, where the Branch Department 
can handle with greater facility the boxes for the differ- 
ent stations, and the excellent automobile service of the 
library, our present branches and reading rooms will 
be in a position to attend to the wants of the public for 
some time. 


RESIGNATION OF Mr. BIERSTADT. 


Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, who entered our service as 
head of the Reference Department on February 1, 1899, 
resigned May 15 on account of the condition of his 
health. The trustees have placed upon their records 
the following resolutions: 


Resolved: That the Board regrets the resignation, on account 
of ill-health, of Mr. Oscar A. Bierstadt, for seventeen years at 
the head of the Reference Department, and in recognition of 
his long, faithful and efficient service in that important posi- 
tion, extends to him the freedom of the library. 


o 
RESIGNATION OF THE LIBRARIAN. 


On November 10 the librarian, Mr. Horace G. Wadlin, 
tendered to the Board his resignation, which was con- 
sidered, and an earnest but unavailing effort made by the 
Board to induce Mr. Wadlin to withdraw it. On Decem- 
ber 22 the Board reluctantly voted to accept the resig- 
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nation, to take effect on the first of July, 1917, or at 
such earlier period as his successor might be appointed 
and qualified. The trustees then adopted and entered 
upon their records the following minute: 


In accepting the resignation of Mr. Horace G. Wadlin as 
librarian of the Public Library of the City of Boston the 
trustees of the library desire to place upon record their sense of 
the value of the service which Mr. Wadlin has rendered to the 
people and their own personal regret over this severing of a 
relationship which has grown steadily in satisfaction and in 
pleasure with the passing years. 

In February, 1917, Mr. Wadlin will have completed a 
service as librarian of fourteen years. That period of time 
has seen many changes in the personnel of the Board of Trustees. 
Of the trustees who welcomed Mr. Wadlin in February, 1903, 
only one, the president of the present Board, remains. During 
that period the work of the library has been largely increased. 
New branches and reading rooms have been established, and 
more and more the library has taken its place in the thought 
of the citizens as one of the great educational agencies in the 
life of Boston. In all this work of extension and of increased 
usefulness Mr. Wadlin has been the foremost figure. Each 
fresh demand upon his thought and time has been fully met, 
and his wisdom and efficiency were never more evident than 
today in every department of the library’s work. 

He is leaving us now in the ripe maturity of his strength, 
conscious that the great institution over which he has presided 
has noted in him no loss of energy, no waning powers. 

And he leaves also with the respect, the affection and the 
unfeigned regret of every member of the Board of Trustees. 
We cannot close this record of our appreciation of the public 
service of the official without adding a word of our affectionate 
regard for the man. 

We recognize that Mr. Wadlin by his professional training 
and by his former experience is singularly well equipped for 
the position which he has held, but we are convinced that it is 
ie his personal qualities that his success is even more largely 

ue. 

In the good feeling which prevails among these hundreds of 
library employees, in their loyalty to the institution, their 
pride in the service, we see the effects of the character of the 
man who was their chief,— the strong sense of equity, the 
human sympathy, and the cheery good humor which has 
marked Mr. Wadlin’s administration of the library. He has 
been to them first of all not an official but a man, and his suc- 
cessful discharge of the varied and delicate responsibilities of 
his position affords one more proof that the solution of most 
problems that have to deal with human factors is to be found 
in terms of personality. 
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We let him go, at his desire not ours, and we ask him to 
accept this assurance of our:gratitude for the fruitful past and 
our good wishes for the future. 


ESTIMATES FOR 1917. 


As stated last year, the form of estimate schedule for 
salaries prevents our taking into account lost time. By 
‘lost time’? we mean time lost and not paid for by 
absence of employees from service on account of illness, 
by reason of vacancies granted with loss of pay, or for 
other causes; or due to vacancies occurring for longer or 
shorter periods on account of the death or resignation of 
employees and pending the appointment of new incum- 
bents. This has heretofore been taken into account in 
making the estimate for salaries. It is impossible to 
take it into account in an itemized estimate made in 
advance for it is impossible to charge this lost time upon 
the individuals who will lose it. | 

The Board desires to meet the requirements of the 
estimate schedule as far as possible, and we have accord- 
ingly made our estimates for full time salaries amounting 
to $325,269, but we have suggested to your Honor and 
the Council the propriety of making the appropriation 
for salaries in the Library Department in a lump sum as 
heretofore. If this is done our estimate for salaries will 
be $312,269. 


THe LIBRARY CORPORATION. 


We desire to call attention to the situation of the 
library as a corporate body. In 1878 the Legislature 
passed an act entitled: ‘‘An Act to incorporate the 
Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston.” 
(Acts 1878, chapter 114.) This act constituted the 
trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston a 
corporation for certain specified purposes, one of which | 
was to take and hold real and personal estate to an 
amount not exceeding one million dollars, which may be 
given, granted, bequeathed or devised to it, and accepted 
by it, for the benefit of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston or any branch library or any purpose connected 
therewith. Another purpose was to. make such rules 
and regulations relating to said Public Library and its 
branches and its officers and servants and to fix and 
enforce penalties for the violation of such rules and regu- 
lations as they may deem expedient. The trustees were 
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then given the general care and control of the Central 
Public Library and of all branches thereof and of the 
fixtures connected therewith, and also the control of the 
expenditure of money appropriated therefor. And, 
finally, it was provided that the corporation might 
appoint a superintendent or librarian with such assist- 
ants and subordinate officers as they might think 
necessary or expedient and might remove the same and 
fix their compensation, provided the amount thus paid 
out should not exceed the sum appropriated by the City 
Council for that item of expense, and the income of any 
money which might lawfully be appropriated for that 
purpose from funds or property held by the trustees under 
the provisions of the act. 

The legal effect of the statute was to separate the cor- 
poration created by it from the city government, except 
in the matter of the appointment of the trustees, who are 
five in number, each appointed by the Mayor for a term 
of five years. All property given to the corporation is 
controlled absolutely by it and not by the city govern- 
ment. All money appropriated by the city government 
for library purposes is to be spent by the trustees as a 
corporation and not by the city government. All 
persons employed by the corporation are to be employed 
in the discretion of the trustees, retained in office as long 
as they think best to keep them in office, and their com- 
pensation is to be fixed by the corporation. 

This made the position of trustees important and 
honorable and enabled the Mayor to call to the service 
of the city, as trustees, persons of character and standing, 
competent to manage the affairs of the corporation. 
This corporation was afterwards authorized by the Legis- 
lature to construct the Central Library Building at an 
expense of $2,762,385, and was charged with the main- 
tenance of that building and of all branch buildings. It 
was directed by the Legislature to sell the old library , 
building on Boylston street for such price as it saw fit and 
to turn the proceeds into the sinking fund for the retire- 
‘ment of the bends issued to construct the present build- 
ing on' Copley square. All this it did, and the sinking 
fund is sufficient to retire all the bonds issued for the 
construction of the present building. This corporation 
has also been entrusted by the City Council with the 
construction of branch library buildings at the North 
End, in Charlestown and in Kast Boston, ‘at an expense 
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of $251,000, and with the construction of an addition to 
the Central Library, which is now being built, at an 
expense of $300,000. 

The corporation of the trustees has done all this work, 
and has managed the library with good business judg- 
ment and with substantial satisfaction to all the people of 
the city and of the Commonwealth, for the people of the 
Commonwealth have by an act of the Legislature the 
right to use the Central Library and all its contents, 
which use is very considerable. Substantially one third 
of the people using the library are from outside the City 
of Boston. 

Since the corporation was formed the number of 
volumes in the library has increased from 346,000 to 
1,200,000. The number of branches has increased from 
6 to 30, and the number of employees from 139 to 571. 
The expense of operation has increased from $128,000 to 
$422,000, while its trust funds have increased from 
$115,000 to $535,000. These trust funds have been 
largely given to the lbrary because of its corporate 
capacity to hold them free from the interference of 
anybody. 

This scheme of removing the library from political 
influence and placing it in the hands of a corporation has 
produced excellent results. The trustees have been 
appointed and continued in office without reference to 
their politics, and have had the entire control of the 
building, the library and library material, the employees 
and their salaries, and of the money appropriated for 
improvements and repairs for thirty-nine years. Last 
year, however, it was proposed to make a segregated 
appropriation for the library in which salaries to be paid 
to employees should be fixed by the Mayor and Council 
and the sum to be paid for each other item of expense 
should be fixed. ‘The trustees protested against this, 
_as contrary to the terms of their charter, and the result 
was that the appropriation for salaries was made in a 
lump sum, except that the amount appropriated for the 
Sunday and evening force was separate from the amount 
appropriated for the regular library staff. But the 
amount required for other expenses was $112,405. 
According to the plain words of the statute the ‘“‘control”’ 
of this money when appropriated was in the hands of 
the trustees under the act of 1878 which enabled them 
to spend the money judiciously and as the necessities 
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of the library might require. But this sum was appro- 
priated in 39 different items, varying in amount from one 
of $5, a premium on a bond, to $33,500 for ‘‘library.”’ 
Now to spend this money as appropriated in these 39 
different items was impossible. The result was that 
when the amounts appropriated for postage, for light 
and power, for insurance, for ‘‘communication,”’ for 
cleaning, for fees, for equipment, supplies, chemicals 
and disinfectants, materials, etc., fell short, as they all 
did, there was nothing to be done by the trustees but 
to ask for transfers from items in which there was a 
surplus to those items in which there was a deficit. This 
required the trustees to go to the Mayor and ask him to 
recommend the Council to make these transfers, that is, 
to take from money which had been appropriated for 
office equipment, electrical material, transportation, 
cartage, removal of snow and ice, boiler insurance, etc., 
and re-appropriate it for the items which were short. 
This is called making a transfer, but it is in reality a re- 
appropriation of money which has been appropriated 
for one purpose to another purpose for which it has not 
been appropriated, and requires a recommendation by 
the Mayor and action by the Council just like an original 
appropriation. These transfers or re-appropriations 
amounted to 27 in number. ‘They were not all made at 
one time, but at three different periods as necessity 
arose. They varied in amount from $2 to $1,900, and 
15 of them were for $100 or less. That is to say, in all 
these 27 cases the control by the trustees of the money 
which has been appropriated for the library was taken 
from them and exercised by the Mayor and Council. 
This in our judgment is not desirable and is not war- 
ranted by the terms of the act of incorporation. It 
takes from the trustees the control of the money appro- 
priated for the library, and if continued will relieve them 
from the responsibility for the purchase of books and 
other material and for repairs and improvements neces- 
sary to be made upon the library buildings, and place 
that responsibility with the Mayor or with the Mayor 
and Council. 

It is not a segregated estimate which violates the 
charter, because an estimate may be required in any 
form and in any detail which the appropriating power 
thinks best for its purpose. But a segregated appropri- 
ation is absolutely contrary to the charter of the library. 
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These considerations as to the charter powers of the 
Library Corporation are especially important at this 
time when it is suggested that the employees of the 
library staff, 251 in number, besides the Sunday and 
evening force of about 225, shall be included in the civil 
service rules of the state. This would in our judgment 
be a most serious blow to the efficiency of the library. 
It would practically remove the appointment of these 
employees from the control of the trustees. The power 
to appoint and to remove its employees which is given 
to the corporation of the library trustees necessarily 
comprehends the power to fix the standard of qualifica- 
tion of the person or persons to be appointed. The 
power to fix the standard is of the essence of the power 
to appoint. Without it the power of appointment is 
nothing. The trustees are to say what qualifications 
the persons whom they desire to appoint are to have 
for the duties which the trustees wish them to perform. 
Take away the power to provide the standard of quali- 
fication and you take away the essential power of 
appointment. It would be absurd to say that the 
trustees may appoint their employees, and remove 
them, but that they shall only appoint such persons as 
are found to fill the standard of qualification established 
by somebody else upon an examination by somebody 
else, and yet that is precisely what the civil service rules 
accomplish. It is wholly abroad of the question whether 
such inclusion of the library staff in the civil service rules 
is expedient, as we are clearly of the opinion it is not. 


RETIREMENT OF EMPLOYEES. 


We desire to repeat the recommendation which we 
made in our report of 1914 in favor of some provision 
by the city which will enable employees to be retired 
when they become incapacitated for service. The 
Examining Committee as far back as 1910, after dis- 
cussing in its report the low rate of wages paid in the 
library, said: ‘‘It is manifestly impossible for persons 
receiving such rates of compensation to create and main- 
tain any adequate fund to which resource can be had 
in the emergencies of life which confront or are likely 
to confront them.’’ As we said then, we now say we 
entirely concur in this view, and we wish again to press 
urgently upon the consideration of the city government 
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and of the people of the city, the importance of making 
some provision which will enable the trustees to retire 
from their service those who have been worn out by 
years of work in it. Such retirement with suitable pro- 
vision for their proper support is demanded not only 
because it is humane but because it is for the best busi- 
ness interests of the city. If the fines which are now 
imposed and collected by the library upon overdue 
books, amounting to about $5,000 each year, and which 
are now paid into the City Treasury, could be placed at 
the disposal of the trustees for this purpose, it would 
enable them to create a retirement fund sufficient for 
the purpose. | 

This money is really an income which the library 
creates by imposing the fines and collecting them in 
small sums, and there seems to be good reason why it 
should be placed at the disposal of the Library Corpora- 
tion for the purpose of retiring its employees in the 
discretion of the trustees. 


New Brancu BvuILDINGS. 


There is urgent need for new branch buildings in 
South Boston and at West Roxbury. The West Rox- 
bury Branch is upstairs in an old wooden building, not 
well located and entirely inadequate for library purposes. 
The South Boston Branch now occupies premises in 
which it was originally established thirty-four years ago, 
which are leased. They are up one flight from the 
street. They are not large enough, and there is neither 
room for expansion, nor are they adapted for the 
administration of a proper branch. The children’s room 
is a space railed off in a corner of the general room. It 
is only necessary to visit the place to see that new 
quarters should be provided without delay. The work 
of both’ these branches is increasing, and the South 
Boston Branch is one of the largest in the whole system. 
We earnestly hope that an appropriation may be made 
for one or both of these buildings at an early date. We 
called special attention to the needs of the South Boston 
and other branches in our report for 1910, which we are 
happy to say resulted in a new branch at the North End, 
a new branch at Charlestown, and a new branch at 
East Boston, much to the satisfaction of the people in 
those localities. 
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ANNUAL INVENTORY. 

An annual inventory is made, at the end of each year, 
of the personal property of the library, except books 
and other material shown on the catalogue or included 
in the catalogue shelf list. 


EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 

As required by the city ordinance, we appointed an 
Examining Committee for this year, and joined the 
President of the Library Board with it as chairman. 
Those who were-appointed and who have served as 
members of the committee are as follows:

The selection of an Examining Committee is not an 
easy task. The library is so widely extended that a 
large number of people is required to examine it, with 
its branches and reading rooms, and they should, so far 
as possible, be scattered throughout the city. The 
trustees have been very fortunate in bringing to this 
service for several years quite a large number of our 
most prominent and capable citizens. Their work is 
necessarily confined to a brief period, but it has been 
satisfactorily done and the conclusions which they have 
reached are of great value to the trustees, the city 
government and the citizens at large. 

To enable this committee to perform its duties with 
convenience and efficiency the following subcommittees 
were appointed: 


ADMINISTRATION AND FINANCE.

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REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE. 





To the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— We beg to transmit to you the report 
of the Examining Committee appointed by you according 
to the city ordinance. 

We have been impressed with the magnitude which 
the library has reached. Originally a scanty collec- 
tion of books, to which it afforded but limited means of 
access to such readers as it attracted, and which within 
the memory of some of our number was housed in two 
small rooms on Mason street, it now contains more 
than a million volumes of books, besides a large number 
of pamphlets, manuscripts, atlases and maps. Its col- 
lection of paintings, engravings, pictures and other 
works of art and of art material is so great that this 
department has needed the attention of a special sub- 
committee on Fine Arts and Music. The mural decora- 
tions and paintings alone, including the work just com- 
pleted by Mr. Sargent, are beyond a valuation in money. 
The photographs, prints, lantern slides and the volumes 
relating to painting, architecture and decoration, and 
the principal musical collection, mainly used for study 
and reference in the library itself, are of very great 
value and their use is up to the measure of’ that value. 
These collections have their home in the main library 
building, which, with the addition now under construc- 
tion, represents an expenditure of more than three 
millions of dollars, and in some thirty other buildings 
used wholly or in part for branch libraries and reading 
rooms. } 

It will be seen that this library in its uses, although 
of very great importance as a means of education, 1s 
something more than merely an educational institution. 
Its administration wisely aims not only to attract as 
many readers as possible to those of its books which 
are available for general circulation, but also to provide 
for students and seekers after information easy access 
to its collections of books of reference and of works 
upon many special subjects. As was well said by your 
chairman a few years ago in speaking of the library 
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system, ‘‘It is of value only as itis worked. The books, 
manuscripts and other material are useless except when 
they are being read and examined. . . . The prob- 
lem of working the Public Library therefore is the 
problem of bringing its books and other material into 
the most general and extensive public use within the 
limit of the amount of money which the taxpayers are 
willing to pay for that use.’ This is the real object 
for which the library is maintained, this is what 
its administration desires to accomplish, and in our 
examination we have attempted to keep in mind that 
the main question for us to consider and report upon is 
how far this object has been attained and whether any 
and what further means, within the limits of possible 
expenditure, can be adopted for its further and better 
attainment. 

As has been said, we find that the administration has 
sought diligently to accomplish this purpose. Speaking 
broadly and generally, we have seen no room for adverse 
criticism upon the library itself. Details may be best 
considered in speaking of reports made by the various 
sub-committees which have had to do with different 
departments. 

The Committee on Administration and Finance visited 
all the rooms of the Central Library and many of the 
branches and saw much to commend. In two of the 
branches, however, they found that the janitor service 
was inferior. We invite attention to this part of their 
report. They spoke also of the present requirement 
that the trust funds held for the use of the library be 
invested in bonds of the City of Boston, necessarily 
bearing but a low rate of interest, and recommended 
that the annual appropriation for the library should 
be made in but two amounts, one for salaries and one 
for all other expenses. We quote also from their report 
as follows: , 


The most important matter that has engaged our attention 
has been the order of the Commission under chapter 333 of the 
Special Acts of the year 1915 permitting the construction of 
buildings to the height of 125 feet on land immediately adjacent 
to the library building in Copley square. We wish to impress 
upon the Examining Committee most urgently the grave 
dangers that would result from such construction. We believe 
that the beautiful architectural features of the building 
would be greatly impaired, and that danger from fire would be 
inevitable. 
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Since the above report was received, the appeal of 
the trustees for a revision of this order has resulted in 
its modification, so that the threatened danger has been 
averted, and it is no longer to be apprehended that the 
beauty of this admirable building will be defaced or 
the safety of its priceless collections put at risk by the 
allowance of overtopping construction in its immediate 
vicinity. We congratulate the city upon this happy 
escape. 

While we do justice to the faithful and intelligent 
service of the members of the staff of the library, and 
‘remember the fact that their compensation, even as 
lately increased, is necessarily inadequate, we suggest 
to the trustees whether it would not be well to consider 
filling some of the vacancies that may occur in future 
by appointment of graduates of some of the library 
schools now established in this country, such as should 
pass the searching examinations to which applicants 
are subjected by the trustees and should be found to be 
otherwise qualified. We do not wish to be understood 
by this suggestion as favoring at all the proposition 
lately made to bring the whole library staff under the 
rules of the Civil Service Commission, and require all 
future appointments to be made under the examinations 
of that body. We do not touch upon the question 
whether this lawfully can be done under present legis- 
lation in face of the express provisions of the act incor- 
porating the trustees. (Statutes 1878, chapter 114.) 
That question is not for us to consider. But apart from 
any question of power we think that it would be very 
unfortunate if such a course were adopted for this 
library. Important as educational qualifications are 
for the members of its staff, these are not the sole, per- 
haps not the most important matters to be considered 
in passing upon the fitness of candidates. The per- 
sonal elements, kindness of heart, tact in dealing with 
young people as well as with children of a larger growth, 
that administrative capacity, which is strong in some 
and deficient in others, cannot be tested by examina- 
tions alone. ‘Taking but one example from the many 
that might be mentioned, no one could have seen the 
crowds of people, mainly young children from the 
schools, pouring into the branch libraries at South 
Boston, East Boston, Charlestown and the North and 
West Ends, and observed the good-humored skill and 
wisdom with which they were managed, so as to com- 
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bine their advantage and instruction with interest and 
entertainment, and not have felt that the discretion 
of the trustees in making appointments should not be 
limited to selection from a small number of candidates 
determined by the examinations of a foreign body. 
The members of the staff of this great educational insti- 
tution are really in the position of teachers, and should 
be judged and their qualifications determined by sub- 
stantially the same standards. But we do not need to 
enlarge upon this point. It has been covered by Mr. 
Wadlin in the report made by him last month to the, 
trustees. We beg leave to refer to his well-considered 
statements, hereto appended, and to adopt them as 
our own. 

The Committee on Books in their report put emphasis 
on the importance of the library as a means of education. 
They give credit for the discrimination exercised in the 
selection of books and for the methods adopted to afford 
ready access to them. They recommend the acquisition 
of Slavic and Yiddish books. They say further: 


Our social and economic life is constantly undergoing radical 
changes. Questions of immediate moment and of tremendous 
importance loom up over the horizon of our individual and col- 
lective activity. Such questions demand and deserve serious 
individual and collective consideration. But the vast majority 
of the public, by reason of the very nature of such questions, 
and by reason of the limited means at its disposal, is unable, 
except through the Public Library, to obtain the information 
necessary to a proper consideration and study of the questions 
involved. Today these questions may be Old Age Pensions, 
Health Insurance, Accident Compensation, Labor; tomorrow 
such questions may relate to different problems, other phases 
of social existence; yet they will be of just the same importance. 
Changing times and changing conditions require the extension 
of governmental power and development of governmental 
regulation and control in many spheres of our public life. The 
library must be the resort for information of the citizen in quest 
of knowledge, whose vote or influence on these matters is to be 
a determining factor for good or evil. We recommend that a 
section of Bates Hall be reserved for and devoted to works of 
contemporaneous interest upon the questions of the day, social 
and economic subjects and problems. We further recommend 
that a special attendant be assigned to such portion of the 
library to guide the reader in his search for material. 

An examination of the books and their arrangement in the 
reference library of Bates Hall discloses the fact that this col- 
lection is not up to the standard set by the library in other 
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departments. It does not appear to have been wholly revised 
for years. It should be brought up to date, condensed and reor- 
ganized, certain books replaced by later authorities already in 
the library and various gaps filled. An instance lies in the 
fact that, with the exception of the section devoted to the 
present European war, the part allotted to history contains but 
few works of recent date. 

The extent to which the library catalogues the books by its 
card-system, the indexing and cross-indexing of authors, titles 
and subjects, by its very accuracy and completeness presents a 
problem. With the growth of the library by each new book, 
and each new book requiring at times several cards for its 
proper indexing, expert knowledge must in the near future 
' devise some method of simplification of cataloguing. 

The Committee on Fine Arts and Music reports that its mem- 
bers have made numerous visits to the Department of Fine 
Arts and the Allen A: Brown Music Library, and were favor- 
ably impressed with the quality and quantity of the material 
there offered. They note with satisfaction the appointment of 
an assistant specially qualified to handle the literature of the 
technical arts. They regret that the beauty of the room con- 
taining the Brown Music Library is being obscured by its 
crowded condition, that increases as new cases are added. They 
say: It seems to the committee that if the suggestion of last 
year cannot be met and the regular library collection of music 
brought to a point where it is accessible from the Brown room, 
then the other alternative must be considered, viz., moving the 
Brown collection. If this were placed in the present Exhibition 
room, it would adjoin the alcoves where the circulating collec- 
tion of music is shelved, and thus all the music would be within 
control of the assistant in charge, while with the present Brown 
room cleared of its cases and used for exhibition purposes, 
its architectural features would be revealed. 


The Committee on Printing and Binding finds these 
departments of the library, though sometimes overtaxed, 
to be well handled and progressing in efficiency. They 
make a few suggestions ‘which we doubt not will be 
considered by the trustees. 

The members of the Committee on Children’s Depart- 
ment and Work with Schools were ‘‘much impressed by 
the character of the work done in the Central Library”’ 
as well as in the branches and by ‘‘the devotion and 
intelligent interest on the part of the workers. This is 
shown,” they say, ‘“‘in the evident co6peration with the 
teachers of the schools in their districts, their knowledge 
of the work being done by the children, their wise and 
friendly relations with the children, and the giving of 
their time to make collections of pictures for the children, 
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which are of great value to children and teachers.” 
They recommend that the “‘story hour” established in the 
Central Library and in the larger branches be extended 
to all the branches; that a larger number of pictures be 
furnished for the smaller children, and that the library 
should supply for the branches ‘‘librarians specially 
trained in the study of literature for children, and in the 
proper methods to train children not only to choose good 
books, but how to find subjects in which they are 
interested.’’? We congratulate our fellow-citizens upon 
the good work which is done by this important depart- 
ment of the library. 

As in former years the thirty branches and reading 
rooms were divided into five groups, each of which was 
assigned to a different committee for examination and 
report. ‘Their reports taken together show that careful 
examinations have disclosed much to commend and but 
little occasion for criticism. Not infrequently it was 
found that increased attendance called for additional 
room and a larger supply of books, especially of recent 
publications. Emphasis sometimes is put upon the 
latterneed. It was recommended that general catalogues 
of Italian books belonging to the library should be made 
for the North End Branch and of Yiddish books for the 
‘West End Branch to meet special needs existing in those 
parts of the city. In a few of the branches and reading 
rooms the ventilation was found to be insufficient, and 
in some cases complaints were made of the arrangements 
of the rooms. For the particulars we beg leave to refer 
to the detailed reports of the different sub-committees. 

The recommendations and suggestions which have 
been made would doubtless, if they were all carried into 
effect, involve a considerable increase in the annual 
expenditure of the library. .We are aware of the fact 
that only a strictly limited amount of money is available. 
It is to be regretted that the necessary expense of 
administration already is so large that only a compara- 
tively small sum can be used for the purchase of books. 
But we are forced to recognize the fact that the library 
has been and is managed with a wisely rigid economy; 
that the salaries paid to the skilled members of its staff 
are not commensurate with their deserts; and that all 
proposed disbursements are scrutinized with the greatest 
care to avoid the incurring of any expense which is not 
actually necessary. We can only hope that, from public 
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or private beneficence, a greater amount of money can 
be made available for the purposes of the ary. 

We cannot refrain from expressing our regret that the 
present librarian, Doctor Wadlin, is about to retire from 
his office. Our examinations have shown us that it 
would be hard to estimate properly the benefit which 
has come from his intelligent devotion during the last 
fourteen years. We trust that the high standard which 
he has set may be maintained by his successors. 

In conclusion, it gives us real pleasure to say that the 
city well may take pride of its library. It has become a 
means of service to the citizens as a source of instruction, 
of entertainment, and of culture in the highest sense of 
that word. . 


APPENDIX. 


REPORT ON PROPOSAL TO PLACE PUBLIC LIBRARIES 
UNDER CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION’S RULES. 


(Presented to the Trustees, December 15, 1916.) 


I am directed to report upon the proposed inclusion of 
public library employees under the rules of the Civil 
Service Commission of the Commonwealth and so report 
as follows: 

The proposal I understand to be general in character, 
affecting the public libraries of all the cities in Massa- 
chusetts. Heretofore public libraries have been exempt 
from the operation of the rules in question, exactly as 
the teachers in the public schools are exempted. But 
while the proposal is of general application the Boston 
Public Library is the principal library to be affected by it. 
It is not only the largest and mostly highly organized 
library in the state, but it deals intimately with a large 
and complex constituency, embracing persons of various 
nationalities and of various stages of literary culture, 
and includes systematic work with young persons in 
codperation with the schools. It also has by far the 
largest number of employees;— and it already has in 
satisfactory operation a system of service examinations 
and of progressive staff promotions based on continuous 
efficient service. 

The proposal therefore is to us one of much moment. 
It affects us more seriously than it affects any other 
library, since the change would substitute for a well- 
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established system of our own that has been in existence 
since 1895, and that has satisfactorily borne the test of 
experience in operation without, so far as I am-aware, 
encountering serious criticism, other methods, which, 
however theoretically perfect, are untried in our field of 
operation, and which, however satisfactory, can hardly 
promise improvement over the present system. 

The abstract question of including library administra- 
tion under civil service rules, administered by a Board 
apart from the library management, has been frequently 
discussed and much information has been collected upon 
its merits. 

At the annual conference of the American Library 
Association, held at Washington in 1914, Mr. Jennings of 
the public library in Seattle presented the results of a 
canvass of 53 different libraries, including all the large 
institutions in the country. All of the notably efficient 
libraries in the United States were among them. Only 
nine of the 53 were under civil service rules and eight of 
the nine reported unsatisfactory results. Mr. Jennings 
personally visited the ninth (which in its report had been 
rather noncommittal) and he says that he was informed 
that ‘‘the contrast between the old system when they 
were not under civil service, and the new system under 
civil service, was very marked; that the old system was 
much the better. So that of the nine libraries that had 
civil service none were satisfied with the results.’”’ Mr. 
Jennings further explains: ‘‘Of those 53 libraries, 28 
were in towns having civil service commissions, but 19 
of the 28 had specifically exempted the public library 
from the operation of the civil service law. ‘These 
exemptions were, in general, based upon the ground that 
the requirements for library work included the question 
of personality and other questions of gumption and tact 
and industry — qualifications that could not be tested 
by civil service examination — and that libraries were 
educational institutions, like the schools, and should be 
exempted in the same manner and for the same reasons 
that the schools are exempt.”’ 

This position is, unquestionably, that held by the 
majority of those having to do with library management. 
The Library of Congress, to take a notable illustration, 
is, and always has been, exempt from the operation of the 
national civil service, and after vigorous debate in Con- 
gress, following elaborate inquiry into the operation of 
the library, just before its removal to the present build- 
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ing, the exemption was continued and appointments 
were placed in the control of the librarian without 
restriction. | 

The exemption is not an indictment of civil service 
methods or of the application of civil service principles 
to routine departmental appointments. It rests, as 
will be obvious, upon the peculiar character of library 
service. 

The requirements for efficient library service, so far 
as they can be met by examinations, are quite different - 
from and far more complex than those for ordinary 
clerical service, since much of the work is educational 
in its nature rather than merely routine, and the incum- 
bents must be qualified to deal with various subjects 
and fill, as the needs of the efficient operation of the 
library may demand, various positions other than the 
particular place to which they may be nominally 
assigned. Thus frequently they are called upon to deal 
with reference work, directing inquirers to the sources 
of knowledge to be gained from books, to aid and advise 
young persons in the choice of reading, to help foreign 
born citizens who are trying to become Americanized 
through the opportunities which the library offers, to 
help the artisan who is trying to increase his efficiency 
through the use of books, and to do numerous other 
things besides performing some one specific duty to 
which they have been appointed in connection with the 
operation of the library. 

Certain qualifications of the efficient library employee 
can be tested by examinations. The more important 
qualifications, however, depend upon personality, special 
training in library work, and adaptability only to be 
discovered after experience, for which the usual pro- 
bationary period of six months is too short. I am aware 
that under the operation of the civil service rules, in 
testing applicants for certain positions, the element of 
personality is not ignored, and is even given preponder- 
ating effect in the percentage marking of candidates. 
Such attempts to measure personality, however, must 
rest largely on statements made by or in behalf of the 
candidate, these being weighed in the judgment of 
the examiner, usually without direct examination, of the 
_ candidate, and given a mathematical equivalent on a 
percentage scale. The choice of the appointing officer, 
being confined in the first place to those who happen to 
take the examination, is then further limited to those 
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who come out at the top on such a rating. These are 
limitations of choice that ought not to be applied in 
educational service like ours. No one would adopt such 
a plan of selection except to avoid evils in appointment 
that could not otherwise be eliminated. 

It is, of course, conceivable that a commission which 
has no responsibility for the actual operation of a large 
library like ours might, with the aid of expert assist- 
ance, frame examinations that would test the elemen- 
tary fitness of applicants. Waiving all question of 
whether such a commission could more efficiently make 
these tests than those actually in contact with the work 
of the library and responsible for its management, it 
seems to me certain that with our experience here, 
covering twenty-one years since our method of appoint- 
ment was established, our service could not be improved, 
to say the least, by a change which would take from us 
all power of using that experience, would abolish the 
existing graded system under which our present appoint- 
ees have been given assurance of advancement, and 
which would confine our range of selection to those who 
happen to secure high marks under a scheme of exam- 
inations adapted to the ordinary requirements of the 
civil service. 

The Boston Public Library, as is well known, is one 
of the most important libraries in the country in its 
equipment, its cataloguing and in its service generally. 
It consists not only of the Central Library but includes 
thirty branches in different parts of the city, and it is 
in a very real sense the intellectual center of the city. 
It is controlled by a Board of Trustees, removed from 
politics by a limitation upon their appointment requir- 
ing the Civil Service Commission to certify, after 
careful inquiry, that the appointees are qualified by 
education, training or experience for their office. They 
are, by a special act of the Legislature, passed after care- 
ful consideration and with full knowledge based upon 
experience, a corporate body, and in that respect the 
library is unlike the ordinary city departments. By 
this act of incorporation the trustees are given certain 
broad powers under which they may appoint ‘‘a super- 
intendent or librarian with such assistants and sub- 
ordinate officers as they may think necessary or expedient _ 
and may remove the same and fix their compensation,” 
a function which they have for thirty-eight years 
exercised with discretion, without interference, and, so 
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far as I am aware, without material criticism as to its 
results in respect to the general efficiency of the service. 
Under the scheme established by the trustees in 1895 
the service consists of three grades. The upper grade 
(numbering approximately 100 persons, men and women) 
comprises the organizing and directing element of the 
library, and includes specialists in various departments 
of the library science, now a distinct profession. The 
lower grade (numbering approximately 100) includes a 
large number of young persons of both sexes who may 
be classed as apprentices, and who for the most part 
come directly from the public schools at a compara- 
tively small entering wage, advanced to a maximum by 
periodic increases as they gain experience. Between 
these two grades there is a medium grade (including 
about fifty, chiefly women) in which, upon a basis of 
elementary education, efficiency is acquired by experi- 
ence in library methods. Examinations for each of 
these grades must not only be special, but must have in 
view the requirements of the service as a whole, upon 
the theory that those who enter the lower may proceed, 
as opportunity opens, to the higher, taking, in each 
case of promotion, an additional examination for the 
special requirements of the grade to which promotion 
is open. 

It is hardly to be supposed that the considerable num- 
ber of minor places (approximately 100), ranging from 
$5 to $10 per week, or those rendering partial service 
in the same grade, approximately 150 persons (as in 
our evening and so-called extra service, paid by the 
hour), could be restricted to or satisfactorily filled under 
the routine of the ordinary civil service. The employ- 
ment of many of the incumbents of these places is 
necessarily more or less temporary. But many of them, 
so far as relates to the regular week-day service, are in 
training for higher positions. They are, in fact, appren- 
tices, and all this elementary library work is, in a sense, 
a preparatory school from which those having the highest 
qualifications will by the operation of the progressive 
feature of the existing service schedule be promoted 
as opportunity occurs, while others having reached the 
limit of efficiency in library work will pass out to other 
occupations for which they are better fitted. 

At the other extremity of the service, although, when- 
ever possible, places are filled by promotion from below, 
it occasionally becomes necessary to secure an expert, 
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for example, a trained cataloguer or. reference librarian, 
and the number of available candidates in the country 
for such places is always limited. They can only be 
obtained by freedom of choice; in other words, by 
going after the man or woman. who may have made a 
record in some other library, just as principals of schools 
or efficient teachers are sought for. They cannot be 
found on civil service lists, nor would such persons 
ordinarily submit to a civil service examination. In fact, 
the work of public libraries is, as I have said, subject to 
much the same considerations as the work of the public 
schools. It is educational, complex, and of such nature 
that personality as well as wide and varied knowledge 
and special training is necessary. ‘The qualifications. 
required in all the various departments are best tested 
by those who have intimate knowledge of the require- 
ments, and who are directly responsible to the public 
for the results. 

There are two other directions in which the application 
of the state civil service rules would operate disadvan- 
_ tageously to our service, and which may be specifically 
mentioned. One relates to appointments, the other to 
termination of service. 

1. Appointments ought not to be restricted to 
residents of the city where the library is located. The 
responsible head of the library administration ought to 
have the widest liberty of choice. Obviously, as has 
been pointed out by others in the discussion of this 
question, a geographical limitation is frequently merely 
a refinement of the spoils system. In it the citizens say 
‘“we pay the salaries; we ought to get the appointments.”’ 
What the library needs, and this is only a condensed 
statement of what the public service through the library 
needs, is the best wherever obtainable. This, of course, 
does not preclude the exercise of preference to residents 
of the city, other things being equal, or the enforcement 
of residence within the city after appointment, if 
thought desirable. The difficulty with the civil service 
rules, unless modified, is that liberty of choice in original 
appointment is restricted. 

2. There ought to be no limitation upon the freedom 
to terminate the employment of a member of the staff 
who is found for any reason to be a misfit in a place; 
not one who is merely inefficient, in the ordinary use of 
that word, but one who cannot satisfactorily render the 
complex service the library requires or serve the public 
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efficiently in the varied personal relations which library 
work entails. There should be no question, as some- 
times under civil service practice, of elaborate method 
in dealing with such dismissal, such, for example, as the 
provision for hearing, representation by counsel, etc. 
Such methods are as much out of place in library work 
as they would be in other educational work which is 
largely dependent on the personal element, for example, 
in the schools. To apply the principle of trial and 
appeal to a large number of minor employees working 
under the conditions of our service upon a progressive 
grade system, one element of which is satisfactory 
service, through several years, not merely for a six 
months probationary period, would introduce obvious 
difficulties of administration. The inevitable tendency 
would be to lower the quality of the service and to 
tolerate inefficiency through the disinclination to enter 
upon this path towards removal. Under a hearing, if 
a right of appeal from the trustees’ decision is to be 
allowed, to quote Mr. Jennings, ‘‘the librarian would 
appear, and perhaps the trustees, and state their case. 
The assistant would come and state her ideas, and each 
side would have the privilege of bringing witnesses and 
giving evidence.” ‘‘I think,” says Mr. Jennings, ‘‘that 
is a situation that is intolerable. No self-respecting 
man wants to appear at a civil service trial against a 
young lady who may have been on his staff and whom he 
considered inefficient, and whom he has removed.”’ 

I have endeavored to show that employment in lib- 
raries has now become an expert and highly specialized 
kind of service. While some of its operations require 
routine it is not confined to routine like ordinary clerical 
work. This is not to say that every employee is, or is 
required to be, an expert, but the service is so organized 
that even those in minor. places have in view promotion 
to positions that require expertness. 

If presented as an alternative from a method of 
appointment dictated by political influence the civil 
service plan, operated by a board unfamiliar with and 
apart from library practice, might be accepted. In our 
system the librarian, under the trustees, and acting as 
their executive officer, is held, as he should be, to strict 
accountability for the operation of the service. It 
ought to be clear that it cannot be an improvement to 
limit this accountability by diminishing responsibility 
for the selection of his staff through the effect of such 
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limitations upon the power of selection and removal as 
have been cited. And in any large metropolitan library 
system the librarian thus becomes the confidential 
executive of the administrative authorities and should 
have the qualities that command confidence. The 
librarian (and to a lesser extent his heads of departments) 
must formulate policies, and should possess power of 
initiative and a high degree of executive ability, 
besides technical and literary qualifications. The choice 
of such officers should be made with the same freedom 
that is exercised in the selection of a president of a 
college, a superintendent of schools, or the head of a 
business corporation. And the subordinate members 
of the staff should be selected with the same care and 
upon substantially the same principles as those which 
govern the selection of teachers in the schools. What- 
ever else it may be, the public library is today a co- 
ordinate branch of the educational system of the city, 
working in a different field, ministering to a wider and 
more complex constituency, but nevertheless towards an 
end which is, in the highest sense, educational, and which 
is sharply discriminated from merely clerical or routine’ 
departmental methods. In its service, although literary 
qualifications, such as may be tested by examination, 
find place, and are of course essential, nevertheless, per- 
sonal qualities which no examination can disclose are 
dominant. 

To summarize: 

The proposition to place the public library under the 
state civil service rules is inadvisable for reasons which 
are: 

First, general, growing out of the special character of 
library work, which is educational rather than of 
ordinary departmental routine; and secondly, those 
which have particular application to our library. To 
us the proposal involves the destruction of a carefully 
built-up service system, under which many employees 
are working towards graded promotions. This system 
was devised and is operated under the administration 
of a Board, which, for well-considered reasons, was, by 
special legislation, given freedom of choice and control 
of its appointees. This control has been faithfully 
exercised for many years in the public interest without’ 
any injurious effect of partisan or other invidious dis- 
crimination and free from material criticism. 

In the absence of specific reasons for the proposed 
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change, I can make no more specific reply than is con- 
tained in this report. It would seem that without public 
demand for the change, or of criticism of the present 
system, or of important considerations affecting the 
public welfare which would make such a change desirable, 
or indeed of any public discussion whatever regarding 
it, those who advocate the change should present cogent 
reasons for it, with opportunity for more definite reply, 
if required, before action is taken which would be 
revolutionary in its effect upon our present methods. 
If, under the present exemption of libraries from the civil 
service rules, abuses in appointment, of which we have 
no knowledge, have occurred in any library in the state, 
these should not justify the overturn of a system that, on 
the whole, has proved generally satisfactory, especially 
as affecting a library like ours wherein the service 
requirements are in many respects unlike those of smaller 
libraries. No system can be regarded as perfect, but 
every system should be judged by its general results and 
not by incidental exceptions.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 





To the Board of Trustees: 


I respectfully submit my report for the year ending 
January 31, 1917. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


Fortunately only minor repairs of the ordinary routine 
character, necessary to keep the plant in normal opera- 
tive condition, have been required at the Central 
Library. 

The boilers have been in regular service throughout 
the year and have been regularly inspected by the 
Hartford Steam Boiler and Inspection Company without 
disclosing serious defects. They are approaching their 
limit of effective operation however, and upon the 
completion of the addition to the Central building, now 
under construction upon Blagden street, will be super- 
seded by the new boilers provided for in that addition. 
In general, it may be said that the electrical equipment, 
elevators and the entire steam plant are in good condition 
and rendering the service at present required. 

Considerable repair work has been performed upon 
the roof and gutters of the Central building, and special 
repairs completed around and upon the skylights over 
the Sargent Hall so called, preliminary to the installation 
of the important mural decorations placed beneath them. 

The most important repairs and improvements at the 
branches include the following: Brighton, interior and 
exterior of the building repainted, roof repaired and 
electric lights installed; Charlestown, interior and ex- 
terior iron work repainted, and minor roof repairs; 
. Dorchester, interior repainted; Roxbury, painting and 
repairs (by the landlord); Dorchester Lower Mills, 
interior repainted; Allston, walls painted (by the 
landlord). 

At the West End Branch an upper room in the tower 
has been completely renovated to recéive the books, 
formerly in the West Parish library, given to the branch 
when the old church was bought by the city, and to 
receive a table, formerly belonging to Reverend Cyrus 
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Bartol, a pastor of that church, given to the library by 
Miss Elizabeth Bartol, who also Lone the sum of $200 
to refit the room. 


THE Uses oF Books. 


The total number of volumes lent during the year 
for use outside the library buildings, this being the 
recorded “‘home use” circulation, was 2,050,238, as 
against 2,135,100 for the preceding year. The decline 
is not very important, and is due almost entirely to two 
causes: first, the delay in opening the schools in the fall 
of the year, on account of the prevalence of infantile 
paralysis, and secondly, the fact that full industrial 
employment during the year has restricted the reading 
of books at home. Undoubtedly, under different and 
normal conditions, the circulation will show a con- 
siderable increase. 

The details of the recorded circulation are shown in 
the usual comparative tables which follow, prepared as 
in previous years from the report of Mr. Frank C. 
Blaisdell, Chief of the Issue Department, so far as they 
relate to the Central Library, and, so far as they relate 
to the branch libraries, drawn from the monthly reports 
of the custodians of branches:

The unrecorded circulation of books, that is to say, 
the large and constant use of books in all the reading 
rooms in the Central building and in the branches, no 
doubt considerably exceeds the recorded home use 
circulation. 

During the year 72,343 books have been sent out by 
our wagon delivery system in response to requests made 
at branches; this may be compared with 79,260, the 
figure for the preceding year, the decline being due to the 
abnormal conditions previously referred to. The number 
of volumes sent from the so-called deposit collection at 
the Central Library for use by study clubs or at institu- 
tions of various kinds, was 41,154, as compared with 
41,073 in 1915. 
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Under the inter-library loan system, a reciprocal 
arrangement under which we occasionally lend for tem- 
porary use books to other public libraries, borrowing, 
under similar circumstances, books to be used here, 
there have appeared the following transactions during 
two successive years:

It should perhaps be explained that books lent under 
the inter-library plan are those temporarily required 
(or in special exigency) by some patron of the borrowing 
library for the purpose of serious research, such books 
not being otherwise easily procurable by the borrowing 
library by purchase.

PURCHASES OF FICTION. 


During the year 634 volumes of newly-published fiction 
have been carefully considered and 147 different titles 
accepted for purchase. These include not merely fiction 
for adult readers but imaginative literature for the 
young. In all, 2,984 copies were bought, costing 
$3,144.77; and to replace fiction worn out in circulation 
12,739 volumes were bought, costing $12,000; bringing 
the entire expenditure for fiction, new and old, to 
$15,144.77, about 41 per cent of the expenditure for © 
books of all kinds. 


NoTrewortTHy ACCESSIONS. 


The following details as to important accessions are 
brought together by Miss Theodosia E. Macurdy, Chief 
of the Ordering Department: 


PURCHASES. 


No very large collection of books on special subjects has been 
bought although books relating to Shakespeare, Lincoln, 
pageantry, United States western and southern history, the 
Civil War, genealogy, and publications of the British Museum, 
notably the catalogues of coins, Assyrian sculptures, Armenian 
manuscripts and Bengali books, have amounted to consider- 
able in the aggregate. A collection of about a hundred volumes 
by modern writers of South America has been acquired, includ- 
ing works of Alvarez, Cortés, Dario, Estrada y Zenea, Garcia, 
Molena and Santa Chocano. 

Since the sources of foreign book supply on which the library 
depends for current: continental literature have been largely 
cut off, attention has been turned to the older books listed in 
auction and dealers’ catalogues in this country and in England. 
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The following list comprises perhaps the most important of 
these obtained. With few exceptions they have been paid for 
with the income of a trust fund restricted by condition of gift 
to the purchase of books which were published prior to 1850.

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The number of cards added to the catalogue during 
the year is 207,058. Of these, 17,049 were added to the 
catalogue cases at the branches. In order to make the 
new books available to the public through the catalogue 
as soon as possible, temporary author and subject, or 
title cards, are filed in the Bates Hall catalogue cases 
within a few days after the receipt of every new bound 
work. Since the enlargement of the catalogues 
encroaches upon space, somewhat thinner card stock is 
now used than was formerly the case. 

As in every large library open to unrestricted public 
use, the soiling of the card catalogue by constant hand- 
ling presents a serious problem. Continual reprinting of 
cards is necessary, and as much time as possible has been, 
devoted to such work. Newly printed labels for the 
drawers in the main catalogue will also soon be sub- 
stituted for those which are much soiled, and it is 
intended to cover them with celluloid in order to keep 
them clean. 

The first supplement to the Allen A. Brown Music 
Catalogue has been finished, including titles added to 
the collection up to September 1, 1916, and about one 
quarter of the catalogue of the Brown Dramatic Collec- 
tion is in type. The main body of the Music Catalogue 
was completed in 1915, as stated in the report covering 
that year. Consisting.of ten parts, adapted to be bound 
in three volumes, it constitutes in its completed form 
the most elaborate catalogue ever issued by the library, 
reflecting credit upon the members of the staff who have 
been concerned in its preparation and upon the Printing 
and Bindery Departments which have been responsible 
for the mechanical production. 

Work is proceeding to bring the special Fine Arts 
Catalogue up to date and upon its rearrangement. 
About 1,730 titles have been re-catalogued in connection 
with this work. Much work has also been performed in 
re-cataloguing and re-locating atlases and maps. The 
need for a better arrangement of the map collection is 
urgent and it should be provided at an early date. 

As heretofore, much service has been performed in the 
Catalogue Department in general bibliographical work, 
some of it in response to public requests and in connec- — 
tion with the selection and purchase of books, including 
the examination and checking publishers’ lists and sales 
catalogues. Mr. Chevalier also reports: 

Duplicate volumes and parts (8,090 in number) have 
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been sent out for sale on exchange account. These, and 
many duplicates from gifts and from the branches, have 
been compared with copies on the shelves with a view 
to keeping the most perfect ones. Many works in the 
general collection have been transferred to special collec- 
tions for greater safety and convenience. In such cases 
new numbering and new records, etc., are necessary. 
The amount of work involved cannot be computed in 
figures.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT, CENTRAL LIBRARY. 


Miss Alice M. Jordan, chief of the Children’s Depart- 
ment at the Central Library, notes in her report the 
effect of the epidemic of infantile paralysis after the 
summer vacation in restricting the attendance and circu- 
lation. But the great development in the general work 
with young readers is also noted. As in previous years, 
instruction has been given, by means of talks, to classes 
from the schools upon library methods and the use of 
the catalogues, books of reference, etc. And in the 
same direction the influence of the library has been felt 
in informal talks on library subjects given by Miss 
Jordan, by request, before mothers’ associations, clubs 
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and elsewhere. Lists of books for young readers have 
frequently been prepared in the Children’s Department 
in response to personal requests or in answer to corre- 
spondence. Requests of this kind show a recognition of 
the specialized service to the public which the depart- 
ment is prepared to give. Miss Jordan also notes ‘‘the 
growing inclination of boys and girls to turn to the 
library for help upon subjects of personal interest. 
These hobbies take many forms. It may be a wish to 
write a history of the world which has brought two boys 
constantly to the library, or the identification of a newly 
discovered butterfly, or directions for making a bi-plane. 
Whatever its immediate object a voluntary pursuit of 
information tends to make more vital the connection 
between the library and the individual.” 

The Teachers’ Reference Room in this department 
now contains 2,366 books, part belonging to the collection 
of text-books in use in the city schools and the others 
are reference books properly belonging to a teachers’ 
reference library, recommended by groups of teachers 
and conforming to the requirements for promotional 
examinations. There are also 25 periodicals relating to 
education subjects currently received, besides govern- 
ment reports and bulletins connected with pedagogy. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made of gifts of plants 
and flowers for the Children’s Room, and especially for 
those received from Mrs. Edward Peirce of Weston 
and for specimens received from the Arnold Arboretum. 


Bates HAt.. 


This is not only the main reading room of the library, 
but connected with it, as its most convenient location 
within the building, is the main card catalogue station, 
within which is placed the public reference desk, under 
charge of Mr. Frank H. Chase. On the open shelves of 
the hall itself is a classified collection (about 10,000 
volumes) of standard books in various departments of 
literature, available to all readers without formality. <A 
reorganization of this collection, which, with minor 
changes, has been in place since the building was opened, 
is contemplated, so as to broaden the subjects of recent 
interest by the introduction of better and more modern 
books, retiring others of less present value. The chief 
difficulty encountered in such a reorganization of the 
shelves is the long-established fixed classification for 
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locating the books. Heretofore this collection has been 
regarded as in the main fixed and rigid. But this system 
may be modified so that the collection may be made 
responsive to the progress of human knowledge. 

It should be understood that, however great the con- 
venience and usefulness of a proper open shelf collection, 
readers in the hall are by no means confined to the books 
on the open shelves, but may have brought to them any 
book or books from the stacks. And it has been our 
custom to bring together in the hall small temporary 
collections of the best books relating to subjects of imme- 
diate importance, changing such collections from time 
to time as occasion has required. 

The steady receipt of inquiries by mail; properly to be 
answered by reference to books, enlarges the public 
service of the Reference Department, and Mr. Chase has 
reported a classified list of such inquiries answered 
between May 1 and January 5, a period arbitrarily 
selected. The total number within this period was 321, 
coming from 34 states of the Union, from four provinces 
of Canada, and from England, Scotland and Wales. 
Reference inquiries are constantly received by telephone 
also, and these are answered so far as it is possible to 
answer them intelligently within reasonable limits of 
time. ‘The subjects of such inquiries cover an extremely 
wide field and relate to matters of practical knowledge 
in business, industry, genealogy, local history, politics, 
etc., besides those which are more or less directly con- 
nected with literature. 

Besides the use of the open shelf books approximately 
three quarters of a million call slips (for stack books) are 
required annually for the use of readers at the tables in 
Bates Hall. Mr. Pierce E. Buckley, in charge of the 
center desk, reports a record of the use of the reading 
room by nonresidents of the city drawn from an inspec- 
tion of the slips presented from January 11 to 17. 
Within that week 73 towns and cities in Massachusetts 
were represented, besides representatives of four other 
states who were temporarily stopping in Boston. 


THE SPECIAL LIBRARIES. 


The so-called special libraries in the Central building 
include the following important departments: Fine Arts, 
Allen A. Brown Music Room; Barton-Ticknor Room 
(including numerous special collections). 
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FINE ARTS DEPARTMENT. 


In this department during the year 21,494 volumes 
have been circulated for home use (included in the 
statistics of circulation, pages 43-45) and a large amount 
of reference work performed for students and study 
classes, besides the provision of books for large numbers 
of readers at the tables. Here, also, reservations of 
tables, with books as requested, are made for classes 
under the direction of teachers or class leaders, with an 
attendance of upwards of 1,500 students annually. 
The Fine Arts Department also provides and arranges 
the material for the numerous free exhibitions given 
in its Exhibition Room, and for the series of exhibitions 
given in routine at the branch libraries throughout the 
season. <A full program of these exhibitions is always 
announced in the Quarterly Bulletin of the library. In 
many cases the exhibitions at the Central Library 
relate to subjects considered in the free lecture courses.

In the long reading room opening from the Barton- 
Ticknor Room (called the Barton Gallery) books are 
reserved upon tables for persons engaged in authorship 
or pursuing more extended research work than that 
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usually conducted in the more public reading rooms of 
the library. The weekly record of reservations made 
here of books from the stacks shows an average of 462 
volumes, the smallest weekly reservation being 325 
and the largest 587. 

In the alcoves of the Barton-Ticknor Room and open- 
ing from the Barton Gallery are kept some of the most 
interesting and useful special collections possessed by the 
library. These include the Bowditch Library (higher 
mathematics), 8,195 volumes; the George Ticknor 
Library (Spanish literature of especial rarity and value), 
6,728 volumes; the Barton Collection (Shakesperiana, 
English drama of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies, etc.), 138,823 volumes; the Franklin Collection 
(special works relating to Government and _ political 
economy), 873 volumes; Lewis Collection (special Ameri- 
cana), 721 volumes; Twentieth Regiment (special Civil 
War literature, regimental histories, etc.), 2,796 volumes; 
the Galatea Collection (relating to the progress of 
women), 38,332 volumes; the Artz Collection (poetry 
and other works in special editions, or of special impor- 
tance), 5,641 volumes; the Codman Collection (land- 
scape architecture), 901 volumes, besides the Browning 
Collection, the Brown Dramatic Collection, the Thomas 
Prince Library and many important incidental volumes 
of the highest literary interest and value. The total 
number of volumes contained in these special collections 
in the Barton alcoves or in the Barton Room at the 
close of the year was 61,890, and the number of volumes 
added to them during the year was 1,016. 


ALLEN A. BROWN MUSIC ROOM. 


In this room 11,790.volumes have been issued to 
readers for use at the tables. The number of pieces 
added to the collection is 2,134. Of the volumes added 
302 were either given by Mr. Brown or came from his 
estate after his death. The remainder were received 
from other sources by gift or purchase. Of these, 1,425 
came from the estate of Adelaide Phillips, the cele- 
brated singer. From the Oliver Ditson Company there 
were received more than 500 vocal scores of operas and 
oratorios mostly modern. Many of these duplicated 
scores already in our collection, but by direction of the 
givers were to be used by us in gifts to other libraries. 
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FREE PuBLic LECTURES. 


The use of the Lecture Hall in the library has 
increased very materially during the year. Besides the 
regular free lecture courses provided by the library on 
Thursday evenings and Sunday afternoons, lectures open 
to the public have been given under the auspices of 
teachers’ clubs and various civic associations. These 
lectures as scheduled for the season (including some to 
be given during March and April, 1917, when the season 
ends) are as follows:

USE OF THE LIBRARY BY NONRESIDENTS. 


The use of the Bates Hall Reading Room by readers 
from out of the city has been mentioned (page 55). As 
a clear indication of the entire use of the library in this 
way the place of residence of persons calling for books 
on slips for reading room consultation (including also 
readers in the Newspaper Room) in all of the important 
reading rooms at the Central Library was kept for one 
week (January 11-17, 1917) with the following result: 
Total number, 7,564; residents of Boston (including 
temporary residents in. hotels), 5,411; of other cities 
and towns in Massachusetts, 2,066; of cities and towns 
in other states, 69; from out of the United States, 18. 
Percentage of nonresidents, 28.5. 

It should be borne in mind that many of the non- 
residents are students attending institutions of learning 
centered in the city or in places adjacent to the city. 

In this connection it may be mentioned that in the 
Act of the Legislature granting to the city the land 
(occupied in part by the Central Library building) it 
was especially provided that ‘‘upon the opening of said 
library all the citizens of the Commonwealth shall have 
the perpetual right of access thereto, free of charge 
under such reasonable regulations” as the trustees may 
from time to time establish. 

The richness of the collections of this library (some 
of which, in the Barton alcoves, have been especially » 
mentioned) attracts to the city scholars from elsewhere 
who come for the purpose of consulting here books 
which can be found nowhere else in the country. There 
are many books for the use of such students that the 
library should possess and would have purchased except 
for financial limitations. But the gifts of certain col- 
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lections en bloc by scholarly benefactors in the past, 
supplemented by such purchases as we have been able 
to make from time to time, have put in our possession 
books that it is now difficult to obtain, even were money 
available for buying them. And notwithstanding our 
limitations these collections give to the library a dis- 
tinctive position among the libraries of the United 
States. | 


BRANCHES AND STATIONS. 


An important element of service rendered by the 
Boston Public Library is that performed through the 
Branch Department. In our system we have fourteen 
principal branches and sixteen minor branches (termed 
reading room stations) and by means of an organized 
plan of daily communication by wagons between these 
branches and the Central Library the central collection 
is brought directly within reach of residents in every 
part of the city. In no other city is this inter-com- 
municating system of branches more efficiently organ- 
ized, and in some cities such a system has not yet been 
developed. But with us the demand for books from 
the Central to be sent out in this way increases, and 
requests for the establishment of new branches show 
that the public regards this service as of great value. 
Indeed, if the branch privileges are once used they are 
seldom given up. I think it well to repeat what was 
said in the report for 1914, as the paragraph contains 
information as to the operation of the branch system 
which is needed to show its importance clearly. 


Unless one comes into direct contact with it, the work of the 
Branch Department cannot be appreciated. Through its 
activities the facilities of the Central Library, with its valuable 
collections of circulating books, are made available in the out- 
lying districts of the city, and the various branch collections 
supplement the Central in bringing the books near to the 
homes of the people. Each branch library is the center of a 
group of schools, and it is the especial duty of the custodians 
to care for the demand for books from the schools assigned to 
their districts respectively. Books are sent to the schools on 
deposit, by requests from teachers, through the Branch Depart- 
ment. Special collections of books, required for reference work 
in connection with the course of study, are reserved at the 
branches for the use of pupils; pictures are sent directly from 
the branches to the schools (supplementing the portfolios sent 
from. the Central Library), and the schools are visited periodi- 
cally for the purpose of issuing library cards. The department 
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also arranges for the deposits of books at various institutions, 
and the work of inter-library lending. All this work is likely to 
increase continuously as the demand through the branches 
increases with the growth of the city. 

The relation of the branches to those who use books is in 
some respects closer than that gained through any other 
function of the library. 


The following figures summarize the operations of the 
Branch Department for the year: 


Circulation through the branches (recorded also on pages 
42-43) ; ; ; ; : 1,776,745

Under normal conditions the circulation, as in the 
previous year, would have shown a gain, but the causes 
referred to (page 41) which have affected the entire 
circulation of the library have affected the branch cir- 
culation also, reducing it slightly (2. e. by 58,381 vol- 
umes). Besides the thirty branches (principal and 
minor) the Branch Department has also served the 
following subsidiary agencies of distribution: Fire 
Department houses, 62; other institutions, 36; public 
and parochial schools, 161; making in all (including 
branches), 289. 

The circulation through the branches which, as the 
years go on, will naturally increase, could with advan- 
tage be enlarged if the library possessed a larger deposit 
collection at the Central Library, especially for branch 
uses. When the addition to the Central building now 
under erection has been completed opportunity for 
shelving an enlarged collection will be open, and it is 
to be hoped that money for buying the books will be 
forthcoming, especially books for young readers and for 
use in connection with school deposits. Upon this point 
of the need of more books (in the branch collections 
themselves as well as available for branch use from the 
Central), one branch custodian remarks in her annual 
report to Mr. Langdon L. Ward, Supervisor of Branches: 


The work with the schools continues to grow, and books are 
sent to every school in the district, one school having deposits 
in all the rooms. ‘The one parochial school in this district has 
had 500, and more books could be circulated if we had them. 


The Custodians of Branches (the title given to those 
in direct charge of branches, sometimes called in other 
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library systems ‘‘ Branch Librarians’’) often include, in 
their reports to Mr. Ward, interesting statements as to 
their work, and some of these I reproduce. The first 
two relate to the kind of reading done at the branches: 


(1.) We have many readers who have no library cards but 
who come every day or evening to read at the tables. If a 
record were kept of the books and periodicals read in this way 
it would certainly equal 75 per cent of the circulation figures. 
It is interesting to notice the books left on the tables at closing 
time after a busy evening. Last week the following were 
some of the books: The Cardinal’s Snuff Box; Dictionary of 
Phrase and Fable; The Health of the City; History of Ireland; 
Life of Edward the Seventh; Lincoln the Lawyer; Rules of the 
Game; The Call of the Wild; Kent’s Practical Engineers’ 
. Pocketbook; Tennyson’s Poems; Track Athletics. 

‘ (2.) For the past two years on the last Sunday of the year I 
have made a list of books left by readers on the table at the 
close of the evening. This year’s list is as follows: Agostini, 
Atlante Geografico Metodico; Alamanaco Italiano; Cellini, 
Vita; Cervantes, Don Chisciotte; Dumas, Il conte di Mon- 
tecristo; Eliot, Silas Marner; Furlani, Italian Grammar; 
Gherardi, Monglie e buoi de paesi tuoi; Hale, Man Without a 
Country; Hudson, Green Mansions; I viaggi di Livingstone; 
King, The Way Home; London, Call of the Wild; Melani, 
Scultura Italiana; Magni, Studio Della Letteratura Italiana; 
Perini, Italian Grammar; Rivista delle biblioteche e degli 
archivi; Sauer, Italian Grammar; Simonin, Gli stati uniti; 
Vasallo, Dieci Monologhi; Verne, Cinque Settimane in Pallone; 
Verne, Della terra alla luna. 


As to the assistance frequently given at the branches 
(as at the Central Library) upon courses of reading, the 
following is significant: 


People who come to the library often ask me to make out lists 
of books. One woman asked me to give her a short list of 
historical novels which she could recommend to a friend of hers. 
Another person asked me for a list of books which were suitable 
for a shut-in. The longest list of books that I was asked to 
make was for a woman who wished to buy some books to start 
a small library in the reading room of a club for young people in 
whom she was interested. As the young people varied in age 
I marked which books were for the younger and which for the 
older group. 


The circulation of pictures from the Fine Arts Depart- 
ment of the Central Library for exhibition purposes in 
connection with instruction at the schools or by classes 
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has been mentioned. The branches also have what may 
be called popular collections of pictures, in many cases 
cut by the assistants from illustrated periodicals and 
properly mounted for the use of teachers in elementary 
instruction. This general circulation of pictures has 
become one of the important features of library service. 
As to the requests from the schools a custodian remarks: 


For several years the character of the requests received from 
the schools for pictures has been undergoing a change from the 
domain of general interest to that of immediate timeliness. 
Ten years ago, when the idea of illustrating lessons by pictures 
from the library was in the initial stage, requests were general 
in character. Pictures of poets or statesmen, or of animals, 
flowers and fruits were in demand. The subject of history was 
confined to the Atlantic Coast. Geography was confined to the 
United States and to vague views of foreign countries. They 
were frequently borrowed because they looked well exhibited 
in the schoolroom. 

Then there came a change. It was brought about, possibly 
by communications from the library “concerning the use of 
pictures.”” The new idea took root, from it came new initiative. 
Soon the stock collections were inadequate, or at least were too 
general. Requests for pictorial matter relating to separate 
countries, as for instance, Asia or Africa, were expanded into 
requests for subdivisions of a country under such headings 
as Coastline of England, Manufactures of Germany, Surface 
of Russia, ete. 

Since then there have been several expansions of subjects, 
such for example as requests for pictures of land and water 
forms, hills and valleys, plains, ete. Other requests are for 
pictures showing industrial operations. Naturally, it happens 
that during the period when the demand is changing from 
subjects already in stock to new or more specialized ones there 
is bound to be a lack of material. For example, a year ago we 
supplied from our large collection of pictures relating to 
industries those illustrating the production of tea, cotton or 
lumber. But now, perhaps because of the new interests in 
certain industries, the requests are for pictures illustrating the 
manufacture of leather, woolen goods, steel products, linen 
and Oriental rugs. In the same way we are not asked for 
pictures of the iron and coal industries without regard to loca- 
tion, the requests are for iron and coal in Pennsylvania or the 
wool industry of Australia. Until our resources are developed 
to this new standard we shall be unable to supply some requests. 


From another branch comes the following: 


Our collection of pictures numbers about 3,000 plates. We 
now have these so arranged under the main headings that we

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can easily make up a collection on almost any subject. For 
instance, suppose we have the topic ‘‘ Regular and irregular 
coast lines,” the pictures to supply this demand may come 
from twelve collections other than ‘‘Water forms.” ‘“ Animals 
and vegetation”’ of a particular country may perhaps be sup- 
plied from twenty titles. As an example of the analysis of a 
collection I cite ‘‘Land forms’: Atoll (see Coral reef), Bad 
lands . . . Dakota, Beach, Canyon, Cape, Cliff, Coast, 
Coral reef, Desert, Divide,. Dunes, Headland, Hill, Island, 
Peninsula, Plain, Plateau, Prairie, Promontory, Swamp, Table 
land, Valley, Volcano. 


Of the close connection now established between the 
library and the schools, and of the kind of material 
required, custodians report: 


(1.) That teachers depend upon the library to supplement 
school work is shown by the way they send pupils to the library 
with topics for home lessons and with no reference to sources 
or special books, leaving the selection of material to the refer- 
ence librarian. The teachers also show their appreciation of 
the value of the library through the fact that nearly all have 
ordered and used Central Library deposit books on subjects of 
study for the year, supplemented by pictures from the Fine 
Arts Department to illustrate the teaching of many subjects. 

(2.) As we all appreciate, the training of.the child is more 
than ever of a practical or vocational nature, therefore many 
requests for library material are on the subjects of millinery, 
dressmaking, carpentering, ironwork, cooking, candy making, 
books about lumbering, conservation, concrete work, farming, 
irrigation, fruit growing, gardening, useful plants, medicinal 
roots, animal life, geological research and commercial topics of 
all kinds. 

(8.) Reference work never flags when the schools are in 
session and brings all sorts of questions, some of them most 
unusual and difficult to answer. Generally we can find some- 
thing to help the questioner. Industries, historical subjects, 
commercial geography and books on debating, are some of the 
topics. More reference work is done here on Sundays than in 
previous years and more adults use the branch for this purpose. 


In further reference to the adult readers who use the 
branches (mentioned in the last extract) another 
custodian remarks: 


We have in our adult’s room many earnest people who con- 
sider the library a vital necessity. To cite a few instances of 
such users: A school nurse depends on us to supply her with 
the best reading along the line of her work. A young salesman 
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telephones a day ahead what subject he will call for. A student 
from the Institute of Technology comes here to write themes 
and is now working on his graduation thesis. <A tired teacher 
has been cured of the blues by continued application of light 
fiction. A woman lately returned from work in a French 
hospital wishes good war literature, ete. 


THE CHILDREN’S SToRY Hour. 


The story hour work under professional guidance has 
continued during the year. This, with us, is not merely 
for the temporary amusement of those who hear the 
stories told, but, although entertainment is inseparable 
from the work, it is planned so as to lead out into the 
love and use of books. Mrs. Cronan who, as in previous 
years, conducted the story telling (at the Central 
Library on Saturday afternoons, and with groups at 
various branches), reports in part as follows: 


In these groups the object of the work is the same — to 
stimulate interest in worth-while books and help the children 
to form the “library habit.’”’ ‘Have you a library card?’’ is 
one of the first questions asked. ‘‘The story hour,” we remind 
the children, ‘‘is a partnership affair. Our part is to tell the 
story; yours to find the book and read the story for yourself.” 

During the year the children have been made familiar with 
the contents of the following books, told in the form of a con- 
tinued story in various classes: Rob Roy, Red Gauntlet 
(Scott); Jan of the Windmill (Ewing); Great Expectations 
(Dickens); Martin Hyde (Masefield); Kidnapped (Stevenson) ; 
The Little Shepherd of Kingdom Come (Fox); The Little 
Duke (Yonge); Desert and Wilderness (Sienkiewicz); Tales of 
the Labrador (Doctor Grenfell); Jacqueline (a story of the 
siege of Leyden); Katrinka (Haskell); Under Greek Skies 
(Dragoumis); A Boy of Erin (Padriac Colum); Water Babies 
(Kingsley); The Story of Fort London, Men of Iron (Pyle). 

Stories have been told from Shakespeare, Rustum and 
Sohrab, King Arthur, Jungle Tales, Pickwick Papers, The Blue 
Bird, Beowulf, Queen’s Museum by Stockton, The Rhinegold, 
Celtic Hero Tales, Robin Hood, Tales from the Earthly Para- 
dise, Spenser’s Faerie Queene, Herodotus, The Golden Porch, 
In biography: The Life of Washington, Lincoln, Jacob Riis, 
John Muir (in preparation, to be told with ‘Stickeen’’), 
Thorwaldsen and Titian. There were special holiday stories, 
fairy and folk stories from Russia, Spain, Japan, China, Italy, 
Sweden, Norway, etc.; true stories of heroism from the trenches; 
and the story of the Christ of the Andes. 

It is delightful to discover that the desire to hear well told 
stories increases as time goes on. After years of. work we find 
that our most eager and appreciative listeners are in the groups 
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that have had the story hour for the longest time. One who 
has not observed children closely might think that they would 
soon weary of simple, normal entertainment, since the excite- 
ment provided by the motion picture program is always at 
hand. We find instead that numbers of children hear stories 
in their own branch library, then walk a long distance to another 
story hour and that these children become discriminating 
readers with a real delight in literature. 


REGISTRATION DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. John J, Keenan, Chief of the Registration 
Department, reports the so-called ‘“‘live” cards (that. is, 
cards available for present use) outstanding at the end 
of the year as follows:

The number of ‘‘live’’ cards shows a decrease for the? 
year of 7,874 in total. This decrease is unquestionably — 
due to the same unusual causes which have restricted 
circulation (referred to on page 41). It is very largely 
(to the extent of more than two-thirds) in cards held 
by the pupil and student classes, and it is also largely 
caused by the failure by these classes to renew at once 
cards whose term limit (of two years) has expired. 
Indeed, the number of new registrations (while affected 
by the causes which have affected the total) have kept 
much nearer the normal number than the number of 
lapsed and as yet unrenewed cards, which for the year 
was about 25 per cent above the normal. 

It will be remembered that the opening of the schools 
after the summer vacation was delayed about four weeks 
by the prevalent infantile paralysis. It was even longer 
than that before our work with the pupils was completely 
resumed. The work of. re-registration usually spread 
over the twenty weeks from September 1 to January 31 
was thus confined to sixteen weeks only. There is no 
doubt that the loss in borrowing power, by the lapse 
of cards under these conditions, is apparent rather than 
real, and that many of them will eventually be renewed.

Publications. 


The publications for the year, issued under the 
editorial supervision of Mr. Lindsay Swift, are: 


Weekly Lists. From January 15, 1916, to January 13, 1917, 
53 numbers. Edition, each issue, 2,500 copies. Consecutive 
pages in all, 266. These lists are for immediate use by the 
public and contain titles of the books added week by week. 
The lists are freely distributed at the Central Library and at. 
the branches. 

Quarterly Bulletins. Four numbers. Edition, each issue, 
2,000 copies. Pages in all, 408. These bulletins bring 
together the classified titles of the more important books 
added each quarter, with occasional brief bibliographical 
notes. They also contain the announcements of University 
Extension courses, the Lowell Institute and other free 
courses, and the programs of exhibitions and lectures given 
by the library. Reprints of these announcements are also 
issued to supply a public demand. The Bulletin issued 
March 31 contained a list of works on Shakespearean music 
for use in connection with the Shakespeare Tercentenary. 


Besides the routine publications listed above, the 
catalogue of the John Adams Library, held by us, was 
published in January in an edition of 500 copies. This 
interesting and valuable library, the private collection of 
President John Adams, was moved in 1894 from the 
Thomas Crane Public Library, in Quincy, to the Boston 
Public Library, under a vote of the supervisors of the 
Adams Temple and School Fund and accepted in trust 
by the trustees of this library. The published catalogue 
contains, in a preface prepared by Mr. Swift, an account 
of the collection, historical and descriptive. 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT. 69 


The Bates Hall Centre Desk, Newspaper and Patent Rooms, 
Central Library. 


The usual statistics, reported by Mr. Pierce E. Buckley, 
custodian, are as follows: 

Centre Desk.— The highest recorded maximum attend- 
ance of readers in Bates Hall during any one day was 315, 
on December 10, and the smallest, 136, on August 13. 

Newspaper Room.— Number of papers currently taken 
and regularly filed for readers, 301. Of these, 215 are 
published in America and 85 abroad. The dailies 
number 226 and weeklies 74. The receipt of foreign 
papers has been interfered with by the war, and those 
from Germany, Austria and Russia have for the most 
part not been received at all. The maximum attendance 
of readers in the Newspaper Room at any one time was 
204 on February 27, and the smallest, 103, on July 30. 

The number of volumes added to the newspapers files 
was 152, and the total collection numbers 8,070 bound 
volumes. During the year 19,279 persons consulted 
32,633 volumes from these files, which may be compared 
with 33,200 volumes consulted in 1915 by 18,035 persons. 
Various numbers of eighteenth century papers have been 
bought, as opportunity offered, to aid in completing 
our collection, and a complete file of the New York Mirror 
substituted for an incomplete set. Our file of the Boston 
News-Letter has been enlarged by photo-stat copies 
acquired from the Massachusetts Historical Society. 

Patent Room.— Number of volumes added during the 
year, 246. Total number in collection, 13,607. During 
the year, in this room, 19,564 persons have consulted 
108,029 volumes. The previous year 17,512 persons 
consulted 10,092 volumes. In neither year do these 
figures cover a certain amount of unrecorded use of 
books from the open shelves. As in the case of news- 
papers and periodicals, the receipt of foreign patents 
from countries affected by the war has virtually ceased. 


The Periodical Room, Central Library. 
Mr. Francis J. Hannigan, Custodian of the Periodical 
Room, reports the number of readers in the room, at 
certain hours, in each of two successive years, as follows:

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This does not include, in either year, considerable 
other miscellaneous work, such, for example, as the 
making of portfolios, blocking paper, the making of 
periodical covers (always a considerable item) and the 
making of boxes, pouches, pads, blotters, etc. Any 
statistical comparison of the items of work of one year 
with another is also more or less misleading on account 
of differences in the character of the work; for example, 
100 volumes bound in one year do not necessarily match 
or offset 100 volumes in another year by reason of the 
difference in the kind of volumes. During the past year 
interruptions in employment of the full force (for various 
causes) have interfered somewhat with the output. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


Examinations for library service were given as follows: 
Grade E, May 20, 95 applicants, of whom 53 passed; 
Grade E, September 23, 61 applicants, of whom 34 
passed, and Grade E, January 13, 1917, 74 applicants, 
of whom 40 passed.

CONCLUSION. 


This is my fourteenth annual report, and as my 
resignation has been accepted by your Board, it will be 
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the last which I shall have the honor to submit. As I 
have said in my letter of resignation, I sincerely appre- 
ciate the support given me by the trustees throughout 
my period of service. This, with the cordial relations 
which have always existed between us, has not only 
been gratifying to me, but, without question, has made 
possible whatever measure of success has attended my 
administration. The following table indicates certain 
changes which have taken place during my period of 
service:

The resources of the library, and its facilities for 
serving the public, have been considerably developed 
during the period. The total number of volumes has 
risen from 835,904 to 1,139,682; the number in special 
collections from 97,152 to 135,370; and the number of 
photographs and process pictures, valuable as aids in 
the work of the library with schools and classes, has 
increased from 21,403 to more than 30,000. ‘The 
increase in the annual appropriation is shown in the 
table. The library trust funds have risen from 
$283,742 to $538,507. At the beginning of the year 
1903 the library system included 10 principal branches, 
10 reading room stations and 2 delivery. stations. We 
now have 14 principal branches and 16 minor branches 
(reading room stations) and no delivery stations merely, 
the last-named agencies having been abandoned in favor 
of reading rooms in charge of our own employees, by 
whom the public is more efficiently served. 

The physical plant of the library system has been much 
improved. New branch buildings include the Codman 
Square Branch, built as a municipal building but almost 
entirely devoted to library uses; the branch buildings at 
Jamaica Plain, Charlestown and East Boston, all of 
which were especially planned to embody the require- 
ments of the library administration. Convenient 
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quarters conforming to our requirements in practical 
details have been provided for reading rooms in the 
municipal buildings in South Boston and on Vine street, 
and for the Upham’s Corner Branch in the municipal 
building on Columbia road. In several important 
instances improved rooms, especially arranged, have 
been provided for other reading rooms. The South 
End Branch, for some years in the basement of the High 
School Building on Montgomery street, is now occupying 
exclusive quarters in the church building, 397 Shawmut 
avenue, and a new building for library uses has been 
acquired by purchase at 100 Brooks street for a reading 
room established at the time in the Faneuil District of 
Brighton. An extensive addition to the Central Library 
building on Blagden street is approaching completion. 

The increased use of the library is shown in the table 
by the increase in circulation and by the increase in the 
number of borrowers’ cards, both actually and in pro- 
portion to population. The home-use circulation from 
the branches, which directly serve the people in all parts 
of the city, has risen from 752,411 volumes to 1,488,746; 
while the use of books in the Barton-Ticknor Room, 
reflecting to a considerable extent special research, has 
increased from 10,984 to 13,744. Inthe Patent Room in 
1902 there was a recorded use of 68,335 volumes, con- 
sulted by 3,185 persons, rising in 1916 to 108,029 volumes, 
consulted by 19,564 persons. In the Periodical Room in 
the earlier year 23,557 bound volumes were consulted 
during the daytime and 6,921 in the evenings and on 
Sundays, rising in the later year to 32,647 and 13,296. 
volumes, respectively. 

At the beginning of the period the library was supply- 
ing 40 public schools with books and had sent 11,107 
volumes during the year to schools. The corresponding 
figures for 1916 are 161 schools and 38,400 volumes. 
There are various phases of the work of the library which 
have greatly increased, such as the visits of classes to the 
building, the general use of reference books and the pro- 
vision of free lectures. ‘There have also been certain 
extensions of privilege and modifications of rules; for 
example, the cancellation at the end of a fixed term of 
months of fines incurred by children; the lending of 
books for summer reading beyond the usual two weeks’ 
limit; the extension of hours of Sunday opening, etc. 

As I have frequently remarked, results such as have 
been indicated are due to no one person. The satis- 
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factory operation of the library, with its promise for the 
future, requires the loyalty and efficiency of all con- 
cerned in its administration, who, moved by a common 
purpose, work together harmoniously. I wish to 
acknowledge the assistance, faithfully given, which I 
have received from heads of departments, custodians of 
branches and from members of the staff generally. Our 
work together terminates not without regret upon my 
part. And during the past year, as previously, the 
services of Mr. Otto Fleischner, Assistant Librarian, 
merit special recognition.

Dear Srr,— In conformity with section 24 of the 
Revised Ordinances, I herewith submit the annual 
report of the Department of Markets for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1917. The work of the department 
has been of a routine nature; the rentals have been 
promptly paid and the regulations of the Market Depart- 
ment strictly enforced. The lessees of the department 
have worked in harmony with the Superintendent of 
Markets and the Health Department in observing such 
regulations as have been adopted for the protection of 
the public in regard to the handling and sale of food. 
The food which is offered for sale within the market 
limits is of excellent quality, so much so that the few 
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complaints which have been made have been satis- 
factorily adjusted and we have been called upon to 
condemn very small quantities of such supplies as were 
unfit to be used for human food. 


STATISTICS. 


During the year the department has found it neces- 
sary to condemn and cause to be destroyed as unfit for 
food: Apples, 30 bushels; ‘beef, 170 pounds; veal, 
80 pounds; fowl, 110 pounds; chicken broilers, 128 
pounds; rabbits, 70 pounds; potatoes, squash and other 
vegetables were consigned to the dump. 

The police detailed for duty at Faneuil Hall Market 
have made nineteen (19) arrests for various offences, 
besides appearing as witnesses in several cases of cruelty 
which they had reported to the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals.

STATISTICS OF CaAsES AIDED.

The 
falling off was gradual but continuous during all the 
months of the year until December. Work has been 
abundant and easily obtainable, and there is no sign of 
any change for the worse in the immediate future.

THE WAYFARERS’ LODGE. 


Improved industrial conditions have made it possible 
during the winter of 1916-17 to care for those applying 
for lodgings at the old lodge on Hawkins street without 
opening any additional accommodations. There has 
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been an abundance of work and the number of men 
working for aid given has been greatly reduced. 

There has been an unusual demand upon the wood 
yard for its product and a large quantity of wood has 
been worked up and sold. The total amount sold from 
December 1, 1916, to February 1, 1917, was 804 cords. 

A number of suggestions looking to greater safety 
from fire have been received from the Fire Prevention 
Commissioner from time to time and have been adopted 
by us. 

The insistent need of a suitable building in which to 
lodge destitute men is more than ever apparent. The 
difficulty of keeping an antiquated building, long since 
abandoned by the school authorities as unfit for school 
purposes, in a sanitary condition to receive lodgers 
increases with each year of occupancy. This question 
should receive careful attention from the Mayor and 
council. 

By vote of the Board formal application was made to 
the Schoolhouse Commission for the use of the Baldwin 
School, situated immediately in the rear of our present 
lodge and contiguous to it. This schoolhouse has 
recently been abandoned by the School Committee for 
school purposes. The Schoolhouse Commissioners refuse 
to grant our request as they need the building for storage 
purposes. The use of this additional building and the 
yard connected with it would be very advantageous to 
us, allowing us to provide for overflows, and also afford- 
ing much needed additional space in which to pile our 
wood. It would, however, be but another makeshift 
and might result in still further postponing the day 
when the City of Boston will have a suitable municipal 
lodging house, such as New York and other cities 
possess.

City TEMPORARY HomE. 


A much smaller number of women have been accommo- 
dated in the City Temporary Home this year than the 
year previous, but practically the same number of 
children were provided for, and the work of providing 
for the homeless goes on as in years before. 

Special attention has been paid to the food furnished 
for the inmates, but more especially to the quality of the 
milk: for infants, and special care during the night is 
accorded: them. Every effort is made to segregate 
children from the adults when not with their parents, 
and every effort to obtain privacy for an inmate is 
exerted. 

There are always some of the younger women who 
apply to the home for shelter who are amenable to good 
advice, and all that is possible is done to assist them to 
become self-reliant and self-supporting. Work is found 
for them in families when possible, and if necessary 
transportation is furnished to enable them to reach 
relatives, their homes, or friends. 

The usual Thanksgiving, Christmas and Easter dinners 
have been provided in order that the suffering which 
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comes from separation from friends on festival days may 
be less poignant. ‘The same efficient matrons continue 
in service and the physical condition of the home is 
good. Clothing and other gifts donated to the home 
have been disbursed to the most needy, and special care 
is given to children who are received in neglected con- 
dition. 

Since our last report the Boston City Hospital has 
opened a ward for confinement cases, and we have not 
been obliged to send cases as frequently to the Boston 
Lying-In Hospital as heretofore. 

The home holds a valuable place in the charities of our 
city, and although doing our work in a quiet and un- 
ostentatious way we stand ever ready to meet any 
emergency that may arise.

City Hospitau. 


We act in behalf of the trustees of the City Hospital 
and the Board of Health in the matter of determining 
settlements of sick poor aided at the City Hospital. 
The amount collected by us or by means of our investi- 
gations during the past year was $96,817.94. We 
determine settlements of people suffering from conta- 
gious diseases for the Board of Health and we send bills 
to the City Collector for collection by his office. In 
cases of sick poor admitted to the City Hospital who 
have no settlement in Boston we notify the place of 
settlement or the State Board of Charities and per- 
sonally collect the sums due the City Hospital for care 
of such cases. Our expense for this work for this year 
was $4,786.08. The amount thus collected by us from 
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the Commonwealth and cities and towns outside of 
Boston and turned over to the City Hospital during the 
past year was $61,293.49. 

The sum of $35,465.90 was also received at the City 
Collector’s office on account of contagious diseases cared 
for at the City Hospital, on bills furnished by our depart- 
ment, after investigations made at our expense. If we 
add to these amounts $191,103.86 collected at our main 
office for the relief by us of paupers and persons settled 
otherwise than in Boston and from other sources and 
paid over directly to the City Collector, we have an 
ageregate of $287,921.80 collected by this department.

THe Mortruers’ Arp Law. 


During the year closing January 31, 1917, we aided 
under chapter 763 of the Acts of 1913, known as the 
Mothers’ Aid Law, 1,388 women with one or more 
dependent children. Of this number, 1,103 were City of 
Boston cases; 145 were state cases; 140 had their 
settlement in other cities and towns of this Common- 
wealth. The amount of cash paid out by us during the 
year in caring for these women and their families was 
$335,586.24, a decrease of $2,493.45 from last year. The 
amounts paid vary from $2 to $12 per week, the average 
weekly sum being-about seven dollars. 

The Mothers’ Aid Law provided that one third of the 
amount paid out to beneficiaries under it by the various 
cities and towns should be repaid to them by the Com- 
monwealth, and that the State Board of Charity should 
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have a certain amount of supervision over the work of 
the various Overseers of the Poor in connection with 
carrying out the provisions of this law. Our relations 
with the State Board continue to be most harmonious. 
It is quite important, however, that an agreement should 
be arrived at in regard to all doubtful cases as speedily 
as possible so as to determine whether or not we are to 
be reimbursed for one third of the aid given. We regret 
that the lack of an adequate number of visitors prevents 
the State Board from arriving quickly at final decisions 
on cases aided by us. In some instances we have gone 
on aiding cases for several months before knowing 
whether or not they would be accepted by the State 
‘Board. 

The total number of cases which we were aiding at 
the end of the fiscal year, January 31, 1917, was 1,072. 

On November 30, 1916, we were aiding 1,077 families, 
divided into three classes, as follows:

SETTLEMENT OF CONSUMPTIVES. 


A considerable addition to our work this year is the. 
determining the settlement of consumptives. On the 
request of the secretary of the Boston Consumptives’ 
Hospital this department is now determining the settle- 
ments of persons admitted to the hospital at Mattapan, 
in the same manner as we determine settlements for the 
City Hospital and the Board of Health, in order that bills 
may be sent out to collect for the city the expenses 
incurred in caring for this large number of hospital 
aided cases. 
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GROCERY DEPARTMENT. 


We still continue the delivery of groceries to the needy 
poor in their homes, a practice which has been carried 
on by the Overseers of the Poor of this city ever since 
the Board was established in 1692. At the present 
time our list of groceries from which our beneficiaries 
can select is as follows: 


Flour. Rolled oats. Syrup. 

Tea. Indian meal. Canned tomatoes. 
Sugar. Rice. Macaroni.

Pork. Soap. Oil.

From this list groceries to the value of $50,470 were 
distributed on 24,711 separate orders, varying from $4 
to $1 in amount, 20,781 of them being $2 orders. The 
total expense of maintaining the store, including ex- 
pressage, salaries, wrapping paper, twine, etc., was 
$7,331.90, all of which was charged into the value of 
the goods delivered as aforesaid. 


CoAL FOR THE Poor. 


As heretofore, we sent to the homes of many of the 
poor sufficient coal to enable them to maintain one fire 
during the winter months and we often sent wood for 
kindling. In special cases we give coal beyond the 
winter season. Most of the coal given is from our 
regular funds, but we also have special funds limited to 
certain districts, as in Charlestown and East Boston. 
Many of the Mothers’ Aid cases have coal given them 
in the winter in addition to their regular weekly allow- 
ance of cash. Scarcity of coal with the coal dealers in 
the fall of 1916 caused higher prices and much difficulty 
in making the deliveries of coal to the homes of the poor. 
Dealers who in former years had taken orders freely 
from us declined to accept orders during the winter 
months. -A sufficient number, however, accepted our 
orders and deliveries were made without discomfort to 
our cases. 


LICENSES FOR COLLECTING CHARITABLE CONTRIBUTIONS. 


During the year seven societies were authorized by us 
to collect funds in the public streets under the law of 
1909, chapter 539, involving the issuance in duplicate 
of more than a hundred license papers. We also issued 
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thirteen licenses to sell buttons and other small articles 
(in one case flowers) in the public streets under authority 
of the law of 1916, chapter 188. This is known as 
the ‘‘Tag Day”? Law. The issuance of these licenses 
involves much work by a special committee and the 
chairman, as well as by some of our clerks. We trust 
the care exercised is not in vain, as we strive to safe- 
guard the interests of the public as best we can. In 
this connection we wish to thank the Police Department 
for its active and most satisfactory codperation in 
administering these laws. 


THE “‘Taa Day” Law. 
Chapter 188 of the Acts of 1916 is as follows: 


SEecTION 1. The Overseers of the Poor in any city and the 
Board of Selectmen in any town may under such conditions as 
they may deem proper, grant to any organization engaged 
exclusively in charitable work a special license authorizing it 
upon a particular day and for a charitable purpose named in 
such license, to sell through its accredited agents in the streets 
and other public places within such city or town or in any 
designated part thereof, flags, badges, medals, buttons, flowers, 
souvenirs and similar small articles; provided that no person 
under sixteen years of age shall be accredited as such agent, 
that each agent shall wear in plain sight while engaged in selling 
such articles a badge provided by such organization and ap- 
proved by the authority issuing the license, bearing upon it the 
name of such organization and the date on which the license is 
to be exercised, and that no such agent shall be: authorized to 
make or attempt to make such sales in front of any private 
premises against the objection of the owner or occupant thereof. 
The exercise of the licenses hereby provided for shall be subject 
to the provisions of all statutes, ordinances, by-laws, rules and 
regulations not inconsistent herewith. 

SECT. 2. | This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved May 10, 1916. 


Trust FunNpDs. 


We hold seventeen trust funds, which are adminis- 
tered according to the wishes of the donors, as inter- 
preted from time to time by the Board with the advice 
of the Law Department. Applicants for trust pensions 
must have a legal residence here, must be at least fifty 
years of age and must be old residents of Boston. 

The total amount of the trust funds in our charge as 
a corporation, including accumulated income, is now 
$885,199.16. 
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The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears Charity, 
the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, 
the Stoughton, Goodnow, Jeffries and Holton Funds is 
319, an increase of 27 from the number aided on February 
1,1916. During the year 26 have died, one has gone to 
an insane asylum, 7 have been discontinued, 4 have 
gone to homes and one has moved out of the state. 
Sixty-six new names have been added. A total amount 
of $27,689 was distributed to these pensioners during the 
year. 

During the year we have paid $5,253.07 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now thirty-four children on this fund. 

We have also made 138 grants of money to 95 persons 
in sums of $25 or less from the income of the Lucy Bull- 
man Charity, amounting in the aggregate to $3,019.33. 
Many of the recipients of these grants were applicants 
for the other trust pensions, the grants being often made 
from this fund in order to meet the immediate needs of 
the applicants and to tide them over till the regular 
pensions from the other funds were available. 

One of the many trust funds in our hands is that 
known. as the Mason Fund. It was established by will 
of Jonathan Mason July 15, 1798, the interest to be 
paid annually ‘‘to the standing chaplain of the alms- 
house and workhouse or by whatever other name called.”’ 
The interest accruing from this fund is now divided 
between three chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant and Catho- 
lic, at the House of Correction and the institutions at 
Deer Island. 

A statement of all the funds held by us in trust, show- 
ing receipts and expenditures since February 1, 1916, is 
appended hereto. 


FINANCIAL STATISTICS. 


The receipts and expenditures during the last twelve 
months are shown in detail by reports of hs secretary 
and treasurer which follow. 

As usual we have had an expert audit atti of our 
books and accounts and a certificate is appended hereto.

To JoHn H. Ditton, THomas F. GaALvIN AND 
RosBeEertT 8. PEABODY, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I[ herewith submit a report of the work 
performed in the department under the direction of 
your Board during the year 1916. 

The new golf greens at Franklin Park, laid out and 
seeded during the previous year, were placed in condition 
for use in the middle of the summer and the remodeled 
course is quite satisfactory to golters. 

There has been some mortality among the older 
trees in Long Crouch Woods and from thirty to forty 
oaks from 12 to 15 inches in diameter had to be removed. 
The same is true of the trees at Pine Bank, Olmsted 
Park, where many old ash trees were taken out, as 
they were completely ruined by borers. The destruc- 
tion caused by insect pests has been particularly noted 
among the American elms all over the city. 

In the plantations the crowding of young, vigorous 
trees is so great that there is great danger of losing 
much of the good results from the very excellent planting 
of the past twenty years. Many of the trees have now 
reached the dignity of forest growth and must have 
room to expand further. At Franklin Park a number 
of these, approximately three or four hundred, have 
been marked and removed but there remains a great 
area yet untouched. 

The planting of Ronan Park was performed last 
autumn and not quite finished when the winter set in. 

Road Repairs. Early in the season the surface of 
some of the parkways and boulevards was in very rough 
condition and the long wet spring and early summer 
prevented repairs being made; however, before the 
winter closed in, the surface on all the main drives was in 
very good condition for travel, and work had been 
started on the side drives of Commonwealth avenue, 
Brighton. ‘The usual treatment of tar and broken stone 
or of Tarvia and sand was used with good results. A 
bitulithic pavement was put down on Commonwealth 
avenue, from Arlington street to Beacon street, with the 
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exception of that portion between Massachusetts avenue 
and Charlesgate West, and this permanent surface on the 
most traveled portion of our roadways will relieve our 
repair force of much responsibility and their time can 
be given to other needed road work. 

Playground work during the past year was carried on 
in the usual way, this department working in conjunc- 
tion with the School Department. The school instruct- 
ors took charge of the general activities of the boys 
and the very young children in the play corner. 

Moth destruction was pursued as usual by winter 
work and spraying. These last mentioned topics have 
been fully touched upon by assistants in charge of the 
various departments and need no repetition.

GENTLEMEN,— I beg,to submit herewith my annual 
report of the activities and improvements accomplished 
in the recreation division of this department for the 
year 1916-17. 

The recreation division of this department, by the 
number and varieties of its activities, continues to enlist 
the patronage of the community for the twelve calendar 
months of the year. Indoor and outdoor recreation was 
indulged in by all sexes and ages throughout our city. 
The department thereby furnishes an ideal recreation 
system for the proper indulgence in one’s particular 
branch of sport which can be had in any month of the 
year. 

The bath division of the department had its usual 
busy and successful year, and the succeeding years prove 
that Boston is exceptionally favored in beach area 
which provides unexcelled facilities for the bathing of its 
public during the summer season. 

Curtis Hall Building in Jamaica Plain is one whose 
character and facilities are recognized throughout. the 
country as an ideal indoor recreation building, and its 
popularity is perhaps more widespread than any other 
building in the department. Its patronage is on an 
ever increasing large plane. : 

Cabot Street Building— During the year extensive 
improvements have been made in the swimming pool 
whereby the leaks which were giving considerable trouble 
for several years past have been eradicated by placing 
a layer of cement 3 inches thick under the bottom 
of the pool and otherwise strengthening the same; 
no leaks are now in evidence. The shower facilities 
in this building have been improved. 

Tyler Street Building.— Approximately eight hundred 
(800) children from the local schools bathe here each 
week in classes, in addition to the regular volume of 
patronage which frequents this house from the adjoin- 
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ing district. The building is situated in a section 
where ‘added patronage can be looked for each year, 
and the cosmopolitan character of the people furnishes 
excellent ground for educating them to the advantages 
of public baths and gymnasium work. Their appre- 
ciation is already shown to a great extent. 

D Street Gymnasium.— The isolated location of this 
gymnasium has been a barrier to its full development, 
especially since the opening of the new Broadway 
building. However, its classes have been uniformly 
good, although the general bathing patronage has been 
less. This building requires a new and more com- 
modious bathroom with new showers and equipment. 

Dover Street Bath The shower system has been 
overhauled several times, but in order to put it in good 
condition it will require new valves as the nineteen years 
of service which these valves have given will not allow 
them to be further repaired. New cold water piping 
was installed last summer. The ceilings of the shower 
rooms and the side walls were whitened, and the 
machinery in the laundry was placed in thoroughly 
good repair last fall by installing new shafting and other 
parts where required. A new set tub for cleaning trunks 
was also installed; the new dryer, which was placed in 
operation last June, gave good service during the 
summer months. 

Ward 6 Building, Plympton Street.— The walls of the 
Ward 6 gymnasium were plastered in places and the 
ceilings and walls were painted. The shower and 
locker rooms were also placed in good condition by 
several applications of paint. The building is now in 
good condition. 

Broadway Building— The two bathrooms provided 
in this building have been unusually well patronized, 
even for this section of the city. Thousands have 
recourse to the showers here in both the men’s and 
women’s departments and a large foreign element from 
the adjoining business sections have recourse to the 
showers in large numbers at least twice a week. 

North Bennet Street Bath This building is still a 
popular resort for all classes who reside in the North 
End of the city. Last year several repairs were made 
on the shower system; the doors on the lockers were 
repaired in the men’s shower room; several minor 
repairs were made on the piping on the boilers of this 
building, and the walls and ceilings painted throughout.

East Boston Gymnasium, Paris Street.— Extensive 
improvements were made on the East Boston gymna- 
slum and shower rooms during the past year. The 
gymnasium floor was entirely relaid and placed in a 
practically level and sound condition. The basket- 
ball court, which gave considerable trouble owing to its 
plastered ceilings, was considerably improved by instal- 
ling sheathing on the back and side walls and it now 
furnishes an excellent and most satisfactory handball 
and squash-ball court. A new catch-basin was installed 
at the end of the showers on the main floor to provide 
a receptacle for the excess overflow of the shower beds 
and a siphon now empties it at regular intervals. 

Ward 12 Building, Vine Street.— Since the opening of 
this building an ever increasing volume of patrons has 
been in evidence weekly. The gymnasium and shower 
rooms have grown tremendously in popularity and the 
volume of business indicates the widespread appreciation 
of the advantages given by this department in this 
district. 

Columbia Road Gymnasium, Dorchester.— Despite the 
exceedingly large numbers that have attended the 
Columbia Road gymnasia, showers and swimming pool 
in previous years, this building still continues to main- 
tain its popularity without any diminution in numbers. 
It caters to an exceedingly large area and its patrons to 
a great extent are members who have frequented this 
building since its opening. Repairs were made on the 
gymnasium apparatus and running track this past year, 
and the locks on the lockers were placed in good condition. 

Tenean Beach in Neponset is one of the most popular 
beaches in the city, as the class of patronage it demands 
is of a varied nature. The buildings here have outlived 
their usefulness long since and larger and far more 
commodious quarters should be provided for the people 
at this beach. 

Freeport Beach is well attended despite the rather 
inadequate facilities of the place. New sand should 
be placed on the beach this coming summer. 

Savin Hill— The Savin Hill bath house and beach is 
a most popular resort throughout the summer months, 
as the patrons may use the playground and then enjoy 
a dip in the cooling waters of the bay. These buildings 
here, too, are far inadequate to meet the demand made 
upon them and we hope to see more pretentious and 
commodious quarters provided, which will serve both 
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as a field house and bath house in the summer time and 
winter, and thereby provide an all-year-round center. 

McKenzie Beach.— Despite the rather uninviting 
surroundings of McKenzie Beach it has continued to 
attract many thousands to its cooling waters during the 
summer season. Its recent demolishment has become 
necessary owing to the extensive improvements which 
are being made along the Strandway, and the filling in, 
which has rendered its waters unfit to bathe in. 

L Street Bath, as ever, attracts thousands to its pleas- 
ant facilities all through the year. This past year has 
proven no exception and both the men’s and women’s 
departments have been just as popular as in years past. 
It would be advisable, as soon as possible, to change over 
some of the present locker rooms in the women’s depart- 
ment to lockers, thereby providing additional facilities 
at a rate of about six to one. The handball court here 
is used continuously throughout the year by the summer 
bathers and brownies alike, and, if possible, another 
handball court should be made at the further end of 
the beach. 

North End Park.— The extensive improvements which — 
have been made here during the past season, both in the 
playground and on the beach, will make this popular 
resort even more attractive to this densely settled dis- 
trict. The new cement sea wall has been an improve- 
ment long desirable and will add much to make this beach 
more attractive to its patrons who use it daily. The 
improvement which is now contemplated in the locker 
sections of both the men’s and women’s departments 
will be an added cause for further enjoyment and 
increased patronage this coming year. 

Dewey Beach in Charlestown is an inland beach which 
is exceedingly popular. The building which was com- 
pleted here two years ago has already outgrown its 
accommodations. It would be advisable this coming 
year, if possible, to construct a separate locker room for 
the boys on the men’s side above the present lockers 
and similar to the locker rooms existing for the girls in 
the women’s department. The beach here requires 
constant attention as the adjoining factories and wharves 
furnish much floating débris which collects on the beach. 
New sand should be provided here next year. 

Wood Island Park.— The beach here is another resort 
situated in an ideal recreation center — combining play- 
ground, gymnasium and beach activities. The accom- 
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modations provided in the bath house, which was com- 
pleted here two years ago, are far inadequate and, if 
possible, new wings should be built onto the present 
building to provide facilities more nearly in keeping 
with the demand. ‘The improvements which are going 
on in the adjoining waters, under the supervision of the 
Commission on Waterways and Public Lands, have in 
a measure hindered the full enjoyment of the beach owing 
to the murky condition of the waters at times. It is 
hoped that.this year will seean improvement. The beach 
here should receive an allotment of 500 tons of sand this 
coming year. 

I would again recommend that’ whenever possible 
swimming pools should be made a part of every municipal 
building erected in Boston. They are just as necessary 
an adjunct of every municipal improvement as the school 
and gymnasium. By these improvements children could 
learn to swim in any month of the year, rather than 
have their effort confined to the short period of the open 
summer season.

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REPORT OF PHYSICAL DIRECTOR. 


To JoHun H. Ditton, THomas F. GALVIN AND ROBERT 
S. Prasopy, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit a report of the 
work and activities carried on under my supervision for 
the year ending January 31, 1917. 

We have ten gymnasia and three swimming pools (all 
of which, with one exception, are quartered in modern 
buildings) and I can best convey the character and 
aspect of the activities conducted within these units of 
public service by reporting on each gymnasium and 
pool respectively. 


PARIS STREET GYMNASIUM. 


This gymnasium, now in its twentieth year, was the 
first free public gymnasium in this country. It opened 
its doors March 4, 1897, under the control of the Park 
Department. 

At that time it was an old building, poorly equipped, 
and had been in use as a gymnasium by the East Boston 
Athletic Association. | 

Mrs. Leonard Ahl, a Back Bay woman deeply inter- 
ested in physical education, had presented the land and 
building and equipment to this local organization with 
the provision that the upkeep was to be maintained by 
them. 

This they found themselves unable to do after a time, 
and when, at someone’s instigation, the whole proposi- 
tion was offered to the City of Boston, the offer and 
responsibility were promptly accepted. 

It was a tremendous success from the beginning, and 
has continued so up to the present time. 

In 1910 the old building was razed, and a new, 
modern building erected, and at present this new struc- 
ture is nearer the ideal for a gymnasium and bath house 
than any building now controlled by this department. 

It has excellent equipment, more shower baths, the 
largest floor space, and the largest and best running 
track of any of our gymnasia, and from the viewpoint 
of efficiency and economy ranks first. 
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All of the classes are very well attended, and it is one 
of the three largest in that respect. 


NortH BENNETT STREET GYMNASIUM. 


The adult classes at this gymnasium are fairly large; 
those for school boys and girls are very large. 

A new field of operation for municipal gymnastics was 
entered upon at this gymnasium during this year when 
a class of defective boys, numbering about one hundred, 
received special instruction along lines best adapted and 
suited to their mental and physical condition and needs. 

These boys were from the defective classes in the 
schools of the district, and their teachers report that 
their general condition, and particularly their mental 
condition, has been much improved by the experiment. 
The teachers are most enthusiastic over the results, 
which cannot be further dwelt upon until the work is in 
operation longer. 

Other local, social and civic centers in this district 
have been served in the gymnasium from time to time 
during the year in various ways. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


At this gymnasium, which is new, comparatively, and 
where conditions are generally very satisfactory, the 
classes, while not so tremendously large as at some 
other new gymnasia, are very regularly and satisfactorily 
attended by the same people, and the general average is 
good and made up of a good, solid constituency. 

This gymnasium serves a very large area, and is a long 
way from any other, and consequently its attendants are 
not of the transient type. 


SoutH Boston. 


The D Street Gymnasium, like Charlestown, serves 
a very large district, and the classes are generally well 
attended. 

It is a splendid gymnasium, with light and air on four 
sides, and large floor space; but it is very poorly located, 
because it is so far from the main thoroughfare. 

A striking feature here is the large attendance at the 
boys’ and girls’ classes, for, when one considers the long 
distance which has to be traversed from their homes 
and schools to this isolated building, the results which 
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would accrue if the gymnasium were more accessible to 
the main street are easy to conjure, and in the opinion 
of the writer of this report a main thoroughfare is the 
ideal location for a municipal gymnasium and public 
baths. 


TYLER STREET. 


The attendance here is only fair, largely because of the 
nationality of the people of this section. They are 
mostly Greek and Armenian, and their response to the 
advantages we offer is not warm, because gymnastics 
is an almost unknown idea to them and because there is 
so little free time in their lives for recreation even of the 
most elemental type. 

The building, though modern, is poorly equipped, 
both as to gymnastic apparatus, arrangement of lockers 
and other facilities for accommodating large numbers. 


HARRISON AVENUE. 

This is one of the oldest gymnasia in the department 
and the only one now housed in an old building. The 
structure was formerly a church. 

The accommodations in the locker and bath rooms are 
so very different from those in the modern buildings on 
Tyler street and Vine street, both not far away, that 
many of the residents of the: immediate district, who 
formerly attended this gymnasium, have transferred 
their allegiance to the newer and more attractive. 

The facilities for women, both for bathing and dressing, 
are almost impossible, and it has had a direct influence 
on the falling off of this portion of the class work and 
attendance. 

The children’s classes still remain good. 


CABOT STREET GYMNASIUM. 


The attendance is generally fair here at all classes and 
is better than it has been for three years. 

The apparatus and general equipment is in excellent 
condition. 


CABOT STREET SWIMMING POOL. 


This is an excellent pool, has recently been put in 
first-class condition and is now perfectly tight. 

The attendance is very small and I believe the location 
of the building to be partly responsible for this. It is a 
considerable distance from the car line, and in the heart 
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of a poor district, and the small nominal fee which is 
charged to help defray the large financial upkeep of this 
pool seems to be an added reason for the light attendance. 


Curtis Hatt GYMNASIUM. 


This gymnasium is perfectly located on the car line 
in a fine residential district and the building has a glass 
roof and light and air on four sides. 

There is a fine running track and immense floor space; 
the equipment is first class and the accommodations in 
the locker and shower rooms are of the best. 

All the classes are very well attended and with the 
possible exception of Columbia Road it stands first’ in 
rank in this respect. 


Curtis HALL SWIMMING POOL. 


One.of the finest pools in the state is located in this 
building and it has a splendid and ever increasing 
attendance as a tribute to this fact. 

More women and girls attend this pool than either of 
the other two pools conducted by this department and 
this is due to the excellent accommodations in the dress- 
ing rooms. 

VINE STREET. 


This gymnasium is the latest acquisition to our chain 
(now nearly covering every section) and has the desired 
location on a car line in a residential community. 

It is perfectly hghted and ventilated, has immense 
floor space, a fine track and all modern equipment. 

There is an excellent attendance at all the classes and 
it only needs time to bring it to the front ranks. 


CoLUMBIA RoAap GYMNASIUM. 


A rival for first place with Curtis Hall, located on a 
boulevard and car line and in an exceptional community, 
this gymnasium has never waned in its popularity since 
it was opened. 

During its thirteen years of existence the attendance 
at many of the classes, for the major portion of the 
season, has been limited only by the floor space and at 
times an extra room (built for a handball court) adjoin- 
ing the gymnasium has been pressed into service to 
accommodate the overflow, and a second class with 
another instructor and pianist was conducted simul- 
taneously. 
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While the equipment is in fairly good condition it is 
beginning to show evidences of its thirteen strenuous 
years of service. 


CoLUMBIA RoAap SWIMMING POOL. 


The pool in this building while small and inadequate 
is still very popular and well attended, especially by 
women, boys and girls. It does not appeal to men very 
strongly because of its size and the shallow depth of 
water. 

It is in good condition and the accommodations are 
fairly good. | 

The total attendance for the present year is almost 
double that of either of the three preceding years, the 
most marked improvement being in the schoolgirls’ and 
ladies’ evening classes. This, I believe to be due in 
great measure to the fact that music is again lending its 
aid to the gymnasium class work. Itis an indispenable 
aid, a necessity as well as a desirability, and the response 
which has followed its re-establishment is a testimonial 
to its real factorship in this line of gymnastic activity. 

The usual work in preparing applicants for civil 

service examinations is being carried on as in former 
years. 
‘ In conclusion, I would say that general conditions — 
attendance, equipment and apparatus — are in satis- 
factory condition and that I am indebted to the instruct- 
ors in charge of the various gymnasia and swimming 
pools for their hearty codperation and good work.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF STREET 
TREES AND MOTH WORK. 


To Joun H. Ditton, THomas F. GALVIN AND ROBERT 
S. Praspopy, Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN,— Herewith I beg to present a report of 
the street tree and moth suppression work performed 
under my supervision during the fiscal year ending 
January 31, 1917; also recommendations for future 
work and required improvements. 

It is gratifying to be able to state that the street trees, 
having received more than the usual amount of care and 
attention, are in a better condition at the present time 
than has been evident for years, although still in an 
unsatisfactory state because of adverse city conditions 
increasing and the prevalence of noxious insects. 

We have over 22,000 shade trees in the public streets, 
of which number 5,500 are young trees, principally 
European lindens, English elms, pin oaks and Oriental 
planes, and their upkeep is an important item. 

In the course of the general maintenance work 187 
trees, chiefly elms, were removed, dead from ravages of 
the leopard borer and elm-bark beetle, pests which cannot 
be otherwise subdued without a prohibitive expenditure 
of money. All the young trees were pruned in the winter 
and early spring and are now in excellent condition. One 
thousand four hundred and eighty-four other trees in all 
sections of the city were also trimmed. 

Have undertaken to trim the trees in all the principal 
streets and by the end of next year this task will be 
completed. 

Along the Strandway in South Boston, upon direct 
order from Chairman Dillon, Ginkgo trees have been 
planted and are doing exceptionally well; they do not 
seem to experience any ill effects from proximity to the 
salt water. 

The planting of shade trees in our public streets should 
be regarded as one of our most essential civic duties 
and continued as far as possible every year. In this 
connection I would cordially recommend that Columbus 
avenue and Hyde Park avenue be thus adorned without 
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delay. We have received numerous requests and peti- 
tions for tree plantations on both avenues, but special 
funds must be supplied for the purpose as it is impossible 
to do new work under the ordinary maintenance appro- 
priation. 

Tree guards throughout the department should be 
largely replenished. I would recommend electrically 
welded wire guards, although more costly, as I am satis- 
fied that the extra protection to the trees which they will 
afford and the greater durability of the material of which 
‘they are made will more than compensate for the 
additional expense. 

The gypsy and brown-tail moth suppression work, 
public and private, has been very successful. During the 
past year we have covered the entire city on destruction 
and spray work, treating over 18,000 private estates, con- 
serving our forces and means so prudently that we have 
succeeded in reducing the average assessment thereon 
from $2.34 in 1909 to 82 cents in 1916. All public 
trees in streets, parks, squares, public lands and city 
yards received due attention and are free from these 
pests, but, unfortunately, are not so lucky as far as other 
pernicious moths are concerned. 

Brown-tail infestation has been practically eliminated 
throughout the city and weather conditions probably 
assisted us materially in this respect for the past two 
years. 

Gypsy infestation is considerably lessened in some 
sections, notably in Roxbury, South Boston, Charles- 
town and East Boston, where it is almost wiped out. 

Dorchester at the present time is in fine condition. 

Infestation in the Hyde Park district is about 50 
per cent less than when annexed to Boston, although still 
bad in some places. 

The West Roxbury woodland section is in good con- 
dition as compared with the state it was in three years 
ago. 

Brighton, especially the Aberdeen section, is in very 
good condition. 

By persistently creosoting the gypsy and removing 
the brown-tail nests for a few more years it is hoped 
that we may be able to discontinue the destruction or 
winter work, which is very disagreeable and costly. 

Am pleased to record the fact that the elm-leaf beetle 
is under control; no elm trees in the city have been 
defoliated for the past two years. 
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Ravages of the leopard borer and elm-bark beetle 
are of sufficient extent to cause much anxiety, as it is 
almost impossible to control them even at great expense. 
According to their habit they work interiorly, thoroughly 
and so insidiously that the substance or life-giving sap 
of the tree has been interrupted destructively before 
their presence has been detected. Exterior indications 
are so slight as not to be observed by a casual examina- 
tion. All we can do effectively is to watch and protect 
the young trees assiduously. 

The Oriental moth caused some damage in the Dor- 
chester district during the past summer, but the section 
has been inspected and shall be thoroughly sprayed for 
same this season. 

As for the white pine blister disease, which is causing 
more or less anxiety throughout the country, Boston 
has not yet been visited to my knowledge. In the 
months of September and October I looked all over the 
city very carefully and failed to discover any signs of it. 
The city is to be congratulated on this fact as the effects 
of this disease are so injurious that 1t would be necessary 
to destroy every infested white pine tree, currant and 
gooseberry bush in order to stop its spread. 

In closing, I desire to extend my thanks to Professor 
Rane, State Forester, for his valuable assistance, advice 
and unfailing courtesy at all times.

A new house was erected for the elk, floors laid in 
all the other houses and loam spread so that now the 
range is in fairly good condition. 


TEMPORARY QUARTERS. 

This house has been given a general overhauling, new 
cages have been built, all the cages raised from the 
floor, telephone and electric lights installed and new 
signs placed over cages. 


Ponp AND FLYING CaGE. 

Here many changes have been made which add to the 
beauty of the place; sprays have been installed, which 
are running all the time, keeping the water fresh and 
clean; during the winter evergreen trees were placed 
in the flying cage for the protection of the birds. 

This winter the Overlook Building was used as in 
‘ former years for housing the warm climate birds. 


Birp Hovss. 
Most of this house was painted, frames on some of 
the cages made stronger, and changes made in the heat- 
ing and lighting system. 


ELEPHANT HOUvszE. 

The elephants are in fine condition, and judging 
from the attendance at the performances held on 
Wednesday and Saturday of each week they are just as 
popular.

Conditions are all that could be desired, the dens 
have recently been painted and new shutters installed.

Dear Sir,— In compliance with the provisions of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I 
respectfully submit the following report of the Penal 
Institutions Department for the year ending January 
EAL 

The department has under its control the House of 
Correction, Deer Island, and the steamer ‘‘ Monitor.”’ 

The number of commitments to Deer Island during 
the past year was 5,826 males, 753 females, making 
a total of 6,579. The daily average, 817. 

These figures show a gratifying decrease in the number 
of persons committed to the House of Correction, which 
is evidence that the probation laws and the work of the 
probation system in this department are being carried 
out more generally than before. 
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One thousand five hundred and nine persons were 
paroled during the past year by me, divided as 
follows:

Of the 1,509 inmates paroled, but eighty-four had to be 
returned for violation of their paroles. 

The health and discipline of the inmates is apparently 
excellent. Religious services for all inmates are being 
held as usual, the men attending service in the chapel 
of the old prison and the women in the chapel of the 
new women’s prison. 

I desire to renew the recommendation of the past few 
years for the consolidation of the heating and power 
plants at the institution, which would result in a great 
saving of expense, both for fuel and maintenance. This 
cannot be accomplished with the amount already 
appropriated by the City Council, but necessitates a 
largely increased loan. 

The increased expenditures for repairs on the steamer 
‘‘Monitor”’ necessitates my calling to your attention 
the desirability of constructing a new boat to take the 
place of the steamer ‘‘ Monitor” in the service among 
the islands in the harbor. The amount of money 
expended, both for repairs and hire, since it was put 
into service has exceeded the original cost of construc- 
tion. The steamer ‘‘Monitor’’ has been doing the work 
of Deer, Long and Rainsford Islands and, in addi- 
tion to the large amount of freight, has carried 
over 70,000 passengers during the past year. The 
increasing age of the boat and its continuous service 
throughout the year furnishes an additional reason for 
procuring a new boat to perform this the most arduous 
work performed by any steamer on the Atlantic coast. 
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The wharf at Eastern avenue where the steamer 
‘“Monitor’’ docks is in bad condition, and it will be 
necessary next year to replank the same. I would 
suggest the use of this dock for other purposes and the 
transfer of the ‘‘ Monitor” to the city dock at the North 
End paving yard, which may be utilized for the dock- 
age of both the steamer ‘‘ Monitor” and the steamer 
“George A. Hibbard.’’ 

Governor Samuel W. McCall appointed me a delegate 
to represent the Commonwealth of Massachusetts at the 
annual meeting of the National Prison Association held 
at Buffalo, N. Y. Many papers relating to the work, 
methods and success of prison operation and con- 
trol were read and discussed. They were interesting, 
instructive, and in all that pertained to the conduct of 
penal institutions, and the care of inmates confined 
therein, Massachusetts and the City of Boston hold a 
leading position. 

The Assistant Commissioner and myself frequently 
visit the institution, and all inmates who wish are 
interviewed. 

To all of the officials connected with the department 
who have taken an interest in the work, credit is due 
for the present conditions existing at the institution.

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REPORT OF ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER. 


Boston, March 29, 1917. 
Hon. Davin B. SHaw, 


Commissioner, Penal Institutions Department: 


Dear Sir,—It affords me pleasure to submit the 
report of the parole division of this department for the 
year ending January 31, 1917, as a record of achieve- 
ment never equaled in the history of the department. 

While it is gratifying to know that through the 
efforts of the parole division there has been a most sub- 
stantial reduction in the maintenance of the Penal 
Institutions Department, amounting to over $56,000, 
the real genuine satisfaction comes in the realization 
that we have created hope and confidence in the unfor- 
tunates intrusted to our supervision by individualizing 
each case and ascertaining the cause of his weakness. 

In restoring the father or loved member of the family 
to his home after obtaining employment for him we 
have rendered material aid and brought consolation and 
happiness into the home, which caused the return of his 
self-respect and made him determined to master the 
circumstances of which he was a former victim. The 
great majority of those paroled through this channel of 
civic justice have been restored to a useful citizenship, 
and are making good their obligations to their family 
and society. 

During the year there have been granted 1,509 paroles, 
as follows:

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UNIFORM DESERTION ACT. 


Inmates committed to our care under the above act 
require special attention, as they are generally the 
fathers of large families, and a large portion of them 
have been committed a number of times for the same 
offence. We have made every effort to make these 
men assume the responsibility of the support of their 
families, who, besides receiving 50 cents per day from 
this department, have to be also assisted by the Overseers 
of the Poor. 

I have made it a practice to get in touch with these 
inmates immediately upon their arrival on the island, 
and after hearing their story have the parole officers 
make investigation of home conditions and obtain 
employment for them whereby agreement is made in 
which the wife and family receive the benefit of their 
wages. The parole officers keep in close touch with 
the family during the balance of the time for which the 
inmate was committed, and it is a pleasure to state that 
through the excellent services rendered by Mr. Holland, 
Mr. Hickey and Mr. Quinn of this department, we 
have made a saving of $4,323 below the appropriation 
allowed for this purpose. In many cases more than one 
position had to be obtained in order that the family 
should receive the proper support. 

In many cases where domestic differences exist and 
they have agreed to live apart, the inmate continues to 
leave weekly payments at this office long after his parole 
has expired. 

During the year $1,269 has been collected and delivered 
to the wife or those having the care of the children. 

Total number of commitments under this act, 
whereby 50 cents per day is paid to the family of the 
inmate, was 256, of which 134 were paroled. ‘The 
amount paid out during the year was $8,177. 

During the year 170 women have been paroled, all of 
whom had positions waiting for them, obtained by Miss 
Josephine M. Kiley. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


A most pleasing feature of the work of this department 
has been the hearty codperation of manufacturers and 
employers of labor by granting employment to inmates 
paroled from the island. 

About a year ago we established an employment 
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bureau in connection with the parole division. At that 
time we addressed a circular letter to employers of labor 
and solicited many others to give an opportunity to 
men paroled for profitable employment, and asked that 
no discrimination be used against them on account of 
their commitment. The response was most generous, 
and in the majority of cases where the discharged inmate 
was given the opportunity for profitable employment 
he has made good. 

We realize, however, that the past year has been an 
exceptional one in the demand for labor, but I earnestly 
hope that employers will continue to use our employment 
bureau to the same extent during the coming year, as by 
so doing they will restore many unfortunates to their 
proper place in the community. 


Bank ACCOUNTS. 


In cases where inmates have no dependents and seem 
to have no definite object in life, it has been our aim to 
encourage saving from their weekly wages with the 
result that 108 of those paroled have started bank 
accounts of $2 per week and upwards. 


FINES. 


There remain no unpaid fines; the amount collected 
for the year was $2,179.50. 


TRANSFERS TO OTHER INSTITUTIONS. 


During the year the Bureau of Prisons has transferred 
many of the inmates to Rutland, where they do road 
building and other manual labor for which they receive 
additional time off which shortens their sentence. In 
the selection of these men they have departed from the 
merit system formerly in vogue at the island and now 
select the men from their list instead of a list furnished 
by the master, whereby those having the best behavior 
would have first chance. In other words, I believe the 
transfer to Rutland should be based on a merit system. 

I avail myself of this opportunity to express my sincere 
appreciation to you, Mr. Commissioner, for your valu- 
able aid in the work of this department, to Master Burke 
and his officers and clerks at Deer Island for the many 
attentions given to the work of this department. 

To the chaplains I am especially indebted for the 
inestimable service they have rendered in the rehabilita- 
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ting of men referred to them by me. By bringing these 
inmates back to their early religious teachings they have 
started them to think along different lines, and by their 
timely advice and instruction have eliminated harmful 
and injurious habits of thought. 


SUMMARY. 


There is timely food for thought contained in the 
stories told to me by over four thousand of those inmates 
committed during the past year. Believing that the 
impression created by these stories may help in the 
future handling of similar cases sent to Deer Island, I 
take the liberty of making the same a part of this report. 

These inmates believe that they are the victims of 
circumstances over which they have no control.’ In 
some instances where there was lack of education and no 
home training this may be true, but I am strongly of the 
opinion that in the great majority of cases they have 
been the victims of habits acquired from indulgences and 
associations during their formative period of life. 

In these cases I tried to strongly impress upon them 
that the parole which would be granted to them served 
as a most opportune time to overcome these habits by 
being true to the laws of nature and keeping away from 
evil associates. : 

After referring them to the chaplains of their particular 
religious belief at the island, they were granted a parole 
and met at the wharf by the parole officer who placed 
them in positions already obtained for them and kept 
in touch with them until the expiration of parole time. 

The greatest problem of the parole division is in the 
guiding of the youths committed to Deer Island while 
yet in their formative period. 

I regret to state that we have not accomplished the 
results I would like to see in such cases. This in a 
measure is due to the fact that it‘is optional with the 
boy as to attending school at the island. Upon my 
first visit after his arrival at the island I get in touch 
with the youth and get him started in at school, but 
I find after a week or two he does not attend, preferring 
to work out his time. I again get in touch with him 
and try to show him the advantages that our school 
presents, but he refuses to respond. 

I would therefore recommend that in the commit- 
ment of all youths between the ages of seventeen and 
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twenty-one that attendance at school be made com- 
pulsory during their commitment. Their education, 
which has been sadly neglected, would be benefited, and 
if all were placed in school it would serve to segregate 
them from the older inmates with wider experience of 
crime and from whom they acquire knowledge which is 
not beneficial to them. 

Another problem of the parole division is the unfor- 
tunate alien who comes from a country where agricul- 
ture is the chief pursuit. In many instances they are 
the victims of the imperfection of our federal laws 
which dump them into our city instead of distributing 
them in farming districts where they would become 
useful citizens. 

They are unfamiliar with shop conditions and in 
most cases having left the remaining members of their 
family at home, have become habitués of the com- 
munity centers where they sometimes fall the prey of 
swindlers, whereby they get the wrong conception of 
justice. 

I respectfully invite your attention to the amount 
used for aid and transportation of discharged inmates, 
the amount for the year being $111.90, which was the 
total amount paid to discharged prisoners for aid and 
transportation. J would recommend that a more liberal 
distribution be made during the coming year. 

It has been the purpose of the parole division at all 
time to lead these persons to a better life, always mindful 
of the fact that the changing of a man’s whole mode of 
life is a mighty big proposition and cannot be done in a 
day.

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The general health of the inmates has been very 
good, as is shown by the small number who reported 
on sick call to the out-patient department. The total 
sick calls in the three prisons was 18,235. 

The free use of drugs by inmates on the island is now 
history. I can safely say that there has not’been a 
grain used during the past year; yes, and of the many 
habitués committed by the courts not one has been 
taken on suspicion of being doped. ‘The reservation is 
still the headquarters for drug users. All are subjected 
to a probationary period and respond well to the 
so-called ‘‘absent treatment.’’? Many who have tried 
other treatments will, upon their release, admit that 
ours, although the most strenuous, is the quickest and 
the best. 

There were four (4) children of sentenced mothers 
admitted during the year. Of these two (2) females 
remain. 

Again I wish to remind you that the roof, especially 
over the sun parlors, still leaks after a heavy rainstorm. 
Also a padded room is necessary for the cure of violent 
patients who are now, of necessity, physically restrained. 

The officers’ sick room is now at the front end of 
Ward A. It is bright, comfortable and convenient, but 
very much in need of toilet facilities. If you will have 
the bath room at the lower end of the ward repaired, 
conditions will be almost ideal. 

The resignation of Dr. Edward J. Fitzgibbons leaves 
the work in the hospital to be done by Dr. John T. 
Sullivan and myself.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 


February 1, 1917. 
To Master JAMES H. Burke, 
House of Correction, Deer Island: 


DEAR S1r,— In compliance with your request to give 
you an account of work done among the Catholic inmates 
under your charge, allow me to testify that Almighty 
God has deigned to bless my feeble efforts with most 
consoling results. 

During the first part of the year Rev. James J. 
O’Connor, 8S. J., was in charge. His genial ways, his 
broadmindedness and forceful character never failed to 
win over the most hardened offenders on the island. 
When his splendid work was promising much for the 
future welfare of the inmates he was assigned to another 
field of labor. 

Since my appointment I have endeavored, in my 
humble way, to follow the aims of my worthy prede- 
cessors by giving the Catholic prisoners as many 
opportunities as possible to make their peace with God 
by their attending to their spiritual duties and by receiv- 
ing Holy Communion at least once a month. 

Besides, I have given them every chance to confer 
with me privately in my office, where they could freely 
speak of their various difficulties in life, of the condition 
of their families and in general give me their little 
confidences. 

In this manner many reconciliations have taken 
place, many wounds were healed and many hearts 
rejoiced. . 

A goodly number of them went back into the rough . 
world resolved to lead better lives and abandon the 
ways of sin. 

From statistics we learn that a very small percentage 
of men who solemnly gave me, before their God, promise 
of reform have returned to their evil ways or come back 
to the island. 

In this connection I cannot refrain from commending 
in the warmest terms the noble and untiring zeal and

devotion of Deputy Commissioner George A. Sheehan 
to the cause of rehabilitation and reform of the inmates. 

To his unselfishness, week after week, in assisting the 
chaplain to carry on the good work is largely due the 
ereat improvement noticed by everybody. 

A word must be said of the splendid results of the 
mission given to the men on the island by Rev. James J. 
Maguire, 8. J., from January | to January 7. 

Thanks to the forethought and kindness of the master 
and to the generosity of the officers, every facility was 
afforded the inmates for the instructions and religious 
devotions held morning and afternoon during the whole 
week, without interfering with the discipline of the 
institution. It meant no little sacrifice on the part of 
many generous souls, who freely gave their time and 
their attention to the work during the day. 

It is a pleasing remembrance that almost all men on 
the island followed the interesting, instructive and elo- 
quent discourse of the preacher as well as the different 
exercises of the mission with earnestness and fervor and 
profit to their souls, as was made manifest by the large 
number of prisoners approaching the Holy Table on 
Sunday morning, January 7, and renewing in the after- 
noon their baptismal vows to renounce the devil and 
all his work and all his pomps. 

So deep was the interest taken by all in this work of 
reformation that even his Honor the Mayor graciously 
attended the closing exercises and addressed warm and 
eloquent words of exhortation and advice to the hun- 
dreds of attentive listeners. ‘That scene will never be 
forgotten by those present. 

I may add that it has since been noticed by the 
officials generally that the mission in question has 
produced not a mere momentary excitement, but true, 
lasting results that are apparent daily, and _ that, 
furthermore, these unfortunate men have experienced 
more spiritual strength in their souls for the battle of 
life, more joy and gladness coming from closer contact 
with God, along with a firmer determination to shun 
their evil ways and lead clean, pure and Christian lives. 

In conclusion, let me say that, independently of the 
great consolation I have experienced on seeing God’s 
holy work so successfully accomplished on the island 
during the mission, it is undoubtedly a real and genuine 
pleasure for a chaplain to devote himself to pastoral 
work on Deer Island nowadays, owing chiefly to the 
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uniform and hearty courtesy and assistance given by 
doctors, officers, nurses and matrons of your institu- 
tion on every occasion and in every way, so that I 
ever feel that I am a member of one big family of earnest. 
and zealous codperators in the glorious work of uplifting 
and regenerating the unfortunate ones. 

Finally, I must add that I owe a special debt of 
gratitude for loftiest good will and kindness and most 
friendly codperation during the past six months to 
Commissioner David B. Shaw, to the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, George A. Sheehan, to Master James H. Burke, 
and to Deputy Master George Holden.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 


February 1, 1917. 
To Master James H. Burks, 


Master of the House of Correction: 


DEAR Srr,—In compliance with your request I 
submit to you, with pleasure, the following brief state- 
ment concerning my work for the past year. 

I have held public services in the chapels for men and 
women, respectively, every Sunday, all of which have 
been of a thoroughly unsectarian and Christian character ; 
emphasis has been placed on the cardinal truths of the 
Gospel of Christ; instructions have also been given on 
the important subjects of total abstinence and morality 
in general. The service of song has been an attractive 
feature of the meetings, the music selected being adapted 
to the average capacity of our auditors to appreciate. 

The idea entertained by some people that there are 
but few good results of efforts in such institutions as 
ours is a mistaken one; granting that the outcome is 
not always satisfactory, I for one possess tangible 
evidence that our strength is not spent for naught. 

Any faithful chaplain, sustaining as*he should con- 
fidential relations with his constituency, and who often 
has opportunity to keep more or less in touch with ex- 
prisoners, is in a better position to observe spiritual and 
moral results than others — especially than persons 
lacking in moral vision and predisposed to a discouraging 
and unsympathetic opinion of our work. 

The numbers recently in attendance at our public 
services have been by no means as large as in former 
years when these services seemed to be regarded as a 
general service. However, I have done the best I could 
as I saw it, under the circumstances, feeling that one is 
only responsible for what is possible of accomplishment 
and not for what, for any reason, is impossible to achieve 
either in numbers or results; and the significance of our 
work ought to be estimated not by numbers merely but 
by its effect on the conduct and character of its subjects. 

It has been my habit to visit the institution on two 
week days for the purpose of interviewing inmates and 
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attending the sick, should there be such needing my 
_ attention. Fortunately there have been but compara- 
tively few during the year who have been seriously ill. 
In this way I have been able to give effective personal 
advice and guidance to many; sometimes I have been 
able to reconcile husbands and wives, and to put Chris- 
tian workers or ministers in touch with ex-inmates and 
their families, so that they might be watched over and, 
as we hope, kept in the right way. Ina word, it has been 
a pleasure whenever possible to try to be helpful to those 
in need of a helping hand. This type of work often 
entails more time and effort outside the institution than 
init. Nevertheless it is thoroughly worth while, for the 
personal touch or ‘‘button-holing method’’ as someone 
has called it is immeasurably more effective than more 
public and impersonal methods; both should go together. 

A goodly number of men and women in our institution 
have taken the total abstinence pledge during the 
year. Most of these pledges, I am happy to say, have 
been ‘‘indefinite’’ or life pledges. I have never given 
any one such a pledge unless I believed the person taking 
it was sincere. Some have failed in the hour of tempta- 
tion, but as the large majority have not returned here 
I assume that they have succeeded in their endeavor to 
‘‘touch not, taste not, handle not’’ the accursed cup. 

As I suggested in last year’s report, it would gratify 
me if the administration should determine to classify 
our wards into Roman Catholic Christians, non-Catho- 
lic Christians and Hebrews, furnishing the respective 
chaplains with the lists of their constituents, so making 
the inmates more accessible to their chaplains, and vice 
versa, for the purpose of making their work more effec- 
tive. I merely suggest a principle of procedure here, 
refraining from enlarging on the necessary details pur- 
suant to such a method, 

It is perhaps trite and commonplace to call attention 
to the self-evident fact that a large majority of our 
wards can trace their fall to the liquor habit. The 
drunkard factories, otherwise called saloons, are creating 
a perpetual stream of victims of the youth, manhood 
and womanhood of our land. Our own and kindred 
institutions are the recipients of the ‘finished products” 
of the traffic. But there is reason to rejoice that the 
rapidly growing consensus of opinion among intelligent 
citizens favorable to the annihilation of the nefarious 
legalized liquor business makes it sure that the time is 
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not far distant when there will not be found a legalized 
distillery, brewery or saloon on American soil; then at 
least eighty per cent of the prevailing crime, poverty 
and disease will disappear. In the meantime we must 
continue to snatch as many as we can ‘“‘as brands from 
the burning.” 

I especially thank the Assistant Penal Commissioner 
for his readiness to consider any special cases for parole 
that I may have felt led to call to his attention, and for 
the rightful recognition of my position as a minister of 
the gospel. 3

House oF CorRRECTION, DEER ISLAND, 
Boston Harsor, February 10, 1917. 


Mr. James H. Burke, Master: 


DeEAR Srr,— It affords me great pleasure to submit 
to you this brief report. My work as Jewish chaplain 
has been very pleasant and very delicate; the scope of 
my efforts was not limited only to that of preaching, 
but I have also assumed the task of caring for and assist- 
ing the inmates upon being released, which has been a 
source of great concern to me. The appeals of the wives 
and children have been very urgent, and in every case 

I spared no efforts to be of assistance to them. 
~ J attended to my duties regularly, and during the 
Jewish holidays I held special services. 

The aim of my sermons and addresses was chiefly 
devoted to the idea of impressing a moral lesson upon 
the minds of those present; I have drawn verbal pictures 
of the life of the Jewish saints of the past, citing them 
as an example of moral perfection and purity of mind 
and body. I have been especially eager to instill a 
sense of obedience and respect for the rules and regu- 
lations instituted by the administration. In a word, I 
have endeavored to impress upon them the circumstances 
that lead a man to Hades and cautioned them to 
avoid the causes that brought them to this place. I 
was fortunate always to receive the closest attention 
on the part of those present and have been successful 
to gain their respect and confidence. 

I am taking this opportunity, Master Burke, to 
express my appreciation for the many courtesies you 
have manifested toward me, and I am also especially 
indebted to you for making my work so pleasant. 
Assuring you of my readiness to codperate with you 
in helping the needy and unfortunate in every possible

Hon. James M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Dear Sir,— In accordance with section 24, chapter 3, 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, I submit the following 
as the annual report of the Public Buildings Department 
for the year ending January 31, 1917. 

My appointment as superintendent having been 
approved by the Civil Service Commission, I assumed 
charge of the department on November 20, 1916, and 
devoted my time assiduously ever since, becoming 
acquainted with the many activities of the department, 
until, at the present writing, | have acquired a good 
insight into the many details, which will enable me to 
administer the affairs of the department in a thorough 
and businesslike manner. 

The activities of the department for the past year have 
been principally those of a general character, in the 
up-keep of the buildings, the nature of which may be 
obtained by consulting the tables in the following report. 

The only exceptions to this are as follows: 

On January 29, 1916, a contract was made for the 
erection and completion of the new Municipal Building, 
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Roslindale. Work on same was started immediately, 
and if nothing unforeseen transpires, it should be ready 
for occupancy before the closing of the current year. 
Also, a contract was made on October 11, 1916, for 
grading and fencing the yard around the new Police 
Station, Morton street, Dorchester, which is practically 
completed. 

I anticipate that the department will be pretty active 
in new construction during the coming year, as already 
architects have been appointed, and are preparing 
tentative plans and specifications for a new police sta- 
tion, No. 2, and a new courthouse, Forest Hills, a new 
police station, Hyde Park, and possibly the erection of 
a new building on the site of the old St. Elizabeth 
Hospital, corner of Shawmut avenue and West Brookline 
streets. :

Hon. James M. CuRLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— In compliance with the Ravine Ordinances, 
the annual report of the operations and expenses of the 
Public Works Department for the year ending January 
31, 1917, is respectfully submitted. The Public Works 
Department, created by Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9, 
now chapter 28 of the Revised Ordinances of 1914, was 
formed by consolidating the Engineering, Water and 
Street Departments. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The work of the department has been carried on during 
the year with three main divisions, as follows: 


Central Office. Bridge and Ferry Division. 
Highway Division. 


Nore.— The Boston and Cambridge Division, so 
called, is not strictly speaking a division of the Public 
Works Department, as this work is in charge of a com- 
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mission of two, one member appointed by the Mayor 
of Boston and the other by the Mayor of Cambridge, 
under the provisions of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1904; 
but because of the fact that the present Commissioner 
of Public Works is the Boston member of this commis- 
sion and also because one half of the expenses of this 
commission is defrayed by the Bridge Service, it is here 
treated as a division of this department. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The money assigned for the work of the Public Works 
Department during the year was made available from 
the following sources: 

First: Maintenance appropriation, derived from the 
income of the city raised by taxation. In December, 
1915, the department estimates of the money necessary 
for the proper maintenance and conduct of affairs of 
the different services were submitted to the Mayor. 
For the first time in the history of Boston the estimates 
were made in segregated form to the Mayor, who made 
such allowance for each item in the budget as he con- 
sidered necessary and submitted them to the City 
Council. The total maintenance appropriations as 
passed by the City Council and approved by the Mayor 
are shown below. On another page will be found the 
total expenditures by each service, for each item in the 
segregated budget:

GENERAL REMARKS. 


By appointment of his Honor the Mayor, a com- 
mittee of experts drew up a program of different kinds 
of permanent pavement to be laid. This program 





es clays cost of sewerage works on this work is charged to the appropriation for Sewerage 
orks. 
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was put in force during the year and the types of paving 
‘adopted and to be followed for future years were as 
follows: 

Class 1. Heavy Traffic Streets — Granite blocks laid 
on Portland cement concrete base not less than six (6) 
inches in thickness, the joints to be filled with Portland 
cement grout; in the case of excessive grades, pitch to 
be substituted for grout in the upper inch or so of the 
joints in order to provide better footing for horses. 

Class 2. Main Arterres— The same type of pave- 
ment as Class 1, with a few exceptions where the sur- 
roundings require a smoother and less noisy surface, 
such as wood blocks or the best grades of bituminous 
pavements. 

Class 3. Retail Shopping and Office Building Dis- 
tricts.— Treated wood block pavements; the best grades 
of: bituminous pavements on a Portland cement con- 
crete base. At the present time the only wood recom- 
mended for wood block pavements is long-leaf yellow 
pine. 

Class 4. Residential Districts in the City Proper.— 
Treated wood block pavements; the best grades of 
bituminous pavements or Portland cement concrete 
pavements; the choice to be determined by the intensity 
and character of the traffic. 

Class 5. Suburb and Residential Districts— Cheaper 
types of bituminous pavements, using old macadam sur- 
faces for the base when suitable, or Portland cement 
concrete pavements. 

Class 6. Park Roads Carrying only Pleasure Traffic.— 
Bituminous pavements, using old macadam for the base 
where suitable, or Portland cement concrete pavements. 


The committee deemed it inadvisable and unnecessary to 
prepare new specifications for the pavement recommended in 
view of the fact that most excellent specifications have been 
carefully prepared after thorough discussion by experts, and 
adopted by organizations of high standing. 

It was recommended that paving work done by the city 
and the provisions and requirements of any guaranty relating 
to such work shall conform substantially to specifications 
adopted by the American Society of Municipal Improvements 
for granite block, wood block and bituminous pavements; 
for Portland cement concrete surfaces the work should con- 
form substantially to the standard specifications of the Ameri- 
can Concrete Institute. 


Puspiic WorKs DEPARTMENT. ) 


The result of the adoption of the recommendation of 
the committee was the advertising and awarding of 
contracts in groups. These awards were made on the 
following basis: Eighteen streets with a yardage of 
88,000; 19 streets with a yardage of 44,895; 17 streets 
with a yardage of 27,645; 14 streets with a yardage 
of 31,800; 11 streets with a yardage of 35,000; and 
8 streets with a yardage of 21,490. 

The activities of the various services are briefly 
summarized below: 

BrIDGE SERVICE. 

Under the supervision of the Bridge Service footways 
have been constructed, by contract; one under railroad 
tracks at Ainsworth street; one at Gove street and 
another at Wordsworth street over railroad tracks. The 
possibility of accidents to persons crossing tracks at 
these locations has been eliminated by the building of 
these footways. Spring Street Bridge over the Charles 
river has been widened and the work completed. Mal- 
den Bridge, now under construction, is a much needed 
improvement which will give a much wider and deeper 
channel. 

As a further precaution and safety measure the gates 
at bridges over tide-waters have been painted with 
black and white stripes so as to be more noticeable 
when closed and to serve as a warning that the draw is 
open. 

FERRY SERVICE. 

Extensive repairs have been made to three of the 
ferryboats during the year under orders from the United 
States steamboat inspectors. A new boat should be 
built to take the place of the ‘‘D. D. Kelly,” which 
has been in active service since 1879. 


LIGHTING SERVICE. 

Boulevard type of lamps have been installed on 
Canal street, one of the main arteries of travel to the 
North Station, and also at City square, Charlestown, 
and 114 electric and thirty-one gas lamps installed in 
different parts of the city. 


PAVING SERVICE. 


The special appropriation of $500,513.85 provided 
funds to repave and repair a number of streets which 
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were in bad condition. This work is being done by 
contract and the types of paving are those recommended 
by the committee of experts appointed by the Mayor, 
and include granite block, wood block and asphalt on 
a concrete base. 

Concrete roadways, the first to be built in Boston, 
are in process of construction by the department force. 
Three streets in different parts of the city are being 
constructed with concrete, which is laid 6 inches deep, 
increasing to 8 inches deep in the center. 

The department force has been employed resurfacing 
macadam streets in the suburban districts. In all 
cases either a tar or asphalt binder has been used. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


The collection and disposal of ashes and garbage in 
the suburban districts by contract still continues. 
The awarding of the contract to the lowest bidder has 
not been at all satisfactory; the prices bid were so low 
that the contractors, in three instances, defaulted before 
the end of the year and the department was obliged to 
call upon the bonding company to complete the 
contracts. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


The policy of oiling macadam streets was continued 
during the past year with satisfactory results. 

The unusual heavy snow fall of last year made neces- 
sary considerable extra work for this service, to keep the 
streets in the down-town wholesale and retail shopping 
districts in a passable condition. 

The flushing of streets, by pressure flushers, for the 
removal of accumulated dirt, on paved streets, was 
adopted and proved very effective. 


SEWER SERVICE. 


Some of the most important projects of this service 
during the year were as follows: 

A new system of sanitary and storm sewers in Dor- 
chester avenue, from Broadway to Andrew square in 
connection with the Dorchester Tunnel. New tide- 
gate chamber on Muddy river conduit in Deerfield 
street and new tide-gate chamber with overflow at 
Albany and East Dedham streets. The completion of 
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the main channel of Stony brook to a point 100 feet 
beyond Washington street, near Franklin place, and the 
completion of the main channel of Davenport brook 
from Codman street to Washington street. 


WATER SERVICE. 


During the year 13.3 miles of water pipe, varying in 
size from 8 to 16 inches, were laid, and 168 fire hydrants 
installed. In East Boston 3,660 linear feet of 24-inch 
pipe was laid in Chelsea, Porter and Cottage streets and 
connected with the 12-inch pipe in Maverick street. 

Five thousand eight hundred and two meters were 
installed on old services and 1,287 on new services, 
making a total now installed of 61,500 meters. ~ 

Twenty-six hundred linear feet of 30-inch high service 
pipe laid in Curve street, Hudson street and Kneeland 
street, will be connected with the high service in Harri- 
son avenue early in the coming year. 


HicH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


Pending the erection of the high pressure pumping 
station which is to be built on Commercial street, at the 
North End Playground, connection has been made with 
the high service line at Tremont street. This has made 
188 hydrants on the high pressure fire service available 
in the business district in case of fire. 

Twenty-five hundred feet of main pipe were laid and 
16 hydrants installed on the high pressure service 
during the year. 


THE STRANDWAY. 


The improvement of the foreshore, flats and channels 
of that part of Dorchester Bay, known as Old Harbor, 
was authorized by chapter 274 of the Acts of the Legisla- 
ture of this year. Contract has been made for the 
extension of the present sewer overflows and the dredging 
of over 1,100,000 yards to a depth of 12 feet below low 
water. ‘The material dredged will be deposited on the 
present shore line for a distance of nearly 1,000 feet 
over the present flats for more than a mile in length, 
thereby recovering 56 acres of land. 

When this work is finished it will provide a large 
recreation ground for old as well as young and a water 
filled basin at all tides for boating and bathing.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF THE 
BRIDGE AND FERRY DIVISION. 


Boston, February 1, 1917. 
Mr. Epwarp F. Murpay, 


Commissioner of Public Works: 


Dear Srr,— I respectfully submit the following 
report of the income, expenditures and operation of the 
Bridge and Ferry Division for the year ending January 
31, 1917. The expenditures of the division in the 
regular maintenance appropriations of the department 
were $600,710.22 as against an appropriation of $610,- 
363.74, leaving a surplus for the year of $9,653.52. 

In addition to the regular maintenance work, the 
division supervised the expenditure of $73,654.43 under 
a number of special appropriations, mainly for work on 
bridges, making the total expenditures for the year 
under appropriations credited to the Bridge and Ferry 
Division $674,364.65. This figure does not include 
the expenditures on work of other departments or 
divisions supervised by the engineering staff of this 
division. 

BRIDGE SERVICE. 


In addition to minor repairs, considerable construc- 
tion work and painting has been done on maintenance 
of bridges, as well as some new construction. Detailed 
descriptions of the more important construction jobs 
are given in the accompanying statement. (See pages 
101 to 114.) 

Apportionment of Cost of Bridges Between Boston and 
Chelsea.— The special commission appointed under the 
acts of the Legislature to apportion the cost of these 
bridges made a report to the Supreme Court, which 
issued a decree confirming the report, but the city of 
Chelsea has appealed the case to the Supreme Court 
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of the United States, so that the final settlement of the 
case will not be made for some time. 

Brookline Avenue Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad).— The Public Service Commission, upon the 
joint petition of the City of Boston and the West End 
Street Railway Company for an alteration of the bridge, 
certified on July 11, 1916, that an alteration was neces- 
sary. In December all the parties at interest agreed 
that the City of Boston should build the bridge and 
thereupon plans were started. The bridge will be built 
in 1917. The cost of the bridge will be apportioned 
among several parties interested. 

Franklin Street Subway (under the Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 

Harrison Avenue Bridge (over the Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 

The railroad company has petitioned for an appor- 
tionment of the cost of both these bridges before special 
commissions appointed by the Superior Court, and the 
decisions of the commissions will probably be made in 
1917. 

Malden Bridge.— The engineering force of the division 
has checked and approved shop prints of the super- 
structure of the draw span and steel work, which has 
been largely fabricated, and has inspected the work on 
the foundations and on the pile bridge. All construc- 
tion work on this bridge will be paid for by the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. ‘This work is being done 
in accordance with chapter 777, Acts of 1913. 

Winthrop Bridge.— The final settlement of the cost 
of Winthrop Bridge has not yet been made on account 
of an outstanding claim not yet settled. 


FERRY SERVICE. 


A new jet condenser and pump were installed on the 
‘“‘Noddle Island’ after the complete breakdown of the 
old pump. 

A large amount of repair work on the hulls of the boats 
was done and the port holes were blocked up by the 
orders of the Steamboat Inspectors. A more detailed 
statement is given on page 128 of construction work. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Strandway Improvement was placed under the 
supervision of this division and a contract made on 
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December 8, 1916, with the New York State Dredging 
Company for the work. Considerable work has been 
done but adverse weather conditions have caused some 
delay. 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR 1917. 

Bridge Service. 


Beech Street Bridge.— The bridge over the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad at Beech street, West 
Roxbury, should be rebuilt in connection with the pro- 
posed improvement of Belgrade avenue, but the matter 
should come before the Public Service Commission, as 
both the Boston Elevated Railway Company and the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Company 
should contribute toward the cost. 

Broadway Bridge (over the Boston & Albany Railroad). 
— The floor of this bridge should be entirely rebuilt and a 
petition to the Public Service Commission for a decree 
ordering the alteration will be made jointly by the City 
of Boston and the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

Chelsea Bridge South.— Designs for Chelsea Bridge 
South should be made during the coming year. SBorings 
have been made showing the character of the bottom, and 
some preliminary studies have been started which show 
that the bascule type of bridge would be the best for 
this location. 

Warren Bridge-— A careful inspection made during 
the past year of the under-planking and stringers of 
Warren Bridge, over the Charles river, shows that the 
entire roadway of the bridge should be rebuilt. Some 
portions were found in dangerous condition and were 
patched temporarily. This woodwork has been in 
place over thirty years. The estimated cost of replace- 
ment is approximately $100,000. 

Committee on Safeguarding of Highway Drawbridges.— 
The recommendations made by the committee appointed 
by the Mayor to consider methods of safeguarding 
highway drawbridges should be carried out to comple- 
tion during the coming year. 

Navigation Signal Lights.— The installation of naviga- 
tion signal lights on bridges over navigable waters should 
be carried on until the requirements of the Department 
of Commerce have been complied with. 


Ferry Service. 


Plans should be made for a new boat, as has been 
recommended for some years past, to replace the 
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“‘D. D. Kelly,” which was built in 1879, and is therefore 
thirty-eight years old. 

A new boiler should be installed on the ‘‘Hugh 
O’Brien,” as although the boat is thirty-four years old 
the hull is in good condition and the installation of a new 
boiler would postpone the building of a second new boat 
for some years. Unless some action is taken along these 
lines, the Ferry Service will soon find two or three of the 
boats condemned, and will be crippled to such an extent 
that efficient service will be out of the question. 

Ventilating systems should be installed on all the 
boats on account of the blocking up of port holes and 
spaces between the deck beams, thereby making con- 
ditions in the engine rooms and fire rooms very bad. 
The engines on all of the boats should be lined up, if 
possible, as this work if once done would save consider- 
able maintenance expenditure, although the first cost 
would be considerable. 

A large amount of,repair work should be done on the 
pliers as they are now in very poor condition.

Ainsworth Street Footway. 


Under an order approved August 7, 1915, the Street 
Commissioners laid out a footway in extension of Ains- 
worth street, West Roxbury, between Belgrade avenue 
and Tyndale street, a portion of which was under the 
tracks of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road, the width of the layout being 10 feet. 

Plans were prepared for the work by this division, 
providing for carrying only the two tracks of the rail- 
road now laid over the subway, and bids on these plans 
were received. Before the contract was made, however, 
the railroad company requested that the side walls of 
the tunnel be built of sufficient length to enable the 
tunnel to be extended to provide for two additional 
tracks, should it be found desirable at any future time 
to lay these tracks. All bids were accordingly rejected 
and the plans modified to comply with this request of 
the railroad company. 

A contract was made with the Charles J. Jacobs Com- 
pany, the lowest bidder, dated March 15, 1916, for doing 
the work in accordance with the new plans. Work was 
begun under this contract June 23, 1916, and completed 


_ November 18, 1916, the amount paid under the contract 


being $6,027.34. 

Arrangements were made with the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company for supporting 
its tracks by trestle work during the progress of the 
work. The bill for this work has not been rendered by 
the railroad company at the date of this report. 

The length of the footway is 277 feet 8 inches; the 
approach from Belgrade avenue is 145 feet 6 inches long; 
that from Tyndale street, 90 feet 6 inches long, and the 
tunnel under the railroad is 41 feet 8 inches long. From 
Belgrade avenue the surface of the footway descends 
at a uniform gradient of about 6.6 feet per 100 feet to 
the tunnel. It is practically level through the tunnel, 
then ascends by three short flights of six steps each and 
then continues at a uniform ascending gradient at 8.9 
feet per 100 feet to Tyndale street. 
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The structure under the railroad tracks is a reinforced 
concrete arch tunnel, 7 feet wide in the clear and 7 feet 
11 inches high at the center. The side walls are rein- 
forced with two lines of 1-inch square twisted steel rods 
spaced 9 inches on center in each line; the arch is 
reinforced with twenty-one 10-inch steel beams weighing 
44 pounds per foot, 9 feet long, placed 2 feet on centers, 
crossway of tunnel, and 1 inch square, twisted steel rods, 
8 inches on centers, running lengthwise. The floor also 
has 1-inch square, twisted rods 9 inches on center. The 
arch is 175 inches thick at crown and is covered with 
four thicknesses of roofing felt, thoroughly mopped, 
this waterproofing being carried well down the surface 
to the springing lines. ‘The side walls of the tunnel are 
18 inches thick; the floor is 24 inches -thick, with gran- 
olithic wearing surface. The treads of the steps also 
have a granolithic wearing surface. 

The side walls and the floor of the open cut approaches 
to the tunnel are of the same thickness as in the tunnel 
and the reinforcement is similar, except that the two 
lines of rods are carried only a short distance outside 
the ends of the tunnel, a single line being used for the 
rest of the walls, except about 30 feet at the Belgrade 
street end, where the wall was not of sufficient height 
to require any reinforcement. For a length of about 
50 feet at the Tyndale street end, and about 44 feet at 
the Belgrade avenue end, no side walls were built, the 
footway being widened to 10 feet, the full width of the 
taking, only a low curb 8 inches wide being built at 
the Tyndale street end to support the lawns of the 
adjoining estates. 

The masonry of the entire structure is of Portland 
cement concrete, composed of one part cement, two 
parts sand and four parts broken stone. All concrete 
of the arch, side walls and floor was waterproofed by 
the admixture of the Keneally Waterproof Compound, 
applied under the direction of the National Water- 
proofing Company. 

A substantial wrought-iron pipe rail fence was built 
across the end of the tunnel and for the entire length of 
the side walls of the approaches; oak handrails were also 
built at the stairs. A line of 10-inch vitrified sewer 
pipe was laid on the center line of the footway from a 
catch-basin at the head of the stairs near the Tyndale 
street end and connected with the sewer in Belgrade 
avenue. <A second catch-basin was built at the foot of 


ee 
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the incline of the approach from Belgrade avenue and 
provision made for the surface water collected in the 
footway to reach the drain pipe at the catch-basins 
through drop inlets protected by iron gratings built in 
the floor. A manhole was also built in the sidewalk of 
Belgrade avenue on the center line of the drain pipe. 

The tunnel is lighted by three 60 candle power electric 
lamps set in the underside of the arch. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


A contract for cleaning and painting the fixed spans 
of this bridge, between Lehigh and Foundry streets, 
including spans over these streets,was made with Maurice 
M. Devine, dated September 30, 1916, and at the date 
of this report the work is practically completed except 
over the main tracks of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company. 

As the work over these tracks can only be done on 
Sundays and then only with many interruptions, the 
completion of the contract has been seriously delayed, 
but it is now expected that the work will be all done by 
April 1. 

The steel work of the portion north of the draw span 
was cleaned by the wire brush process and that south 
of the draw by the sand blast process; all heavy rust 
scales, however, were removed by hammers and chisels 
before the application of either process. The coats of 
paint were applied in a most thorough manner, the 
paint being furnished by the contractor, prepared under 
formulas furnished by the city. The first coat was 
sublimed blue lead and linseed oil paint; the second a 
white lead-zine and linseed oil paint. The amount paid 
under this contract to date has been $4,914.70. 

Navigation lights have been installed on the draw 
and piers of this bridge under a contract with the Barnes- 
Pope Electric Company, dated March 8, 1916, at a 
cost of $355. Ladders and platforms for access to the 
lights have been,built under a contract with the R. & 8. 
Machine Company at a cost of $423. 


Charlestown Bridge (Boston to Charlestown). 


The easterly or downstream sidewalk of the part of 
Charlestown Bridge, supported by plate girders, was 
rebuilt of artificial stone under a contract with the W. A. 
Murtfeldt Company, dated September 5, 1916. The 
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work was completed December 9, 1916, the total amount 
paid under the contract being $1,701.68. | 

The old asphalt walk which was put down in 1899, 
at the time the bridge was built, had become badly 
worn; in some places the wearing surface had entirely 
disappeared, leaving the coarse material of the base for 
the surface. The old walk was entirely removed, the 
surface of buckle plates mopped with hot asphalt and 
the depressions filled with an asphalt mastic applied 
hot and brought to a smooth surface at the level of the 
crown of the buckle plates. On this base an artificial 
stone walk was laid, 3 inches in thickness, reinforced 
with an electrically welded fabric made by the Clinton ‘ 
Wire Cloth Company. As there was considerable 
vibration in the floor of this bridge it was felt that heavy 
reinforcement was necessary. ‘The fabric used was made 
of No. 13 galvanized wire with 4-inch by 4-inch mesh, 
cut in sheets about 4 feet by 5 feet, and laid so that the 
blocks in the walk should have a margin of 1 inch outside 
the reinforcement. ‘The fabric was placed at a uniform 
depth of 2 inches below the finished surface of the walk. 

The work and material were in accordance with the 
standard specifications of this department for artificial 
stone walks. A bond was filed guaranteeing the main- 
tenance of the work for a period of one year from its 
completion. 

In the turning mechanism of the draw span of this 
bridge some new pinions have been substituted for 
worn ones which had been in service for seventeen years, 
and some overhauling and additions have been made to 
the end lifts. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston & Maine Railroad). 


Under a contract dated August 4, 1916, made with 
W. 5S. Rendle, the sidewalk surface of this bridge has. 
been relaid with 2-inch yellow pine plank for the full 
length of the viaduct over the railroad tracks. Work 
was completed October 7, 1916, and the amount paid 
under the contract was $1,408.12. 

In advance of the work done by the city the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company removed the old sidewalk 
planking and renewed such stringers and curb sticks 
as were found to be in poor condition. The railroad 
company also did a small amount of painting on the 
sidewalk brackets.

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Chelsea North (from Charlestown to Chelsea). 


On account of leakage through the deck of the draw 
span, sheet metal coverings have been placed over the 
motors and some of the machinery parts. This was 
done under an agreement with Peter Robertson for the 
sum of $159. 


Chelsea Bridge South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


The floor of the draw span of the temporary bridge 
at Chelsea Bridge South, which has been in continuous 
use at this location since March, 1914, and which had 
also been used as a temporary structure during the 
rebuilding of Chelsea Bridge North from August, 
1912, to June, 1913, was found to be in such a condi- 
tion that it was deemed necessary to renew the stringers 
and planking at once. A contract was made with 
M. 8. Kelliher, dated November 10, 1916, for doing 
this work, and it was completed December 7, 1916. 
The amount paid under the contract was $3,095.20. 

Because of the heavy traffic over this bridge during 
the day the contraetor was required to do all of his 
work on the draw between the hours of 8.30 p. m. and 
6 a. m., during which hours all street car traffic was 
taken off the draw and only a single line of vehicle 
traffic was allowed on the draw; foot travel was main- 
tained at all times on the sidewalk. 

The Bay State Street Railway Company codperated 
with the city in the removal of the floor, removing 
and replacing its rails as required to facilitate the work 
and furnishing the electric light used. 

Both the upper and lower planking of roadway 
were entirely replaced with 2-inch and 4-inch spruce 
plank and all the stringers which were not in good con- 
dition were replaced with new yellow pine timber of 
the same dimensions as the old. The sidewalk was not 
disturbed, a new line of stringers being laid at the curb 
line to support the ends of the planking. 

The ends of the draw fender pier and the channel face 
of that pier have also been repaired and are now in 
fairly good condition. At the downstream end some new 
piles were driven and capped, new wales and planking 
put on channel face and the corner irons renewed, 
which work was done by W. H. Ellis & Son Company 
at a cost of $238.40. Repair work has been done on 
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the machinery of this draw by the Boston Bridge 
Works and the R. & 8. Machine Company during the 
year, costing $121 in all. 


Congress Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


In February of this year the center bearing of the 
draw was found to be in a dangerous condition and 
repairs were made in the shortest possible time. New 
dises and castings were substituted for the old ones and 
all put in a good working condition. ‘Total cost, 
$192. 


Dover Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


The old machinery on this draw having become 
obsolete and much worn it was decided to install a new 
and more modern equipment. Accordingly after adver- 
tising a contract was made with the R. & 8. Machine 
Company for furnishing and installing new turning 
machinery, which was completed in July at a cost of 
$1,225, the city furnishing the gears and electrical 
equipment, costing $534, making a total cost of $1,739. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


In December a coal barge ran into the draw, fractur- 
ing one of the main girders. This necessitated a new 
girder or extensive repairs to the old one. As the 
latter plan seemed to require the least time the Boston 
Bridge Works were set to work immediately and the 
repairs made at a cost of $426. 


Gove Street Footbridge, East Boston (over Boston & 
Albany Railroad). 


As stated in the report for last year the concrete 
foundation piers for this bridge were completed Decem- 
ber 6, 1915, at a cost of $860, and a contract made with 
the Boston Bridge Works, Inc., for the steel super- 
structure. 

The work of erecting the bridge was begun August 
15, 1916, and was completed October 5, 1916. The 
amount paid under the contract was $8,702.05. 

The steel structure is the longest single span foot- 
bridge in the city, the entire width of the railroad prop- 
erty being crossed by a single span of 157 feet 13 inches 
between centers of end bearings and provides a clear 
headroom of 22 feet above the top of the rails. 
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The bridge consists of two steel riveted through 
trusses, 20 feet deep at the center and 11 feet 6 inches 
deep at ends, placed 9 feet apart on centers. The ends 
rest on steel towers about 22 feet 6 inches high, from 
which steel stairways descend to the street level. 

The floor consists of 8-inch I-beams, 12 feet 5 inches 
on centers, on which rest four lines of 3-inch by 12-inch 
yellow pine stringers carrying the surface planking of 
2-inch yellow pine. A railing of excelsior rust proof 
wire fencing, 4 feet 6 inches high with 2-inch by 6-inch 
mesh, is attached to each truss. 

The stairs rest on steel trestles, consisting of 8-inch 
by 8-inch H-section columns braced together with 
riveted angle bracing. The treads of the steps are 
2-inch yellow pine plank and a three-rail gas pipe 
fence protects the sides of the stairway. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany 
Railroad). 


When the present bridge was built in 1909 the road- 
way was surfaced with brick block pavement. After 
seven years wear, although it had been patched a number 
of times, the surface was in such a condition that it could 
not be maintained longer with safety. 

A contract was accordingly’ made with the Central 
Construction Company, dated September 20, 1916, for 
repaving the entire roadway with wood blocks, except 
between the rails of the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany and for a width of 8 inches outside each rail. 
The old concrete surface was scraped and cleaned until 
free from all loose material and on this surface was laid 
three thicknesses of roofing felt thoroughly mopped with 
asphalt. A thin layer of mortar, equal parts cement 
and sand, was spread on the waterproofed surface and 
struck to a true surface exactly parallel to the top of the 
finished pavement. ‘The wood blocks were 4 inches deep, 
4 inches wide and not less than 8 inches long, and in all 
other respects in accordance with the standard specifica- 
tions of this department — 1916 edition. They were also 
laid as required under these specifications, the joints 
being filled with asphalt filler. Expansion joint fillers 
were laid along each parapet. The granite block pave- 
ment was laid in accordance with the standard specifica- 
tions of this department; joints filled with asphalt filler. 

The work was completed December 11, 1916, the total 
amount paid under the contract being $2,535. 
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During the progress of this work the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company brought its track to the proper grade 
and electrically welded the rails to the ties. The rail- 
road company laid all the granite paving between its 
rails.

Morton Street Bridge (over the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, Midland Division). 


Although the street on both sides of the bridge over 
the railroad tracks had been built at a width of 80 feet, as 
laid out by the Street Commissioners, the width of the 
bridge maintained by the railroad company was only 
30 feet and no provisions made for sidewalks. 

With the consent of the railroad company two side- 
walks, each 5 feet wide, have been built by the city 
entirely independent of the old bridge. The total cost 
of this work, including concrete additions to the masonry 
abutment, was $375. 


Northern Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


The pointing in some of the joints of the circular 
masonry wall which surrounds the turntable of the draw 
span of this bridge and acts as a dam to keep out the 
tidewater had become so badly disintegrated as to allow 
considerable seepage through the masonry. 

Only the joints just below high water were found to be 
in bad condition and from these the poor mortar was 
removed and they were repointed with rich Portland 
cement mortar, to which was added a liquid waterproof 
compound. The work was done by the National 
Waterproof Company at a cost of $305.14. 

Repairs have been made on the end lifts of the draw- 
span where parts were found to be badly worn. Pins 
have been trued up and bronze bushings placed in sixteen 
of the bearings. The work was done under a contract 
with the R. & 8. Machine Company at a cost of $1,396. 


Spring Street Bridge (over Charles River). 


The Mayor of the City of Boston, the chairman of 
the County Commissioners of Norfolk County and the 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen of the town of 
Dedham were constituted a commission by chapter 235 
of the Acts of the Legislature of 1915, and authorized to 
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widen Spring Street Bridge. A contract was made with 
Clark & Gore for doing this work, dated July 28, 1915. 

Work was begun September 29, 1915, but before the 
upstream half of the bridge was ready for travel, it was 
necessary, about the middle of January, to shut down 
all construction, and work was not resumed until the 
middle of May of last year. The upstream half of the 
roadway was opened to travel June 22, 1916, the down- 
stream half on October 9, 1916, and the entire work 
was completed November 16, 1916. 

The old bridge was a stone and masonry structure 
about 150 feet long and 25 feet wide, having five seg- 
mental arches, each of about 19 feet span. The foun- 
dations of the arches rested on a crib work or grillage 
of wood. | 

The new bridge is 57 feet wide from face to face. of 
coping at the center of the arches and 55 feet wide 
from center to center of railings, providing two side- 
walks of 8 feet each and a roadway 39 feet wide between 
curb lines. The widening was made by the extension 
of the arches, piers and abutments of the old bridge 
22 feet on the south or upstream side and 10 feet on the 
north or downstream side. Borings taken before the 
plans were made indicated that it would not be neces- 
sary to drive piles for foundations except at the exten- 
sions of the abutment on the Dedham side. Piles were 
driven only under the northerly extension of the Dedham 
abutment, as it was found after driving some test piles 
that the material was so hard that piles would not 
penetrate sufficiently into this material to be of any 
value. The small amount of soft material over the 
hard gravel was therefore removed and the concrete 
placed directly on the gravel. Steel sheet piling was 
driven close to and along the ends of each pier on the 
north side and at both ends of each abutment to prevent 
the excavation from undermining the foundations of 
the old bridge. It was not driven at the ends of piers 
on the south side as the dredging was kept far enough 
back to avoid any danger of disturbing the material 
under the old foundation. Excavations for the founda- 
tion of the extensions were carried down to coarse gravel 
varying from 11.5 to 6 feet below the springing line of 
the arches. The excavation at the Dedham abutment 
was carried down to 93 feet below the springing line 
and made level at that elevation, and where piles were 
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driven they were cut off 1 foot higher. The excavation 
at the Boston abutment was carried to 83 feet below 
the springing line on the front and sloped up 2 feet to 
the back line of the foundation. 

A curbing or cofferdam of tongued or grooved 4-inch 
spruce was built at the foundation of the piers and 
abutments to form a reasonably water-tight dam in 
which concrete was deposited, and after the foundations 
were completed the sheeting was cut off at about extreme 
low water. 

The concrete of the foundations, arches and spandrel 
walls was composed of one part Portland cement, two 
parts sand and four parts clean pebbles or broken stone. 
The contract provided for the exposed concrete surfaces 
being smoothed and trued after the forms had been 
removed and then treated with a thin cement mortar 
wash, thoroughly rubbed down with a piece of car- 
borundum. ‘The commission, however, decided to point 
the surfaces of the spandrel walls, leaving only the 
coping, pilasters and a ring 12 inches wide at each arch 
with smooth surface. The top surface of the coping, 
which was flush with the sidewalks, has a granolithic 
wearing surface. After the completion of the concrete 
masonry, and before any filling had been done, the tops 
of the arches and abutments and the inner surfaces of the 
spandrel walls were made smooth by a coating of mortar 
and then covered with four thicknesses of roofing felt, 
mopped in the most thorough manner with hot asphalt. 
To protect the waterproofing from any coarse material 
in the filling a layer of asphalt mastic, 1 inch thick, made 
of four parts dry sand and one part asphalt, was put on 
hot over the tops of the arches and abutments. Drain 
pipes, 6 inches in diameter, are built in the concrete 
extensions of each pier to conduct away any water 
that may seep through the filling. 

The filling behind the spandrel walls and abutments 
was made of clean gravel in compact layers, thoroughly 
tamped or rolled. 

The Bay State Street Railway Company relayed its 
track on the bridge and paved with granite blocks on a 
concrete base the area between its rails and 18 inches 
outside each rail. 

The roadway surface is a broken stone surfacing, bound 
with Bermudez road asphalt 6 inches in thickness when 
completed. The lower course was No. 1 stone, 23 to 
14 inches in diameter, 4 inches in thickness after rolling.

The upper course was No. 2 stone, 14 to $ inch in diam- 
eter, 2 inches in thickness after rolling. Upon the upper 
course Bermudez road asphalt was uniformly applied 
by a pressure machine at the rate of 14 gallons to each 
square yard of surface and covered with clean pea stone 
in sufficient quantity to fill the surface voids and then 
thoroughly rolled. A second application of asphalt at 
the rate of $ gallon per square yard was then applied 
and covered with a coating of pea stone and then the 
whole thoroughly rolled. 

A bond was furnished guaranteeing the maintenance 
of the roadway for one year after its completion. The 
original contract called for a crushed stone sidewalk. 
The commissioners, however, decided to build a grano- 
lithic walk in place of crushed stone at an additional 
total cost of $220. The walk was constructed in accord- 
ance with the standard specifications of the City of 
Boston for artificial stone sidewalks. ‘The granite edge- 
stones, both as to material and workmanship, were in 
accordance with the standard specifications of the city. 
The fences of the old bridge were put in good condition 
and replaced on the coping of the new bridge. Near 
the curb lines at each sidewalk a 6-inch drain pipe was 
set in the concrete of each arch, which terminated in a 
rectangular reflector, 16 inches by 24 inches, in the crown 
of the arches in which it is planned to place electric 
lights to illuminate the water ways under the bridge. 

The Edison Electric luminating Company has built a 
brick manhole with iron frame and cover at each lamp 
and laid a 2-inch duct in each walk connecting the man- 
holes with its electric lighting service at the Boston end 
of the bridge. 

Final payment has not yet been made under the Clark 
& Gore contract at the date of this report, but the final 
estimate, including all extras, will be $16,220. 

The masonry of the old arches was laid dry and the 
ring stone had many wide open joints; some of the smaller 
face stones had fallen out, leaving large voids. It was 
felt that if the joints and face voids could be filled with 
concrete or cement mortar the arches would be strength- 
ened and the life of the bridge prolonged. Several 
methods for accomplishing this end were considered 
and finally arrangements were made with the New 
England Cement Gun Company for filling the joints 
and voids with ‘‘Gunite.’”’ The ‘‘Gunite’”’ was com- 
posed of one part Portland cement and three parts sharp, 
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clean sand and was forced into the openings under a 
pressure of 30 pounds per square inch. The cost of 
this work was $1,068.87, a small amount of which has 
not been paid at this date. 

The act creating the commission did not place the 
construction of the approaches in their hands but left 
with each municipality the work of building the approach 
on its side of the river. ‘The plans for both approaches, 
however, were made by this division; that for the Ded- 
ham side after consultation with its town engineer. 

The contract for the Boston approach was made by 
the Commissioner of Public Works with the George T. 
Rendle Company, dated August 5, 1915, and that for the 
Dedham approach was made with the same company 
under date of July 28, 1915, by the selectmen of that town. 
The construction of the Dedham approach was entirely 
in charge of its town engineer. Although the work of 
building the Boston approach was completed October 16, 
1916, at the date of this report final payment has not 
been made. | 

The work for the City of Boston covered by its 
contract was the building of a concrete return wall about 
44 feet long on the new northerly side line of the street 
and a concrete wing wall about 22 feet long on the 
southerly side of the street to retain the filling of the 
widened street. The concrete was composed of one 
part Portland cement, two and one half parts sand and 
five parts broken stone; the quality of materials and 
workmanship being the same as that of the concrete in 
the bridge. The filling, edgestone and roadway surfacing 
were the same as described for corresponding work on the 
bridge. The sidewalks of the approach were of crushed 
stone. A pipe rail fence was built on the return walls. 
The posts on the north side were set in the concrete 
coping of the wall and those on the southerly side were 
set in concrete bases 12 inches square and 4 feet deep. 
The rails and pipes were made of 2-inch diameter 
wrought-iron extra heavy pipe. The contract price for 
the work was $1,459; total amount paid is $1,116.13. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Point Fort Channel). 


The machinery for running this draw has been over- 
hauled and new gears and parts substituted where old 
ones were badly worn. The work was done by A. P. 
Carroll at a cost of $289. 


—— 
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Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


The downstream fender guard at the channelway of 
the draw has been rebuilt. New piles and spur shores 
were driven and all timber work renewed. The cost 
of this work was $774.61. 

Last November an examination was made of the 
roadway flooring of the fixed portions of this bridge. 
The floor planking and stringers were examined with 
special care as it was known that portions of the planking 
and the tops of many of the stringers were badly decayed. 
A large number of borings were made in the 6-inch yellow 
pine deck and the stringers, and the condition was found 
to be more serious that had been anticipated. It was 
deemed necessary for safety during the winter to 
strengthen the planking at once and more than 4,000 
feet B. M. spruce planks were spiked to the stringers 
to afford additional support for ends of planking. 


Wordsworth Street Footbridge (over Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad). 


A contract was made with Daniel Marr & Son Com- 
pany, the lowest bidder, dated March 21, 1916, for build- 
ing a footbridge over the tracks of the Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad. The work was begun August 10, 
1916, and was completed November 11, 1916. The 
amount paid under the contract was $2,266.60. 

The bridge is of the riveted bowstring type and con- 


sists of two girders of 74 feet span center to center of 


bearings, 10 feet high at the center and spaced 7 feet 
apart on centers. The floor consists of 8-inch channel 
floor beams, 9 feet 3 inches on centers, with four lines 
of 3-inch by 8-inch yellow pine stringers and 2-inch 
yellow pine floor plan. A rail fence of the Excelsior 
Rust Proof type, 4 feet 6 inches high, is attached to each 
girder, the wires in the fence being No. 9 horizontal 
and No. 8 vertical in 2 feet by 6 inch-mesh. 

At the easterly end the bridge rests on a concrete pier 
10 feet long and 22 inches wide, from which a flight of 
concrete steps leads to the street level. At the westerly 
end a similar concrete pier supports the bridge and a 
landing of about 8 feet by 7 feet is provided from which 
two flights of steps lead to street level. The landing 
consists of a concrete slab 62 inches thick, reinforced 
with eight lines of 3-inch twisted steel rods. All steps

are of reinforced concrete and were cast in moulds before 
being set. They are 6 feet 11 inches‘long, 14 inches wide. 
The six on the east side are 63 inches high; the six on 
the west side 62 inches high. The reinforcement for 
each step was three lines of $-inch twisted steel rods. 
The exposed faces of all steps have eranolithic surfaces. 
The concrete slab and steps rest on the concrete side- 
walls, the spaces under the slab and steps being filled 
in solid with soft coal cinders. The sides of the Steps 
are protected by two rail pipe fences. 

Air Tanks.— Fourteen air tanks on various ees 
have been overhauled and changes made to meet the 
requirements of the State Boiler Inspectors’ Department, 
under a contract with the R. & 8. Machine Company for 
$537.

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FERRY SERVICE. 


A new pump and jet condenser were installed on the 
‘‘Noddle Island,’’ the work being done partly by day 
labor and partly by contract. 

All of the boats had new planking put on the roadways, 
this work being done by employees of the Ferry Service. 

The woodwork on the Kast Boston end of the ‘‘ Noddle 
Island”’ and on the East Boston end of the ‘‘ General 
Hancock” and the cross frames and the keelsons under 
the boilers of the ‘‘Hugh O’Brien’’ were found to be in 
dangerous condition and contracts were made for repairs. 
The new end on the ‘‘General Hancock”’ was built by 
the McKie Shipbuilding Company, the twelve new 
frames with new keelsons under the boilers of the 
‘‘Hugh O’Brien,’’ as well as the new end on the ‘‘ Noddle 
Island,’’ were built by James E. Quirk. 

A new ruling of the Steamboat Inspectors required that 
the portholes and the openings between the deck beams 
be closed and this work was all done under contract. 
A large amount of painting has been done, almost 
entirely by ferry employees, with the result that the 
buildings and boats present a far better appearance than 
for years past. 

The ‘‘Hugh O’Brien,” ‘‘Noddle Island,” ‘‘Governor 
Russell’? and ‘‘General Hancock”’ were pulled out either 
into dry dock or on a marine railway and the bottoms 
cleaned. 

The yellow metal on the ‘‘Noddle Island’ and 
‘‘Governor Russell’? was patched; that on the ‘‘ Hugh 
O’Brien” was in such bad condition that what was left 
was taken off and the bottom painted, this work on the 
‘‘O’Brien’’ being included in the contract of James E. 
Quirk, previously mentioned. The bottom of the 
‘“‘General Hancock” was also painted. Some of these 
boats had not been out for several years and the bottoms 
were in very foul condition. Minor repairs have also 
been made on the buildings, drops and boats.

Dear Sir,—I submit herewith a statement of the 
expenditures, operations and activities of the Highway 
Division for the year ending January 31, 1917.

A few of the most important achievements and plans 
for work of the different services of this division are 
described below: 


LIGHTING SERVICE. 


Numerous requests for lamps of the boulevard type 
have been received from merchants in the retail sections 
of the city. 

While the cost of installing and maintaining these 
lights is more expensive than the ordinary tungsten 
lamps, it is felt that the increased cost is more than- 
offset by the increased business in the sections supplies 
with this type of lamp. 
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The arbitration of the electric light contract is still 
under consideration by the Corporation Counsel. 


PAVING SERVICE. 


The adoption of different types of paving for streets 
has resulted in contracts being made in groups with a 
number of streets included in one contract for a particu- 
lar type. The contracts made include, approximately, 
70,000 square yards of granite blocks on a concrete 
base, with grout joints; 110,000 square yards of asphalt 
on concrete base; 10,600 square yards wood block on 
concrete base; 12,500 square yards asphalt on existing 
macadam base; 31,800 square yards bituminous 
macadam; 4,300 square yards brick block on concrete 
base and 35,000 square yards asphalt patching. 

The Board of Street Commissioners laid out sixty-nine 
streets during the year, the construction of which will 
not be completed until next year. The majority of these 
streets being in the suburban residential section will be 
constructed with bituminous pavement or Portland 
cement concrete. 

Four radial highways, viz., Norfolk avenue, Belgrade 
avenue, Chelsea street and Hyde Park avenue, which 
have been ordered widened by the Board of Street 
Commissioners, will not be completed before 1918. 

The requests for artificial stone sidewalks have 
become almost insistent and there are on file in this 
office at the present time applications for this kind of 
walk aggregating $275,000. Itis expected that at least 
$100,000 will be appropriated early in 1917 for this 
work. 


SANITARY SERVICE. 


A substantial saving in the cost of hired teams has 
been made by the opening of the Ward street station. 
To put the station in perfect condition for the handling 
and relaying of refuse will require changes in the bins 
as now constructed. 


STREET CLEANING SERVICE. 


In the report for last year reference was made to the 
need of up-to-date motor equipment for sweeping, pick- 
up and street flushing. No purchases have been made 
of new equipment because nothing has been seen in 
operation working so successfully as to warrant the 





ee ae 
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expenditure of a sum of money for equipment, the use 
of which for the time being, at least, would be purely 
experimental. 

Considerable flushing has been done during the year 
with both horse-drawn and motor-pressure carts hired 
by the day. 

During the year about 950,000 gallons of oil were used 
for dust-laying purposes. 


SEWER SERVICE. 


The D street overflow and the B and Seventh streets 
overflow were extended into Fort Point channel. Old 
wooden sewers in Albany street, from Kneeland street to 
Northampton street, Canal street, Sudbury street and 
other streets were replaced with new pipe sewers. 

Extensive improvements have been made at the 
pumping station, Calf Pasture. A thorough over- 
hauling of all the auxiliaries in the steam plant has been 
made and the deposit sewers have been cleaned out. 

Seventy-three contracts have been made for pipe 
sewers and drains in 112 streets in all sections of the 
city to replace old sewers and in new streets which have 
been opened to travel. 


WATER SERVICE. 


This service had an unusual busy year laying mains, 
installing hydrants, services and meters. 

There are now 864 miles of water mains and 9,528 
hydrants in service. 

The replacing of small size mains with the larger 
sizes, 8 inches and 12 inches, still continues and fur- 
nishes an improved service over the smaller sizes of 
pipe formerly in use. On account of the activities of 
the Fire Department officials much work has been done 
in connection with the installation of fire sprinkler pipes. 

A condensed statement of the appropriations, revenues 
and expenditures of the various services of this division 
will be found on pages 12 to 15. 

In the following pages will be found data showing 
work done and the cost of the same.

The following is a statement of the work done during 
the year under the supervision of the Division Engi- 
neer, Highway Division: 

Are lamps have been provided for skating and tobog- 
ganing during the season at Franklin Field, Franklin 
Park and Wood Island Park, the same as in years past. 

Thirty-two magnetite arc lamps of the Boulevard 
type, ‘‘Whiteway,” have been installed on Canal street, 
city proper and City square, Charlestown. 

The usual amount of regulation and relocation of 
lamps and services, made necessary by street construc- 
tion, the building of sewers and other works, has been 
conducted throughout the year. 

Petitions and requests for new lamps received from 
citizens and from officials, also complaints in relation 
to the Lighting Service, have been investigated and 
attended to. All streets in the underground district 
prescribed for the year 1916 have been inspected and 
necessary changes and additions have been made.

Gas LIGHTING. 


There are in use 9,659 single mantle gas lamps, 70 
double mantle lamps and 146 open flame fire alarm 
signal lamps. 

The city furnishes the lamp-posts. The gas com- 
panies set the lamp-posts and provide service pipes 
laid from the gas mains to the top of the posts; main- 
tain all such pipes and posts in good condition and repair; 
furnish gas, lanterns, burners and all other necessary 
equipment, including labor for lighting and care. 

The Lighting Service provides for the gas, lighting 
and care of the fire alarm signal lamps, and the Fire 
Department for the lanterns, posts, setting and repair- 
ing of same.

The following is a description of the most important 
work done during the year: 


GRANITE Bitock PAVEMENT. 


Alexander street, from Bird street to 527 feet northerly, is 
about 572 feet in length. (See “‘ Assessment Streets.’’) 

Albany street, from Dover street to Northampton street, is 
about 4,860 feet in length. A contract for paving this street 
with special granite block, on a six (6) inch Portland cement 
concrete base, with grout joints, was awarded to Bernard E. 
Grant August 26, 1916. It is an eighty (80) foot street with a 
roadway 54 to 60 feet in width. The contractor reset the 
edgestone and paved the roadway.

It is a 40-foot street 
with a sheet asphalt pavement, consisting of 15-inch wearing 
surface and 15-inch bituminous binder on a 4-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks 
and artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width. The contractor 
furnished all materials necessary to do the work. The asphalt 
roadway and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty.

Work was begun September 11, 1916, 
and suspended December 15, 1916. This street varies in 
width from 25 to 31 feet, and is to have a sheet asphalt pave- 
ment on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks from 4 to 5 feet wide. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The work done this year 
consisted of setting edgestone, laying artificial stone side- 
walks and concrete base for roadway. The asphalt surface 
will be laid early in the spring.

It is a 30-foot street 
with a 20-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks, 5 feet in width. The straight edgestone and corners 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. All other materials were furnished by the 
contractor. The asphalt roadway and artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Centervale park, from Upland avenue to Bourneside street, 
is about 517 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun August 10, 1916, 
and suspended November 27, 1916. It is a 72-foot street with 
two 19-foot sheet asphalt roadways on a 4-inch concrete base, 
a 20-foot center loam space, granite edgestone and artificial 
stone sidewalks with loam spaces. The straight edgestone and 
corners were furnished by the city and hauled by the con- 
tractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on 
the line of the work. All other materials necessary to do the 
work were furnished by the contractor.

Epping street, from Washington street to Norfolk street, is 
about 241 feet in length. The contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
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Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun November 13, 
1916, and suspended December 15, 1916. It is a 30-foot street 
with a 20-foot asphalt roadway, granite edgestone and 5-foot 
artificial stone sidewalks. Only the rough grading and hauling 
of the edgestone has been done this year. Work will be resumed 
in the spring. 

Eric avenue, from Savin Hill avenue to 344 feet northerly, is 
about 344 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28,1916. Work was begun September 19, 1916, 
and suspended December 6, 1916. It is a 50-foot street with 
a 34-foot roadway of sheet asphalt laid on a 4-inch concrete 
base. The sidewalks, 8 feet in width, are to be of artificial 
stone. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The contractor fur- 
nished all other materials necessary to do the work. The 
asphalt pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The artificial stone sidewalks will be completed in 
the early spring. 

Everton street, from Geneva avenue to Olney street, is about 
690 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 28, 1916. Work was begun September 2, 1916, and sus- 
pended December 26, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a 26- 
foot Topeka roadway on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete 
base, granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in 
width. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone 
was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. The Topeka 
pavement was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The artificial stone sidewalks are not finished. The Paving 
Service force did the rough grading and set most of the edge- 
stone. Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Fernboro street, from Lawrence avenue to Intervale street, is 
about 500 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to James Doherty December 3, 1915. Work 
was begun April 26, 1916, and completed June 28, 1916. The 
street as constructed is 40 feet in width, with a 26-foot roadway 
of sheet asphalt on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and artificial stone side- 
walks 7 feet wide. The contractor did the excavating, which 
consisted of considerable rock cutting. The city furnished 
the straight edgestone, corners and flagging and the contractor 
hauled the same. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. The asphalt pavement and artificial stone 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Fordham road, from Commonwealth avenue to Brighton 
avenue. (Not started). 
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Gaffney street, from Commonwealth avenue to Boston & 
Albany Railroad, is about 822 feet in length. A contfact for 
constructing the surface of this street was awarded to the 
Central Construction Company October 9, 1916. Work was 
begun November 24, 1916, and suspended December 15, 1916. 
It is an 80-foot street and is to have a sheet asphalt roadway on a 
4-inch Portland cement concrete base, brick gutters, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks, one 10 feet and one 20 
feet in width. The work this year has consisted of excavating 
and hauling part of the edgestone. Work will be resumed in 
the spring. 

Glencoe street, from North Beacon street to Garden street. 
(Not started.) 

Glendower road, from Kittredge street to Poplar street, is 
about 1,925 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs 
Company September 20, 1915. Work was begun October 26, 
1915, and suspended December 15, 1915. Work was resumed 
April 27, 1916, and completed August 12,1916. It is a 40-foot 
street with a sheet asphalt pavement on a 6-inch Portland 
cement concrete base, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks 7 feet in width. The artificial stone sidewalks and 
asphalt roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. The 
work this year consisted of constructing about 1,025 feet at the 
Kittredge street end. 

Granada avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to Ethel street, 
is about 417 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
October 14, 1916. Work was begun November 6, 1916, and 
suspended December 13, 1916. It is a 40-foot street and is to 
have a 6-inch bituminous macadam roadway, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in 
width. The work this year has consisted of setting edgestone, 
placing cinders for artificial stone sidewalks and rough grading 
roadway. Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Halifax street, from South Huntington avenue to Pond View 
avenue. (Not started.) 

Harwood street, from Willowwood street to Lucerne street, is 
about 725 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty December 
3,1915. Work was begun August 18, 1916, and suspended 
December 4, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot sheet 
asphalt roadway on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base 
and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. The sheet asphalt pavement 
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was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The artificial 
stone sidewalks will be completed early in the spring. 

Hillcrest street, from Elgin street to Temple street, is about 
525 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street: was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 18,1916. Work was begun August 4, 1916, and suspended 
December 5, 1916. It is a 40-foot street and is to have a sheet 
asphalt pavement on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The work this 
season has consisted of setting edgestone, laying concrete base 
and the greater part of the artificial stone sidewalks. The 
work will be completed early in the spring. 

Hill Top street, from Granite avenue to Hallet street, is about 
1,990 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo. Work was 
begun October 25, 1916, and is still going on. It is a 50-foot 
street and is to have a 34-foot bituminous macadam roadway, 
granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and sidewalks 8 feet in 
width, consisting of artificial stone. The straight edgestone 
was furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. : The 
roadway and sidewalks have been rough graded and a part of 
the edgestone set. A considerable amount of rough grading 
was done by the Paving Service force in 1915. This street 
will be completed early in the summer. 

Homestead street, from Humboldt avenue to Elm Hill ave- 
nue, is about 1,125 feet in length. A contract for constructing 
the surface of this street was awarded to the Central Con- 
struction Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun October 
11, 1916, and suspended December 15, 1916. When completed 
it will be a 40-foot street with a 26-foot sheet asphalt roadway 
on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestone 
and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. All other materials were 
furnished by the contractor. The work done this year con- 
sisted of setting edgestone and rough grading the street. 

Hubert street, from Shawmut avenue to Westminster street, 
is about 450 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun August 16, 1916, 
and suspended November 12, 1916. It is a 44+foot street 
with a 26-foot roadway of sheet asphalt laid on a 4-inch Port- 
land cement concrete base, granite edgestone and _ artificial 
stone sidewalk 7 feet in width. The artificial stone sidewalks 
and roadway were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone was furnished by the city and hauled 
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by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by 
the city on the line of the work. The contractor furnished all 
other materials necessary to do the work. This street is 
practically completed with the exception of removing t wo trees. 
This work will be done early in the spring. 

Jones avenue, from Mascot street to Ballou avenue, is about 
993 feet in length. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to James Doherty November 3, 
1915. Work was begun November 9, 1915, and suspended 
December 4, 1915. Work was resumed April 21, 1916, and 
completed June 13, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot 
asphalt roadway on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base 
granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and artificial stone side- 
walks 7 feetin width. The filling and grading was done in 1915 
All other work was completed this year. The straight edge- 
stone, corners and paving blocks were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. The artificial 
stone sidewalks and asphalt roadway were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Kenton road, from Washington street 600 feet southeasterly. 
(Not started.) 

Kittredge street, from Cornell street to Beech street, is about 
549 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Charles J. Jacobs Company 
November 29, 1915. Work was begun April 10, 1916, and 
completed July 6, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a bitulithic 
pavement laid on a 6-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. 
The artificial stone sidewalks and roadway were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, 
flagging and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials necessary 
to do the work were furnished by the contractor. 

Langley road, from Breck avenue 571 feet easterly. (Not 
started.) . 

Lithgow street, from Talbot avenue to Wainwright street, is 
about 683 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun October 31, 1916, 
and suspended December 15, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with 
a 26-foot roadway. This street when constructed will have 
a sheet asphalt roadway and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet 
in width. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. The 
work done this year consisted of setting the edgestone and grad- 
ing part of the sidewalks. Work will be resumed early in the 
spring. 
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Lucas street, from Shawmut avenue to Washington street, is 
about 342 feet in length. This street was completed with the 
exception of the artificial stone sidewalks in 1915. A contract 
for constructing artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to John 
Kelly Company. Work was begun July 24, 1916, and com- 
pleted July 26, 1916. This sidewalk was laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Lorette street, from Centre street to Hillcrest street, is about 
504 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded the Central Construction Company 
July 18,1916. Work was begun August 1, 1916, and suspended — 
October 27, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a sheet asphalt 
pavement on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The 
artificial stone sidewalks and roadway were laid under a five- 
year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, paving 
blocks and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. The contractor furnished all other 
materials necessary to do the work. This street is practically 
completed with the exception of a small amount of work at the 
Hillcrest street end. Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Lorne street, from Harvard street 650 feet northeasterly. 
(Not started.) 

Matchett street, from Washington street 343 feet northerly. 
(Not started.) 

Magnolia square, from Magnolia street, Dorchester. A con- 
tract for constructing artificial stone sidewalks in this square 
was awarded to the John Kelly Company November 9, 1915. 
Work was begun July 20, 1916, and completed July 22, 1916. 
The artificial stone sidewalks in this square were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Moraine street, from South Huntington avenue to Jamaica- 
way. (Not started.) 

Morton street, from Norfolk street to the easterly line of the 
Midland Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
is about 466 feet in length. It is an 80-foot street with a 56-foot 
bituminous macadam roadway, 12-foot sidewalks, full width 
artificial stone on the northerly side and on the southerly side in 
front of the Brewster School. The remainder of the sidewalk 
from the school to the railroad bridge is gravel. The grading, 
construction of the roadway and setting of the edgestone was 
done by the Paving Service forces. This work is nearly com- 
pleted with the exception of the approach at the easterly end. 
A contract to furnish filling for this street was awarded to 
William J. Barry September 12, 1916. Work was begun 
September 4, 1916, and is nearly completed. Work will be 
completed early in the spring. A contract for constructing 
artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to William J. 
Rafferty October 9, 1916. Work was begun October 19, 1916, 
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and completed December 1, 1916. The sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Montebello road, from Forest Hills street to Walnut avenue, is 
about 1,087 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo 
September 29, 1915. Work was resumed May 8, 1916, and 
completed July 28, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a 2-inch 
bitulithic pavement on a 6-inch concrete base, granite edgestone, 
flagging crosswalks and sidewalks 7 and 7.8 feet in width, con- 
sisting of 45-foot artificial stone sidewalks with a loam space. 
The roadway and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight edgestone, 
flagging, paving blocks and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other materi- 
als were furnished by the contractor. With the exception 
of setting a part of the edgestone the street is practically 
completed. 

Neptune road, from Bennington street to Boston, Revere 
Beach & Lynn Railroad. (Not started.) 

Normandy street, from northerly side of Intervale street to 
Devon street, is about 490 feet in length. A contract for con- 
structing the surface of this street was awarded to the Central 
Construction Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun 
September 1, 1916, and completed November 13, 1916. Itisa 
40-foot street with a 26-foot roadway of sheet asphalt on a 
Portland cement concrete base, granite edgestone, flagging 
crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The 
asphalt roadway and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. The contractor furnished 
all material necessary to lay the asphalt roadway and artificial 
stone walks. All other work on this street was done by the 
Paving Service force. 

Orchardfield street, from Dorchester avenue to Freeport street, 
is about 814 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company. Work was begun October 10, 1916, and suspended 
December 8, 1916. It is a 20-foot street with a 14-foot sheet 
asphalt roadway on a 4-inch cement concrete base, granite 
edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 3 feet in width. The 
asphalt roadway was laid under a five-year maintenance guar- 
anty. The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by 
the city and hauled by the contractor. The city furnished 
the circular edgestone on the line of the work. All other 
materials were furnished by the contractor. This street is 
finished with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, 
which will be completed early in the spring. 

Patten street, from Hyde Park avenue to Bourne street. (Not 
started.) 

Perham street, from Vermont street to New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad. (Not started.) 
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Public alley No. 903, from Haviland street to Public alley 
No. 904, is about 426 feet in length. A contract for construct- 
ing the surface of this alley was awarded to James Doherty 
November 24, 1915. Work was begun April 11, 1916, and 
completed June 28, 1916. This alley as constructed is 10 feet 
wide with an 8-foot roadway and 1-foot sidewalks. The con- 
tractor furnished and laid a Hassam block pavement on a 
6-inch Hassam block base, set the edgestone, relaid the cross- 
walks and placed a concrete backing between the back of the 
edgestone and the street line with the top finished as an artificial 
stone sidewalk. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The city 
furnished the special cut edgestone and circular edgestone on 
the line of the work. All other materials were furnished by 
the contractor. 

Public alley. No. 904, from Bickerstaff street to Public alley 
No. 903, is about 99 feet in length. A contract to construct 
the surface of this alley was awarded to James Doherty Novem- 
ber 24, 1915. Work was begun April 11, 1916, and completed 
June 23, 1916. This alley as constructed is 10 feet wide with 
an 8-foot roadway and 1-foot sidewalks. The contractor fur- 
nished and laid a Hassam block pavement on a 6-inch Hassam 
block base, set the edgestone, relaid the crosswalks and placed 
a concrete backing between the back of the edgestone and the 
street line, with the top finished as an artificial stone sidewalk. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the city 
and hauled by the contractor. The city furnished the special 
edgestone and circular edgestone on the line of the work. All 
other material was furnished by the contractor. , 

Ralston street, from Dorchester avenue to Old Colony avenue, 
is about 1,174 feet in length. A contract for furnishing filling 
in this street was awarded to Frank J. Hannon January 2, 1917. 
Work was begun January 2, 1917, and will be completed early 
in the spring. 

Randall street, from Albany street to Harrison avenue, is 
about 636 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun August 4, 1916, 
and completed October 21, 1916. This street varies in width 
from 30 to 38 feet, with an asphalt roadway 20 to 22 feet in 
width, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and _ artificial 
stone sidewalks 5 to 6 feet in width. The asphalt roadway 
and artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The Paving Service forces set the edge- 
stone and laid the concrete base. 

Richwood street, from Centre street to Montview street. 
(Not started.) 3 

Ripley road, from Harvard street to Vassar street, is about 
685 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 28, 1916. Work was begun September 25, 1916, and 
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suspended December 11, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a © 


26-foot sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch Portland cement 
concrete base, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The asphalt roadway 
was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. ‘The straight 
edgestone, flagging and corners were furnished by the city and 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished on the line of the work. This street is completed with 
the exception of the artificial stone sidewalks, which will be 
completed early in the spring. 

Rosewood street, from Oakland street to Randolah avenue, is 
about 1,529 feet. in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the John J. Kelly Com- 
pany September 17, 1915. Work was begun November 9, 1915. 
The work this year consisted of laying a Trinidad asphalt road- 
way on a concrete base and constructing artificial stone side- 
walks. The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. Work on this street was completed 
July 19, 1916. 

Rowell street, from Hancock street to Cushing avenue. (Not 
started.) 

Rugby road, from Randolph road to Qakland street. (Not 
started.) 

Saville street, from Park street to Stratford street. (Not 
started.) 

Selwyn street, from Farquhar street to 1,174 feet northeasterly. 
(Not started.) 

Southwick street, from Neponset avenue to Freeport street, 
is about 359 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot 
roadway and 7-foot sidewalks. When completed this street 
will have a sheet asphalt roadway on a 4-inch concrete base, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks. The work 
done this year consisted of placing some filling and grading part 
of the street. Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Spring street, at West Department, Boston City Hospital, is 
about 1,528 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial 
stone steps, iron and wooden fences was awarded to the McNeil 
Construction Company October 4, 1915. Work was begun 
October 31, 1915, and completed June 3, 1916. The work this 
year consisted of building iron fences. 

St. Rose street, from South street about 416 feet westerly. 
(Not started.) 

Sturtevant street, from Park street to across Gibson street, 
is about 567 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to James Doherty December 
3, 1915. Work was begun December 6, 1915, and suspended 
December 29, 1915. Work was resumed April 4, 1916, and 
completed June 19, 1916. It is a 33-foot street with a 22-foot 
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Hassam block roadway, granite flagging, granite edgestone and 
55-foot. artificial stone sidewalks. The straight edgestone, 
corners and flagging were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the city 
on the line of the work. The contractor furnished all other 
materials necessary to do the work. The artificial stone side- 
walks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Temple street, from Spring street to Ivory street, is about 
1,091 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 18,1916. Work was begun August 16, 1916, and suspended 
December 15,1916. It isa 40-foot street and is to have a sheet 
asphalt pavement on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone and artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. 
The straight edgestone, paving blocks and corners were furnished 
by the city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edge- 
stone was furnished by the city on the line of the work. All 
other materials were furnished by the contractor. The work 
done this year consisted of setting edgestone, laying part of the 
concrete base for roadway and grading. Work will be com- 
pleted early in the spring. 

Theodore street, from Morton street about 618 feet easterly. 

contract for constructing the surface of this street was 
awarded to the Central Construction Company July 28, 1916. 
Work was begun November 11, 1916,and suspended December 
15, 1916. It is a 40-foot street with a 26-foot asphalt roadway 
on a 4-inch concerte base, granite edgestone and artificial stone 
sidewalks 7 feet in width. The straight edgestone and corners 
were furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. 
The circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line 
of the work. The work this year consisted of rough grading. 
Work will be resumed early in the spring. 

Trent street, from Coleman street to Clarkson street, is about 
228 feet in length. A contract for constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks and laying a sheet asphalt wearing surface on this 
street was awarded to William J. Rafferty December 20, 1915. 
Work was begun on the asphalt surface December 16, 1915, and 
completed the same day. Work on the artificial stone side- 
walk was started April 12,1916,and completed April 19, 1916. 
The asphalt surface and artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The contractor 
furnished all material necessary to do the work. 

Tuckerman street, from Dorchester street to Middle street, is 
about 375 feet in length. A contract for constructing the sur- 
face of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company July 28, 1916. Work was begun August 12, 1916, 
and completed October 6, 1916. This street varies in width 
from 28 to 30 feet and has an asphalt roadway 18 to 20 feet 
wide on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, granite edge- 
stone, flagging crosswalks and artificial stone sidewalks 5 feet 
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in width. The artificial stone sidewalks and asphalt roadway 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. The straight 
edgestone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled 
by the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. All other materials were furnished 
by the contractor. 

Upland avenue, from Park street to Melville avenue, is about 
748 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
July 28,1916. Work was begun August 9, 1916,and suspended 
December 15, 1916. It is a 60-foot street with a 30-foot sheet 
asphalt roadway on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base, 
granite edgestone and sidewalks, 15 feet in width, consisting 
of a 5-foot, artificial stone walk and a loam space. The asphalt 
roadway was laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
The straight edgestone and corners were furnished by the 
city and hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was 
furnished by the city on the line of the work. All other material 
was furnished by the contractor. This street is practically 
completed with the exception of the artificial stone sidewalk, 
which will be completed early in the spring. This street 
was regulated by the Paving Service forces in 1915. ‘ 

Wait street, from Hillside street to Sachem street, is about 
163 feet in length. A contract to build concrete walls, steps 
and platforms with iron fences and hand rails and artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty 
April 27, 1916. Work was started July 12, 1916, and com- 
pleted September 11, 1916. This is a 40-foot street with 7-foot 
sidewalks. The contractor did the subgrading, set the edge- 
stone, laid granite block gutters, laid flagging crosswalks, con- 
structed a 6-inch tar macadam roadway, laid artificial stone 
sidewalks and built fences. The city furnished the straight 
edgestone, paving block, flagging and corners and the same was 
hauled by the contractor. The circular edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city on the line of the work. All other materials 
were furnished by the contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks 
were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Washington street, from Morton street to Asticou road, is 
about 510 feet in length. A contract to construct this street 
was awarded to James Doherty August 30, 1916. Work was 
begun September 11, 1916, and suspended December 15, 1916. 
A new 20-foot roadway was constructed on the northwest 
side of the Forest Hills Elevated Station. This roadway is of 
5-inch granite blocks laid with cement grout joints on a 6-inch 
concrete base. The roadway was laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. The northwest roadway under the elevated 
station was discontinued and the new roadway takes its place. 
The work this year consisted of setting edgestone, paving the 
roadway and relaying the necessary paving at approaches and 
placing cinders for artificial stone sidewalk. The work will be 
completed as early in the spring as practicable. 
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Wensley road, from Bucknam street to Bickford avenue. 
(Not started.) 

Westwood street, from Richfield street to Wales place, is 
about 607 feet in length. A contract for constructing the 
surface of this street was awarded to the Central Construction 
Company October 9, 1916. Work was begun November 11, 
1916, and suspended December 14, 1916. When completed 
it will be a 40-foot street with a 26-foot sheet asphalt road- 
way on a 4-inch Portland cement concrete base with brick 
block gutters, granite edgestone, flagging crosswalks and 
artificial stone sidewalks 7 feet in width. The straight edge- 
stone and corners were furnished by the city and hauled by 
the contractor. The circular edgestone was furnished by the 
city on the line of the work. The work done this year con- 
sisted of rough grading and setting the edgestone. Work will 
be resumed early in the spring. 

Worthington street, from Longwood avenue to Fenway, is 
about 1,161 feet. in length. The department forces set the 
edgestone, laid the crosswalks and placed the concrete base 
for the roadway. A contract to construct the surface of this 
street was awarded to the Central Construction Company 
January 15, 1916. The contractor furnished and laid a sheet 
asphalt pavement and constructed artificial stone sidewalks. 
The roadway and sidewalks were laid under a five-year main- 
tenance guaranty. 

Wordsworth street, from Horace street to Coleridge street. 
(Not started.) 

William Jackson avenue, from Chestnut Hill avenue to 
Academy Hill road. (Not started.) 

Wyoming street, from Wabeno street to Humboldt avenue. 
(Not started.) 

Vista street, from Augustus avenue to Malvern road, is about 
399 feet in length. A contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Martino DeMatteo October 14, 
1916. Work was begun October 31, 1916, and suspended 
December 1, 1916. It is a 40-foot street and is to have a 
6-inch bituminous macadam roadway, granite edgestone and 
sidewalks, 7 feet in width, consisting in part of artificial stone 
and in part of artificial stone walk, 45 feet in width, with a 
seeded loam space. The straight edgestone and corners were 
furnished by the city and hauled by the contractor. The 
circular edgestone was furnished by the city on the line of 
the work. All other material was furnished by the contractor. 
The work this year consisted of setting edgestone, placing 
cinders for artificial stone sidewalks and rough grading road- 
way. Work will be resumed early in the spring. 


GENERAL. 


Ashmont street, in front of St. Ann’s Church. The contract 
for constructing artificial stone sidewalks in this street was 
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awarded to D. M. Biggs. Work was started September 20, 
1916, and completed September 27, 1916. The contractor 
furnished all materials to lay the artificial stone sidewalks, 
which were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Belvidere street, from Massachusetts avenue to Dalton street. 
(Not started.) 

Brookside avenue, in front of new school. A contract for 
constructing artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded 
to Wiliam J. Rafferty September 18, 1916. The contractor 
furnished all material necessary to lay the artificial stone side- 
walks, which were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Corbet street, from Norfolk street to Morton street, is about 
1,147 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to James Doherty. The 
sidewalks, 7 feet in width, have been excavated and filled 
with cinders. Work will be completed early in the spring. 

Dorchester avenue (easterly side), near Richmond street. A 
contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks in this street 
was awarded to D. M. Biggs & Co. The edgestone was fur- 
nished by the city and hauled and set by the contractor. All 
other material necessary to do the work was furnished by the 
contractor. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Dorchester avenue, from Ralston street 225 feet southerly. 
A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks in this street 
was awarded to William J. Rafferty. The sidewalks as con- 
structed are 10 feet in width. The contractor furnished all 
materials necessary to do the work. The sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Dover street (north side), from Tremont street about 58 feet. 
A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks in this street 
was awarded to V. Grande. The sidewalks as constructed are 
10 feet in width. The contractor furnished all materials 
necessary to lay artificial stone sidewalks, which were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

East Concord street (northerly side), from Harrison avenue 
245 feet easterly. A contract to construct artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan 
June 30, 1916. The contractor reset the edgestone, relaid the 
granite block gutters and constructed artificial stone sidewalks 
8 feet in width. The contractor furnished all materials neces- 
sary to do the work. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Falmouth street (easterly side), at Christian Science Church. 
A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks in this street 
was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. August 23, 1916. 
The contractor did the excavating, reset the edgestone, relaid 
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the wood block pavement where necessary and constructed 
artificial stone sidewalks 8 feet in width. The sidewalks were 
laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Florence street, from Ashland street to Poplar street. (Not 
started.) 

Gladstone street, from Walley street to Upland street, is 
about 1,829 feet in length. A contract to regulate this street 
and construct artificial stone sidewalks was awarded to Agos- 
tino DeStefano September 15, 1915. Work was begun April 5, 
1916, and completed July 19, 1916. This is a 40-foot street 
with 7-foot sidewalks. The contractor did the excavating, 
removed a number of trees, set the edgestone, paved the 
granite block gutters and constructed artificial stone sidewalks. 
The city furnished the edgestone and corners on the line of 
the work. The sidewalk was laid under a five-year maintenance - 
guaranty. 

Harrison avenue (easterly side), from Stoughton street to 
East Concord street, is about 306 feet in length. A contract 
to construct artificial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded 
to Jeremiah J. Sullivan June 30, 1916. The contractor did 
the excavating, reset part of the edgestone and laid artificial 
stone sidewalk under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Harrison avenue, from Kneeland street to Harvard street, is 
about 285.feet in length. A contract to construct artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to John McCourt. 
The contractor constructed the artificial stone sidewalks, 13 
feet in width, under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Haviland street, from Haviland terrace about 275 feet west- 
erly. <A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks on 
this street was awarded to Charles J. Jacobs. The contractor 
constructed artificial stone sidewalks, 7 feet in width, under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Hemenway street, a contract to construct artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan. 
The contractor constructed the artificial stone sidewalks under 
a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Huntington avenue (westerly side), at Christian Science 
Church Park. A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks 
in this street was awarded to William J. Rafferty & Co. 
August 23, 1916. The contractor constructed the artificial 
stone sidewalks under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Massachusetts avenue (east side), from Norway street about 67 
feet northerly. A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks 
in this street was awarded to V. Grande. The sidewalks, 15 
feet in width, were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Medford street, from St. Mary’s street to Kiswick street, is 
about 200 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial 
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stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Jeremiah J. 
Sullivan. The sidewalks, 7 feet in width, were laid under a 
five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Norfolk avenue (west side), Shirley street to Burrill street. 
(Not started.) | 

Poplar street, from Sycamore street to Brown avenue and 
Hilburn street, as extended, is about 1,766 feet in length. The 
contract for setting edgestone and constructing artificial stone 
sidewalks in this street was awarded to the John Kelly Com- 
pany July 30, 1915. Work done this year consisted of con- 
structing artificial stone sidewalks from Sycamore street to 
about 60 feet south of Hilburn street (on the east side and on 
the west side) to about 240 feet south of Hilburn street. These 
sidewalks were. laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Poplar street, from Washington street to Sycamore street, is 
about 1,107 feet in length. A contract for constructing arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to James 
Doherty November 22, 1915. Work was begun May 24, 1916, 
and completed June 13,1916. The contractor reset part of the 
edgestone, relaid the flagging crosswalks, repaved part of the 
granite block gutters and constructed artificial stone sidewalks 
6 to 7 feet in width. The artificial stone sidewalks were laid 
under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

Rose street, from Harrison avenue to Albany street. A contract 
to patch and repair the macadam surface of this street was 
awarded to the Independent Coal Tar Company. ‘This street 
was resurfaced with taric compound. 

Saratoga street, from Butler avenue to Washburn avenue, is 
about 1,328 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial 
stone sidewalks in the street was awarded to Agostino DeStefano 
December 1, 1915. The contractor set the edgestone, laid the 
flagging crosswalks and constructed artificial stone sidewalks 
8 feet in width. The sidewalks were laid under a five-year 
maintenance guaranty. 

Scotia street, from St. Cecilia street to Dalton street. (Not 
started.) 

Shirley street (south side), Clifton street to Norfolk avenue. 
(Not started.) 

Stoughton street (south side), from Harrison avenue 266 feet 


easterly. A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks in — 


this street was awarded to Jeremiah J. Sullivan June 30, 1916. 
The contractor reset part of the edgestone and laid the artificial 
stone sidewalks under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 

St. Cecilia street, from Boylston street to Belvidere street. 
(Not started.) 

Tremont street (east side), from Dover street about 89 feet 
northerly. A contract to construct artificial stone sidewalks in 
this street was awarded to A. Grande. The contractor con- 
structed artificial stone sidewalks 13 feet in width. These 
sidewalks were laid under a five-year maintenance guaranty. 
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Wachusett street, from Weld Hill street to Barlow street, is 
about 399 feet in length. A contract for excavating and grading 
this street was awarded to John Landis January 13, 1916. 
The work consisted of excavating earth and rock and grading 
the street. . 

Washington street, from Tip Top street to the Newton line, 
is about 1,325 feet in length. A contract to construct artificial 
stone sidewalks in this street was awarded to Agostino 
DeStefano November 24, 1915. The contractor laid the 
artificial stone sidewalks under a five-year maintenance 
guaranty.

DEFECTS IN SIDEWALKS AND ROADWAYS. 


Four hundred twenty-two notices were sent to prop- 
erty owners to make repairs to sidewalks for the mainte- 
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pance of which they were responsible. These inchided 
steps, portions of buildings encroaching on sidewalks, 
and defective bulkheads, areas, etc. 

Twenty-six thousand three hundred thirty-three 
notices were sent to district foremen, contractors, public 
Service corporations and others to make repairs in the 
streets where defects existed on account of work for 
which they were responsible. 

Permits have been issued for the placing of four 
hundred twenty poles and the removal of one hundred 
sixty-six poles in accordance with plans filed in this 
office. Permits have also been issued for the resetting 
of ten hundred ninety-seven defective poles.

Entrance fees to the amount of $3,479.44 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessment was ever paid, 
in accordance with the Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9, 
section 10. 

Bills for sewer assessments amounting to $380.28 
have been deposited for collection, representing those 
estates assessed under chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, 
and other acts, which have been connected during the 
year with the sewers for which they were assessed. 

Bills -for old sewer assessments amounting to $883.50 
have been deposited for collection, the collection of 
which had been postponed by vote of the Board of 
Aldermen until such time as the estates used the sewers 
for which they were assessed. 

Three thousand and twenty-seven permits have been 
issued, viz., 366 to district foremen, 373 to contractors 
and 2,288 to licensed drain layers for repairing or laying 
house drains. The work done under these permits has 
been inspected and a record of the same made on the 
plans of the Sewer Service, in accordance with the 
Ordinances of 1910, chapter 9. 

Plans for the assessment of estates for sewer construc- 
tion have been furnished the Street Commissioners, 
representing 49,809 feet of sewers and appurtenances, 
costing $600,104.

METER BRANCH. 


The meter branch has a force which averages about 
fifty, comprising a general foreman, a foreman for the 
outside installation, five clerks, twelve plumbers with a 
corresponding number of assistants, eight meter testers 


and repairers, etc. 
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During the year the work of installing meters in com- 
pliance with chapter 520 of the Acts of 1907 has con- 
tinued. In addition to installing 1,209 meters on new 
service pipes the outside force, comprising sixteen men 
under the direction of a foreman, has set 5,536 meters 
on existing service pipes in Wards 11, 13 and 14, and 
on February 1, 1917, all services in Charlestown, East 
Boston, South Boston, city proper, Hyde Park, Wards 13 
and 14 of Roxbury and Ward 11 of Dorchester are 
metered. ‘There remains about 27,000 service pipes 
yet to be metered, which, at the present rate of progress, 
will be completed in about five years.

DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 


The organization of this branch is a central yard at 
710 Albany street and six outlying yards in Kast Boston, 
Charlestown, Brighton, Dorchester, West Roxbury and 
Hyde Park. The average force comprises 350 men 
under the direction of a general foreman and seven 
foremen in charge of districts. At the central yard is a 
machine shop, plumbing shop, carpenter shop and 
blacksmith shop. The work done by this branch con- 
sists both of construction, including the manufacture of 
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gates, hydrants, service cocks, etc., and the main- 
tenance of the water system, this calling for a wide 
variety of important work which must be done quickly 
and properly under any and all circumstances. ‘To 
maintain the efficiency of the branch an automobile 
emergency service has headquarters at 710 Albany 
street, said service being divided into three shifts with 
a gang of men on call during the entire twenty-four 
hours of each day.

Lowry hydrants are set on the main pipe — the barrel comes to within five inches of the 
rcad surface, enclosed in a box whose frame and cover are flush with road surface. To use 
this style of hydrant a chuck having either one 2}-inch outlet or two 2h-inch outlets and 
oe 44-inch outlet, each controlled by an independent valve, is connected to Lowry hydrant 

arrel. 

Boston Lowry hydrants are set in the sidewalk; in all other respects they are similar to 
the Lowry hydrants. 

Boston Post hydrants are designed and made in the Water Service Machine Shop, are 
set in the sidewalk and have two 44-inch and one 23-inch outlets controlled by independent 
valves in addition to a main valve. : 

Ordinary post hydrants are set in the sidewalk and have one 44-inch and two 23-inch 
outlets without independent valves, the only valve in hydrant being the main valve. 

Boston hydrants are the original hydrants used in Boston and consist of a 23-inch pipe 
coming to within five inches of street surface controlled by a valve. The number now in 
service are located in alleys, etc., and are used only for blow-off purposes. ' 

Chapman, Coffin, Ludlow and Matthews post hydrants are commercial hydrants set in 
Hyde Park and acquired by the Water Service in the annexation of the town of Hyde 
Park to Boston.

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HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


Piee LINES. 


Excessive leakage conditions existing in the piping 
laid in 1914 and 1915 have been corrected by the con- 
tractors and by day labor forces of this service, so 
that, with the exception of two short sections, all the 
system is in fairly good condition. When the recorded 
leakage was reduced to four gallons per minute per lineal 
foot of joint, excavating was discontinued on that 
section, as this figure is the specified leakage in Manhat- 
tan piping system, where the trenches are backfilled 
before testing. 

Test records of nine sections we found to have been 
recorded in our books by an employee of one of the 
contractors and as far as is known were not witnessed by 
an employee of this service. The records of these tests 
are among the smallest leakage rate of any, and it is 
intended the coming season to get tests conducted by 
the service of these sections. 

Pipe laying continued during 1916 in the following 
streets: School street, from City Hall avenue to Wash- 
ington; Broad street, from India square to Franklin 
street and up Franklin street to Oliver street; Purchase 
and Summer streets, from Congress street to South 
street; North street and Merchants row, from Blackstone 
street to Quincy Market, and included 1,163 lineal feet 
of 12-inch pipe with 6 valves; 1,280 feet of 16-inch 
pipe with 2 valves; 253 feet of 8-inch pipe with 16 
valves and 16 hydrants, making a total of 2,696 lineal 
feet installed by Coleman Brothers on a unit price con- 
tract. 

All sections of lines laid in 1916 were tested with the 
joints exposed, and as this was done on narrow and busy 
streets without serious complaint it has become an 
accepted policy intended to be carried out on all future 
pipe laying. 

At the end of the season there were 188 hydrants 
out of a total of 192 ready for service from acceptable 
pipe lines, all connected up with the fireboat delivery at 
Central Wharf. Considering that the old fireboat high 
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pressure line, nearly a mile long and with 11 hydrants, 
installed in 1898, had been used in but one fire, a 16-inch 
connection with the high service distribution system 
was installed in Tremont street, near West street, and 
all hydrants are now available for fire purposes with 
direct hose streams or fire engines. <A test of direct hose 
streams from the street, and into deck guns, at Haymar- 
ket square, was conducted December 3, in the presence 
of representatives of the National Board and Boston 
Board of Fire Underwriters, with very satisfactory 
results. 

The state and city boards of health would not 
permit both the high service connection and that from 
the fireboat, so the latter was dismantled. 


PUMPING STATION. 


A legislative act, approved March 14, 1916, author- 
ized the city to construct a pumping station in the Charles 
River Basin, on the Boston side, between the Cam- 
bridge Bridge and the Charles river dam, and authority 
was granted on June 8, 1916, by the War Department to 
construct the station in a location requested by the city, 
about opposite Fruit street. 

For the size of station proposed at that time to erect 
this appeared to be the only available satisfactory 
location, but if a suitable area were reclaimed in the basin 
a building attractive enough in appearance to suit the 
location erected, and an equipment the same as that 
proposed for the original Charles street station installed, 
there would have been practically nothing left of the 
$1,000,000 appropriated by the Legislature to construct 
the system, and for which the city would have a very 
large pumping station and only 63 miles of piping system, 
with no connection between the two. 

Action by the Legislature in 1911 was urged by the 
Chamber of Commerce and the Finance Commission, 
and the latter body recommended on May 12, 1911, that 
after inspection and careful consideration of the plans 
prepared by City Engineer Jackson and the less expen- 
sive plan suggested by Fire Commissioner Wells, the 
City Council pass a vote accepting the act, provided it 
feels assured that the executive department will adopt 
a plan which will secure an adequate high pressure 
service for not more than the sum appropriated. 

The Jackson plan proposed about 134 miles of pipe 
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mains with 319 hydrants, and the scheme proposed in 
connection with the large station comprised about 
15 miles of pipe mains and 410 hydrants. 

After a thorough investigation of the high pressure 
fire service in other cities, and the relationship of its 
service here to the city’s general fire protection, the 
department reached a conclusion that a smaller station 
would fulfill any reasonable demand for the very 
restricted neighborhood it was proposed to protect at the 
expense of the entire city, and that it should be located 
to better advantage for power, hydraulic conditions, and 
future proposed extension of the piping system, close by 
the North End Park on Commercial street. 

The department had in mind a smaller station than 
the one now contemplated (12,000 gallons per minute), 
but by codperation with the Chamber of Commerce 
this size was agreed upon by both as suitable to erect at 
once, and in the location mentioned, and approval 
obtained from his Honor the Mayor. 

It is thought that with the money available this 
station can be built and connected with the existing 
system with suitable feeders having necessary hydrants, 
and faith kept with the Legislature, the Mayor and 
City Council that a complete high pressure fire system 
be installed for the money now available. 

' To complete the piping system as intended, additional 
money could reasonably be requested from the next 
Legislature.

REPORT OF THE BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE 
BRIDGE COMMISSION. 


Boston, February 1, 1917. 
Hon. James M. CuRLEY, 


Mayor of Boston: 


Str, — As commissioner for the City of Boston I 
respectfully submit herewith the annual report of the 
Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commission for the year 
ending January 31, 1917. 

The commission is composed of two members, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and the 
other by the Mayor of the city of Cambridge, under 
provisions of chapter 467, Acts of 1898. 

The commission has charge of the maintenance of the 
following-named bridges connecting the cities of Boston 
and Cambridge: Anderson, Brookline Street, Cambridge, 
Harvard, Prison Point, River Street and Western 
Avenue to Cambridge. 

As there is no special appropriation made for the 
City of Boston’s portion of the expenses of this com- 
mission, the same is taken from the appropriation for the 
Bridge and Ferry Division, Bridge Service. The amount 
expended during the fiscal year ending January 31, eae 
was $18,945.39. | 

I take this opportunity to express to the Cambridge 
member of the commission, Francis J. Smith, my appre- 
ciation of his codéperation and assistance in conducting 
the business of the commission. 

Tables are annexed showing the distribution of the 
expenditures for the year, also statements of the draw- 
openings. 

The following is a brief statement of the work done on 
the different bridges during the year: 


HARVARD BRIDGE. 


The piers have been repaired and frequent repairs 
have been made on the roadways. The wood block and 
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Shuman pavement on the bridge are in poor condition 
and some form of pavement should be put down which 
is better suited to the needs of this bridge. On account 
of the heavy traffic and vibration the pavement now in 
use requires frequent renewal and almost constant 
repairs. The wear and tear on the bridge due to the 
heavy traffic becomes worse every year and something 
will have to be done in the near future to remedy this 
condition. 

The fences have been damaged in several places by 
automobiles and will need extensive repairs during the 
coming year. 

The piers, also, will need repairs in the near future. 


BROOKLINE STREET BRIDGE. 


The section of the bridge used by the Boston Elevated 
Railway has been redecked by that company. Some 
repairs bave been made on the sidewalks. More repairs 
will be needed during the coming year. 


PRISON Point BRIDGE. 


This bridge has been resheathed and will require 
extensive repairs during the coming year. ‘The traffic 
over the bridge is very heavy, necessitating frequent 
repairs to keep it safe for travel. 


CAMBRIDGE BRIDGE. 


The pavement near the rails of the Elevated has 
been relaid and several of the heavy iron lamp-posts 
have been repaired. With the exception of some of 
the other lamp-posts the bridge is in good condition 
and will not require much attention during the coming 
year. 


RIVER STREET AND WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGES. 


The usual repairs to the roadway have been made 
during the year and the same attention will be needed 
during the coming year. Both are in fairly good con- 
dition but require frequent repairs on account of the 
heavy traffic.

GENERAL STATEMENT. 


The Board regrets that there has been a delay in the 
completion of the Boston Trade School.

This collapse was due, in part, to the most severe 
winter in the last forty years, and to misjudgment on 
the part of the contractor. The rebuilding is now nearly 
completed and the Board expects to have it completed 
and occupied June 1, 1917. 

Owing to the efforts of your Honor a bill was enacted 
in the Senate and House of Representatives, chapter 267, 
Special Acts 1916. 

This act does away with the Bond Issue. ‘The appro- 
priation for the erection of school buildings and the 
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appropriation for repairs on school buildings are to be 
taken out of the Tax Levy. The Board has been pro- 
ceeding under this act during the past year.

(2.) Fururs ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The high school situation in Boston is rapidly 
approaching an acute stage. This applies particularly 
to the Dorchester, South Boston and West Roxbury 
High Schools. The construction of a building for the 
Boston Latin School will relieve the English High School. 
It will be but a short time before the relief afforded by 
the establishment of the junior high schools will be 
apparent, though even with this relief there must be new 
high schools built in Boston in the near future. 

The situation is acute in the Henry L. Pierce, Mary 
Hemenway, Oliver Wendell Holmes, George Putnam, 
Roger Wolcott, Samuel Adams, Theodore Lyman, 
John Cheverus, Ulysses 8S. Grant and Dearborn Districts.

Civil Engineering Division Grading and paving 
addition to the John D. Philbrick and Wendell Phillips 
school yards. Paving portion of yard, Ulysses 5. 
Grant School. Erecting wooden fences at the William 
E. Endicott, Mozart, Robert G. Shaw, Oak Square 
and William H. Kent Schools. Erecting iron fences 
at the Pierpont and Joseph Tuckerman Schools. Lay- 
ing granolithic sidewalk and installing gymnasium 
equipment at the Boston Trade School. Erecting 
fifteen new portable school buildings. Moving five 
portable school buildings. Cleaning and repairing 
catch-basins in 250 schools.

Electrical Division.— Electric lights have been installed 
in eighty-four class-rooms in fourteen school buildings.

Reflec- 
toscopes were installed in English High School and 
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Wells School. Underground cable was installed to 
connect local fire alarm system with city fire alarm 
service, viz., Tappan, East Boston High, Emerson, 
Richard C. Humphreys and Farragut Schools. Clock 
system was installed in Paul Revere School. Metal 
and wood working and printing machinery were in- 
stalled in Dorchester High, George Putnam, Sherwin, 
Henry L. Pierce, Edmund P. Tileston, Longfellow and 
Continuation Schools. Work on about 2,000 repairs 
was done in various schools by our own men on requi- 
sitions from masters.

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APPENDIX VIII. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO ARCHITECTS. 


ARCHITECTS’ SERVICES. 


Every Architect employed by the Schoolhouse Commissioners 
of the City of Boston, as the architect for erecting a building, 
is to perform the duties hereinafter provided. 

This Agreement, made day of 

in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
by the City of Boston, acting through the Board of Schoolhouse 
Commissioners, party of the first part, and 
party of the second part, hereinafter designated the Architect. 

Witnesseth, That the Architect, in consideration of the agree- 
ments herein made by the City, agrees with the said City as 
follows: 

SEecTION 1.— The Board.— (a.) Is to furnish the Architect 
with the requirements and information for the design and con- 
struction of the building for which he is the Architect, and give 
the approximate cubical contents and proposed cost per cubic 
foot thereof: 

(b.) Is to provide the services of domestic engineers to con- 
fer with the Architect during the preparation of preliminary 
studies, and when these are accepted by the Board to advise the 
Architect in the details of their work, and make the necessary 
working drawings and specifications for (excepting plumbing), 
and have the direction of, the plumbing, heating, ventilating 
and electric work for the building, said work being hereinafter 
designated as the domestic engineering; 

(c.) Is to give the grade and lines of streets and adjoining 
ots; 

(d.) Is to give all information regarding the lot, and on 
request of the Architect, or of any person doing work on the 
building, furnish him full information relating to the above, the 
sewer, water, gas and electric service, and to the rights, restric- 
tions and boundaries of the lot on which the building is to be 
constructed. | 

Sect. 2.— The Architect.— (a.) Is to consult and advise 
with the Board and make such preliminary studies as will 
acquaint the Board with the contemplated arrangement, 
design, construction and cubical contents of the building, and 
enable it to agree with the Architect upon a definite limit of 
cost therefor, and to accept said preliminary studies as the basis 
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of working drawings and specifications; he shall submit the 
preliminary studies to the Board not later than fifteen (15) 
days after the receipt by him of the plan of the site on which 
the building is to be erected; 

(b.) Is to make upon the basis of said preliminary studies 
one complete set of working drawings in ink on tracing cloth, 
floor and framing plans, sections and elevations at one-eighth 
scale, plumbing drawings and such detail drawings on a larger 
scale as are necessary to explain the specifications; he shall 
submit the complete, finished drawings and specifications 
not later than ninety (90) days after the acceptance of the 
preliminary study by the Board; 

(c.) Is to furnish one complete typewritten set of specifica- 
tions for everything, including plumbing, to be furnished or 
done in constructing the building, except the domestic engineer- 
ing, and is to revise and correct the printer’s proofs; 

(d.) Isto cause the drawings and specifications furnished by 
him to conform to all regulations of law and public authorities, 
and to be in accordance with established methods of building 
construction, faithfully carry out all the foregoing provisions, 
use all proper knowledge, skill and care therein, and be account- 
able for any failure so to do. 

(c.) Is to loan to the Board, to make blueprints therefrom, 

the said set of working drawings; . 
_ (f.) Is to restudy, and if necessary redraw, without charge, 
any or all of said drawings and specifications, if the lowest bid 
for doing the work in accordance therewith overruns the limit of 
cost agreed upon by the Architect and the Board; 

(g.) Heshall have the certification of a Construction Engineer 
approved by the Board for the construction plans and details; 
and then shall make application for a building permit to the 
Building Department on a form signed by the chairman of the 
Board, and deliver to the Building Department two sets of 
such blueprints from the said set of working drawings as may 
be required by the Building Department (the Board furnishing 
specifications to the Building Department) ; 

(h.) Is, upon the signing of contract, to deliver to the 
Board, to remain their property, two sets of cloth blueprints | 
taken from the said set of working drawings, a perspective 
drawing of the exterior of the building and such floor plans as 
the Board may request suitable for reproduction, and at the 
conclusion of the work a complete set of working drawings on 
tracing cloth, either the set previously referred to or a copy 
therefrom, which shall be corrected to agree with and embody 
all changes made during construction ; 

(i.) Isto have general supervision of the domestic engineer- 
ing and be the Architect of all other work to be done under any 
written contract for the construction of the building, and render 
-the full usual Architect’s services and supervision for such other 
work;

(j.) Is, in the form prescribed by the Board, to make all 
estimates and allowances for payments under any contract in 
which he is made the Architect of the work, and such estimates 
for the domestic engineering are to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of said Engineers as to their accuracy, subject to approval 
of the Board; 

(k.) Is to advise with the Board on any changes in the 
building contemplated by the Board, and is to order changes 
when required by the Board so to do; 

Sect. 3.— (a.) The city, as full compensation for the serv- 
ices aforesaid, is to pay the Architect 22 per cent upon the 
cost of the domestic engineering, exclusive of plumbing, and 6 
per cent upon the cost of all other work; 

(b.) Payments to be made as follows: Three and three-fifths 
per cent upon all contracts other than those for domestic 
engineering is to be paid on the signing of such contracts, and 
thereafter 22 per cent upon the value of the materials and 
labor, as specified j in each estimate for payment under the con- 
tract, is to be paid on the making of the estimate, until the full 
payment aforesaid is made, and if any thereof remains unpaid 
at the completion and final ‘acceptance of the work, it is then to 
be paid. When preliminary studies are completed, the value 
of the Architect’s services to date shall be reckoned one-sixth 
of the estimated total commission; when working drawings and 


specifications are ready for contract, if for any reason the: 


signing of contracts is delayed, the value of his services to date 
shall be reckoned at 32 per cent of cost based on allowance 
for building given by the Board to the Architect. If the Board 
discontinue the services of the Architect at any intermediate 
stage the value of his services shall be reckoned proportionately. 
Five per cent on cost of domestic engineering, exclusive of 
_ plumbing, and 10 per cent on other work will be paid to Archi- 
tects on all changes and alterations made within or to existing 
buildings. Additions and extensions made outside of such 
buildings to be regarded as new work and the commission to be 
reckoned on that basis. 

Sect. 4.— When for any reason other than those stated in 
‘section 2, paragraph (f.) above, the Board shall set aside the 
whole or any part of an Architect’s studies, drawings and speci- 
fications while retaining him to prepare corresponding new 
studies, drawings and specifications for the same school building, 
the city shall pay the Architect for the work thus set aside a 
sum not exceeding twice the actual cost of draughting, and the 
new work shall be paid for on a commission basis, as stated in 
section 8, above. Payments for all work thus set aside under 
this section shall be made at the discretion of the Board. 

Sect. 5.—In the above agreement the term “building”’ is 
used to define not only the structure itself but all work in con- 
nection with it committed to the Architect by the order of the 
Board, as fencing, grading, roads, walks, planting, decorative 
painting and sculptural decoration.

The Architect will further render all services of any kind 
mentioned in the contract executed for the construction of said 
school buildings and incidental to or necessary for the perform- 
ance thereof, until the builder shall be released from all respon- 
sibility in respect thereof. 

The Architect will not order any variations or extras without 
the sanction ‘of the Board of ‘Schoolhouse Commissioners in 
writing, nor in any way exceed his authority as laid down in 
the building contract. 

No rule of any society or any custom of engineers, architects 
or surveyors shall be’ binding on the party of the first, part.

GENERAL INFORMATION AS TO STANDARD RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS AND 
YARDS. 


YARDS. (1.) Grading.— Grade the yards as deter- 
mined after consultation with the commis- 
sioners. 


(2.) Fences.— Provide fences, planting, etc., 
as determined after consultation. 

(3.) Gatles— Provide the gates in fences 
inclosing the yards with hasp and staple to 
receive the Department Standard yard pad- 
lock, which will be furnished by the Depart- 
ment outside of the general contract. 

(4.) Play-yards.— Play-yards located on 
the sunny side of the building are desired and 
approximately 30 square feet per pupil should 
be provided. Play-yards are to be paved with 
hard-burned bricks, laid flat in sand and 
sloping at proper grades to catch-basins con- 
necting to sewer. 

(5.) Walks:— Pave the walks and ap- 
proaches with hard-burned brick laid flat in 
sand. 

(6.) Curbs.— Curbs forming borders may 
be paved with brick laid on edge. Bull-nose 
brick may be used for curbs. 

(7.) Sidewalks.— Sidewalks for public use 
outside of the lot line and curbs for same are 

. to be included in general contract for building 
as an allowance. 

(8.) Basement Entrances.— Separate en- 
trances are to be provided for boys and girls 
from their respective yards to the play-room. 
Areas, steps and inclines are to be avoided 
wherever possible. A separate entrance for 
janitor to boiler-room may be provided. A 
proper entrance for coal and exit for ashes 
should be provided. 

(9.) Driveways.— Driveways such as for 
coal and ash teams are to be paved with vitri- 
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fied pavers laid at the proper pitches, and in 
cement mortar on a sufficiently thick concrete 
base. 

(10.) Flagstaff— Provide a flagstaff 20 feet 
long extended from a wall of the building with 
halliards, truck, etc., complete. 

Notr.— All the above items except as noted 
to be included in the general building contract. 


ELEMENTARY AND JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL. 


In General.— Elementary schools are sub- 
divided into upper and lower. Lower includes 
Grades I., II. and III., and are to have 12-inch 
by 18-inch desks. The buildings for the lower 
grades are to have besides the class-rooms re- 
quired, rooms for teachers, nurse, book storage 
and emergency closets. Sufficient storage 
room for supplies, etc., shall be provided in the 
basement. The upper elementary buildings 
are to contain Grades IV. to VIII., inclusive, 
and are to have besides the class-rooms required 
an assembly hall and rooms for master, 
teachers, nurse, book storage and emergency 
closets. 

Grades IV., V. and VI. are to have 15-inch 
by 21-inch desks and Grades VII. and VIII. 
are to have 16-inch by 23-inch desks. 

Junior High School rooms are to have 
20-inch by 26-inch desks. 

Desks are to be spaced according to standard 
seating plan. 

THE BUILDING. The building will be either “Lower Elemen- 
tary,” “ Upper Elementary ” or ‘‘ Upper Elemen- 
tary and Junior High,” as above mentioned. 
This will be determined by the commissioners, 
who will act as an intermediary between 
architects and the school authorities and 
committee. Relations between commissioners, 
architects and contractors to be as defined by 
a contract. Commissioners are to determine 
the type of construction of the building. 

Orientation.— It is desired to place the 
building so that each class-room should receive 
sunlight during some portion of the day. 

Setting.— Set the building above grade so 
that the play-rooms are well lighted and 
entrances are provided into basement play- 
rooms as before mentioned. (See Basement 
Entrances.) Boiler-room floor wash to drain 
direct to sewer wherever possible. 
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Heat and Vent Flues.— To be of galvanized 
iron or masonry, as determined by the commis- 
sioners. If of masonry, to have joints neatly 
struck and the inner surface fairly smooth. 

Fireproofing.— Doors for boiler-room and 
coal-pocket to be metal covered. Boiler-room ~ 
doors to be self-closing. Closets should be 
provided for electrician as needed for batteries, 
switch boards, ete. 

A paper burner should be provided in con- 
nection with the boiler room as directed. 

Bulletin boards should be included in general 
contract.

requirements for the lower elementary, should 
contain an assembly hall with its necessary 
rooms, and a master’s room with waiting room, 
if so directed. Rooms for cooking, manual 
training, etc., are to be provided when called 
for by the commissioners. 

This type of building includes rooms for 
first year high school and upper elementary 
schools, and except for certain large class-rooms 
is practically the same as upper elementary 
building. 

(1.) Seze will be 23 by 29 for lower and upper 
elementary grades, 26 by 32 for junior high 
and not less than 12 feet high in clear. Modi- 
fication allowable only after consultation with 
the Board. Desks should be laid out on the 
preliminary plans. (See drawing.) Every 
class-room shall be consecutively numbered on 
the plans to designate it. These numbers to 
be for the doors, as noted below, and for the 
annunciator. Other rooms that appear on the 
annunciator to be named on the plans, as 
assembly hall, teachers’ or master’s room, 
cooking room, manual training room. The 
kindergarten shall be counted as a class-room. 
In high schools, both class and recitation rooms 
to be numbered, other rooms named. 

(2.) Windows will be on the long side for 
left-hand lighting. The glass measured inside 
the sash shall contain not less than one-fifth of 
floor area; neither double run of sash nor 
double glazing nor weather strips will be 
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required, the head square and close to the 
ceiling; the sill about 2 feet 6 inches from the 
floor where a gravity indirect system of heat- 
ing is installed and 2 feet 11 inches where there 
is to be a plenum system; the windows divided 
with muntins, no large sheets of glass. Fin- 
ished with plastered jamb, metal corner bead, 
without architrave. 

(3.) Doors——One to corridor, 3 feet 6 
inches by 7 feet, partly glazed, to open out, . 
placed preferably near the teacher’s end; 
all as per standard details (two doors may 
be desired under certain conditions); brass- 
plated, ball-bearing steel butts, 4-lever mortise 
lock, master keyed; cast brass knobs, marble 
flush thresholds to corridors for first-class 
construction. Doors to have 2-inch plain 
enameled bracketed number plates, card- 
holders, 34 inches by 5 inches, and hooks to 
hold open. . : 

(4.) Floors will be maple. 

(5.), Walls will be painted burlap up to top 
of blackboards, or of tack boards, and above 
this plaster tinted in water-color,— a warm 
gray green or buff gives the best results,— the 
blackboards 4 feet high, 2 feet 2 inches from 
floor in kindergarten, 2 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 
6 inches in Grade IV., and 2 feet 8 inches in 
Grade V. to VIII.; behind the teacher and 
on the long side. These will be of best black 
slate 1 inch thick. At end, in place of black- 
board, soft, wood sheathing with cork carpet 
securely attached to it for a tack board, to 
extend from base to the moulding at top of 
blackboards, to have wood strips to cover 
tacks. In lower grades a card rack is required 
above the blackboard only. A picture mould- 
ing at top of burlap and also near ceiling 
in allrooms. (See drawings.) 

(6.) Ceilings will be level, plaster tinted a 
light cream color. Ceiling angles square. 

(7.) Artificial Light— Nine stiff pendent, 
60-watt electric fixtures on three switches. 
No gas. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— The inlet 
for heat about 5 square feet, the outlet for 
ventilation about 5 square feet. 

(9.) Bookcase.— Provide a bookcase in any 
convenient position, about 5 feet 9 inches 
long; upper doors fitted with cylinder locks, 
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and latch and knob; drawers fitted with locks 
and small brass pulls. Lower doors to have 
knobs and cylinder locks; same lock in each 
bookcase; all bookcase locks master keyed. 
(See drawing.) Special equipment for care 
of books where school is held day and evening 
is desired, similar to that existing at the 
Charlestown High School, so that the books 
of the day pupils will be put away in pigeon- 
holes, leaving the desks free for evening use. 

(10.) Teacher’s Closet.— Provide a small . 
closet for teacher’s coat and hat, preferably 
opening from the class-room, but allowable 
from the wardrobe, closet to have about 6 
hooks and one shelf. 

The School Committee is responding to the 
more general demand for fresh-air rooms for 
children who are anemic or of tubercular 
tendencies. At present all that the Board is 
advising to meet this new demand is that a 
sunny room, preferably a corner room,’ be 
chosen for this work, and that the windows 
on one or on two sides be made casement, to 
open out, or as the Board may direct; and that 
the heat be largely direct, so that the tem- 
perature can be quickly raised, if necessary, 
when the windows are closed. Otherwise these 
rooms will be the same as other class-rooms. 
(a.) (1.) Size-— Wardrobes will adjoin school- 
rooms and be from 4 feet to 6 inches to 5 feet 
wide in the clear; 6 feet where compartments 
are used. The Board is to be consulted as to 
the type of wardrobe, as in certain cases they 
may prefer the approved standard type of 
Chicago wardrobe. 

(2 and 3.) Windows and Doors.— Outside 
light, two doors, both connecting with school- 
room, and not to corridor, and having no 
thresholds. Doors, double swung, 2 feet 6 
inches wide, brass double-acting butts, foot and 
hand plates, hooks or adjustable stops to hold 
open, ventilation under door farthest from vent. 

(4.) Floors— Maple. For all cases, to 
have a drip gutter for umbrellas, lined with 
heavy zine, all joints soldered and tight. 

(5.) Walls.— Painted burlap to a height of 
7 feet, poles on brass-plated iron brackets with 
hooks under and pins over, 44 in number; 
umbrella clips and drip gutter below. (See 
drawing.) Walls above, plaster, tinted. Height

of lower pole, kindergarten, 30 inches from 
floor; lower grades, 36 inches to 40 inches; 
upper grades, 44 inches, 48 inches and 52 
inches; distance between poles, 8 inches for 
elementary, 12 inches for upper grades. Pins 
and hooks, 6 inches to 12 inches on centres 
for elementary and 16 inches to 18 inches for 
upper grades. Each hook to have a painted 
number 14 inches high. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Plaster, untinted. 

(7.) ‘Artificial Light One stiff pendent, 
40-watt, electric fixture. Switch in class- 
room. 

(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heating, 
direct. Ventilation, vent duct, 13 square feet 
area cross section. 

(1.) Size.— Not less than 8 feet wide for 
four rooms on a floor; not less than 10 feet 
for over four rooms, governed by length, 
access to stairs, etc. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light essential. 
Where necessary provide windows through 
class room walls over the blackboard moulding. 

(3.) Doors.— Main outer doors to open out, 
heavy butts, standard, master keyed, school 
lock; lock set to be furnished by the depart- 
ment but set by the contractor; door check; 
heavy hooks to hold open. Vestibule doors 
open out, heavy butts, pulls, push plates, hooks 
to hold open, door checks, no locks. Other 
doors to basement open out, and fitted with 
mortise lock with knob on inside only. Other 
hardware as above. All outside doors to be 
21 inches thick, and to be made solid, no veneer. 
_(4.) Floors.— Terrazzo divided into areas 
not to exceed 80 square feet, by set: joints, 
and to have terrazzo or marble base for first- 
class construction. Wood floor and base 
second-class construction. 

(5 and 6.) Walls and Ceilings.— A light, 
elazed brick, untinted walls and ceilings. If 
walls of common brick, to have smoothly struck 
joints and painted; if walls of plaster, to have 
burlap 7 feet high — painted. Put picture 
moulding at ceiling in corridors if plastered. 

(7.) Artificial Light.— Stiff pendent electric 
fixtures, 40 or 60 watt, for corridors and vesti- 
bules, and one-light brackets for stairway, 
also gas for emergency in corridors, on stairs, 
and in vestibules. 
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(8.) Heating and Ventilation.— Heat direct, 
supplemented by foot warmers on first floor. 
Ventilation where possible. 

(9.) Sinks and Closets— On each floor: 
above the first, one or two 4-foot sinks, with 4 
fountains and 1 faucet. 

(1.) Number and Arrangements.— Deter- 
mined by the Board, and not over 5 feet wide 
or less than 4 feet wide in the clear. 

(2.) Material— The treads, North River 
stone on iron string, or concrete construction 
with granolithic surface for first-class con- 
struction. Rails of a simple pattern, easily 
cleaned; wall rails are desired. 

(3.) Steps.— Rise about 64 or 7 inches, 
treads about 105 inches. Rail not less 
than 2 feet 8 inches on runs and 8 feet on 
landings. 

(4.) Haits.— Exits from the lower landings 
of stairs are desired. These may have emer- 
gency bolts where so desired. Fire escapes 
may be desired when recommended by the 
Building Department and after consultation 
with the Board. 

(1.) Size-— General toilet-rooms in base- 
ment, in size approximating space for 1% 
water-closets for each school-room, 2. e., 3 boys 
and 1% for girls, and 33 inches of urinal for 
every school-room, arranged for convenient 
supervision and. circulation. Slate sinks, 
length from 10 inches per class-room in small 
buildings to 6 inches per class-room in large 
buildings, located preferably in the play-rooms. 
The above refers to mixed schools. 

(2.) Windows.— Ample outside light; 
glazed where exposed to view outside with 
ribbed glass; to have wire guards. 

(8.) Doors.— The doors arranged “in” and 
“out,” with spring or door check and stout 
brass hooks to hold open; glazed with ribbed 
glass; half doors to water-closets. 

(4.) Floors.—— Asphalt. Boys’ drained to 
urinal, girls’ to floor washes. 

(5.) Walls—Salt-glazed brick or other 
nonporous inexpensive surface, 7 feet high; 
above, brick painted and enameled. 

(6.) Ceiling.— Untinted plaster or white- 
washed concrete. Basement ceiling need not 
be furred level for first-class construction. For 
second-class construction ceiling should be 
plastered.

(7.) Artificial Light.— Ceiling or short pen- 
dent electric fixtures. | 

(8.) Heat and Ventilation.— Heat direct. 
Ventilation through water-closets and space 
back of urinals, allow 10 square inches local 
vent for each water-closet and 8 square inches 
for each lineal foot of urinal. 

(1.) Water-closets— The pupils’ water- 
closets for elementary schools are wash down 
closets; siphon action; upper classes, 163 
inches high; lower classes; 13% inches high. 
Teachers’ same with raised rear vent 165 
inches high. (See drawing.) 

(2.) Partitions — To be §-inch slate, sup- 
ported at ends with iron pipe about 8 feet 
high, tied together and to the wall, to which 
doors are hung. Back partition of water- 
closets to be slate. (See drawing.) 

(3.) Urinals.— The urinals will be of slate, 
floor slab, trough and back, with partitions 
where requested, flushed automatically from 
special tank, through {-inch perforated pipe, 
with cold water; vented at bottom into space 
behind. (See drawing.) 

(4.) Sinks of black slate, two self-closing 
cocks, and jet drinking fountains, set 20 inches 
on centres. A sink is desired for janitor 
unless there is one near by. 

(5.) Floor Washes in sanitaries and play- 
rooms as already mentioned. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Piping.— (a.) Cast iron must be laid 
on good footing in basement, clean-outs at 
every change of direction. Soils and vents 
exposed as far as possible, no asphaltum, red 
lead and three coats of paint. 

(b.) Supplies.— Exposed as far as possible; 
where covered may be plain brass, elsewhere 
polished brass; nickel plate where desired. 
Hot water for janitor’s use in basement, 
cooking-room, pupils’ sinks, and for master’s, 
nurses’, and teacher’s rooms. Supply from 
boiler and from summer boiler, if any, or from 
an independent hot water heater. No aux- 
iliary supply wanted for water-closet tanks. 

(c.) Fire Lines.— In building three stories 
high or over one or more lines of 38-inch pipe 
if requested by the Board. 

All free basement space to be arranged as 
play-rooms for boys and girls. Walls to have 
dust proof, salt-glazed brick to a height of 7 
feet and of selected hard brick above painted 
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with cold water paint, granolithic floors, plaster 
ceilings or white-washed concrete. Basement 
doors and windows to have wire guards in 
channel iron frames; guards to be hinged 
and padlocked. Doors are desired from the 
play-rooms to the play-yards. Areas at doors 
are not desired. 

(1.) In each school of the upper grades a 
room of about 240 square feet for the master, 
with a water-closet and bowl and a_ book- 
closet adjoining. This room should be near 
the centre of the building, 7. e., on the second 
floor, in a three-story building. In all schools 
a room or rooms for teachers, averaging about 
300 square feet for ten teachers, with water- 
closet and bowl. Doors to be clearly marked 
“Master” or “Teachers” in painted letters and 
one water-closet and bowl on each floor of 
six rooms for teachers’ emergency. 

(2.) Where men as well as women are 
teachers, provide a separate room with toilet 
accommodations for men. 


SPECIAL ROOMS. 


Assembly halls should accommodate from 
400 to 800 as the Board may direct. It is not 
considered necessary to seat the full number 
of pupils in schools of greater capacity. The 
floor to be level and of wood like class-rooms. 
The windows to be fitted with rebated mould- 
ings to take opaque shades, and so designed 
as to make the operation of shades practical 
and simple. (See department standard detail.) 
The platform should be capable of accommo- 
dating one, or, in the large schools, two classes. 
Galleries may be used where the hall is two 
stories in height. Anterooms near the_plat- 
form are desirable. A dignified architectural 
treatment of the walls and a studied color 
scheme for walls and ceiling shall be submitted 
to the Board for approval. The lighting, 
acoustics and exits should be such as belong 
to a small lecture hall. Artificial lighting to 
be under control from at least two points, 
one of which must be near an exit. Electric 
outlet for 30-ampere projection lantern, 25 feet 
from curtain. Provide recess in ceiling over 
platform for spring-rolled curtain 13 feet long. 
For assembly hall an allowance in cubing is 
made by the Board of two class-rooms for 
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schools of medium size, that is, about sixteen 
class-rooms, and four class-rooms for schools 
of larger size, 7. e., over sixteen class-rooms, to 
represent the added area for this purpose. 


MANUAL (1.) Stze— Room, generally located in 
TRAINING basement, if floor can be above grading, should 
ROOMS. be approximately 900-1,000 square feet, pref- 


erably a corner room, and the larger of the 
two allowed sizes of rooms, and arrangement 
shown by drawing, for number of benches 
there given, 25. In elementary schools for 
boys 22 benches are sufficient. 

If in basement this room is not to be counted 
as one of the class-rooms. 

(2.) Light— The windows should be as 
near full length as possible and on two sides. 
Artificial light in stiff pendent electric fix- 
tures, one light to every four benches. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. 

(4.) Walls— A basement room should be 
finished as a shop; salt-glazed brick up to 
7 feet where exposed, and above blackboard 
brick walls painted with cold water paint. If 
above basement, finished as a class-room. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Like basement. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation. The same 
as in class-rooms. If in basement provide 
some direct radiation. 

(7.) Fittings (a.) Stock-room.— Stock- 
room should contain at least 80 square feet, 
preferably rectangular.  Kighteen-inch shelves 
should run around the room, 5 feet 6 inches 
and 6 feet 6 inches from the floor. 

(b.) Wardrobes.— Wall space for 26 double 
coat and hat hooks, in a separate room. 

(c.) Teachers’ Closets.— Teachers’ closet 
should be small for personal belongings, with 
shelf and hooks under. 

(d.) Storeroom.— For finished work and 
hardware should be fitted with all shelving 
possible; an area 40 square feet is adequate. 

(e.) Bookcases.— Like those in class-rooms, 
150 capacity. 

(f.) Sink.— A 3-foot soapstone sink, with 
hot and cold water, with drinking fountain if 
desired. 

(g.) Display Frames.— Four display frames, 
size and position as indicated, of cork carpet 
over soft wood back, with 2-inch moulding 
around. 
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(h.) Demonstration Steps.— Demonstration 
steps are desired. 

(i.) Furniture.— (Not included in the build- 
ing contract.) The furniture comprises 25 
benches and stools, teachers’ desk, table, 4 
feet by 24 feet, with unfinished top, 1 desk 
chair and 2 common chairs, a clock. (See 
drawing.) Lay these out on preliminary draw- 
ings. Lower benches to be set toward the 
front and nearer the windows. 

(7.) Blackboards.— Provide about 15 run- 
ning feet of slate blackboards, 4 feet high. 

(k.) Glue Pot.— Provide electric or gas 
connections for same. 

(1.) Stze-—Should have an area of 900- 
1,000 square feet, preferably a corner room on 
top floor, but generally in basement, and the 
larger of the two allowed sizes of room, and 
arranged for 24 stations If in basement 
this room is not to be counted as one of the 
class-rooms. 

(2.) Inght.— Windows as in a class-room, 
if located in a corner, from two sides. Arti- 
ficial light as in a class-room. 

(3.) Walls— Above basement, similar to 
school-rooms, blackboards, 4 by 10 feet, back 
of teacher’s desk. Walls painted in oils. A 
basement room shall have salt-glazed brick 
walls up to 7 feet and painted brick above. 
(See drawings.) 

(4.) Floors.— The floor to be wood, except 
space occupied by ranges, which is tiled. 

(5.) Ceilings.— Ceilings like basement, or, 
if above basement, like class-rooms. 

(6.) Heat and Ventilation.— Less heat is 
required than in a class-room, but the ventila- 
tion should be the same, with additional vent 
from the demonstration ranges. Hoods over 
ranges if Board so desires. 

(7.) Fittings.— (a.) Wardrobes.— Provi- 
sion for 24 pupils, double coat and hat hooks 
in separate lighted closet, and teacher’s small 
closet. 

(b.) Work Benches, accommodating 24 pu- 
pils, fitted with compartment for utensils, 
bread-board, etc., a special gas burner with a 
hinged iron grille over it, set on aluminum 
plate at each station; benches arranged in the 
form of ellipse, or oblong, with access to centre 
from two sides; top of pine 24 inches wide; 
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open underneath and supported on pipe stand- 
ards. One section detached and fitted as a 
demonstration bench; a clear space of 4 feet all 
around. Dining table (furnished under another 
contract) isto be setin centre. (See drawings.) 
Lay these out on preliminary drawings and 
include in final drawings and contract. 

(c.) Dresser— Ten feet long in 3 sections, 
4 adjustable shelves and glazed sliding or 
hinged doors at top; one set of 3 drawers and 
2 cupboards on lower part. A shelf should 
be put in each cupboard about 12 inches 
from top. 

(d.) Fuel-box.—In 2 compartments, each 
about 24 inches square and 30 inches deep, 
with hinged lids; small shelf in one section. 
Accommodations in the main coal-room for a 
supply of range coal and kindling wood. 

(e.) Bookcase.— Similar to those provided 
in class-rooms. 

(f.) Sink.— Soapstone, 4 feet long; 2 cold 
and 2 hot water cocks; soapstone drip shelves, 
24 inches long, at each end of sink, provided 
with grease trap. Sink should be near ranges. 

(g.) Hot Water Supply.— (See instructions 
in plumbing.) | 

(h.)» Coal and Gas Ranges.— A six-hole 
coal range and a similar gas range, with hood 
provided, and set on a hearth previously men- 
tioned. 

(i.) Outlet for electric cooking apparatus. 

(j.) Refrigerator.— Location to be shown. 
Furnished under another contract.

(1.) Size— The rooms can be contained 
in the space of class-room and wardrobe, but 
a slightly larger area 800 to 900 square feet, as 
desirable, and preferably the larger of the two 
allowed sizes of room. They comprise a large 
room, a small room, a supply closet, a wardrobe 
and a water-closet. The large room should 
take a 16-foot circle, regulation lines painted 
on the floor with at least 4 feet all round it. 
(See drawing.) The small room, about 200 
square feet. 

(2.) Light Windows should be as in a 
class-room, if on a corner, on both sides. 
Exposure should be sunny. Artificial light of 
the class-room type arranged for the different 
rooms. 

(3.) Doors.— Door to corridor as in class- 
rooms. Wide doors should open from small 
room into large room. 

(4.) Floors— Wood, with painted lines 
as above. 

(5.) Walls.— As in class-rooms, with black- 
board as in lower grades. 

(6.) Ceilings.— As in class-rooms. 

(7.) Heat and Ventilation.— As in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Fittings. (a.) Wardrobe— Hooks for 
60, arranged as in ordinary wardrobes. 

(b.) Teachers’ Closet.— For clothing of two 
or three teachers. 

(c.) Toilet-room.— Immediately adjoining 
with low-down seat and bowl or sink. 

(d.) Bookcase.— As in lower grades. 

(1.) Szze— From 200 to 400 square feet, 
according to size of school. 

(2.) Windows.— Outside light as in class- 
rooms. 

(8.) Shades.—Set to roll from window- 
sill upward. Not in building contract. 

(4.) Doors.— One door to: corridor, as in 
class-room, marked “‘ Nurse’s Room.’’ 

(5.) Walls— Upper two-thirds _ plaster, 
smooth finish, round corners, painted with 
light green oil paint. Lower one-third to floor, 
glazed white tile with sanitary base.

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(6.) Floor.— Terrazzo, like corridors for 
first-class construction.

(11.) Bowl.— Vitreous ware, hot and cold 
water faucets with shampoo cock. Hot water 
must be available all the year. 

(12.) Stove.— Gas or electric heater. 

(13.) Fittings.— (Not in building contract.) 
(a.) Cabinet— Oak finish medical cabinet, 
adopted as standard by Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion. (b.) Stool.— White enamel revolving 
stool. (c.) Table.— Dressing table, white 
enamel frame, glass top and shelf; size, 16 to 20, 
rubber crutch tips. (d.) Filing Case for 
Nurse’s Records.— Oak finish, to hold 1,000 
cards, 4 by 6; lock and key; guide cards. (e.)

HIGH SCHOOLS. 


High school class-rooms ‘are laid out for 
classes of thirty-six or forty-two, generally the 
latter. A room 26 feet by 32 feet will accom- 
modate forty-two high school desks. The 
larger class-rooms are to accommodate from 
sixty to eighty pupils; the larger number can 
be accommodated in a room 33 feet 8 inches 
by 43 feet. Recitation-rooms, which to a cer- 
tain extent will .be used also as class-rooms, 
should be about 16 by 26. These rooms, if 
equipped with continuous desks and seats as 
in a lecture-room, or with double desks, such 
as are used in the Charlestown High, would 
accommodate about thirty pupils each. Lay 
out desks in one room of each type on pre- 
liminary plans.

For a high school would not differ materially 
from that already described for elementary 
schools, except that provision shall be made for 
a moving picture booth. 

For accommodation of the principal there 
should be an outer office, that is, a waiting- 
room or reception-room, and an inner office, 
and rooms for both men and women teach- 
ers which might well be concentrated in the 
neighborhood of the reception-room and the 
principal’s room. 

The Rooms in General Required. Labora- 
tory, separate from lecture-room, may be 
used as recitation-room, but better to use 
lecture-room and keep laboratory free from 
desks and demonstration table. Lecture-room, 
separate from laboratory, but easy of access, 
may be used for recitation; in that case should 
have facilities for demonstration. Combined 
lecture-room for physics and chemistry admis- 
sible. Three rooms for administration pur- 
poses, store-room for dry chemicals and 
apparatus, room for storage of liquid chemical 
and preparation of reagents, which may also 
be used as a teacher’s laboratory and an office. 
The total area of the laboratory and adminis- 
tration rooms should be about 1,200 square 
feet and of the lecture-room about 600 square 
feet. 

(1.) Size.— Should accommodate a class of 
forty to fifty pupils, with apparatus. Accom- 
modation for three such classes. 

(2.) Light.— On two sides. 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation.— On same 
basis as for class-rooms, but removal of gases 
should also be provided for by a hood, each 
compartment of which should be ventilated by 
9-inch hole at top, venting into elbow or T of 
drain pipe, thence connected by drain pipe into 
main flue, in which should be a fan operated 
by a motor. | 

(4.) Walls and Ceilings.— Walls of brick 
ideal, but not generally feasible, except on out- 
side walls; plaster walls painted in oils and 
ceiling of plaster, covered with water-resisting 
surface containing no lead. All woodwork to 
have natural finish, except tops of desks. 

(5.) Floor.— May be of hardwood in nar- 
row strips, filled in by asphalt; should slope 
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very slightly between desks, interspaces again 
trending to common corner, which may be 
drained. 

’ (6.) Equipment.— Working desks at right 
angles to greater length of room, in sections 
back to back between windows; sections mov- 
able when top is removed. Each section 21 

- feet to 24 feet 6 inches long, 2 feet wide, 3 feet 
to 3 feet 2 inches in height. Distance between 
double sections about 5 feet, same distance at 
least between ends of sections and hood, which 
should be opposite longer line of windows and 
at right angles to direction of desk sections. 
Other ends of sections near enough to wall to 
allow for drain at right angles to sections and 
under windows. Desks to be of ash or any 
durable wood, natural finish. Top of narrow 
pine strips, treated with aniline black and 
waterproof lead finish. Individual desks pro- 
vided with 3 lockers and 3 sets of drawers 
each, each set of drawers operated by bar from 
locker, combination lock to fasten locker. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
soapstone sink, placed between sections and 
flush with section top, which should slope 
slightly to sink.* Sink 8 inches wide at least, 
and should begin within 1 foot of the pen, 
toward hood, depth here to be 6 inches, run- 
ning nearly to other end, where depth should 
be 8 inches. Each pupil to have working 
space of 3 feet 6 inches by 1 foot 8 inches. 
Each double section of desks provided with 
shelf for reagents, running length of desk, 
10 inches to 12 inches above desk, supported 
by metal standards at suitable intervals, of 
whitewood, 11 inches thick, 9 inches wide, 
natural finish, covered with glass plates, + inch 
thick, 9 inches wide, suitable lengths, clamped 
to wooden shelf with as few clamps as possible. 
Wooden shelf at free end of each section, 1 inch 
to 14 inches thick, 3 feet to 4 feet long, not 
over 1 foot 3 inches wide, height of 2 feet 8 
inches to 2 feet 10 inches, for holding blast 
lamps, reagent jars, etc. Finish off top of 
shelf in aniline black. Floor space under 
second row of windows taken up with line of 
extra desks, built like sections, furnished in 








* Individual sinks are preferred by the teachers, although the long trough is apparently 
adequate for teaching elementary chemistry. and is less expensive. 
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similar way, but without necessarily a drain 
to be used for emergency or general utility. 
Wall space not otherwise occupied may be 
used for shelves or cabinets. Fixéd slate 
blackboards at end opposite second set of 
windows and parallel to desk sections, sliding 
slate blackboards above hood. Liquid waste 
may be thrown into desk sink, dry waste into 
earthen jars. Hood should run at right angles 
to desk sections and along wall opposite free 
ends of sections. In the construction of hood, 
protection against fire should be considered. 
Should be built against brick wall. Floor of 
hoods to be slate; wood, inside and outside, 
to be finished natural. Space divided into 
three or four compartments, closed by sliding 
windows. Space against wall not occupied 
by hood for general sink. 

(7.) Gas.— Lead from gas main at free 
end of centre of double desk sections, branch 
into two leads along back of each section. 
Take-offs between each working desk space in 
form of pillar with two 4-inch cocks, at each end 
desk a single cock. Two 4-inch gas nipples at 
each side of each compartment of hood. Cocks 
of these outside of hood. Wall desk fitted 
with single gas taps at intervals of two feet. 

(8.) Water— Lead from water main at 
free end of centre of double desk sections. 
Size, large enough to fill section sink rapidly. 
Lead of ordinary size along length of section 
underside of shelf, take-off at free end of sec- 
tion, to which blast and suction pump may be 
attached. At junction of each four working 
desk spaces take off, carrying two valves with 
hose bibb delivery 4-inch, the two valves or 
cocks facing opposite sides. Suction pump 
attached to these bibbs if desired. 

(9.) Drains.— Section desk sink to have 
open drain and mercury arrester, into which 
should be set movable concave netting of wide 
mesh to arrest larger solid matter. Main desk 
drain at right angles to sections along and 
under windows, between windows and sections 
should be of heavy cast iron; may be supported 
on brackets against wall and left open, or cov- 
ered and provided with movable top. Into this 
drain will drip the lead pipes coming from 
section sink. Slate floor of each hood com- 
partment should deepen slightly in centre, 
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where there should be a hole 1 inch in diameter, 
into which is fitted short lead drain pipe, closed 
by perforated plug; drain pipes to be con- 
nected with sloping drain pipe, open or closed, 
running toward and delivering into general 
sinks. 

(10.) Electricity.— Current of electricity on 
section desks need not exceed ten volts, may 
be supplied from source common to physical 
and chemical side. Plugs between each work- 
ing space placed under desk top on frame. 


LECTURE AND. (1.) Size.— Area to depend on number of 
RECITATION seatings required or number of pupils in 
ROOM. classes; should be large enough for two classes 


and should occupy a position between the 
laboratories for physics and chemistry. 

(2.) Light— As much glass area as class 
room, preferably from left. Fit windows and 
other openings admitting light with dark 
curtains as specified for Assembly Hall. 
Electric lighting from top, controlled at point 
convenient to demonstration table. 

(3.) Floor stepped up in fireproof construc- 
tion and finished in wood, like floor. 

(4.) Heating and Ventilation.— As for class- 
rooms, with extra ventilation to remove fumes. 
Space at left end of desk provided with regis- 
ter and flue of at least 10 inches diameter. 
Flue carried under floor to nearest wall, flue 
and draught actuated by motor if not sufficient. 

(5.) Equipment.— Demonstration table, not 
less than 12 feet long, not more than 3 feet nor 
less than 30 inches wide, height 32 inches. 
Placed 4 feet distant from wall, material same 
as that of room, top made of pine plank and 
finished like chemical laboratory desks. Pneu- 
matic sink at right hand of desk, of soapstone 
in two depths. Not to exceed 30 inches long, 
20 inches wide. Depth, 4 inches to 6 inches 
minimum; 16 inches to 18 inches maximum. 
Length of minimum depth not to exceed 60 
per cent of total length. Sink to be depressed 
in table and provided with flush cover. Sink 
to have screened drain with mercury trap and 
overflow. Supply hot and cold water under 
reduced pressure and cold water under street 
pressure for quick filling, 2 goosenecks with 
38-inch hose bibbs, to one of which combined 
blast and suction pump may be attached; 
steam supply direct from boiler main with a 
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by-pass to summer boiler; supply gas air suc- 
tion, and gas taps not exceeding 6 in number. 
Over demonstration table, secured to ceiling, 
provide a plank with heavy screw hooks. 
Behind lecture table provide sliding black- 
boards of not less than 50 square feet, and 
canvas curtain on heavy spring roller for attach- 
ing charts. Drawers and fireproofed closets 
for lesser lecture apparatus and chemicals 
in body of table, wall on either side provided 
with. shelves for reagent bottles under glass, 
and side wall provided with cabinets for larger 
pieces of permanent apparatus, if there is no 
special room for this. Lifting seats with 
desk for taking notes arranged on platforms, 
so that the successive tiers will rise one above 
the other to insure an unobstructed view of 
demonstration table. (See drawing.) 

(6.) Hlectricity— Provide three (3) forms of 
current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere am- 
meters, one a. c. and one d. ¢., and two 125-volt 
volt-meters, one a. c. and one d. ¢c., all with 
extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring in- 
struments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit, 
and any or all circuits to table. Terminate 
table circuit in four 50-ampere d. p. s. t. knife 
switches on a slate panel under table. <A pro- 
jection lantern and receptacles for same at 
end of table and at rear of room. Lantern 
screen on spring roller at side of room, width 
of screen usually 12 feet, but dependent on 
distance and lenses used. 


ADMINISTRATIVE (1.) Apparatus Store-room.— Should give 


FACILITIES. 


ample space for storage of extra and reserve 
apparatus and original packages of stock chemi- 
cals. These. should be kept in dust-proof 
cabinets with glass doors.and in drawers. 

(2.) Preparation-room.—This should adjoin 
the above. Primarily for, storage of liquid 
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chemicals in bulk and preparation of liquid 
reagents and storage of supply bottles, also 
fitted for teachers’ laboratory. Should have 
wide centre table with gas in centre, working 
desks, with drawers and closets along two 
sides, also gas, water, sink, blast, suction, 
steam and electricity. Shelves along desks 
for storage of liquid chemicals, supply bottles 
and smaller reagent bottles. An adequate 
hood should be provided. 

(3.) Office and Balance Room.— Adjoining 
store-room and preparation-room should be 
small room to contain desk, book shelves, 
table and a good grade balance. 

PHYSICAL (1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
LABORATORY. A laboratory, apparatus-room and shop. 

(2.) Light.— The same basis as for class- 
rooms, one wall having as direct a southern 
exposure as possible for porte lwmiere studies. 
Artificial light as in a class-room. Dark 
curtains in addition to regular shades for 
darkening room. Windows and all openings 
admitting light fitted as specified for Assembly 
Halls (page 46). 

(3.) Heating and Ventilation— On same 
general basis as for class-rooms. 

(4.) Hquipment.— Small laboratory tables 
to accommodate two or four pupils at each, 
built of hard wood, white pine tops, fitted 
with 4 drawers, supports and adjustable cross- 
bar. Wall tables around room on sides where 
there are windows, with one or two shallow 
drawers under, but not deep enough to inter- 
fere with comfort of pupil. Soapstone drip 
sinks with cold water to be provided at these 
tables, one to every six or eight pupils. In- 
structor’s table, fitted with hot and cold 
water, Richards’ pump, numerous cupboards 
and drawers of various depths and widths. 
Two-inch plank bolted to ceiling over this 
table, with space of 2 or 3 inches between 
plank and ceiling for attachment of pendulums 
and other apparatus. Provide electric outlet 
for stereopticon and screen for same. 

(5.) Furniture— Provide adjustable stools 
for all the tables and a sufficient number 
of tablet arm chairs to accommodate the 
entire division during demonstration exercises. 
Chairs to be placed in rectangle formed by 
pupils’ tables and demonstration table. These 
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are not in building contract, but to be 
laid out on preliminary plans. 

(6.) Electricity Provide three (8) forms 
of current, viz., primary or storage battery 
current variable by unit cells up to ten cells, 
direct current at 110 volts, 30 amperes and 
alternating current at 110 volts, 30 amperes. 
Provide regulating rheostat for the 110-volt 
direct current. Provide two 50-ampere am- 
meters, one a. c. and one d. c., and two 125-volt 
voltmeters, one a. c. and one d. c., all with 
extra large illuminated dials. Current to be 
brought to a special slate distributing panel 
upon which the rheostat and measuring instru- 
ments shall be mounted. Panel shall be 
located conveniently to table and so that 
instruments shall be in full view of class and 
instructor. Panel to be provided with suitable 
means for switching instruments to any circuit 
and any or all circuits to demonstration table, 
pupils’ tables or wall benches.

at each pupil’s station. 

(7.) Gas.— Pupils’ tables to be equipped 
with gas, 4 cocks to each table. Wall tables 
to be equipped with gas. Demonstration table 
to be provided with gas. 

(8.) Bulletin Board.— 25 to 50 square feet 
of bulletin board, covered with cork carpet, 
secured at edges, glued on like wall paper. 
_(9.) Blackboards— As much~ blackboard 
space as possible. Slding blackboards back 
of demonstration tables. 

(1.) Size— One large or several small 
rooms, to open directly out of laboratory, and 
connected with lecture-room. 

(2.) Equipment.— To be fitted with dust- 
tight cases with adjustable shelves and sliding 
glass doors, 7 feet high; cabinets of drawers 
of various widths and depths, mostly narrow 
and shallow. Some of these cases may be in 
the laboratory if there is sufficient wall space. 
A small sink and hood should be provided. 

A small shop is desirable, though not 


_ absolutely necessary. This should be equipped 


with work bench, motor-driven lathe and 
shelving for ,tools and stock, and may be 
set up in apparatus-room.

(1.) Size— In a space about 30 by 40 feet. 
Laboratory and apparatus-room. 

(2.) Light— Windows the same as for 
class-rooms, one wall with southern exposure. 
Artificial light as in class rooms. 

(3.) Equipment.—(a.) ‘Twenty-one pupils’ 
tables, 54 inches by 24 inches by 30 inches 
high, each to accommodate two pupils, to have 
plate glass tops. 

(b.) Soapstone sink, 72 inches by 30 inches, 
10 inches deep, accessible on all sides. Sup-' 
ply with cold water, about 8 bibbs and 2 hose 
bibb cocks. 

(c.) One aquarium, 30 inches long, 20 
inches wide and 20 inches high, with supply, 
gooseneck cock with aspirator and standing 
waste. 

(d.) Ice chest, 36 inches by 24 inches. 

(e.) Botanical laboratory provided with 
Wardian case, inches long, inches wide 
and inches high, fitted with electrical heat- 
ing apparatus automatically controlled by 
thermostat. 

(f.. Cases built wherever _ practicable. 
Three sections to contain 42 pigeonholes, 3 
inches by 3 inches by 8 inches, for storage of 
instruments. A liberal supply of cases to con- 
tain drawers and cupboards in lower compart- 
ments, and shelves above, for exhibition of 
specimens, storage of material, instruments, 
books, charts, etc. 

(4.) Furniture — Forty-twoadjusta ble 
screw revolving chairs, not in building con- 
tract. | 

(1.) To be used in common for gymnasium 
exercises, athletic games and the drilling of 
the school cadets. On account of its size and 
for structural conditions to be generally 
located in the basement, with clear span of 
ceiling and combined height of basement and 
first story. Visitors’ gallery generally provided 
at one end, entered from first floor. 

(2.) Size—The classes exercising in the 
gymnasium are from fifty to one hundred, and 
a suitable floor space for this number, as well 
as floor space for a full company of cadets at 
drill, is from 3,750 to 4,000 square feet. The 
height should not be less than 24 feet. 

(3.) Light.— Ample outside light in all 
cases. Artificial light from special electric 
ceiling fixtures protected with wire guards. 
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(4.) Heat and Ventilation The former 
sufficient to guarantee a temperature of about 
60 degrees, and about twice as much ventila- 
tion as is customary for the ordinary class- 
room. This is, of course, insufficient for the 
number of people who might occasionally 
occupy the gymnasium for exhibitions, but it 
is more than enough for the ordinary number 
using it for class exercises. 

(5.) Equipment.— The standard gymnastic 
apparatus consists of the following fixtures, 
which may be slightly modified in particular 
cases:

4 Double boom saddles. 
20 Vertical climbing ropes.

(6.) Gun Racks.— Racks for holding the 
gun carried by the cadets should be provided 
on walls. These racks should be protected by 
locked doors. 
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(7.) Special Rooms.— Adjoining gymna- 
sium and drill hall two small rooms about 10 
feet square should be provided for school 
matron and director of gymnasium. 

(8.) Dressing-rooms, Baths and Lockers.— 
(a.) System.— The clothing of all the pupils 
shall be placed in a central locker-room, each 
unit being numbered, and all being under the 
control of the attendant in charge. Dressing- 
rooms shall be provided in number equivalent 
to the number of a class. 

(b.) Lockers.— The locker-room shall con- 
tain a pigeon-hole case, 10-inch cube, one for 
each pupil in the school, and a counter over 
which to deliver the clothing. Adjoining this 
provide a dry-room, capable of being heated 
to a high temperature and thoroughly venti- 
lated. This shall be fitted with hooks and 
wire clothesline. 

(c.) Dressing-rooms.— The dressing-rooms 
are small cabins, about 3 feet. square, with 
a locked door, a seat and hooks. Partitions 
shall stop 2 inches from the floor for ventila- 
tion. 

(d.) Showers.—The shower baths are to 
be 3 feet square, divided by slate or marble 
partitions, similar to those for water-closets, 
each having a bar at the front, over which a 
cotton sheet can be dropped. Hach compart- 
ment to have two sprays in opposite corners. 

Rooms shall be provided for drawing, and 
in boys’ schools for shop work in addition. 

(1.) Size—The space for each subject 
should be about 1,500 to 1,800 square feet. 

(2.) Light.— Windows and artificial light 
by special fixtures. North light preferable in 
the drawing-rooms. 

(3.) Floors.— Of wood. . 

(4.) Walls.— As in a manual training-room. 

(5.) Ceilings— As in a manual training- 
room. 

(6.) Heating and Ventilation.— Same as in 
manual training-rooms. 

(7.) Stock-room.— The lumber stock-room 
should contain at least 80 square feet, and 
preferably be rectangular. Shelves as directed. 

(8.) Teachers’ Closets— As in manual train- 
ing-room. 

(9.) Fittings— (a.) Bookcases, like those 
in class-rooms, 150 capacity. 
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(b.) Cases—— For work in process, extra 
tools, supplies, drawing boards, models, paper, 
finished drawings, etc. (For all of these get 
directions and see former High School draw- 
ings.) 

(c.) Display Frames.— Size and position as 
directed, to be of cork carpet, over soft wood 
back with 2-inch moulding around. 

(d.) Sink.— A 5-foot sink, with hot and 
cold water, fountains as directed. 

(10.) Equipment of Free-hand Drawing- 
room.— Provide for at least 25 oak drawing 
tables of approved type to be used by boys and 
girls in common. 

(11.) Equipment for Mechanical Drawing- 
room.— (For boys only.) See Appendix XI. 
and former High School drawings. 

(12.) Equipment of Woodworking Rooms.— 
(For boys only.) Provide for at least 20 
cabinet benches of approved type with quick 
action, iron vises. Provide glue pot with 
electric or gas connections as_ directed. 
Machinery if directed. 

(13.) Equipment of Metal-working Room.— 
(For boys only.) Six double benches 8 feet by 
2 feet, fitted with 12 Prentiss iron vises, 34 
inch jaw; wall bench fitted with 10 stations, tool 
drawers and 5 Bower’s tool holders; one 2-inch 
gas hose cock terminal above each bench sta- 
tion; 2 gas blast burners, 1 large, 1 small; metal- 
covered bench with ventilated hood; 1 muffle 
furnace, ventilated; 1 drill; 1 grindstone; 
1 pair bench shears. Machinery if directed. 

_(14.) Motor.— If directed. 

(15.) Blackboards.— For each class-room for 
above subjects provide about 15 running feet 
of slate blackboard 4 feet high. 

(1.) Size—The space should be about 
1,200 square feet, and should accommodate the 
kitchen, two small rooms for showing the care 
of a dining-toom and of a bedroom, and a china 
closet and pantry. 

(2.) ILnght, Heat, elc— The same as that 
for other rooms, with additional ventilation in 
the kitchen. 

(3.) Hquipment.— The kitchen to contain 
an equipment as may be decided upon by 
the Board after consultation; a kitchen pantry 


fitted with shelving and a china closet fitted 


with a sink; drawers, cupboards and shelves 
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enclosed with glass doors. The dining-room 
and bedroom simply finished rooms, having 
no equipment except the furniture. 

LUNCH-ROOMS. (1.) In General.— The lunch-rooms in Bos- 
ton schools have usually been located in the 
basement and where these are high and well 
lighted this location seems to serve satis- 
factorily. They should, however, have the 
special ventilation that is provided in a base- 
ment cooking-room. In size they should 
accommodate comfortably, seated at benches 
or small tables, that proportion of the pupils 
in the school which takes advantage of the 
luncheon facilities. 

(2.) Equipment.— (a.) The counter should 
be set at height as required, and should have 
a rail 2 feet from it, with openings at intervals 
to keep children in single file, and there should 
be accommodation under the counter for 
dishes. | 

(b.) Range— A six-hole gas range, with 
ample oven space. 

(c.) Sinks— Two good-sized soapstone 


sinks. 
(d.) Ice-box.— Of sufficient size to take 
care of milk supply. 


(e.) Lockers.— Sufficient to care for the 
clothing of the attendants, and for mops and 
brooms, etc. These should not be under 
the counter or near any place where food 
is kept. 

(f.) Furniture.— In some cases the children — 
are provided with camp chairs and small round 
tables to seat four. In others ordinary school 
benches have been provided. Both seem fairly 
satisfactory in operation. 

LIBRARY. A space equivalent to a small class-room is 
‘ample for library purposes. The book accom- 
modation will depend somewhat on the size 
of the school. The library is planned as a 
reading-room, that is, with the books in the 
room and not in a separate stack-room. 

WARDROBES. (1.) In high schools large locker rooms — 
one for boys and one for girls — are to be pro- 
vided, preferably in basement, fitted with 
metal lockers as the Board may direct; metal 
lockers are to be under separate contract. 

(2.) Light— The rooms should have out- 
side light. Artificial light by ceiling or short 
pendent electric fixtures. 
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(3.) Heat and Ventilation.— This should be 
thoroughly well heated and ventilated similar 
to class-rooms. 

(4.) Equipment.— The poles, hooks, etce., 
will be similar to those used in other schools, 
but more space should be given the girls, 2. e., 
about 1 foot 6 inches on centre. It has been 
found desirable to have some locked pigeon- 
holes, 20 by_20 by 12 inches. These are not 
required when metal lockers are used. . 

(1.) Service— This should enter basement 
underground at location to be determined by 
reference to street mains, and should terminate 
on a switchboard located in a fireproof 
closet opening if possible into the basement 
corridor. 

(2.) Conduits All wires to be run in iron 
conduit concealed, except conduits for mains 
in basement, and side outlets in boiler, engine 
and stack rooms. Tap circuit conduits to be 
run above rough floor wherever possible. If 
floor construction will not allow this, they are 
to be run below floor beams, and above ceiling, 
a space of 2 inches being left in which they can 
be run. 

(3.) Wire Slot.— Obtain from electrical 
division the location of slots and openings for 
conduits and panel boards. 

(4.) Cabinets.— All cabinets to be furnished 
by wiring contractor but finished by the 
general contractor. 

(5.) Culling.— All cutting and patching to 
be done by the general contractor. 

(6.) Outlets.— Class-rooms to be provided 
with nine single-light ceiling outlets, controlled 
by three switches. Wardrobes to have one 
ceiling outlet, controlled by switch in class- 
room. Corridors to be lighted from ceiling 
wherever possible. Height of side outlets in 
rooms and corridors to be 6 feet 6 inches. 
Switch outlets in class-rooms to be 6 feet, else- 
where 4 feet. Switches in corridors, play- 
rooms and pupils’ toilet-rooms to be operated 
by private key. In lower elementary schools 
omit all electric lighting in class-rooms. Base- 
ment and corridor lighting to be installed as 
directed by the Board. . 

(7.) Fiatures.— Fixtures in class-rooms to 
be of special design to combine a direct and 
diffused light. 
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(8.) Gas.— Gas outlets to be provided in 
all corridors, vestibules, stairways, boiler 
room and assembly hall exits; all to be wall 
outlets. Gas-piping to be included in the 
electrical engineer’s work. 

(9.) Stereopticon.— All grammar schools 
and high schools to be provided with an elec- 
trie projection lantern with reflectoscope 
attachment. 

(10.) Clocks and Bells.— All schools to be 
provided with an electric system of clocks, 
operated by a master clock. All primary 
schools to be provided with a system of sig- 
nal bells, operated by push buttons. In all 
grammar and high schools the bell system to 
be operated automatically by master clocks 
according to prearranged program. 

(11.) Telephones—In all schools, each 
class-room, hall, teachers’ room and _boiler- 
room to be connected to master’s office or to 
room occupied by the first assistant by a 
telephone systém. 

In lower elementary schools omit class- 
room telephones except in first assistant’s 
room, boiler-room and corridor.

Electrical System.— The building is wired and equipped for 
electric lighting, intercommunicating telephones, electric clocks, 
an automatic program system and a combined local and 
auxiliary fire alarm system. It is also equipped with a system 
of piping for vacuum cleaning. 

Heating and Ventilating System.— This building contains a 
plenum system of ventilation. ‘Two cast-iron sectional down 
draft boilers supply steam to the heating system at a pressure 
of from one to five pounds, the water of condensation returning 
to the boilers by gravity. 

The fan, belt-driven by an electric motor, furnishes air for 
ventilation. The air is heated through a primary stack of 
indirect radiators, temperature being maintained at 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit by mixing dampers controlled automatically by a 
thermostat with graduated action and located in the fresh-air 
duct. 

The building is warmed by direct radiators. Those in the 
class-rooms are the wall pattern, placed under the windows 
and automatically controlled by positive thermostats. 

All water-closets in the basement toilet-rooms are provided 
with outlets for seat ventilation, which are brought together 
by galvanized-iron ducts and are connected to suction side of 
electric fans. These fans discharge the air through separate 
galvanized-iron flues to the top of the main ventilator. Con- 
nection is also made to the space back of the urinal.

Drar Sir,— As you requested I have made the 
annual examination of the books and accounting 
matters of the Treasurer of the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds for the fiscal year which ended with 
the thirty-first day of January, 1917, and have the 
honor to report to you as follows: 


REPORT. 


The entries of all transactions for the period audited 
were inspected carefully and I reviewed in detail all the 
clerical work performed — such as additions, postings 
and the verification of balances. Receipts of every kind 
were traced into the banks where these moneys are 
deposited, and the purchases of all bonds into the 
investment book, and proper vouchers from the parties 
from whom the bonds were purchased were seen. 

All moneys paid to the City Treasurer for the can- 
cellation or redemption of debt were credited to the 
Board and used only for the purpose designated. 

I verified the correctness of the amounts of cash — 
belonging to the different funds — deposited in the 
various banks and trust companies of the city, the 
totals of which were, on March 8, 1917, $5,471,296.24; 
and furthermore examined thoroughly the Treasurer’s 
annual report — under date of February 1, 1917 — and 
the statements therein contained as to the receipts and 
disbursements of cash, the amounts of investments 
and the debt liabilities and resources of the Sinking 
Funds, are true in every particular to the best of my 
knowledge and belief. 

I examined also as of the 8th of March, 1917, all of 
the securities — amounting to $36,674,080 — represent- 
ing the Sinking Fund investments, and found them in 
accordance with the requirements of the records, and I 
certify that the balance sheet of the thirty-first day of 
January, 1917, is a correct transcript from the ledger, 
and that the books and accounting affairs of the Board 
are in admirable condition as heretofore.

Str,— In accordance with the requirements of chapter 
3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances, I have the 
honor to submit the annual report of the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department for the year ending January 31, 1917. 


DUTIES. 

The principal duties of this department are to receive 
applications for state aid, military aid and soldiers’ 
relief under the various laws hereafter mentioned, take 
statements under oath from the applicants, make 
investigations in each case, look up the legal settle- 
ments, and then, if found needy and worthy and 
eligible under the laws, make suitable recommendations 
to the State Aid Commissioner in cases of state aid and 
military aid, and to the Committee on Soldiers’ Relief 
of the City Council in cases of soldiers’ relief. Bene- 
ficiaries whose applications are granted are paid monthly 
at this office. 

The annual amount paid to Civil War soldiers is still 
decreasing because of the increase in United States 
pensions, and the growing number of deaths, but this 
saving is more than counterbalanced by the laws 
granting soldiers’ relief to Spanish and Philippine War 
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soldiers and their dependents, which involves larger 
payments on account of the many children under 
sixteen years of age. 

State and military aid can be paid only to soldiers 
who served to the credit of Massachusetts, and only 
those who have legal settlements in Boston are eligible 
to soldiers’ relief. 

It is often found that applicants for soldiers’ relief 
residing in Boston have legal settlements in other 
cities or towns in the state, and in such cases assist- 
ance is rendered them in securing said relief from the 
cities or towns in which they have legal settlements. 

In cases where applicants are unable to call at this 
office because of physical infirmities, our visitors call 
at their homes, and take sworn statements and secure 
their signatures to the papers in the case. 

Many of the younger soldiers are applicants simply 
because of their inability to secure work. In such cases 
our every effort is made to obtain employment for 
them for the double purpose of bettering their condi- 
tion and to save the city from additional expense. We 
have been aided in this direction by the Industrial Aid 
Society and the State Free Employment Bureau, to 
whose officers we are indebted for their courtesy and 
assistance. During the year we have secured employ- 
ment for twenty-three applicants, thereby saving the 
city the expense of their support by keeping them and 
their families off the pay roll of this department. 

A large increase in applications has been made the 
past year on account of the passage of chapter 314, 
Acts of 1916, granting state aid to the families of the 
soldiers on the Mexican border.

VISITATIONS. 


During the year 1,961. visits have been made to 
applicants and beneficiaries in order to secure knowledge 
of their physical, financial and moral condition. As a 
result of these visits forty-seven have been dropped from 
the pay roll and fifteen reductions made in the amount 
allowed. 

In further addition to the above 782 visits have been 
made for information, 164 visits have been made to 
infirm beneficiaries for the purpose of carrying them 
aid, and 102 visits for the purpose of securing sworn 
statements and filling out blanks. 


SratTE AID. 


Chapter 587, Sections 3 to 8, Acts of 1914, and 
Chapter 314, Acts of 1916. 


Only Civil and Spanish War soldiers whose services 
were credited to Massachusetts, and in some cases the 
wives and widows of such soldiers, are entitled to state 
aid. The limit is $6 per month for men and women. 
The first law granting state aid was enacted May 23, 
1861, and has been re-enacted every five years’ since 
that time.

It is unlimited in amount, and is allowed chiefly in 
emergency cases where the unusual expenses are more 
than the pension and state aid can cover.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. 


Chapter 79, Section 18, Revised Laws, and Chapter 323, 
Acts of 1913, and Chapter 669, Acts of 1911, and 
Chapter 116, Acts of 1916, and Chapter 316, Acts 
of 1916. 


Payments under these laws are made only to Civil 
and Spanish War soldiers who have legal settlements in 
Boston, and to the dependents of the same. The 
allowance is unlimited and is regulated entirely by the 
income of the beneficiary. 

The law was first passed in 1888 for the purpose of 
removing Civil War soldiers and their dependents from 
the almshouses, and supporting them in their own 
homes, thus taking them out of the ranks of paupers. 

Soldiers’ relief was extended to the soldiers of the 
Spanish and the Philippine Wars and their dependents 
by chapter 323, Acts of 1913, thus adding largely to 
the expense of this department. 
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The passage of chapter 669, Acts of 1911, giving men 
legal settlements by five consecutive years’ residence 
after the passage of the act without the payment of 
taxes, has also added to the expense under the soldiers’ 
relief law. 

Under chapter 116, Acts of 1916, soldiers’ relief was 
extended to the settled widows of unsettled Civil War 
soldiers. 

Chapter 316, Acts of 1916, exempts soldiers from loss 
of settlements by five years’ absence from the city, 
provided they resided within the state. 

All these laws had the effect of increasing the number 
of persons eligible for soldiers’ relief. , 

All payments of soldiers’ relief is entirely at the 
expense of the city, the state making no reimbursement.

Under this law the sum of $48 is allowed for the burial 
of Civil and Spanish War soldiers and certain of their 
dependents in cases of necessity, provided, however, that 
the total expense of the burial shall not exceed $100.

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SOLDIERS’ HomMEs. 


The soldiers’ homes provided by the nation and state 
are by all means the best habitations for those who have 
no homes of their own, and for that reason every effort 
is made by this department to secure the admission of 
such soldiers to the soldiers’ homes. 

In this direction we have met with considerable success, 
not only benefiting the soldiers themselves, but saving 
the city a large expense for their support outside. 

During the year sixty-seven veterans have been sent 
to the National Soldiers’ Home in Togus, Me., sixty-five 
of them at the expense of this department, and twenty- 
three to the Massachusetts Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea, 
eighteen of whom were taken in ambulances kindly 
furnished by the Superintendent of Public Buildings. 


EMERGENCY FUND. 


The emergency fund so wisely provided to this depart- 
ment by the City Council during the past few years has 
been the means of keeping many names of beneficiaries 
off the pay roll of this department by paying their fares 
to the soldiers’ homes as mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph, and by providing for the temporary need of 
one hundred and five veterans and thirty-four widows, 
thereby avoiding the necessity of placing their names 
on the department pay roll where they might have 
remained for an indefinite period. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


The members of the Soldiers’ Relief Committee of the 
City Council during the past year were Councilors 
Walter Ballantyne, Daniel J. McDonald, Walter L. 
Collins, James J. Storrow, and John A>; Coulthurst 
(deceased). 

Monthly meetings have been held to pass upon the 
recommendations of the Soldiers’ Relief Commissioner. 
At such meetings all applicants presenting themselves 
received fair and generous consideration, and our 
department officials were treated with the utmost 
courtesy, which is thankfully acknowledged and deeply 
appreciated. 

To the Superintendent of Public Buildings this depart- 
ment has been many times indebted for the never failing 
response to furnish ambulances for the transportation 
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of sick and disabled veterans to the Soldiers’ Home in 
Chelsea, and to other hospitals, the city saving thereby 


the expense of transportation.

Str,— The undersigned, the Trustees of the Statistics 
Department, have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of the department for the year 
ending January 31, 1917: 

At a meeting of the Board held on June 28, 1916, Mr. 
John Koren was unanimously elected Chairman and 
Edward M. Hartwell Secretary for the ensuing year, 
or until the choice of their successors. 

There has been no change in the membership of the 
Board during the municipal year 1916. 


PUBLICATIONS DISCONTINUED. 


On account of a reduction of the usual allowance for 
printing in the annual appropriation for this depart- 
ment, for the last three financial years, the two serial 
publications, viz., “‘ Monthly Bulletin’’ and ‘“‘ Receipts 
and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue,’ were not pub- 
lished in 1914, 1915 or 1916. They had been published 
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regularly since 1898 and distributed widely among 
municipal officials and public and college libraries in 
the United States and Europe, ranking among the 
leading statistical publications. 


COLLECTION AND COMPILATION OF STATISTICS. 


The financial tables for 1915 in the annual series of 
‘‘ Receipts and Expenditures of Ordinary Revenue’’ were 
prepared as usual, and exist in manuscript in the office 
of this department. They contain information not 
collected by any other municipal department and will 
be kept intact for ready reference by City officials and 
other inquirers. 

The actual receipts of the City (viz., the ordinary 
and extraordinary receipts) in the fiscal year 1915-16 
amounted to $45,174,647, an increase of $1,831,386 
over the previous year’s total. This increase was due 
to the excess of taxes collected, as compared with the 
total for 1914-15. 

The actual expenditures (ordinary and extraordinary) 
in 1915-16 amounted to $45,001,179, or $583,910 less 
than in the year preceding. The total balance (unex- 
pended) from 1914-15 was $5,647,155, while the balance 
carried forward to 1916 was $6,017,554. 

In the ten-year period 1905-14, the actual receipts of 
the City (ordinary and extraordinary) ranged between 
$32,893,734 (the lowest total) in 1907-08 and $44,371,665 
(the highest total) in 1913-14, showing a yearly average 
of $37,000,570, or $8,174,077 less than the amount of 
such receipts in the fiscal year following said period. 

In the comparison of the actual expenditures (ordi- 
nary and extraordinary) it appears that the total for 
1915-16 (7. e., $45,001,179) exceeded the yearly average 
for the preceding decade by $8,182,992, and the average 
for the preceding five years by $5,338,717. 

Taking the ordinary receipts alone (7. e., exclusive of 
loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.), the total in 1915-16 
was $36,681,533 against $34,539,488 in 1914-15, an 
increase of $2,142,045, or 6.2 per cent. 

In the ten-year period 1905-14, ordinary receipts 
alone ranged between $26,390,694 in 1905 (the lowest 
total) and $34,564,809 in 1913 (the highest total), their 
yearly average for the ten-year period being $30,319,103 
and for the last five years $32,840,805. 

Taking ordinary expenditures alone, these ranged 
between $25,642,809 in 1905 (the lowest total) and 
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$35,928,468 in 1913 (the highest total), showing a 
yearly average for the decade of $30,319,728 and for 
the last five years of $33,062,594. 

The three principal objects of expenditure, to the 
payment of which the ordinary receipts are applied, are 
shown in the following summary:

The total expenditure for the three specified objects 
in the ten years 1905-14, viz., $141,361,478, was 46.6 
per cent. of the aggregate ordinary expenditure for that 
period. 

Comparing the average yearly expenditure for these 
objects in the decade and the latter half of it with the 
single year 1915-16, the increase appears as follows:

It should be noted that the expenditure for Public Works in the year 1915-16 was 
$14,051 less than the yearly average 1910 to 1914, while for Debt Requirements $369,385 
more, and for Schools $891,605 more (than the yearly average for the same five-year 
period) was expended. : , 

Nore.— In the totals of Streets (now Public Works) are included those of the Engineer- 
ing Department, Street Laying-Out Department and of the former Lamp Department. 
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In the five-year period 1911-15, ordinary receipts 
amounted to $170,173,892, an increase of $26,865,917, 
or 18.75 per cent. over similar receipts in the preceding 
five years (2. e., 1906-10), while extraordinary receipts 
(2. e., loans, rapid transit revenue, etc.) in the five-year 
period 1911-15 amounted to $37,821,614, or $8,560,323 
more than in the five years preceding (7. e., 1906-10), 
an increase of 29.25 per cent. 

Taking the loans only for these two five-year periods, 
their total 1911-15 was $31,629,917, or $7,127,150 more 
than in the earlier period, an increase of 29.09 per cent. 
Of the loans 1911-15, those contracted for the con- 
struction of new subways and tunnels (involving no 
charge upon the tax levy, etc., for either sinking funds 
or interest) amounted to $14,482,000, or 45.78 per cent., 
while the total loans in the earlier period 1906-10 
included but $6,970,000, for rapid transit purposes, or 
28.44 per cent. 

The total of loans for other than rapid transit pur- 
poses (tv. e., $17,147,917) was $384,850 less in the later 
period than in the earlier. 

Comparing the ordinary. expenditures in the same 
five-year periods, their total 1911-15 was $172,248 ,061, 
an increase of $30,519,587, or 21.5 per cent. over the 
corresponding expenditures in the period 1906-10, while 
extraordinary expenditures increased from $28,196,874 
in the five years 1906-10 to $37,171,025 in the five 
years 1911-15, or 31.8 per cent. 

The yearly average of ordinary expenditures for Debt 
Requirements, Schools, and Streets, etc., for the two 
five-year periods ending with 1915 and 1910 are as 
follows:

The foregoing comparison shows an increase in aver- 
age yearly expenditures from the earlier to the later 
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period of 10.05 per cent. for Debt Requirements, 43.8 
per cent. for Schools, 16.8 per cent. for Streets, etc., and 
22.64 per cent. for the three objects combined. If the 
expenditure on account of special appropriations for 
Schools (7. e., for new schoolhouses, etc.) is not included, 
the yearly average for Schools is $399,952 less than that 
above shown for the period 1911-15, and the per cent. 
increase is 34.3 instead of 43.8. 


SpEcIAL APPROPRIATIONS FROM’ TAx LEvy, ETC., 
SEGREGATED. 

It has been the practice of this department to show 
separately, in its financial publications, that class of 
receipts and expenditures covered by the annual tax 
levy and the annual budget and called Ordinary, as 
distinguished from the class covered by loans and the 
revenue applying to payment of same, and called 
Extraordinary. The fact is little known that in the 
last five years 1912-16 the Ordinary expenditure for 
permanent public improvements such as were formerly 
(prior to 1909) paid from loans amounted to $5,986,443 
(of which total $638,371 was transferred from the 
Parkman Fund income). That information has resulted 
from the segregation by this department of the new 
class of Special Appropriations from Tax Levy and 
General Income. The effect of this use of current 
revenue to pay for such permanent additions to the 
City’s active assets as the City Hall Annex, new school- 
houses, new playgrounds, etc., has been noted in a 
reduction of the loan account, the total of loans for 
other than rapid transit purposes in the five-year 
period 1912-16 being $17,786,650, or $4,541,150 less 
than in the period 1904-08. Such expenditures for 
public improvements, 7. e., from Ordinary receipts 
instead of Extraordinary, are here shown by years:

SOURCES OF ORDINARY INCOME SEGREGATED. 


The consideration of new ways of increasing the 
miscellaneous revenue of the City can but include a 
detailed account of those at present producing such 
revenue, showing by comparison of different years 
where the increases and decreases of the different kinds 
are affecting the total yield. By this department alone 
has such necessary information concerning the sources 
of revenue been furnished from year to year. By 
reference to our Revenue tables it appears that in 1911 
the total miscellaneous Ordinary income, 7. e., exclusive 
of City and State taxes and water rates, was $2,702,266 
net, and in 1916 it had increased to $3,306,836 net, a 
gain of $604,570, or 22.37 per cent., while the net receipts 
from all taxes increased in the same period $4,894,926, or 
18.6 percent. Theincome of the Water Service increased 
from $2,798,089 in 1911 to $3,109,349 in 1916, a gain 
of $311,260, or 11.1 per cent. The other sources of 
income showing increases are: Permit Fees, from $49,184 
in 1911 to $128,340 in 1916, a gain of 161 per cent. 
(due chiefly to the new fees collected by the Building 
Dept. and the Wire Dept.); Miscellaneous Licenses 
(exclusive of Liquor), from $114,887 in 1911 to $153,715 
in 1916, a gain of 33.8 per cent. (due largely to the new 
fees for signs on buildings, etc., also the increase in the 
licenses for moving picture shows); Jnterest, trom 
$268,062 in 1911 to $360,417 in 1916, a gain of 34.4 per 
cent.; Schools, from $89,872 in 1911 to $145,224 in 1916, 
a gain of 61.6 per cent.; Institutions, etc. (for board, 
care and relief), from $141,148 in 1911 to $418,341 in 
1916, a gain of 196.4 per cent. (78 per cent. being due 
to receipts from State and cities in 1916 for their share 
of new Mothers’ Aid Law payments); Collection of Com- 
mercial Waste (begun in 1911), from $35,072 in 1911 
to $57,548 in 1916, a gain of 64.1 per cent.; Sidewalk 
Assessments, from $12,870 in 1911 to $16,516 in 1916, a 
gain of 28.3 per cent.; Collecting Dept. Fees, from $22,991 
in 1911 to $29,462 in 1916, a gain of 28.14 per cent.; 
Iiquor Licenses, from $960,472 in 1911 to $1,043,339 
in 1916, a gain of 8.63 per cent.; Printing Dept., from 
$203,7221n 1911 to $213,206 in 1916, a gainof 4.65 per cent. 
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The few noteworthy decreases of income from 1911 
to 1916 are:— County of Suffolk, from $198,329 in 1911 
to $193,501 in 1916, a loss of 2.43 per cent.; Ferry Tolls, 
from $102,665 in 1911 to $93,625 in 1916, a loss of 8.81 
per cent.; Market Rents, from $123,908 in 1911 to 
$122,172 in 1916, a loss of 1.4 per cent.; Institutions 
Industries, from $42,342 in 1911 to $20,933 in 1916, 
a loss of 50.56 per cent.; The City Record, from $8,904 
in 1911 to $8,386 in 1916, a loss of 5.82 per cent. 


TRANSFERS FROM RESERVE FUND SEGREGATED. 


During the years 1911-16 the annual Reserve Fund 
played an unusually prominent part in supplementing 
both regular and special appropriations by means of 
Transfers, most of which are made at or near the close 
of the fiscal year. It is, of course, desirable to note 
what portions of the Reserve Fund respectively have 
been used to square up the department deficits and 
piece out, or provide for new, special appropriations, 
those from loans (Extraordinary) and those from the 
tax levy, ete. (Ordinary), being kept strictly separate. 
The total of the Reserve Funds in the last six years 
was $2,703,778, of which $2,135,318 was transferred. 
In the preceding six years, 1905-10, their total was 
only $1,277,548, of which $780,058 was transferred. The 
following table shows the disposition of the Transfers, 
1911-16.

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BULLETIN STATISTICS FOR 1916 COMPILED. 


Although not published as in former years, the twenty- 
two regular monthly tables belonging to the Bulletin 
were continued in manuscript during the year 1916. In 
summarizing the record, the following facts appear, viz.: 

The total number of permits issued by the Building 
Department in 1916 was 21,807, or 890 less than in 
1915; for new buildings alone, 2,315, or 69 less than in 
1915. Of this number, 911 were for brick or other first 
class buildings and 1,404 for wooden. Alteration (of 
building) permits numbered 5,357, while 1915 showed 
312 less. There were also 12,793 permits for gas fitting 
and plumbing and 1,342 for installing engines, boilers, ete. 

The total number of ‘‘Immigrant Aliens” arriving in 
Boston from trans-Atlantic ports during the year 1916 
was 15,297 (7. e., 9,614 males and 5,683 females), or 
5,814 more than in 1915. Those reporting their destina- 
tion to be Massachusetts numbered 7,150, or 46.74 per 
cent. Immigrants from South Italy made up the largest 
part of the total, viz., 5,865, or 38.34 per cent. The Por- 
tuguese were next in number, 2. e. 4,737, or 30.97 per 
cent.; the Greeks, third, 2. e. 3,761, or 24.59 per cent. 

The total number of individual cases of aid by munic- 
ipal institutions in 1916 was 70,139, or 21,646 in City 
Hospital and its branches; 1,843 in Consumptives’ 
Hospital; 2,167 children; 2,544 in Infirmaries; 2,735 
soldiers and their families; 39,704 by Overseers of Poor, 
including 4,656 families, of which 1,388 were given $325 
each (average) in the year, under Mothers’ Aid Law; 
persons confined in House of Correction, 7,518, or 1,135 
less than in 1915; in County Jail, 12,269. 

According to the records of the Fire Department 
there were 4,531 alarms in the year 1916, of which 1,855 
were for fires with losses; 972 of these were in brick or 
stone buildings, 782 in frame buildings, and 101 outside 
of buildings. Losses (insured), $1,024,161 on buildings 
and -$1,126,318 on contents. Total losses in calendar 
year, $2,372,489, or $625,698 less than in 1915, said 
total including $222,010 losses not insured. 

The Public Library issued to borrowers in 1916 a 
total of 2,050,288 volumes; total volumes added during 
the year, 19,311; total volumes belonging to library, 
February 1, 1917, 1,139,682, or 857,455 in Central 
Library and 282,227 in branch libraries. 
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The real estate transfers in 1916 numbered 10,247 
(281 more than in 1915), while the mortgages on real 
estate numbered 11,173 (840 more than in 1915), the 
aggregate value being $82,834,219, or 15.1 per cent. 
increase over 1915 total. 

The records of the Police Department show a total of 
97,232 arrests in the calendar year 1916, or 8,007 more 
than in 1915; drunkenness the cause of 65,782 arrests, 
or 67.65 per cent. of total number; 38.42 per cent. of 
all persons arrested were not residents of Boston. 
Foreign-born persons arrested, 41,829; boys under 15 
years of age, 2,225; women and girls, all ages, 9,081. 
Arrests for homicide, 87, or 21 more than in 1915. 

The total of bank clearings or exchanges in 1916, as 
recorded by the Boston Clearing House, was $10,756,- 
335,866, an increase of 30.27 per cent. over 1915. On 
December 27, 1916, the 13 national banks in Boston 
had $363,932,350 deposits, or $29,456,538 more than 
at same time in 1915. 

The total value of imports in calendar year 1916 was 
$202,990,325, or $32,556,677 (7. e. 19.1 per cent.) more 
than in 1915; of exports, $183,924,962, or $64,426,033 
(7. e. 53.9 per cent.) more than in 1915; total foreign 
commerce in 1916, $386,915,287, an increase of 
$96,982,710, or 33.4 per cent. over that of 1915. 

Receipts of fresh fish in Boston, 98,254,638 pounds 
(i. e. 857,353 pounds more than in 1915), the value of 
same being $3,695,994 (wholesale). 

Total receipts of coal in Boston in paleddans year 1916, 
7,142,363 tons, or 310,025 tons more than in 1915. Of 
said total, 75.17 per cent. was bituminous and 24.83 per 
cent. anthracite. The total retained for local consump- 
tion was 347,271 tons more than in 1915. Receipts of 
flour, 2,100,219 barrels (7. e. 83,478 more than in 1915), 
of which 1,167,548 barrels were exported, mostly to 
Europe. 


PARAGRAPH STATISTICS, 1916. 


In the annual handbook entitled ‘‘Organization of 
the City Government,’ issued by the City Council, 
has appeared since 1910 a collection of the latest avail- 
able statistics of Boston, so edited and arranged in 
concise paragraphs as to furnish the maximum of infor- 
mation in the minimum of print. In this compilation 
there have been brought together for the first time a 
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very large number of facts concerning the finances of 
the City, the population, elections, yearly review of 
departments, public improvements, etec., also informa- 
tion regarding important lines of public business other 
than municipal. 

In 1910 a beginning was made, and owing to the short 
time allowed for preparation of material, the collection 
was limited to 37 paragraphs, occupying 64 pages. In 
1912 there were 52 paragraphs occupying 12 pages. 
By 1916 the required space had increased to 32 pages 
with 80 paragraphs or: summaries, some of them one- 
half page to more than a page in length. This depart- 
ment issued in 1915 a booklet of 27 pages containing 
such statistics alone, circulating 2,000 of them, largely 
in the public schools. 


Tuer MuNICcIPAL REGISTER FOR 1916. 


This department, by vote of the City Council on 
February 7, 1916, was authorized to prepare and have 
printed, under the direction of the Committee on Rules, 
the Municipal Register for 1916. As usual, a document 


edition bound in heavy cardboard supplemented the 


regular cloth-bound edition. 

That year’s Register contained besides the customary 
official matter a survey of the departments, commissions, 
etc., 80 pages of population, financial and election tables, 
the full text of the City Ordinances enacted in 1918, 


1914, 1915 and the earlier months of 1916, the new ward - 


and new precinct boundaries, occupying 56 pages, 
also eight pages of Additions and Corrections, the whole 
book containing 346 pages. Copies were not ready for 
distribution until November, owing to delay in com- 
pleting the engraving of the portraits. 


Ciry RECORD SUBSCRIPTION BUSINESS. 


Since this department took charge of the mailing list 
and payments and renewals of subscriptions to the City 
Record the business has had more attention than before. 
During the calendar year 1916 the amount received for 
subscriptions was $1,167, or 54 per cent. more than in 
the year 1915, when the business was in other hands. 

There has been much complaint by subscribers that 
the paper does not reach them by mail as early as it 
formerly did. Nowadays they receive it on Tuesday, 
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some say on Wednesday; formerly it was delivered on 
Saturday, or Monday at the latest. A number of sub- 
scribers have stopped taking the paper for this reason. 


INFORMATION AND PuBLiciry WoRK, ETC. 


In 1916, the department answered a large number of 
letters of inquiry on various subjects referred to it by the 
Mayor’s Office and a considerable number that came 
direct to its office, much time being required for the 
investigations, tabular work, etc., involved. 

Information, pertaining mostly to financial and popula- 
tion statistics, has frequently been supplied to depart- 
ment officials and to the public by letter and by 
telephone. 

Considerable material has been prepared for the pro- 
posed Municipal Year Book, which will be completed and 
printed when the necessary appropriation is provided.

STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1917. 





Boston, February 1, 1917. 
Hon. James M. CuRLEY, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Board of Street Commissioners presents 
the following report of the Street Laying-Out Depart- 
ment for the year ending January 31, 1917. 

Under orders for laying out, widening and extending 
streets, passed by the Board during the year, land to 
the amount of 292,861 square feet was taken for street 
purposes. Streets having a total length of 2.71 miles 
were made public ways. 

Under authority of the acts of the Legislature for the 
assessment on property of the benefit derived by it from 
the laying out and construction of highways there has 
been assessed on ninety-one streets a total of $859,- 
856.52. For benefits of sewerage works, assessments 
to the amount of $105,595.55 have been made. ‘The 
total of benefits assessed for streets, public alleys and 
sewerage works during the year was $965,452.07. 

The Board issued forty-one orders of notice to lay 
out, widen, relocate, extend and discontinue streets or 
parts of streets, calling for public hearings. In the 
settlement of damages for taking of land, etc., for vari- 
ous changes in the city’s streets, one hundred and twenty- 
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five cases were acted on, including claims for damages 
for sewers and surface drains ordered. 

Under the provisions of the act of the Legislature 
giving the Street Commissioners authority to take land 
for and order the construction of sewerage works, one 
hundred and sixteen orders were passed.

TAKING OF LAND FOR PUBLIC PURPOSES. 


Chapter 486 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1909 
provides that all takings of land for public purposes 
shall be made by the Board of Street Commissioners. 
The said Board is to take such land as the various 
departments, with the approval of the Mayor, request 
and designate. Under this act the Board has taken land 
for the following purposes:

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ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The work of the Engineering Division during the 
past year has consisted of the making of such surveys 
and plans as have been required by the several city 
departments, and giving lines and grades of public 
streets for abutters intending to build. 

Thirty-two hundred twenty-two orders were attended 
to for the Public Works Department; these consisted 
of staking out new streets for construction, giving lines 
and grades for repairs and reconstruction of old streets, 
testing lines and grades after completion of work, 
measuring the amount of work performed and making 
plans showing the quantities to be assessed upon the 
abutting owners. Among these orders were: 

Two petitions requesting that catch-basins should be 
constructed were reported upon to the Sewer Service. 

One hundred sixty-nine plans of streets showing pro- 
posed locations of future catch-basins were furnished 
to Sewer Service. 

Two hundred eighty-four catch-basins were staked out 
on request of the Sewer Service and duplicate sketches 
were furnished showing locations of spikes, ties, etc. 

Measurements have been obtained for the Sewer 
Service for the purpose of making sewer assessments on 
seventy streets. 

Four hundred sixty-two plans of proposed under- 
eround pipes, conduits, etc., were examined for the 
Sewer Service, and, when necessary, locations for pro- 
posed future catch-basins were marked on plans. 

Three hundred twenty-four notices of contracts to 
lay artificial stone sidewalks on three hundred ninety 
streets were received, lines and grades marked, the 
work measured when completed and reported upon 
to the Paving Service. In one hundred fifty-two cases 
the Paving Service was notified that the existing edge- 
stones should be reset to line and grade preparatory 
to the laying of artificial stone, and on completion of 
the work edgestones were tested and reported upon. 

Three hundred twenty-seven notices of the completion 
of repairs to artificial stone sidewalks were received, 
the work measured and reported to Central Office, 
Public Works Department. | 

One hundred sixty-five requests for edgestone were 
received, line and grade was marked and measurement 
of amount of edgestone required was reported upon to 
the Paving Service. 
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Plans were made for the Paving Service showing the 
estates, owners’ names and quantities to be assessed on 
twenty-two streets. 

Thirty-three petitions for permission to make sidewalk 
openings for areas, bulkheads, etc., were received, line 
and grade of sidewalks were tested and reported upon 
to the Paving Service. 

Sidewalk grades were furnished to engineers and archi- 
tects for plans of new buildings on ninety-seven streets. 

Twenty-one miscellaneous reports were made to the 
Public Works Department. 

The lines and grades of thirty-four streets, for which 
the Street Commissioners were petitioned for authority 
to open as private ways, were examined and reported 
upon. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and 
cost of construction on eight streets were furnished the 
Street Commissioners. Seventy-four estimates of the 
amounts of damage caused by changes made during 
the construction of streets were made for the Street 
Commissioners. 

Estimates of the amounts of damage caused to six 
estates during the construction of Sewerage Works 
were furnished to the Street Commissioners.

Surveys and plans have been made for the taking of 
land for schoolhouse purposes on Bridge court for an 
addition to the Winchell School, on Norfolk street and 
Morton street, for a site for a lower elementary school, 
and on Dunbar avenue for a site for an upper and 
lower elementary school. A working grade plan of 
the Dunbar avenue site was also furnished the School- 
house Department. 

Surveys and plans have been made for the Public 
Buildings Department of the Police Station No. 2 on 
Court square; Washington street and Ashland street, a 
working grade plan of the site for a municipal building; 
and a plan of land on Hyde Park avenue and Providence 
street showing grades for a new police station to take 
the place of the present Station No. 18. 

Surveys and plans have been made for the Park and 
Recreation Department on Dover street of the bath 
house lot; Washington street and Claybourne street, a 
plan of land taken for a park; on Denny street, a plan 
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of land for an addition to the Savin Hill Playground; 
on Holmes avenue, a plan of land for an addition to 
Ronan park; on Randolph road, a plan of land for a 
playground; and on Allston street, Brighton, a plan of 
land for a playground, together with a contour plan of the 
same. 

A survey and plan has been made for the Fire Depart- 
ment of land on Milton street and Hamilton street for a 
site for a fire station. 

A survey and plan has been made for the Cemetery 
Department of right of way to be taken to complete 
title to land formerly taken for an addition to Mount 
Hope Cemetery. | 

A survey and plan has been made for the Public 
Works Department of land on Kneeland street to be 
used for the purpose of laying pipes in connection with 
the high pressure fire service. 

Ninety-four plans of streets to be laid out, widened 
or altered, and forty-nine estimated benefit plans have 
been made for the Board of Street Commissioners. 

Among the more important plans made for the Street 
Laying-Out Department may be mentioned the widen- 
ing of Washington street, north and south of Dover 
street, Boston proper; the widening of Chelsea street, 
from City square to Foss street, Charlestown; the 
widening of Norfolk street, from Corbet street to Blue 
Hill avenue, Dorchester; the extension of Belgrade 
avenue, from Anawan avenue to Centre street, West 
Roxbury; and the widening of Hyde Park avenue, from 
Metropolitan avenue to Cleary square, Hyde Park. 

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land 
Court are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of 
Boston is an interested party. ‘These cases are examined 
by the Law Department and the Engineering Division 
of the Street Laying-Out Department for the purpose 
of protecting the city’s interests. During the year 
ninety-five such cases have been investigated. 

There were 178.accident and other plans made for 
the Law Department. 

In connection with the Engineering Division there 
have been 4,058 titles examined, 3,747 deeds and 975 
plans copied from the Registry of Deeds. 

Five thousand nine hundred and sixty blueprints 
have been made during the year. 

Thirteen plans of easements to be taken for sewerage 
works have been made during the year.

Hon. James M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 

Srr,— Complying with the Revised Ordinances of 
1908, chapter 6, section 4, I herewith submit to you the 
report of the Supply Department for the year ending 
January 31, 1917. 

This department was created by ordinance in Feb- 
ruary, 1906, for the purpose of purchasing supplies for the 
following departments: Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, Street, 
Street Cleaning and Watering and the Ferry Division. 
In June, 1913, his Honor the Mayor ordered the Park 
and Recreation Department to purchase its materials 
through the Supply Department. 

On April 23, 1908, an ordinance was passed estab- 
lishing a Supply Department. 


ORDINANCES OF 1908, CHAPTER 6, ESTABLISHING A SUPPLY 
DEPARTMENT. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

Secrion 1. The Supply Department shall be under the 
charge of the Superintendent of Supplies, who shall, upon 
requisition in writing, signed by the head of any department, 
supply materials, apparatus and other supplies required by such 
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department, except furniture and those supplied by the Super- 
intendent of Printing. Said superintendent shall on the fifteenth 
day of each month send to the City Auditor a detailed state- 
ment of the purchases made for each department during the 
preceding month, which statement shall be approved by the 
official in charge of the department. 

Sect. 2. Every officer in charge of a department requiring 
materials, apparatus and other supplies, except furniture and 
those supplied by the Superintendent of Printing, shall obtain 
the same of the Superintendent of Supplies by means of a 
requisition therefor on blanks to be prepared by said superin- 
tendent. 

Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply with it and make proper entries on his 
book. He shall require suitable evidence that the materials 
and supplies. furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the 
requisition. 

Smecr. 4. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. 

Sect. 5. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section one by 
inserting after the words “the Superintendent of Streets,” 
the words “‘the Superintendent of Supplies.” 

Sect. 6. Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight is hereby amended in section 
five by inserting after the words ‘‘the Superintendent of Streets, 
seventy-five hundred dollars,” the words ‘the Superintendent 
of Supplies, three thousand dollars.”

BABCOCK MUSIC FUND. 


By the will of ARcHIBALD Bascock, who died August 10, 1862, the sum 
of $3,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charlestown, and accepted by the 
City Council of that city November, 1862, upon the conditions and for 
the purposes expressed by him in his last will and testament. 

“The income to be annually expended in procuring the services of 
musicians, or of a band or bands of musicians, to perform in public in the 
City of Charlestown, within its present limits, free to all its citizens, one 
half of said income to be annually expended in procuring musicians, or 
band or bands of musicians, to play on or near the small common, at the 
‘Neck,’ so called, at the corner of Main and Cambridge streets, preference 
to be given to citizens of Charlestown, due regard being had as to ability 
and quality.”

BILLINGS WESTERLY CEMETERY TRUST FUND. 


_ Gift of $5,000 made to City of Boston by Thomas Minns, surviving 
executor of the will of Ropertr CHARLES Bruuines, from the remainder 
of the estate distributed by him in accordance with the terms of said will 
and decrees of the Supreme Judicial Court, dated April 1, 1903, and May 
26, 1904. By order of City Council, approved August 6, 1904, the city 
accepted said gift, making said sum a permanent fund for the care and 
improvement of the Westerly Cemetery, Centre street, West Roxbury, 
and the City Treasurer was authorized on behalf of the city to accept the 
above legacy and to invest the same and pay the income thereof to the 
Board of Cemetery Trustees, to be expended by them for the care and 
improvement of said Westerly Cemetery in accordance with the condition 
of said gift.

CEMETERY FUND. 


By chapter 117 of the Acts of Massachusetts of 1913 the Cemetery 
Trustees of the City of Boston are required to pay into the treasury of the 
city all receipts of the Cemetery Department from all sources, other than 
deposits for perpetual care. The City Treasurer is required to keep the 
fund so deposited separate from other money and accounts of the city, and 
“is authorized to invest and reinvest all funds so deposited by the Cemetery 
Trustees in proper securities, and shall allow such funds and the income 
thereof to accumulate until such time as the income of the fund is sufficient 
in the opinion of the Mayor and of the Cemetery Trustees, to meet the 
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current expenses and expenditures of the Cemetery Department: provided, 
however, that at any time the Mayor may originate an appropriation for 
the Cemetery Department to be met out of the income of said fund accruing 
during a fiscal year.”

Dear Str,— At your request I made a thorough 
examination of the books and accounting affairs of 
Charles H. Slattery, Esq., as treasurer of the City of 
Boston and County of Suffolk, for the fiscal year which 
ended with: the thirty-first day of January, 1917, and 
have the honor to report to you as follows: | 


REPORT. 


I proved the correctness of the amount of cash on 
hand March 8, 1917, which was $6,093,406.68, by 
auditing the work done upon the cash book for the 
period of the examination; by counting money in the 
custody of the cashier and tellers in the Treasurer’s 
office, and by verification of the amounts of money on 
deposit in various banks and trust companies of the city. 

Furthermore, I reviewed the clerical work in the books 
which deal with the income and outgo of moneys 
directly or indirectly, and traced all results into the 
final balance sheet of January 31, 1917, which is a true 
abstract and correct in every way, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief. 

The receipts from all sources, including daily returns 
from the City Collector, were checked into the cash 
book, and I inspected carefully all vouchers, bills and 
papers for such disbursements as were made directly by 
the Treasurer, and found that they fully sustained the 
charges. 

The books, securities and cash of the trust funds held 
by the Treasurer as custodian were thoroughly exam- 
ined, and everything was correctly accounted for accord- 
ing to the records, the total amount held in trust for 
the benefit of the city, January 31, 1917, having been 
$7,980,026.77. The Treasurer's annual report shows 
every fund in detail, and how the money is invested 


and held. 
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I proved in various ways, and to my entire satisfac- 
tion, the correctness of the annual report of the Treas- 
ury Department made to his Honor the Mayor under 
date of February 1, 1917, substantiating the receipts 
and payments, the debt matured and paid, the new 
debt issued, the statements of the total City of Boston 
and County of Suffolk funded debt, and such other 
matters as appeared to me to be essential. 

The books and accounting affairs of the department 
are in commendable condition.

Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,—In compliance with the Revised Ordinances, 
chapter 3, section 24, I respectfully submit to you the 
annual report of the Weights and Measures Department 
for the year 1916-17. 

The report summarizes results that have made this 
year one of the busiest and most important since the 
establishment of the department. The department 
was instituted by a statute of February 26, 1800, and 
I believe that the service rendered and the protection 
given the citizens by carrying out the dictates of the 
laws to the very letter has been greater than ever 
before, owing to the general unsettled conditions of the 
country at this particular time. Not only have all 
scales, weights and measuring devices used in all com- 
mercial lines of business been tested and sealed, as in 
the past, but a most important arm of the service has 
been strengthened and systematically pursued — that of 
constant inspections and reweighings of commodities at 
the time of the sale to the purchaser. Owing to the rapid 
and astounding advances in the prices of all of the 
necessities of life, it has become extremely necessary 
that we watch every possible detail of business trans- 
acted during the day from the simplest to the most 


’ 
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important. The prices have been felt by those buying 
at wholesale, in many cases, as much as by the pur- 
chaser at retail, and the fact that the middleman’s profits 
have become reduced has had a tendency in many cases 
of forcing dealers to try to regain their lost profits by the 
false manipulation of scales and by other petty acts that, 
while but trivial to the individual purchaser, amount, 
if not detected immediately, to the constant violation 
of the law and to ill-gained profits. New legislation 
regarding food commodities sold in packages has made. 
extra investigations necessary, and the ever increasing 
knowledge of the public in regard to the laws protecting 
them has resulted in hundreds of complaints which 
have in many cases led to many important detections 
and violations and have resulted in the driving out of 
our city of many unscrupulous men whose intent was to 
defraud the public. The confiscation of illegal and 
false scales have been made and it is safe to say that 
Boston is more free of faulty weighing devices than any 
other community in the country. 


EXPENDITURES FOR THE YEAR. 


The appropriation for the year was $26,255.92, and 
the expenditures amounted to $25,832.86, leaving a 
balance on hand of $423.06. The expenditures are 
tabulated below:

ORGANIZATION. 


The department headquarters are situated on the 
first floor of the City Hall Annex and afford an easy 
access for those desiring to bring their scales to the 
office to be sealed rather than have them done on their 
own premises. The personnel of the department con- 
sists of the sealer, chief clerk, ten deputy sealers and a 
mechanician. The department service is divided as 
follows: 

1. General inspections and reinspections and the 
necessary court proceedings resulting from these investi- 
gations. 

2. Testing and sealing of devices at the various 
places of business, from which the revenue to the depart- 
ment is received. 

3. Testing and sealing of devices brought to the 
office, for which no revenue is received.- 


INCOME FOR THE YEAR. 


‘The total amount of revenue received from the sealing 
of all scales, weights and all types of weighing and measur- 
ing devices amounted to $8,187.63, this amount being 
in payment for sealing 67,560 devices. At the office 
19,520 devices were sealed, but, as the law provides, no 
revenue was received for this service. The total number 
of sealings made, therefore, was 87,080. A tabulated 
summary of the earnings of the department and the 
money paid over to the City Collector is herewith given:

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INVESTIGATIONS. 


As previously stated, the following up of complaints 
and the constant reweighings of articles put up for sale 
and investigations during business transactions have 
made this year far busier than any in the past. The 
interest manifested by the public has resulted in a great 
increase in the number of investigations over last year. 
The total number of investigations during the year was 
5,679, against a total for the year previous of 4,433, 
making an increase of 1,246 cases. These investiga- 
tions concerned those who are doing practically all 
forms of business in the city. Of these investigations 
459 were reweighings of large lots of coal ranging from 
1 to 5 tons, while in transit. Investigations of coal 
certificates amounted to 224; 1,019 hawkers and 
peddlers of produce and fruit were investigated and 286 
junk dealers’ wagons were inspected. The frequent 
inspections included bread, coal sold in small quantities 
of less than 100 pounds, flour, ice, potatoes, sugar and 
other articles which have kept the public complaining 
because of the enormous increase in the price of these 
household necessities. This situation has not only been 
a source through which our deputies have been called 
upon to exert all their time and energy possible, but 
has been a means by which the public have become 
better acquainted with the methods pursued by us 
and an added interest on their part and their increased 
codperation.

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Court PROCEEDINGS. 


Resulting from these investigations, the court work 
done during the year has increased in great proportions 
over that of last year. The small number of those 
caught with intent to defraud in proportion to the 
number complained of has been a matter of encourage- 
ment to us. Generally speaking, the average business 
man in our city today is far too jealous of his good 
reputation to pursue illegal means in the conduct of his 
business, and it is not these well-meaning dealers whom 
we are forced to summon to the courts. In many 
instances an explanation of the existing laws suffices and 
any harm done is remedied thereby. For those who 
offend through haste or lack of knowledge we are 
always glad to impart the information desired for the 
safe conduct of their future business; but to those 
whose fraudulent intent is manifest we have shown that 
we mean to prosecute and have gone to the full extent 
of the law to drive these dealers from our city by such 
prosecution. During the year 143 dealers have been 
summoned into the courts. This record shows a big 
increase over that of last year — the number of prose- 
cutions then being 47 cases. The fines amounted to 
$1,813 this year against a total amount of $540 for 
the year previous, making an Increase in fines paid this 
year over last year of $1,273. The list given below 
shows that the dealers selling coal in small quantities 
have been most offending. Fifty-three of these dealers 
were fined for giving short weight; 26 dealers of fruit 
and produce were fined for peddling without having 
been investigated and licensed to do so; 11 were fined 
for not giving coal certificates stating the true amount 
of coal delivered.

NEw LEGISLATION. 


During the past year new legislation affecting the sale 
of package goods has been made effective. The new law 
commonly known as ‘“‘the net weight law’’ — chapter 
653 of the Acts of 1914 — requires that all articles of 
food offered for sale in packages shall be marked 
with the net quantity in terms of weight, measure 
or numerical count on the outside of the package. 
The effect of this law has kept us busy insisting 
that its requirements be complied with, especially in 
articles that are most necessary to the household. 
The custom of selling wrapped bread has brought this 
article under the requirements of this law and hundreds 
of inspections of bread so sold revealed that there were 
many violations because of lack of knowledge. The 
dealers are now fully conversant with the law, however, 
and all wrapped bread contains the net weight printed 
on the wrapper. The net weight not only affects 
articles sold at retail, such as sugar, flour, crackers, 
candy, etec., but also includes articles such as potatoes, 
onions, apples, etc., sold by the growers or wholesalers 
to the retailers. Up to the past year much of our 
attention had to be directed to those dealing in berries 
during the season, but through our tireless efforts with 
- the wholesalers’ and growers’ agents we were able to 
arrange to have samples of the boxes to be used during 
the season submitted to us for tests and approval, with 
the result that we are now glad to say that the ques- 
tion of short capacity berry baskets has become almost 
a violation of the past and our attention will not be 
needed in this branch nearly as much as formerly. 

Bread, when not wrapped, does not come under the 
‘net weight law,’’? but is governed in its sale by the 
Revised Laws, chapter 57, sections 3 and 4, which states 
in part: A loaf of bread shall be 2 pounds in weight. 
Bread, unless composed in chief part of rye or maize, 
shall be sold in whole, three quarters, one half and one 
quarter loaves only. In each shop or place where 
bread is sold by retail, a printed price list of the different 
kinds and qualities of loaves sold there with the price 
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thereof by the loaf, 2 loaf, 4 loaf and {¢ loaf shall be 
conspicuously placed. Bread, when sold, shall upon 
request of buyer be weighed in his presence and if 
found deficient in weight additional weight shall be 
delivered to make up the legal weight. Many complaints 
have been made regarding these laws and have been 
investigated and the necessary steps taken to prevent 
the violations of these sections. If found deficient in 
weight the dealer can be prosecuted under the short 
weight law. 


CoaL Laws VIOLATIONS. 


The coal situation continues to keep us on the constant 
watch for short weighing on coal orders. By the Revised 
Laws, chapter 57, section 84, relative to coal, it provides 
that coal sold in quantities of less than 100 pounds 
shall be sold in bags or baskets and said bags or baskets 
shall be plainly marked with the name of the person 
who puts up the same and the weight contained therein. 
Roman letters at least one inch in height shall be marked 
thereon. Coal of 100 pounds or more shall be sold by 
weight only and (section 88) such coal must be weighed 
by a sworn weigher and the sworn certificate signed by 
the weigher must be presented to the purchaser upon 
the delivery of the coal. Acting under these two sections, 
we have during the past year caused seventy dealers 
selling coal in small quantities to appear in court and 
all were convicted and fined. It is to the credit of 
the larger dealers to say that no violations have been 
detected because of any unwarranted action on their 
part. 


HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


As in the past our duties have included the general 
supervision of the hawkers and peddlers who are licensed 
by the city to deal in the sale of fruit, vegetables and 
fish. The scales used on these wagons, because of the 
unsettled conditions under which they are used, need 
constant inspections and repairing in order that they 
meet the standard test. Our work, in connection with 
the Health Department officials to whom a fee of five 
dollars a year is paid for a license, is of a continuous 
nature. The transactions between peddler and pur- 
chaser are interrupted by our deputies who reweigh 
the articles being purchased and retest the scales. Many 
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violations are detected and if intent to defraud is con- 
clusively proven, court proceedings are immediately 
commenced. During the past year there were licensed 
1,158 hawkers and peddlers. The income derived from 
these licenses amounted to $5,790. It is through this 
method of doing business that the full weight law is 
violated. The law governing short weight is herewith 
quoted: 


CoNnDITIONS REGULATING SALE OF FRUIT AND 
VEGETABLES. 
An Act RELATIVE TO THE PENALTY FOR GIVING FALSE WEIGHT AND 
MEASURE. 


Acts of 1911, Chapter 163, Section 1. 


Whoever, himself or by his servant or agent or as the servant or agent 
of another person, gives or attempts to give false or insufficient weight or 
measure shall for the first offence be punished by a fine of not more than 
fifty dollars, for the second offence by a fine of not more than two hundred 
dollars and for a subsequent offence by a fine of fifty dollars and by imprison- 
ment for not less than thirty nor more than ninety days. 


Most of the commodities sold today are to be sold 
by weight only. A legal weight has been established by 
law for practically every commodity sold by the peddlers 
and hawkers. 

Section 21, chapter 57, of the Revised Laws, as 
amended by chapter 246, Acts 1912, and chapter 713, 
Acts 1918, says: 


All fruits, vegetables and nuts except as hereinafter otherwise provided 
shall be sold at retail by dry measure, weight or numerical count and all 
fruits and vegetables for which a legal weight has been established except 
peas and beans sold in quantities of four quarts or less for seeding or plant- 
ing purposes, shall be sold at retail only by weight or numerical count. 
Whoever violates any provision of this section shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding ten dollars for each offence. 


Weicuts ESTABLISHED BY LAw. 


A list containing the legal weights of all fruits and 
vegetables has been printed during the past year and 
circulated to those interested, both dealers and pur- 
chasers. ‘The public have thereby become aware that 
practically all fruits and vegetables must be sold by 
numerical count or by the use of the scale and have 
seen the passing of the dry measure as a means of selling 
these articles enumerated below. The established legal 
weight per bushel, per peck and per quart follows:

CONSERVATION OF WASTE MATERIALS. 


Because of the conditions in the paper market and the 
incidental high prices quoted for the sale of old metal, 
paper and other forms of waste, the necessity of watch- 
ing the junk dealers has kept us busy re-examining scales 
and reweighing loads during the business transactions. 
The orders sent forth by national as well as local officials 
to conserve waste of all description that could be used 
in the manufacture of paper has made business with 
the junk dealers much greater than ever before. Junk 
dealers in numerous instances have taken great advan- 
tage of this condition and have invented all kinds of 
schemes to defraud the unsuspecting seller. During 
the past year we have confiscated hundreds of false and 
illegal scales that have been found in use by these dealers, 
who have had them secreted on the person and used 
them in the security of the house where the sale was 
being made, while on the other hand they have had in 
evidence the regular authorized sealed scale to show to 
our inspectors when the demand was made upon them. 
The various ways in which some of these dealers have 
attempted to defraud the people have been surprising, 
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and we have kept after them constantly and feel that 
today the public is getting the true weight and the. 
value in money accordingly. We have forced the 
dealers to adopt and use a new type of scale which has 
in a great degree eliminated the cause of short weight. 


Icr SITUATION. 


The customary complaints from purchasers of ice 
continued to pour in upon us during the warm months 
and kept us busy advising how the buyers could protect 
themselves and in the following up of legitimate com- 
plaints. It is, in justice to the dealers, only fair to say 
that a majority of the complaints were without cause, 
yet we were glad to have these people call upon us for ° 
assistance so that we could give them the instructions 
that would prevent them, in the future, from believing 
that they were being taken advantage of. The law 
provides that any dealer who neglects to have a sealed 
scale upon his team and who refuses to weigh ice when 
he is requested to do so by the customer shall be punished 
by a fine. There is also the penalty for giving short 
weight. The main cause for the constant complaints is 
that people continue to order ice in terms of money 
value rather than by ordering the number of pounds 
wanted. Instead of ordering 25 or 50 pounds of ice 
they request the dealer to leave a ten or twenty cent 
piece. With the fluctuation of price it is impossible to 
tell what each dealer will leave when ice is ordered in 
terms of money; but if the weight is ordered he must 
leave the number of pounds requested or charge only 
for the actual weight delivered. If then found short 
he must suffer by paying the penalty under the short 
weight law. We have had our deputies out on ice cases 
early in the morning and late at night but have found 
that out of the hundreds of complaints only six were of 
such a nature that we were able to prosecute. 


RAILROAD AND TEAM SCALES. 


I have during the past year, as formerly, detailed one 
deputy and a helper to work exclusively on the testing 
of track scales and large team scales. These scales 
require much testing and repairing before they are ready 
for the seal, and this entails much work and a great deal 
of time. These scales range in capacity from 2 to 150 
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tons and are so constructed that sections have to be 
tested separately. In the past year the railroads have 
provided test cars equipped with electric derricks and 
tons of standard weights. The work, therefore, has been 
greatly facilitated as far as these railroad scales are 
concerned, but the hundreds of large scales in use at the 
coal wharves, wholesale houses, contracting yards and 
other places where heavy loads have to be weighed have 
to be tested in the same manner that the smaller plat- 
form scales are tested. The demand for monthly and 
in some cases more frequent tests for these scales has 
become so great that it is almost impossible to do the 
work with the two men detailed to this branch of the 
service. During the year 787 of these scales were tested, 
requiring the handling of thousands of pounds of weights. 


GASOLENE PUMPS. 


In the past year the increased use of gasolene and the 
high price charged has made the testing of pumps deliv- 
ering this commodity a most important feature of the 
year’s work. During the year 792 of these pumps were 
tested. The trade, forced by the continual complaining 
from the users of gasolene, have been striving to perfect 
a pump that would give an accurate measure of gasolene. 
The fire hazard laws make it prohibitory to use the open 
measure in the sale of gasolene and the use of a hose 
through which the fluid is transferred from the tank to 
the car has been the source of trouble which we have been 
hoping to overcome. We have frequently instructed 
the trade as well as the pump makers how to regulate 
their pumps and I have had several interviews with 
many of the leading pump representatives which I 
believe have resulted favorably. To the ordinary pump 
I have advised and approved the attachment of a 
straight shut-off nozzle and an air valve at the top of 
the hose which acts as a blower after the pump revolu- 
tions cease. This arrangement frees the hose of all the 
liquid and thereby delivers to the consumer all that he 
pays for. In the past as much as a pint of gasolene 
would be lost to the customer in every five-gallon order 
and the continued short measure given aggravated the 
car users, but I feel that this difficulty has been overcome 
and that the users of this commodity will in the future 
get the full amount that they pay for. 
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IMPORTANCE OF A WEIGHTS AND Merasures DEPART- 
MENT TO A COMMUNITY. 


The events of the past year have made more evident 
the importance of. the work conducted by this depart- 
ment and the relation that exists between officials in a 
department of weights and measures and the citizens 
of a large municipality. Unforeseen events arising from 
the unsettled conditions during the past year have made 
it almost impossible for the average wage-earner to pro- 
vide the necessities of life. The supply being greatly 
less than the demand has not only been one of the causes 
for the existing high prices but has had a tendency to 
make dishonest dealers attempt to take advantage of 
the now overcharged consumer. Our position pertain- 
ing to almost every commercial sale made has been one 
of greater responsibility during the past year, and the 
public have called for our advice and service far more 
frequently than ever before. Our self-explanatory 
Press notices have helped materially to keep the public 
on guard against any infraction of the laws, and our 
slogan issued at intervals through the Press to ‘WATCH 
THE SCALES” has had good results and has gradually 
educated and interested the buying public to get better 
acquainted with us and our methods of protection. 
Our investigations, made simultaneously with sales to 
the purchaser, have resulted in the merchants being 
on guard to give full weight on every sale lest, perchance, 
the sale might be reweighed before the customer had 
time to leave the store; and our constant and persistent 
court work has taught the lesson of honesty to many, no 
doubt, who might otherwise be violators and _ short- 
weight merchants. From the testing and frequent 
retesting of all scales and weights the correctness of the 
mechanical part of the scales has been assured. Our 
annual sealing of druggists’ scales and weights insures 
the unfortunate sick that they are getting their pre- 
scriptions compounded as ordered, and the frequent buy- 
ing of prescriptions put up by order and the testing 
thereof proves to us how accurately the trade follows the 
doctors’ orders. The luxuries have not been forgotten, 
and we have therefore tested and sealed the jewelers’ 
scales and weights, thereby insuring accuracy and full 
value to those who have been fortunate enough to be 
in the jewelry market. 
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Boston’s Puspitic MARKETS. 


Boston boasts, and rightfully so, of one of the best 
conducted public markets in the country. We take 
pride in claiming part of the share for this excellent 
condition of affairs, inasmuch as markets with inac- 
curate weighing devices are far from being in a perfect 
state. During the month of January, as in past years, 
I detailed all the sealing deputies to the market district 
and had every scale, weight and device tested and sealed 
with the green seal of 1916. The amount of business 
conducted in this district annually with but few viola- 
tions shows the high character of the dealers and their 
desire to codperate in dealing fairly with the public and 
in keeping their names free from the taint of fraudulent 
proceedings. ‘The scales in the market district are all of 
the highest type and the public can rest assured that 
they are being dealt with honestly by the permanent 
market business men. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I especially recommend that all possible publicity be 
given through the Press and that the public keep in 
touch with all matter printed, so that they may protect 
themselves on all occasions, and report to the department 
any and all complaints that they feel have the slightest 
cause for action. In order to meet the demands that 
will continue during the current year I respectfully 
recommend: } 

1. That the city ordinance relative to the appoint- 
ment of deputy sealers be so amended that two or more 
additional deputy sealers can be appointed. The work 
demands it and I-honestly believe that in justice to the 
public and the future good name of the department 
this recommendation should be acted upon favorably 
during the coming year. 

2. I suggest that additional public scales, similar to 
those now being so efficiently conducted at Haymarket 
square and at Eustis street, Roxbury, be established in 
the Dorchester, West Roxbury and South Boston sec- 
tions. Scales of this type would be of immeasurable 
value to those having heavy loads to weigh and would 
greatly help our deputies in the reweighing of large lots 
of coal, hay, grain, etc., which are now held up in transit 
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and have to be brought long distances in order to get a 
correct weighing and thereby establish accuracy and 
protection. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing I feel that it is my duty to thank those who 
have codperated with me in this most important work 
and the excellent results attained. To his Honor the 
Mayor, who has been ever ready to meet all requests 
that have been made upon him for the advancement of 
the work, and who has made many valuable suggestions 
that resulted in better protection to the people, I extend 
mythanks. The Press have on all occasions been ready to 
give full and conspicuous space to all matter submitted 
to them, and through their courtesy and good judgment 
have not only helped us keep the people of Boston on 
guard but in no small measure been the cause of the 
favorable conditions existing in the neighboring cities 
and towns to which their circulation extends. I also 
want to take this opportunity to publicly commend my 
able corps of assistants, who have so faithfully conducted 
the duties of their office and helped bring about the 
good conditions now existing in our city. Their con- 
scientious and efficient work has helped me bring to a 
close not only the busiest but the most important and 
encouraging year during my régime as Sealer of Weights 
and Measures for the City of Boston.

Srr,— I herewith submit report showing the appro- 
priation and expenditures of the Wire Department and 
the work performed from February 1, 1916, to January 
31, 1917, inclusive. 

The underground district for 1917 has been prescribed 
as provided for in chapter 196 of the Special Acts of 
1916, the main streets, avenues and highways or parts 
thereof being as follows: 


East Boston. 
Chelsea street, from Day square to Saratoga street. 
Saratoga street, from Chelsea street to Bennington street, at 
Breed square. 
Hyp Park. 
Hyde Park avenue, from Metropolitan avenue to River street. 
River street, from West street to a point within 135 feet of 
Winslow street. 


Making a total distance of three miles, as provided 
by law. 
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Side streets, avenues or highways, or parts thereof: 


RoxBury. 
Elm Hill avenue, from Cheney street to Seaver street. 
Marcella street, from Washington street to a point 127 feet

Bowdoin street, from point near Geneva avenue, where 
1913 underground district terminated, to a point 1380 feet 
beyond Quincy street.

As may be found in tables and data giving details 
relative to the work done by the department during 
the year, material increases are shown in the number of 
notifications received, inspections made and general 
work of the department. 

The number of fires and accidents to property, also 
accidents to persons due to electrical causes, shows a 
material decrease under that of any year for the past 
ten years. | | 

The insurance loss for fires which occurred during the 
year due directly or indirectly to electrical causes 

was but $18,220.49, and there were no fires which were 
caused by approved installations. 

Particular attention has been given to electrical 
equipments of theatres, hotels, department stores and 
other buildings where the life hazard is of even greater 
importance than the hazard to property. 

The permit system which was put into operation late 
last year, and which had its first full year’s operation 
this year, has worked very satisfactorily, not only from 
a department standpoint, but, with very few exceptions, 
apparently to all parties concerned.

In the selection of new pole locations our engineers 
have accompanied the engineers of the various companies 
for the purpose of passing on such locations. Sketches 
are made of the locations agreed upon, which are kept 
on file in this office for comparison with plans filed later 
when application is made to the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners, or in the case of terminal poles to the Commis- 
sioner of Wires, for permission to set the poles. 

In addition to the poles set on the public streets and 
avenues, as shown in the table printed elsewhere, a large 
number of poles have been set in private or unaccepted 
streets and in the rear of house lots, which poles were 
also inspected by this department. 

The work of re-stenciling all poles standing in the 
streets of the city is now in progress. All poles standing 
in the city are inspected and tested yearly by the in- 
spectors of this division and at the same time a general 
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inspection is made of all overhead construction. Such 
defects as are found are reported to the companies 
responsible. ‘This work, of course, is in addition to the 
regular inspection work necessary on account of new 
construction. 

Poles found to be leaning or in process of decay are 
reported to the companies owning same and where con- 
ditions warrant it, poles are condemned. 

During the past year, the inspectors of this division 
reported one hundred and forty-seven (147) poles 
decayed at base and forty-one (41) poles leaning, or a 
total of one hundred and eighty-eight (188) poles, which 
were replaced by new poles or reset by the various com- 
panies at the request of the Wire Department. Thirty- 
two (32) abandoned poles were also reported by the 
inspectors of this division, which were removed by the 
various companies at the request of this department.

During the year several additions and changes to 
generating and distributing systems of public service 
corporations supplying electricity from power stations 
in this city have been made. Following are noted the 
most important changes or additions referred to: 

The Edison Electric Illuminating Company have con- 
structed a new alternating current and direct current. 
station (No. 49) at 693 Beacon street. This is more 
especially for the supplying of district in the immediate 
vicinity of corner of Beacon street and Commonwealth 
avenue. Both direct and alternating current will be 
supplied from this station. The equipment consists of 
one 1,000-kilowatt 13,200-volt to 250-volt rotary con- 
verter, and one 500-kilowatt synchronous 3-wire motor 
generator set, 13,200 volts to 125-250 volts. It is the 
intention during the year to supplement the direct 
current equipment with a storage battery. The alternat- 
ing current distributions from this station will comprise 
five 2,300-volt 3-wire, 3-phase circuits, arranged to 
supply service to the Back Bay Fens, Beacon street 
south of the railroad bridge, and on Commonwealth 
avenue beyond St. Mary’s street. It is the ultimate 
intention of the company to change over the alternating 
current distribution now operating in and about the 
corner of Beacon street and Commonwealth avenue to 
direct current distribution as soon as it is found con- 
venient to do so. This station is supplied by two new 
No. 0000, 3-conductor, 15,000-volt transmission lines con- 
nected with the seventh station, Scotia street. During 
the coming year it is proposed to extend these lines back 
to the fourth station, L street, in order to obtain a direct 
supply. The transforming equipment for this station 
comprises two .750-kilowatt, 3-phase transformers, 
13,200 volts to 2,300 volts. 

A new substation (No. 43) was started, this station 
being intended to displace the present Dorchester station 
at Central avenue and River street, used solely for the 
supply of are lighting. This new substation is partly 
completed and was placed in operation in order to assist 
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in carrying the load of the Dorchester district during 
the winter. The equipment of the station comprises two 
750 k. v. a. air-cooled transformers, 13,200 to 2,300-4,000 
volts. This station when completed i in 1917 is to have 
the necessary high tension equipment for transmission 
lines, transforming apparatus, and in addition the equip- 
ment for five 2,300-4,000-volt, 4-wire, 3-phase dis- 
tributing circuits. The street lighting apparatus com- 
prising eight 75-light rectifiers is to be transferred to the 
new station, and the present station dismantled. 

The Dorchester station will obtain its supply from the 
present transmission line via Zeigler street, and a new 
transmission line which is being installed directly from 
L street to the Dorchester station via the Dorchester 
avenue route. This latter line will be operated at 13,200 
volts, although the cable is constructed for 25,000 volt 
operation, it being the intention later to raise the pres- 
sure for the operation of the southern district. 

A new distributing station (No. 50) has been installed 
on East First street, near the corner of L street, for the 
supply of customers in the immediate vicinity. This 
station comprises a switch house and the installation of 
two 500 k. v. a. 3-phase transformers for power purposes 
and two 200 k. v. a. single-phase transformers for lighting 
service. This station is one which is operated without 
an attendant, and represents the latest developments in 
the distribution of energy to large customers where the 
regulation is affected at the generating station, thereby 
making unnecessary the use of attendants at the sub- 
Station. Two other additions of this same character 
are under construction at the present time; one in Rox- 
bury and the other near the 8. A. Woods Machine Com- 
pany Plant at South Boston. 

Additional capacity for a direct current system of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company has been 
added in the following locations during the year: 

One 1,000-kilowatt rotary converter, 13,200 volts 
alternating current to 250 volts direct current, at the 
sixth station, Congress street. 

One 2,250-kilowatt rotary converter, 13,200 volts 
alternating current to 250 volts direct current, at the 
twelfth station, Chatham street. 

One 2,250-kilowatt rotary converter, 13,200 volts 
alternating current to 250 volts direct current, at the 
thirty-eighth station, Stuart street. 

The capacity of the alternating current distribution 
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system of this company in Boston was increased by 
installing two 3-phase 2,300-volt distribution circuits 
from the Allston Station, the capacity of each approxi- 
mately 700 kilowatt. 

Additional transmission lines other than those above 
noted were installed during the year to the sixth 
station, Congress street, these lines being two No. 0000, 
3-conductor, 15,000 volt lines, to be operated for the 
present at 6,600 volts. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company have installed 
a new substation, built in the Dorchester Tunnel and 
located at Dewey square, in which two 3,000-kilowatt 
rotary converters have been installed. 

A new 2,000-volt kilowatt rotary converter has been 
installed at the Oak square substation, Brighton. 

The engine room of their South Boston power station 
has been extended to accommodate a 35,000-kilowatt 
turbine generator and service condenser, which equip- 
ment will be put into operation as early as practicable 
Woy 

Chapter 450 of the Acts of 1914, which relates to the 
inspection of theatres and halls, has been complied with, 
careful inspections having been made of the electrical 
equipments of theatres and halls, and record of same 
kept on file at this office. In carrying out the provi- 
sions of this law inspections to the number of 1,358 
have been made during the year. At the time these 
inspections were made tests were also made to ascertain 
the insulation resistance from ground of the installa- 
tions. In all cases where tests show conditions less 
than those required in the interests of safety, further 
tests were made for the purpose of locating faults, and 
when located defective portions of installation were 
ordered out of service until necessary repairs had been 
made. 

In addition to the inspections necessary to comply 
with act above referred to, weekly inspections were made 
of the electrical equipments of traveling theatrical com- 
panies and shows fulfilling engagements at the various 
theatres and places of amusement, also of such temporary 
work as had been installed by or under the authority 
of the proprietors or managers of the premises. 

It has not been practicable, with the limited force of 
inspectors available, to give that attention to the 
inspection of old electrical equipments which their 
importance warrants, but in so far as practicable, such 
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inspections have been made, the equipments of hotels, 
department stores, etc., where life hazard in connection 
with possible fires at such places existed being given 
preference. 

Under the provisions of chapter 571 of the Acts of 
1910, a fee of fifty cents was charged for each permit 
for the turning of current on new interior wiring for 
light, heat or power purposes, the number of permits 
of this nature issued for the year ending January 31, 
1917, being 10,631, showing a decrease of 960 under the 
number of permits for the previous year. Fees col- 
lected in connection with these permits amounted to 
$5,315.50. Permits to install wiring or electrical appa- 
ratus within buildings were issued during the year to 
the number of 19,178. In connection with the issuing 
of these permits, and as authorized by chapter 262 of 
the Special Acts of 1915, fees were collected, same 
amounting to $32,279.72, making a total of $37,595.22 
collected on account of permits granted by this depart- 
ment during the fiscal year. 

As in past years all fires and accidents due or sup- 
posed to be due to electrical causes were carefully inves- 
tigated and reported upon by the department. The 
record for the year of fires and accidents to property 
due to electricity shows seventy in number. 

The number of recorded accidents to persons, both 
fatal and nonfatal, due to electricity, was sixteen, of 
which number three had fatal results. 

One of the victims of the fatal accidents was an are 
lamp cleaner who received electric shocks while he was 
on a street arc lamp pole; one was an electrician whose 
death was due to severe burns received as a result of 
short circuit on extra high potential bus cord in power 
station, and the third was a machinist who while attempt- 
ing to operate a defective key socket on an ungrounded 
(so called) secondary circuit, primary being approxi- 
mately 440 volts, received shocks at a potential of 
approximately 75 volts alternating current, an accidental 
ground to that extent being on secondary circuit of 
which lamp socket formed a portion. At the time of 
accident the physical condition of this victim was such 
that any shock, electrical or otherwise, was lable to 
result fatally (so we were informed by the medical 
examiner). 

Of the thirteen nonfatal accidents, ten occurred within 
electric power stations, one in connection with third 
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rail on street elevated railway structure, one to a work- 
man who was on top of electric car at the time, and one 
to an ironworker, iron derrick with which he was work- 
ing at the time swinging into contact with a live 113-volt 
wire. 

Of the fires and accidents within buildings, the 
causes of which were investigated by this department, 
there were twenty-nine that were determined to have 
been due wholly or in part to electrical causes. Of 
this number there were twenty causing insurance losses 
ranging from $10 to $5,734. 

The total insurance losses as a result of fires determined 
to have been due to electrical causes was $18,220.49, the 
. greater portion of which losses were due to five fires, 
namely: Fire resulting:in an insurance loss of $5,734, 
which fire was attributed to defective operation of an 
elevator motor, sparks from which ignited in inflam- 
mable material nearby; fire resulting in an insurance loss 
of $5,625.50 which was evidently due to heating of an 
improperly made joint on No.6 B. & 8. gauge mains in a 
concealed space; fire resulting in an insurance loss of 
$2,408, which was due to a circuit of No. 14 B. & S. 
gauge wire being covered by false sheet-iron ceiling in a 
basement kitchen (restaurant kitchen), breakdown of 
insulation occurring later due to steam, ete., with 
resulting fire; fire resulting in an insurance loss of $1,791, 
due to a defectively installed rheostat, which rheostat 
was installed by unauthorized parties without the 
knowledge of the department; and one fire resulting in a 
loss of $718.26, due to burn-out in underground service 
cable just outside of foundation wall of building, flame 
coming through wall and igniting woodwork. 

The balance of the fires attributed to electrical 
causes, twenty-five in number, caused an insurance loss 
of $1,948.73, or an average of $77.90 per fire.

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FIRES AND MISCELLANEOUS TROUBLES DUE TO ELEC— 
TRICITY, FEBRUARY 1, 1916, To JANUARY 31, 1917. 


February 14, Summer street extension at E street, 
sewerage pumping station, Public Works Department. 
Workmen in going up and down iron ladder received 
slight shocks when accidentally touching a ventilating 
pipe which ran parallel to and in close proximity to 
ladder. Defective insulation in ~ horse power venti- 
lating motor caused ventilating pipe from said apparatus 
to become electrically charged; neither motor frame nor 
pipe were grounded but iron ladder was grounded. 

February 15, 1 a. m., Box 1634, 650 Albany street. 
One of the conductors of a pendant cable cord feeding 
a 100-watt 110-volt incandescent lamp open circuited 
just above socket; arc resulting ignited insulation of 
conductors, and conductors and insulation burned back 
for a distance of about 4 feet before cord was pulled out 
of rosette on the arrival of firemen. Branch circuit of 
which this pendant cord was a part was improperly fused. 

February 17, 6.20 p. m., Box 329, 451 Blue Hill avenue. 
Breakdown in No. 10 B. & S. gauge 3-wire armored con- 
ductor permitted current to pass to armor, thence to 
ground, partially over No. 10 B. & 8. gauge ground wire 
which grounded armor to a water pipe, and partially 
over gas piping with which armor was in contact, thence 
to a water pipe with which service gas pipe to meter 
was in contact, melting hole in gas pipe (pinhole dimen- 
sion) and igniting gas, this flame melting lead gas pipe 
above where current had affected same and igniting gas 
issuing from this second hole. Insurance loss, $167. 

February 17, 1.27 p. m., Box 245, 1899-1401 Tremont 
street, public convenience station beneath superstruc- 
ture of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
at bridge crossing Tremont street. Trolley wheel of 
trolley pole of electric street car passing beneath bridge 
left trolley wire, pole making simultaneous contact with 
trolley wire and iron beam of bridge. Current passed 
from trolley wire to bridge, thence to ground by means 
of soil, ventilator pipes, etc. Damage consisted of 
flanges and ends of hand rails on each side of bridge 
being fused and melted, metal melted in twelve or more 
places where bolts passed through metal fence on bridge, 
current passed from fence to iron ventilator shaft to 
convenience station, thence to boiler room in station and 
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the gas water heater, melting all soldered connections, 
puncturing holes in water coils, melting feed pipe and 
puncturing an adjacent soil pipe; short circuit cleared 
itself. : 

February 25, 10.57 p. m., Washington street, near 
Northampton street. Breakdown in feeder cable of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, with consequent 
arcing and burning between same and elevated structure, 
at point opposite 1766 Washington street. No damage 
except to cable. | 

March 1, 6.12 p. m., 345A Washington street, Box 
1274. Rheostat in connection with elevator motor left 
in circuit became red hot. Alarm given by tenant of 
building who saw same. No fire. 

March 4, 8.22 a. m., 42-48 Stanhope street. Fire 
Department called on automatic alarm. Heat from 
incandescent lamps used in connection with controlling 
apparatus of elevator motor operated fire alarm ther- 
mostat. No fire. No damage. 

Darcie OSU amet hb eLinitye street. End’ of 
B. X. lighting conductor left bare and alive, nails com- 
ing in contact with conductors caused short circuit, 
with resulting flash. No fire. No damage. Engine 8 
notified by telephone by occupant. 

March 10, 9.57 a. m., 637 Washington street, Dor- 
chester. Conductor for portable light was pulled around 
sharp edge of wheel by painter who was removing paint 
from automobile, with resulting short circuit, flash from 
same igniting the paint remover. Damage slight. No 
insurance loss. 

March 12, 8.30 p. m., 137 Main street, Charlestown. 
Members of Chemical 3 called on account of smoke 
_ issuing from armatures of two 3 horse power motors 
used to operate. ventilating fans. Motors had not been 
in service and had received no attention for several 
months. An attempt was made to start same, armatures 
refused to revolve, coils overheating, with resulting 
smoke. No damage except to motors. 

March 17, 8.30 a. m., 69 Kneeland street. Burn-out 
in underground service wires entering building. No 
damage except to wires. 

April 1, about 2.30 p. m., 58 Bay State road. Fire 
Department called on still alarm for slight fire due to 
4.5 ampere electric iron being inadvertently left in 
circuit, overheating iron and metal stand upon which it 
rested sufficiently to ignite ironing board resting on a 
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table. Board was burned through to table, and dress 
goods on table were ignited. Insurance loss, $232.35. 

April 2, about 1.20 p. m., 71 North Market street. 
Fire Department called on still alarm on account of 
smoke in basement due to short circuit in service cable 
beneath sidewalk just before cable entered building. 

April 4, 6.05 a. m., lamp pole reported on fire on 
Boston Common, near bandstand, probably due to a 
loose connection at cut-out in base of gooseneck of 
lamp. Damage confined to wires and gooseneck. 

April 13, 9.54 p. m., 81 Prince street. Members of 
Engine 8 called on still alarm. ‘Trouble consisted of 
smoking at a defective cut-out. No damage except to 
cut-out. 

April 25, 11 p. m., 74 Faneuil Hall square. Fire 
Department called on a still alarm for a slight fire 
consisting of the charring and burning of a wood mold- 
ing, and of the insulation of a ground wire contained 
in same for a distance of an inch or two. Water pipe 
to which armor of B. X. cable was bonded when cable 
was installed had been cut off at some subsequent time 
and left ungrounded. A breakdown in insulation of 
conductor of B. X. cable occurred and current passed 
over cable armor to a point where cable crossed molding 
containing a ground wire, armor of cable being in con- 
tact with the head of a nail which passed through 
capping of molding, point of nail penetrating insulation 
of ground wire and coming in contact with wire, with 
consequent arcing and burning at points of contact. 

April 25, 3.10 p. m., Box 1257, elevated railway 
structure, State Street Station, Atlantic avenue. Burn- 
out in feeder cables (six in number), with charring of 
woodwork of structure in the immediate vicinity. 

April 29, 4.80 a. m., opposite 22 Huntington avenue. 
Street (series arc) lamp pole on fire, due to breakdown 
in insulation of cables contained therein. Wooden 
portion of pole burned sufficiently to necessitate replacing 
with new pole. 

May 3, about 10 a. m., 121 St. Stephen street. Ladder 
12 and Chemical 12 called on still alarm; 4.5 ampere flat- 
iron left in circuit when premises were vacated for the 
day shortly after 8 a.m. Iron rested on an iron stand, 
same being on ironing board. Iron overheated suffi- 
ciently to ignite and burned through ironing board, 
dropping to floor, setting fire to a rug and burning into 
floor beneath rug. Insurance loss, $17.50. 

May 5, 9.45 a. m., opposite 181 Summer street. 
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Engine 7 called on stillalarm. Burn-out in underground 
service mains, followed by explosion in manhole about 
6 feet from where burn-out occurred, explosion being 
sufficient to raise manhole cover,a few feet above street. 
Damage confined to mains referred to and to telephone 
cable in manhole where explosion occurred. 

May 26, 12.55 a. m., East Sixth street, at Farragut 
road. Carrying pole broke off at base and fell, eight 
pairs of telephone wires falling across trolley wires of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Company, burning off 
telephone wires. Wires of the Edison Electric Ilu- 
minating Company and the Police Signal Service also 
damaged. | 

May 30, 4.50 a. m., elevated structure opposite 28 
Harrison avenue. Ladder 17 called on still alarm. 
Slight fire due to breakdown in insulation of a feed cable 
of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 

June 7, 2.35 p. m., 13801 Washington street. Alarm 
from Box 1632; 100,000 c. m. service cable burned out 
beneath sidewalk. Damage to cable only. 

June 8, corner Park and Rutledge streets, West 
Roxbury. Ground electrically charged. Result of break- 
down in insulation of secondary circuit. 

June 8, 6.20 a. m., Dewey square. Breakdown in 
cables at base of gooseneck on street arc lamp pole, with 
resultant arcing and burning; damage confined to 
cables and gooseneck. 

June 10, 12.05 p. m., Sprague street, opposite Lake- 
side avenue, Hyde Park. Breakdown in insulation of 
conductors feeding series incandescent lamp attached 
to pole by means of an iron arm or bracket permitted 
current leakage to bracket, thence to pole and ground, 
with resultant burning at point where arm was attached 
to pole. 

June 13, 9.15 p. m., 45 Arch street. Alarm was 
from Box 754 for fire on first floor, due to grounding of 
No. 14 B. & S. gauge conductor in gang switch box 
located in side wall. Insulation of wire ignited and 
fire communicated from insulation of wire to woodwork 
in vicinity. Insurance loss, $117.54. 

June 14, 3.20 p. m., 688 Boylston street. Engine 
Company 33 called on still alarm for fire in lecture room. 
Unauthorized person connected plugging device of 
stereopticon and left same with rheostat in circuit, 
which was in close proximity to woodwork. Rheostat 
overheated and set fire to woodwork. Insurance. loss, 
$1,791. 
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June 18, 6.45 p. m., 141 Salem street. Members of 
Engine 8 called on still alarm on account of the burn- 
ing out of armature of a § horse power motor of auto- 
matic carbonator. No damage except to armature. 

June 21, 7.45 a. m., P street, South Boston. North 
Point car barns of the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
While car was running on track within building, trolley 
left trolley wire and arm flew up, wheel coming in contact 
with iron conduit containing wires, trolley arm at same 
time making contact with trolley wire; current passed 
from trolley wire over trolley arm to conduit pipe, 
thence by various paths to ground. Fires were started 
in gutter outside of building, where an iron bucket sup- 
porting lamp over doorway was in contact with metal 
lining of gutter, a metal pipe running from this gutter 
to ground. At the same time in the rear of the car 
barn, at a point where conduit pipe was in contact with 
a drain pipe, melting of pipes occurred and fire was 
started in a concealed space above wooden ceiling of 
stock room. Both fires extinguished by employees of 
the railway company. Damage slight. 

June 26, 12.07 p. m., elevated structure, opposite 
1933 Washington street. Alarm from Box 212. Insu- 
lation of 500,000 c. m. feed cable of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company broke down. Cable burned off and 
fell to the ground. No damage except to cable. 

June 25, 11.47 p. m., corner of Hancock and Jerome 
streets. Alarm from Box 3261. Arcing of current from 
electric light wires on pole at location referred to. No 
damage except to wires. 

June 28, 11 Parkman street, Box 1351. Burn-out in 
armature of a small fan motor. No damage except to 
armature. 

June 30, 12.40 p. m., 265 Rutherford avenue, Box 419. 
Slight fire due to insulation of wire being ignited, as 
result of heating at a loose connection. Insurance loss, 
$20. 

July 8, 4.20 p. m., 167 Summer street. Engine Com- 
pany 7 called on still alarm. ‘Terminal on main cut-out 
became loose, causing heating and arcing, insulation on 
No. 4 B. & 8. gauge wire being ignited and burning for 
about 9 wire feet. No other damage. 

July 9, 1.33 a. m., 22 Court street. Fire Department 
called on still alarm; 4.5 ampere electric iron left (with 
current on) on wooden table and became overheated, 
burning table and Beton rig neighboring woodwork. 
Damage slight. 
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July 12, corner of Rutledge and Park streets, West 
Roxbury. Street electrically charged in vicinity of pole 
on which standpipe from underground was located. 
Same due to grounded condition of wiring in house 
nearby and to the insufficient ground on secondary wir- 
ing from which wiring in house referred to was fed. 

July 24, 8.55 a. m., Box 23821, 143 Massachusetts 
avenue. Fire between walls and in back of ceiling in 
room on fourth floor of building. Due to breakdown 
in insulation of wires in flexible tubing, breakdown 
being due to dampness. Insurance loss, $378. 

July 29, Box 7431, corner K and Seventh streets, 
South Boston. Fire Department called on account of 
the burning of insulation of wires in tree opposite 335 
K street. ‘Trouble occurred during wind and rain 
storm. No damage except to wires. 

August 9, 5.30 p. m:, 2057 Washington street. Ladder 
4 called on still alarm. Trouble caused by 24-inch 10- 
Wire screw put through molding containing electric 
wires, insulation of one of the wires being injured by 
screw, and current grounding at this point; 15-ampere 
fuse blown, opening circuit. Some smoke but no fire. 

August 11, 4.20 a. m., 68 Aldrich street. Engine 45 
called on still alarm. Breakdown occurred in insulation 
of one of the wires of a 1-light combination bracket, 
and breakdown occurred in insulation of a joint where 
wire was connected to circuit wiring in back of canopy. 
Hole melted in gas pipe within fixture and gas ignited; 
10-ampere safety fuse blown. Damage confined to fix- 
ture and slight damage to plastering and paper where 
fixture was attached to wall. Insurance loss, $40. 

August 16, 10.82 a.m. An alarm from Auxiliary Box 
783, located in the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad yards was unnecessarily sounded as a result of 
a short circuit of fire alarm wires on Bryant street, due 
to guy wires of a derrick coming in contact with fire 
alarm wires and short circuiting same. 

August 21, 6.40 p. m., North Point car barn, Boston 
Elevated Railway Company. Fire Department called 
on still alarm. Car run into the barn left with current 
on; controller became overheated, setting car on fire. 
Damage confined to car where trouble originated and 
slight scorching of a car nearby. Insurance loss, $100. 

August 26, Pier 41, Water street, Charlestown. 
Automatic alarm 1214. Contact finger which closes rotor 
circuit on 20 horse power, 440-volt, 3-phase motor broke. 
Current remained on grids, overheating same sufficiently 
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to set off automatic alarm located directly above. 
No fire. No other damage. 

August 28, 9.40 p. m., 329 Washington street. Fire 
in moving picture booth, extinguished by occupant. 
Assistant operator threading machine with film at time; 
just above his head was an incandescent lamp which 
had been suspended from conduit pipe containing 
circuit wires by a piece of iron wire, one end wrapped 
around pipe, the other end with a hook in same. Opera- 
tor reached up to turn on light and end of hook came in 
contact with butt of lamp, current grounding to conduit 
pipe. Butt of lamp fused, end of hook melted, wire 
_ where it was wound around pipe melted, and a hole 
melted in conduit pipe, hot metal dropping into film 
and igniting same. Film destroyed. No damage except 
smoking of booth and as noted above. 

August 30, 8.30 a. m., 415 Washington street. While 
installation of electric curling irons was in progress, 
Wireman turned current on circuit. Clothing was in 
contact with one of the heaters in one of the dressing 
rooms and was ignited, heat setting off automatic 
sprinkler above, which extinguished fire. No damage 
except to heater and clothing, cracking of a mirror 
and smoking of paint. Work had not been inspected 
and the use of heaters had not been authorized. 

September 19, 3.07 a. m., 461 Commonwealth avenue. 
Breakdown in insulation of service wires on outside of 
building. Damage confined to wires. Fire Department 
called on still alarm. 

September 18, 4.40 a. m., Warren Bridge. Break- 
down in insulator of feed wire of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, with consequent arcing between 
said wire and trolley pole. No damage except to 
insulation of feed wire for a short distance. Fire 
Department called on still alarm. 

September 22, 12.06 p. m., Box 1221. Burn-out in 
underground mains of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company at North and Richmond streets, accompanied 
by explosion in their manhole on North street, opposite 
North square. Margaret Marotta, eight years old, 
living at 214 North street, who was passing manhole at 
the time, received burns on her left hand and left 
forearm. 

September 28, 9.02 p. m., Box 2313. Fire in basement 
193 Bay State road, as a result of burn-out of 100,000 
c. m. underground service cable entering said building. 
Insurance loss, $713.26. 
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October 1, 9 a. m., Southampton street, near Andrews 
square. Burn-out in extra high potential underground 
main, followed by explosions in two manholes, lifting 
covers off of same. Damage confined to cable at point 
of burn-out. 

October 3, shortly before 6 a. m., opposite 20 West 
Broadway and 124 West Broadway, South Boston. 
Escaping gas passed up through street arc lamp poles 
fed from underground mains, gas being ignited. No 
apparent damage done to poles. 

October 17, 20 Commonwealth avenue, 3.20 p. m. 
Fire Department called on still alarm on account of burn- 
out in underground service cable at point beneath 
sidewalk and near foundation wall of building. No 
damage except to cables. 

October 24, 6.20 p. m., Box 1272, 291 Washington 
street. Fire in cut-out cabinet as a result of break or 
partial break of circuit wire feeding 10-ampere lamp, 
insulation of wire being ignited and fire being com- 
municated to insulation of other wires and to woodwork 
adjacent to cut-out cabinet, door to cut-out cabinet being 
open.: Insurance loss, $110.60. 

October 25, 5.20 a. m., Box 1253, 85 Blackstone street. 
Steel ceiling installed over porcelain cleat work in a 
basement kitchen without the knowledge of this depart- 
ment. Insulation broke down as a result of dampness. 
Wire grounded on metal ceiling, igniting insulation of 
wire, fire being communication to neighboring wood- 
work. Damage considerable. Insurance loss, $2,408. 

October 28, 1.12 p. m., 345A Washington street. 
Fire occurred in penthouse on roof, house containing 
20 horse power motor operating elevator, probably due 
to sparking at commutator. Damage confined to pent- 
house and apparatus therein. Insurance loss, $5,734. 

October 28, 12.29 p. m., Box 1274. Breakdown in 
insulation of wires feeding automatic control to 2 horse 
power motor, current grounded and arc setting fire to 
insulation of wire. No other damage. 

November 9, 4.30 p. m., 34 Southbourne road, West 
Roxbury. Slight fire as a result of nail being driven 
through wire insulation, both poles of branch circuit 
being brought in electrical connection thereby. Cut-out 
eapreperly fused with 30-ampere fuses. Insurance loss, 

25. 

November 23, in the neighborhood of 9.30 p. m. 
Horse belonging to the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company killed by stepping on live primary wire which 
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had fallen to street between Nos. 12 and 16 Thatcher 
street, Hyde Park. 

December 4, 6.43 p. m., Box 2322, 60 Westland avenue. 
Fire apparently due to poor contact at defective joint 
in No. 6 B. & 8. gauge mains, with overheating at joints, 
insulation of wire being ignited and fire being com- 
municated to woodwork. Damage considerable. Insur- 
ance loss, $5,625.50. 

December 6, 12.10 a. m., 88 Prince street, Jamaica 
Plain. Fire Department called on still alarm. Occu- 
pants left premises shortly before 7 p. m. the same night, 
electric flatiron being left in circuit in laundry, basement. 
Fire, which was due to overheated flatiron, was found 
upon return of occupants. Fire consisted of the burning, 
almost completely, of ironing board upon which flatiron 
was left standing. Insurance loss, $10. 

December 6, 1.51 a. m., 10 Commercial Wharf. Slight 
fire due to breakdown in insulation of motor mains run 
in molding, molding and insulation being affected by 
moisture. Insurance loss, $257.24. 

December 7, 4.29 p. m., Box 1375, 70 Beacon street. 
Burn-out occurred in 100,000 c. m. underground service 
cable where same entered foundation wall of building. 
Damage confined to cable and necessary damage by 
firemen in getting at trouble. Insurance loss, $100. 

December 9, 8.58 p. m., pole opposite No. 9 Devens 
street, Charlestown. Fire due to breakdown in insula- 
tion of street are lighting circuit of the Charlestown Gas 
and Electric Company just above standpipe where con- 
nection was made between underground cable and 
overhead wires. No damage except to wires. 

January 2, 1917, about 2.50 p. m., 21 Wellesley park, 
Dorchester. New pole to which old pole was lashed 
pending transference of wires (old pole cut off at the 
base) pulled out of soft filling and leaned sufficiently 
for wires to come in contact with metal water conductor 
on house. Conductor burned where contact was made, 
‘also where conductor entered soil pipe. No other 
apparent damage. 

January 9, about 11 p. m., 80 Walter street, West 
Roxbury, Box 2715. Five and five tenths ampere flat- 
iron left attached with current on on dining-room table. 
Iron became overheated and set fire to table and carpet. 
Insurance loss, $95.50. 

January 12, 11.19 p. m., Box 14388, 801 Washington 
street. Pendant incandescent lamp left in contact with 
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some letter files on top of desk. Heat of lamp ignited 
files and contents; fire was communicated to desk and 
neighboring woodwork. Insurance loss, $278. 

January 16, about 2.30 p. m., Granite avenue, near 
Neponset Bridge. Forty-ton derrick fell while being 
operated, two of the guy wires of same falling upon and 
breaking high potential and signalling wires on pole line 
over which guy wires were stretched, breaking wires 
and temporarily disabling circuits. No other damage. 

January 25, 4.15 a. m. Ladder 24 called on still 
alarm. Explosion and burn-out in manhole of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company at junction of 
Charles and Cambridge streets. Burn-out occurred 
in 3-wire feeder, same being lead-covered rubber insu- 
lated cables, sizes two 500,000 c. m. and one No. 0000, 
in 44-inch iron conduit connecting manhole to adjacent 
or nearby catch-box. Apparently no damage except 
to equipment involved. 

January 25, 12.55 a. m., Box 1515, 52 Pleasant street. 
Fire Department was called on account of a burn-out 
in underground service cable beneath sidewalk and 
outside of building line. Smoke entered basement and 
was seen by citizen who pulled alarm. No fire and no 
damage inside of building, which was unoccupied. 

As a matter of record would note that on January 1, 
shortly after 5 p. m., explosions of illuminating gas 
occurred in manholes of the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company (thirteen in number), three at junction of 
Third and L streets, three at East Broadway and L 
street, two on East Broadway, between L and K streets, 
three on East Broadway and K street, and two on East 
Broadway, opposite Lincoln School. As a result of 
these explosions a newsboy, said to be Thomas Nugent, 
of 164 K street, fourteen years of age, who was standing 
at the corner of K street and Broadway, was killed, and 
other persons were injured at various locations where 
effects of explosions were felt, many windows were 
broken, a passing automobile on Broadway was damaged, 
etc. No indications of electrical trouble were found 
in connection with circuits contained in manholes and 
conduits before, during or after explosions. 


AccIDENTs To PEeRsons DvuE TO ELECTRICITY. 


February 10, Emil Matel, an employee in the gen- 
erating department of No. 5 station of the Edison 
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Electric IHuminating Company on West Canton street, 
received slight burns on three fingers of left hand, due 
to short circuit caused by throwing wrong switch when 
about to start a generator in station. 

February 28, about 8.35 a. m., Mr. Leonard Anthony, 
twenty-nine years old, a lamp trimmer, received electric 
shocks while on street arc lamp pole opposite 74 Pleasant 
street, Dorchester, with fatal results. Source of current 
was wire of a 4,000 A. C. circuit which had sagged and 
swung into contact with gooseneck sustaining lamp. 
Anthony apparently failed to throw switch on lamp pole, 
and while his body was in contact with gooseneck 
attempted to trim are lamp, current passing from wire 
to gooseneck to Anthony’s body, thence to ground by 
means of the street arc lighting circuit of which lamp 
formed a portion, which circuit was normally dead at 
that time of day. 

April 3, 12.20 a.m., H. E. Ruddischauer, an attendant 
in the Scotia street station of the Edison Electric Ilumi- 
nating Company, while attempting to operate series 
underload relay of mercury arc rectifier, permitted his 
left hand to come in contact with case of relay coil, his 
left leg being at the time in contact with pipe connections 
forming a portion of apparatus. He received bad 
burns to left hand and left leg and burn to scrotum. 

April 18, 10.385 a. m., Mr. Clarence Webber, an 
electrician in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, received severe burns as a result of short 
circuit in the bus room of the South Boston power 
station of said company, resulting in Mr. Webber’s 
death later in the day. 

May 3, about 8.45 a. m., Edward McCoy, a wood- 
worker in the employ of the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, while at work on top of one of their cars at 
their Bartlett street shops, received severe electrical 
shocks, causing unconsciousness for several minutes. 
He was removed to the City Hospital where he remained 
until May 26, length of stay being due to severe nervous 
shock received by victim. No other effects of shock 
apparent. While standing on car, with one hand against 
iron beam, he made contact with bare connection feeding 
lights in car temporarily from overhead trolley wire 
carrying current at a potential of about 600 volts. 

May 6, about 2.15 p. m., Joseph Dwyer, an employee 
of the Boston Forge Company, 340 Maverick street, 
while at work in shop of said company, received electric

shocks and was removed to the City Relief Station, 
East Boston, later going home. Dwyer was swinging a 
hand crane at the time of accident, crane coming in 
contact with a wire of 114-volt A. C. secondary circuit, 
current passing to crane, thence through Dwyer to 
ground. At the Relief Hospital no injuries were found 
to Dwyer other than nervous shock. 

June 3, 7.45 a. m., M. V. Linsky, employee of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company at their fourth 
station, while attempting to make a change of load from 
one set of buses to another, opened one side of 2,300-volt 
A. C. circuit, flash thereby resulting, causing burns to 
thumb, middle and third fingers of right hand. 

July 3, about 9.30 p. m., Herman C. Cuddy, an oiler 
in the employ of the Edison Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany, while attempting to tighten fuses on lighting 
system at their third station, Atlantic avenue, made 
short circuit with Stillson wrench which he was using. 
Flash burned second, third and fourth fingers of left 
hand and second finger and thumb of right hand. 
Character of burns slight. 

July 29, 6.45 a. m., John H. Fitzmaurice, operator at 
the Congress street station of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, received slight burns to knuckles 
of second and third fingers of right hand, due to short 
circuit at switch he was operating while synchronizing 
one of the machines. 

August 19, 5.50 a.m., Edward Philbrick, an employee 
of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, while 
attending are lighting machine at their L street station, 
slipped, his right hand making contact with field and 
circuit switch on machine in question. He received 
burns to thumb and fingers of right hand. Burns dressed 
at the station and he resumed work. 

September 14, 1.45 p. m., William Moran, an employee 
of the Carleton-Mace Company, while tightening up a 
stud nut on back of new switch board at No. 2 station of 
the Edison Electric Illuminating Company, Hawkins 
street, received burns to three fingers and palm of right 
hand as a result of short circuit caused by wrench which 
he was using making simultaneous contact with live 
nut (before mentioned) and iron frame of switch board. 

September 15, 2.30 a. m., Daniel O’Leary, nineteen 
years of age, residing at 5 Whitney place, Roxbury, and 
employed as a machinist at Mead-Morrison Manufac- 
turing Company, 125 Prescott street, East Boston, 
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received an electric shock while attempting to operate 
key socket on pendant light feeding from so-called 110- 
volt A. C. circuit, death resulting. 

October 31, 1.05 p. m., Herman Rothenbucher, em- 
ployed by Sugden & Co. as cable splicer, while guarding, 
at the forth-ninth station of the Edison Electric [lumi- 
nating Company, bare ends of a 3-wire cable which was 
under 30,000-volt test at the time, called attention of 
attendant by pointing out with a piece of reinforcing 
metal such as is used in concrete construction work, 
electrical connection being made between rod and bare 
ends of cable referred to. Rothenbucher received severe 
shocks, also burns of the first degree to right hand and 
arm, which were treated at the City Hospital, upon the 
completion of which he was permitted to go home. 

November 4, 10.30 a. m., Frank A. Deroshier, living 
at 27 Bowdoin street, Medford, an employee of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company, while at work on 
elevated structure on Washington street, opposite Sylvia 
street, was burned about the face, hands and wrists as 
a result of workmen accidentally permitting an iron 
bar to make simultaneous contact with live ‘“‘third rail”’ 
and car rail. Mr. Deroshier was removed to the City 
Hospital for treatment, remaining for two days, then 
going home. 

November 11, about 11.05 a. m., Everett E. Peterson, 
an employee of the Lundin Electric Company, living at 
14 Vose street, Dorchester, while at work in back of are 
switch board at L street station of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company, came in contact with are circuit, 
normally dead at that time of day, but alive as a result 
of accidental electrical connection between same and 
primary A. C. circuit. Peterson received a shock and 
slight burns on the middle finger of right hand and on 
thumb of left hand. He continued at work. 

December 28, about 10.55 a. m., Robert J. Barrett, an 
employee of Carleton-Mace Company, while at work in 
second station, Edison Electric [luminating Company, 
doing certain painting, attempted to tighten a loose nut 
on hanger upon which he was at work. Wrench which 
he was using for the purpose made simultaneous contact 
with nut and live riser conductor from booster. As a 
result of short circuit thereby caused he received severe 
burn to finger. |
